fhe aim of this Corporation shall be to provide at the Inter- 
national College of Smyrna, Turkey, a thorough, practical education 
for boys and young men in fangvages, arts and sciences, on a distinct- 
ively Christian basis. Buk 


Its religious instruction shall be non-sectarian, and based upon 
the word of God only. | de 3 


Its course of instruction shall be open to boys and young men 
of any nationality and religion. 


The members of this Corporation shall consist of the subscribers 
to its agreement of association and of their associates mn the pres- 
ent Prudential Committee of the American Board of Commissioners for 
Foreign Missions; and, hereafter, the mesbership of this Corporation 
shall, at any time, be limited to and consist of the then existing 
membership of the said Prudential Committee.

Beginning with the year 1903, the twelve members of the Board 
of Managers shall be appointed in three classes of four each; one 
class to serve three years, one class to serve two years, one class 
one year; and at the expiration of these several terms members shall 
be appointed in classes for terms of three years each, but retiring 
members shall be eligible for reappointment. The President of the 
College shall be ex-officio President of the Board of Managers. The 
other officers of the Board shall be a Vice President, and a Secretary, — 
who shall also in case of need fill the duties of Treasurer. 


The Corporation shall be the ultimate authority in all matters 
yertaining to the general welfare of the College, but its action in 
ocal matters at said Smyrna shell, as far as practicable, be solely 
through the said Board of Managers.

TRUSTEES OF INTERNATIONAL COLLAG2 
By-Laws 


ARTICLE I. Aim. The aim of this corporation shall be to further the 
interests of Christian education through the International | 
College at Smyrna, Asia Minor, by providing there and in such 
other schools as may be affiliated with it, a thorough, prac- 
tical, oultural or professional education upon a distinctively 
Christian basis; and to establish presses, hospitals, or other 
agencies ag may be desirable in the judgment of the Trustees 
for the promotion of the Christian purpose of the institution. 


ARTICLE II. Rel ious. Instruction. Its religious instruction shall 
be non-sectarian and based on the Scriptures of the Old and 
New Testaments. 


ARTICLE III. Freedom from Racial and Religious Tests. Its course of 
ee ig shall be Open to persons of any nationality and 
religion. 


ARTICLE IV Members of the Corporation. The members of this Corpora- 
tion, termed Trustees, shall consist of the signers of the | 
original agreement, and their successors, numbering not less 
than nine persons nor more than eighteen, of whom the President 
of the College shall be a member ex-officio. Trustees shall 
serve for three years, or until their successors are elected, 
one-third retiring each year at the annual meeting in January, 
at which time their successors shall be elected by the Board. 
Trustees are eligible to re-election, and the Corporation may 
at any time elect trustees to fill vacancies, providing that 
all terms shall expire at the January annual maeting,. Any 
person in hearty sympathy with the purpose of the Corporation 
as defined in Article I shall be eligible to election as a 
member thereof, but not less than three-quarters (3/4) of the 
members shall be natural born citizens of the United States, 
and a majority of the Trustees shall be ocitizeng of the 


Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 


ARTICLE V. Officers of the Corporation. The officers of the Corpore- 
tion ghall President Secretary, Clerk and Treasurer, 
elected annually to serve for one year or until their successors 
are elected, and mch other officers as the Trustees may at any 
time see fit to appoint. The Secretary, Clerk and Treasurer 
may, at the option of the Trustees, be chosen from pergong not 
menibers of the Corporation. 


ARTICLE VI. corp orate Powers. ‘The Trustees shail be the ultimate 
| authority all matters pertaining to the general welfare of 
the College and other work undertaken by ite agents, but its 
action in local matters shall be, so far ae practicable, only 
through the President and Board of Managers, hereafter provided 
for. All important matters referred from the College to the 
Trastees at Boston mst be presmted by the President with the 
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sanction of the Board of Managers or of its ad-interim com~ 
mittee. A minority of the Managers shall, however, always 
have the right to appeal to the Trustees. 


All real estate, permanent funds, and other property

BUDGET FOR 1923-24 and plans for meeting it. 


In considering the budget for 1923-1924 your committee has been gnided 
by the considerations mentioned at the recent Trustee meeting, including the 

That the position of the International College at this juncture is 
of importance not only to its immediate friends, but critical and of 
high importance for all the work of the educational and missionary 
organizations in Turkey and to the case of the Kingdom of God through 
the whole world. Hence it is imperative that the work be carried on, 
not simply on a basis of existence, but as a strong continuation of an 
established institution seeking to adjust itself to the new comitions. 

That the work necessitates the presence of more than the minimum 
personnel necessary to carry actual classes, ani demands that the 
force both in mumbers and equipment be adequate to meet definite needs 
beyond the formal work of instruction, | 

That owing to the political and particularly the economic situation | 
in Turkey, a considerable provision needs to be made for scholarship 
assistance to students in the boarding department, 


Provision mist be made for exceptional furlough for certain members 
of the staff of long standing. 


On the basis of the above general considerations, the following budget, 
particulars of which are presented in greater detail elswwhere, seems to the 
Committee to be worthy of the approval of the Trustees. The total is 
thirty-two thousand, six hundred and fifty nine dollars amk. as follows:

GENERAL FINANCIAL PROBLEMS FOR THE WOTURER.

have had to be met by various friends of the institution, and almost exclusive- 

ly by reason of personal presentation of the interests of the College by 

the President or professors on furlough. A beginning has been mate at Pomona 

College, at the Community Church of Eggertsville N.Y., and elsewhere, to secure 
constituencies which would make definite commitments annually, but these 


plans have been interrupted by the happenings at Smyrna. Loyal friends of the 
College have for many years stoodgbmerously behind it, but their gifts have been 
given generally to meet special neéds rather than to guarantee a definite budget. 
The College has but one Bhousand dollars of productive endowment, ani a mall 
income from houses rented to its staff members, so backs that stability of 
income associated with considerable invested funds, 


While the present wholly unprecedented situation in Smyrna has, and will 
continne for some time greatly to reduce local income, without correspomingly 
reducing costs, it is undoubtedly true that such a College mst more ani 
more look to American friends of Christian education for support in generous 
measure. Robert College was for many years supported by its generous founder, 
Mre Robert, who left the institution at his death some five hunired thousand 
dollars, the equivalent in purchasing power to a million today. with this it 
maintained an economical existence for many years, until later princely givers, 
notably Mr. John S. Kennedy and Mr. Cleveland Dodge, by additional gifts made 
possible a great expanse of the work. Similarly the Syrian Protestant College 
began with a fund raised by Rev. Yaniel Bliss who enjoyed throughout his long 
life the confidence and support of noble men and women, But all the Colleges 
in the Near Kast require large sums, in aidition to endowments, and local in- 
come, for their support. The three large Colleges, Robert, American University 
of Beirut and Constantinople, recently completed a drive for more than a million 
dollars for wiping out past deficits ani providing operating deficits for two 
years. Cpmpared to eheir needs ani askings, the modest needs of the Internation- 
al seom small. Yet to keep their interests actively before their constituency, 
these three Colleges maintain in New York offices with an American director, 

@ Bursar ani an Assistant Treasurer. This office is cooperating with the joint 
trustees to provide for more alequate financing of this group of Colleges.

Whether in conjunction with this group, as has been suggested and as 
definitely presented for consideration by the Acting President in Smyrna in 
the March 1923 report, or otherwise; the Trustees of the International College 
mast devise some means whereby that broader appeal may be maiie to the american 
Christian public which will provide for the anmal needs of the College, not 
only on the present limited basis but in view of the needs of the growing 
institution. The College cannot be considered as adequately founded till it 
has an endowment of a million dollars or more, ami were the political sit- 
uation more hopeful, your committee would press for some plans that might look 
forward to such a consummation. For the present, however, it will doubtless 
be wise to seek in every possible way to secure definite pledges anmally ani 
tO secure the necessary sums from churches, individuals and groups. The Exec- 
utive Committee would do well to consider carefully whether it will hold Dean 
Reed here for a time to press financial interests beyond the immediate buiget 
for 1925-24; whether President MacLachlan or some other member of the staff 
should be called to America a little later for such a purpose; whether some 
definite steps could be taken in some other way to get the interests of the 
College presented to the american Christian pablic. If something is not done, 


& year hence will fimi the College in much the same position in which it now 
finds itself.

Any committee considering the financial problems of the College would be 
failing in its duty if it failed to point out to the trustees the responsibility 
it mst bear in mind by reason of the prospective old age of certain members 
of the teaching staff. Missionaries of the Board whose salaries are paid by 
the Board will naturally be given the same consideration as given to other 
missionaries so that the provision for old age need not be a problem for the 
College frustees in such cases. For other men, however, Christisn principles 
demanis that some é@dequate provision be made. The College has on its staff 
at the present time but three men whose terms of service are longer than three 
years, and whose,support is provided by the Trustees. Prof. Albert Seylasz, 
who has served since 19135, is unier contract approved by the trustees extemi- 
ing till June 30, 1931 but at a rate which in Prov. Seylaz opinion makes some 
provision for the future. Thenother men, Professors Caleb W. Lawrence ani 
Semel L. Caldwell have served respectively, 27 and 25 years. Both have given 
long, loyal, ami able service and both are now on the field. Both have fanilies 
to be educated, Prof. Lawrence seven children the oldest entering College this 
fall ami the youngest less than two years of age; Professor Caldwell four 
children, the oldest a graiuate of Oberlin, the next a “enior at Yale, ani 
the youngest aged eleven, These men are approximately fifty five years of 
age, and neither has private means to fall back on. The College should, at the 
proper time, he prepared to reture them on some honorable basis. If it be not 
the proper time now to make a definite statement of policy, it is certainly 
the time that the prospective needs of these men for aiequate rethrement 
provision be faced by the Trustees. 


To bring the remlts of your iii deliberations definitely before 
you, the Comnittee sugzests that the Executive Comms tee, acting for the 
Trustees aprrove the following resolutions:

Dr. Barton has asked me to present to the meeting a 
Financial Statement, and in accorcance with his request I have had 
two conferences with Dean Reed. At the first of these I asked him 
to draw up a statement and he presented the same at our second 
meeting. By a misunderstanding, ne has drawn it as a report of the 
"Special Committee on Budget and Finance", but no such committee 
is now in existence. The Committee appointed by the Board of 
Trustees to examine the financial condition of the College reported 
at tne last meeting and was discharged from further duty. 

I, therefore, submit Dean Keed's statement exactly as he 
wrote it, not asthe report of a committee, but as a convenient 
basis for discussion.

My dear Mr. Wellman: 
In view of the vrogress of our efforts to forward the 

Nl-ns to secure for the International College of Smyrna, the 
richts desired and the changes in the. byelsews deemed advisable, 
it seems well to make to your committee a brief outline of our

The Trustees of the International College of Smyrna, 
Turkey, was created e corvoration in this Commonwealth on April 
3, 1903, under the vcrovisions of Shaobter 125 of the Revised Laws. 
The Byelaws then adopted by the Trustees have been altered fre- 
quently, until it is somewhat difficult to understand exactly 
the status of some of the sections.

Dear Sirs: 
Your special committee appointed to investigate the 
financial affairs of the College beg lekve to report’ as’ foliows: 


It appears from papers submitted by lr. Reed that on 
June 30th, 1922 the net liabilities divided among various funds, 
such as extension, agriculture, beneficiary, etc., were $40,292.99. 
Against this the cash assets are $32,324.59, and other assets,more — 
or less doubtful, $7968, 40. On the 16th of April, 1923, the 
liabilities seemed to be $34,437.65, against which the cash assets are 
$15,699.13, loans $8566.60, and a deficit of $10,171.92 to balance. 


From these two statements it appears that the available 
cash on hand has decreased more than one half and the so-called 
loans have increased, while the various funds heretofore held for 
extension and other purposes have been drawn upon for expenses to 
the extent of $5855.34. 


The budget for the coming year calls for $23,319.00, to 
which must be added the deficit to April 16th of $10,171.92, and an 
estimated deficit from April 16th to June 30th, 1923 of $5000.. 

If then we add to these requirements the impairment to certain trust 
funds in case the loans should not be paid, and deduct the estimated 
receipts for the year, it appears that the College will need to 


raise the sum of $42,057.52. This is putting the situation at 
the worst. 


| Taking the most hopeful view possible, and assuming that all 
the loans will be made good, that the impaiment of trust funds for 
expenses is justifiable, as is the case in some instances, at least, 
and that the budget can be @ecreased to the extent of $6000, the 
amount necessary is reduced about one half, leaving the sum of $21,635.58 
necessary to be raised to pay the expenses of the College and make ~ 
intact all the trust funds by the end of another fiscal year. 


The Committee question the authority of the Board of 
Managers to make certain loans and also the failure to obtain proper ‘ 
security for such loans and strongly recommend that steps be taken “4 
in the future to prevent the possibility of lending funds without ; 
the consent of the Board of Trustees. | :

Finances for the current year. 

In view of the very unfavorable economic conditions in 
this country, the revenue from students thus far is larger than we had 
ventured to anticipate; and although payments for the second half-term 
are only now due and beginning to come in,we believe we may reasonably 
expect an income from this source of revenue for the year sufficient 
to meet the requirements of our budget as presented by Dr. Reed to the 
Board of trustees nearly a year ago. This means that with the other 
resources made available we will be able not only to get through the 
year without debt, but also to make a smali contribution towards liqui- 
dation of the heavy debt incurred last year. — 


Outlook for next year. 


While it would be rash, in view of the many complexities 
and uncertainties of the present political and economic conditions, 
to venture a forecast of what we may confidently reckon on in the way 
of patronage,income,government sympathy and cooperation throughout 
the following academic year, we are at least justified inYstating 
that our experiences this year have thus far realized our best hopes 
and would seem to afford a reasonable guarantee of increased patronage 
and cooperation in the future. Our position and prospects have been 
steadily improving throughout the year and have clearly demonstrated 
the posibility of functioning efficiently under the new conditions, and 
certainly warrant the provision of larger measures for the coming year. 


Adcitional requirements for next year. 

Personnel, For various reasons it seems best that Prof. Lawrence's 
furlough should be advanced two years,and at the close of this term | 
in June he will therefore join lirs.

For the two short term appointees would it not be well 
thet steps be taken without delay to line up possible candidates, and in 
view of our having secured two of the three choice young men now with 
us through the Student Volunteer organization in New York,( Mr’ Burton 
St. John, Secy.25 Madison Avenue) we would suggest that our needs for 
the next three years be presented to that organization. We would also 
sugsest that Pomona College be communicated with in regard to the 
filling of these short term appointments. We are anxious lest the"Pomona 
in Smyrna" movement in that College which has already made such valuable 
contributions to aur personnel should not fail us in the future through 
lack of @ representative on our staff. 

| A recent letter from Mr. Vrooman to Dr. Reed tells of 
a similar"Main in Turkey" movement in his Alma Mater. 4s it not possible 
that a good man for our needs might be forthcoming from that institution 
if our case were presented to the association in charge of the movement? 
All these are simply sugscestions, and if steps are taken forthwith to 
this end it is possible that by the time I reach New York in May I will 
be able to meet such candidates and discuss with them the situation 
here,as also the conditions and requirements in detail. 

Our plans for the Agricultural Dept. would seem to call 

for the appointment of a scientifigally and practically trained agricul- 
turalist to take over the direction of that department. 


Material Equipment. The complete colapse of our maturing plans 
for the formal opening of our Agricultural Dept. in the autumn of 1922 
was a part of the calamity that overtook the College at the time of the 
Smyrna Disaster. The location of the Agricultural Dept. outside of the 
Campus exposed it to the looting and destruction of the chette bands 
who committed guch havoc}f in the area surrounding us. . 

| Apart from the looting of the dwelling house 
and the poultry yard, most of the building material in hand for the 
completion of the two buildings, (Administration and Dairy) then in 
course of construction was carried away or destroyed,and these buildings © 
themselves have suffered serious deterioration in the near two years 
which have elapsed since the disaster. Pressure of work in) feorganization 
or the academic department has bebidas any systematic attempt to devel- 
Ope plans for the Agricultural Vept.so far this year, and our activities 
there have been limited to the cultivation and sowing of the fields. 
Ve are now however seriously resuming building operations and pushing | 
forward other plans for the formal inauguration of the Agricultural Dept. 
in September or October of this year. Ye estimate that with the balance 
of the funds still available for this dept. of our work we will be able 
to complete the construction of these two buildings,renovate and extend 
the dwelling house,prepare the stabling for cows and horses,and complete 
the poultry and other outhouses on the farm, After all this has been

Scholarships. 


One of our most urgent needs on the financial side for the 
coming year is a Scholarship Fund of Five Thousand Dollars,to provide | 
twenty five scholarships,at least ten of which should be for students Ln 
the Agricultural Dept.,and the others for boys in the regular College & 
courses. Nothing will so much tend to strengthen our position with the 
government as the efficient launching of our Agr. Dept.e and the provision 
of a considreable number of scholarships for some of the numerous appli- 


cations from promising students whose parents are wholly unable to pay 
even a fraction of our fees, 


Turkish Language Study Class for members of our Staff. 

Including the Reeds and the new members of the staff who 
are expected to join us for permanent service next year,there will be 
at least six persons who should systematically take up the study of 
Turkish, and the impossibility of any of these attending the Language 
Study School in Constantinople,has forced into the foreground of our 
clans for next year the necessity of our making provision for this 
language study here in the College. 

| Our thought at present is to release the language study 
group from all other workduring the afternoon at least and to arrange a 
definite course of study'based on the course at Constantinople with 
required examinations at frequent intervals,and so insure regular and 
thorough work, 

Ye have already explained to our new Turkish professor, 
who is giving excellent promise,that in all probability he will have ghx 
charge of this group for one or two hours every afternoon next year, 
Tith our present almost exclusive Turkish student body, the members of 
the language study group should have exceptional facilities for practice 
in the use of the language. 

In arranging the course of study we will naturally seek 
the guidance of Mr. Goodsell,and we are hopeful that perhaps an extended 


Visit from him in the course of the year may be possible,in order to 
Check over the work of the group, 


I will only add that the importance of insuring adequete 
provision for next years requirements,as outlined in this letter seems

Gentlemen: 


| At the request of the President, and in accordance with 
the policy inaugurated a year ago in my conference with the Board, 
I beg herewith to present the proposed Budget for 1924-1925 for the 
International College. You will first permit me to make a few 
observations. | 
Lacking information of a precise nature as to past costs, 
and also facing wholly unprecedented conditions, I was compelled to 
make a food many guesses last year, but I am harpy to say that the : 
results of this year's operation thus far has proved the guesses to ! 
be fairly accurate, but in the matter of taxes and insurance, we can 
reduce next year since we have now caught up arrears. ‘With respect 
to our chief item, that of instructors and permanent staff members, 
our estimates looked for two additional permanent American families, 
but these were not able to be found, and we are asking for them again 
this year. We also found it necessary to increase our local staff in 
view of the enrollment this year, and the prospective staff for next 
year, along with the persons already engaged, is included in the 
figure for the Salaries. This is somewhat in advance of last year's 
figure, but not, we believe, unreasonably so. I may say that last year 
our estimate for enrollment was 100 and the registration has reached 
130. For the coming year we consider 200 a very conservative estimate, 
and we believe we can carry up to 250 with the staff provided for. 
Where there are increases in salaries to American staff this is in 
accordance with the rules governing missionary salaries, the increases 
being due to children entering new age groups in one case and in the 
other to the fact that field salary for this station is higher than 
home allowance in America. | 
Last year we asked that the contribution of the American 
Board, exflusive of the ecrant from the Higher Educational Endowment, 
should be as a minimum, the support of four families, which had been. 
the custom for some years. My rough estimate for this was 410,000 .00 
which chanced to be the total of the salaries of the four families 
formerely here, and the American Board gecepted that figure for its 
contribution from current funds, and the $10,000.00 dollars figured 
on two sides of the budget. This year I have entered the cost of the 
four families with outfit allowance and travel (estimated) at $11,200.00 
which is more than the old apparent figure, but no more than the Board 
has had to provide where there was travel and allowance. This total is 
made up as follows:

We should hope, however, that the American Board would at least con- 
tinue the principle of four families and the grant from the HeE.F., 
and we have so indicated it on the detailed budget. 

Last year we suggested the need of a fund of say %4000 .00 
to provide benefices, lacking which we doubted our ability to make 
the boarding depart~ent, which we figured should pay expenses, come 
out evene It appears that with some gifts which have come especially 
for that purpose, and with the help of the larger number of paying | 
students than we had expected, we shall be able to cover the smaller 
number of beneficiary students whom we accepted this year, but it would 
be well for us to have a small fund to meet the cases that may not be 
provided for otherwise. In connection with President MacLachlan's 
plans for the Agricultural Department, we would urge the necessity of 
a fund of at least $2000.00 per year for Agricultural Beneficiary 
students. This we have placed in a separate category from the regular 
maintenance of the College. | | 

Further it should be pointed out that in the general budget, 
we have made the following provisions for the maintenance of the 
Agricultural Department,

which is the basis we have hoped to maintain that department on after 
it was equipped, ie. the idea being that with this overhead, the in- 
come would provide for additional labor and incidental expenses. This 
department is too new to warrant our confidence in this estimate as 
we are warranted in the case of the Boarding Department, and we realize 
that if additional funds for extension of the Agricultural Department 
are forthcoming, it may be nesaneeey to increase the especial budget 
of this department, but if so, the tresident and the Board can readily 
increase this heading. | 

We would also point out that t is budget does not provide 
for the salary of a matron, or wages for servants in the boarding 
department. This is in accordance with our practice last year which 
is confirmed by our experience this year. That is, we assume that the 
income from boarding students will cover not only food and fuel etec., 
but also the cost of matron, servants in this department, and reasonable 
replacements. We count on this with considerable confidence as with 
careful attention to buying and managing, this has sometimes done a 
little better but i$ is-not wise to count on any clear profit. 


So much for the budget as presented. This has been formally 
approved by the Cabinet of the Board of Managers, which is our 
present advisory body. The Cabinet would also ask the formal attention 
of the Trustees to one or two other matters. 
INSURANCE or RETIRING ALLOWANCE In the Dean's report for 
1916-17, which was duly approved by the local Board of Managers, and 
transmitted to Boston during the war period, under "Constructive 
Policy for Improved Teaching" the following paragraph was inserted, 
to which the Cabinet would again invite& the attention of the Trustees. 
"Again, for the permanent improvement of the teaching 
staff, some plan should be devised to encourage teachers 
to save. Already the College has facilitated three members 
of the Staff by loans enabling them to erect houses. Oppor- '

" plan should be devised by which the College should 
retain some portion of all salaries, even the smallest, 
for the benefit of the teacher. Some instrance feature, or 
added bonus for success might be incorporated in the 
scheme, so that the younger men might save for further 
education or other worthy purpose; the older men for a 
home or a “rainy day". The ability of the College to 
hand to a rethring or dismissed teacher, an accumulated 
deposit from salary would make such a time easier for all 
concerned. And for all members of the staff, the feeling 
of security thus guaranteed would be of great value” 
Since these words were written, several of the churches, the | 
YMCA and many other groups have adopted adequate plans for safeguarding 
the o1d age of their servants, and this College should certainly take 
some steps, however small at first, toward reaching the goal of an 
adequate provision for old age and retirement. With the practically 
new conditions subsequent to the Disaster, such a plan could readily 
be launched. Even the Turkish covernment teachers are protected by 
Some such systeme This is not the time to consider ways and means, 
but with the authority of the trustees, the Collese could and should, 
in the opinion of the Cabinet, set aside a percentage of all salaries, 
possibly conditional upon the recepient doing the same thing, anc thus 
make some provision for the inevitable time of withdrawal or wetirement. 
rossibly were such a system started, friends might be interested to 
provide the relatively small capital necessary to provide for our men 
now advanced in years, for whom provision has not been made, leaving 
the annual contributions of the men and the College to provide for 
future needs. Thus far the only provision made is the prospect of 
provision for the American Board men by that Board or through the 
Annuity fund, and a provision in one contract that in the lack of 
uch a provision, the Professor would require more salary to cover 
it himself. 

EXTENSION and HOUSING While realizing that many friends at 
home look upon this period in “urkey as one for holding on rather than 
for rapid extension, the Cabinet of the Managers feels that it would 
be remiss in its duty if it failed to call attention of the Trustees 
to that fact that success in the enterprise to which we are all come 
mitted will very shortly involve the need of addtional housing for 
teachers, Bug#ther, it is very probable that desirable houses, notably 
the Ferguson house, adjoining the Campus, and the Constantine house, 
in which the College has a small interest, and possibly desirable 
property to round out our holdings, may be available for purchase at 
favorable rates. It would be of the utmost value to have a few thousand 
dollars available for such purchases, and the Cabinet feels that the 
Trustees might properly add this to the list of approved objects of 
appeal. Ten thousand dollars within the next few months might well 
secure property which a little later would cost double the sum, and 
the College is in real need of additional houses suitable for its 
American families. 

AGRICULTURAL EXTENSION is a matter which the Trustees will 
naturally have presented first hand by the President, and the Cabinet 
would simply point out the necessity of providing funds for the com- 
pletion of the equipment of this department, and its adequate support, 
as well as for the support of beneficiary students therein.

Introduction. 


the present situation as it appears to us hare on the ground. 


As you are aware, changes of the most far-reaching possible 
Significance in the political and religious and social life of 
vurkey have been following each other during the past few months 
with such rapid sequence that we have scarcely had time to recover 
from the bewilderment of one such radical change, when it was immed- 
iately followed by another even more startling in its possible 
far-reaching consequences. | 


The religious and social evolution have been no less 
startling and fundamental than has been the sudden transirmation 
of one of tne most reactionary of the old world despotisms into 
a modern republic. liven after we have made due allowance for 
the unreasonableness of ‘'urkey's present extravagant claims to 
up-to-date democracy in government, there still remains the fact 
of a great change in the outer form of government which at least 
makes possible in due course of time, the real thing for which 
the new name stands, 


It is, of course, the possible bearing of these fund- 
amuental changes on the future of American educational institutions 
in that country that specially concerns this Board. at present, 
and we ask, Is it conceivable that with the breakdown of the old 
order, these institutions have completed their service in the 
country % Surely it is under just such new conditions as are 
now evolving in Turkey that these institutions are to find their 
ereat opportunity for contributing their largest and best service 
to the religious, educational, social and economic life orf the 
new turkey now in course of evolution. 


But the question that has been persistently thrusting 
itself forward during the past few months, especially by those 
who are directly interested in these institutions, is, 
Does Turkey want what we have to contribute? Is it not true 
that Turkey would like to get rid of all foreigners and foreign 
institutions? The answer in each case is both yes and no, 
that is to say, there are many Turks,-and they have been very 
much in evidence during the past year and a half,- who, if they 
had their way, would rid their country of all foreigners and their 
institutions. It has been the fashion of late for many Turks 
to demonstrate their patriotism, their loyalty to the new 
republic, by anti-foreign propaganda, There is fortunately, 
hovever, ample evidence that those who feel and talk this way 
are a steadily dminishing number; while those who realize the 
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dependence of their country on friendly foreign institutions is 
steadily increasing. There are many indications of this to 
those who are watching at close quarters. I might tell you 

of many such but I will mention only one that came to me a 

few days before I lett TNs A Turkish friend of some years 
standing, whose knowledge of inside conditions is far-reaching, 
whose calm judgment is trustworthy, and who recently lost a 
position oF in the last cabinet shuffle at 
said to me aiter I had been recounting to him some of the diffi- 
culties we had been encountering during the year, "Do not on any 
account allow this experience to discourage you, and although 

it is by no means certain that other difficulties may not even 
yet be put in your way, be sure that you have many and very 
influential friends in the country who anpreciate the Splendid 
service the cose is rendering. The number of these is 
steadily increasing and it will not be long until wiser counsels 
orevail at Angora. Next year I expect to see your registration 
at least doubled." 


But ve rhaps the most convincing evidence that the 
cOllege is avpreciated, is the fact that this year our students 
are drawn very largely from the government and military officials 
and from the very best families in Smyrna and its surrounding 
area, Our patrons are sending their sons to us and paying what 
must seem to them exhorbitant fees, when they could send them to 
their own schools, which are fovernment supported, free of charge. 
It is important also to bear in mind that at the present moment 
the Intemational Collere at Smyrna is the only foreign 
institution for boys and young men in all the western portion 
or Asia liinor, All the French and Italian schools in Smyrna 
and Constantinople were recently closed by order of the govern- 
ment because they refused to remove the crucifixes from classrooms 
to their chapels. 


Some of our experiences during the year have been 
exceedingly trying. During the Greek occupation we frequently 
predicted that if, when the Turks came back, they were not under 
the control of some foreign power or powers, and especially if 
there were no capitulations, it would bedifficult especially for 
foreigners, to bear with their swelled head and insolence, 

Our experiences have largely justified these predictions and 
yet, however trying these experiences have been, they were 
certainly no worse than we had ex cpected and indeed pretty much, 
in view of all the circumstances, what we felt we had a right 
to expect. 


PROGRESS DURING THE YEAR 


Wheat, then, has been accomplished in the way of 
approach to our ultimate aim and of positive educational and 
missionary service during this year of experiment under the 
new conditions? 
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(1) We have demonstrated the possibility of carrying 
on and carrying forward as efficiently as at any time in the |. 
past educational work, intellectual and physical, under the new 
school regulations and with what is, for all practical purposes, 
a purely Turkish constituency and we have also done this without 
the capitulations,.. 


(2) We have won in the course of the year many new 
and influential friends both in the government and out of it, 
and now as the year is closing, find ourselves in a distinctly 
stronger position than we were SS when the term opened eight 
months ago. In availing ourselves of opportunities to serve 
the government and the local conmunity in various ways, we 
have placed the former under very definite obligations to the 
college and have won the openly expressed appreciation of the 
peovle for these services, 


Illustrate. 


(3) While we have been careful, without sacrificing 
any of our principles, to avoid any direct attempt to present 
the Christian message as such to our Moslem students, we have by 
these services been demonstrating our love for and our desire to 
help the people, and we have aiso maintained our regular chapel 
services throughout the year for our non-lioslem students and 
the college staff. We have, further, kept before all our 
students the Christian ideals of love, unselfish service for 
our fellow men, and our common brotherhood; and in our daily 
close association with our students have won their confidence, 
esteem and love. Never in all the years of my association with 
the college have I experienced such an expression of esteem and 
cood=-will from the student body as I did the other day when setting 
out on this journey.

Indeed a deat come into closer friendlier relations 
with our Turkish and with our Moslem friends during the 
last year than at any time in the past and we have also established 
closer and more friendly relations with the government than we 

ever have heretofore, 


OUTLOOK FOR NEXT YEAR AND THE FUTURE 


Now while it would be rash to attempt to argue that 
because we have had a successful year, and because we enjoy the 
confidence of the government and the good-will of the community, 
all uncertainty regarding next year and the more distant future 
is eliminated; still we are surely justified on the basis of | 
this year’ Ss in going forward faith 
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and renewed courage with larger measures for the year® SONS, 
So far as we can see at the present moment, the most serious 
menace for the future to our American institutions in Turkey has 
been transferred from Angora to Washington. It may be asked, 
‘Is Turkey past the peril of internal commotion and revolution?" 
Certainly she is not. But while any such possible revolution 
would very seriously retard the progress of the country toward 
more stable economic conditions, there is no reason to fear that 
any other government which might replace the present would be 
less friendly towards 4Anerican institutions than the present 
Angora government. Indeed the chances are all the other way. 


AGRICULTURAL DEPARTMENT 


Two and a half years ago when I last met with you, 


1 outlined plans, and got your authority to go forward with these 


plans, for equipping and opening an Agriculture Department. 
important as were the reasons at that time for developing this 
department, these reasons have now been greatly multiplied and 
strengthened under the new conditions, especially as a door of 
effective approach to the people and of practical helpfulness 
to. the country at large, which is sure to meet with hearty 
welcome and cooperation on the part of the government, 


The plans then put in course of development, including 
the construction of two new buildings, - administration and dairy= 
had to be suspended at the time of the Smyrna disaster. wWothing 
of course could be done last year and it was not until about 
two months ago that we were able to renew building operations, 
And although building conditions are still far from favorable 
yet the importance of getting this department open next autumn 
seemed to impose upon us the necessity of resuming building 
operations without further delay, When I left Smyrna on April 
20th the two new buildings referred to were. complete except for 
painting and work was going forward on the construction, 
repairs and changes necessary for the material equipment of 
the department, the architect's plans for which I have brought 
with me, The total cost of these additional overations 
together with the stocking of the farm, providing agricultural 
machinery, dairying equipment, etc. will amount to about $10,000. 
An important part of my errandto this country is to appeal to 
the friends of the college to provide this sum for the additional 


initial equipment for the launching of this new department. 


The equipment thus provided will, in addition to reneral 
cereal farming, vegetable gardening and vineyards, include 
poultry farming and dairying, 


PERSONNEL 


With the one exception of Professor Lawrence, who 
returns to America in Fuly for a year's furlough and to join 
lirs. Lawrence and their children who have been here since the 
disaster, our present staff remains infect for next year. | 
Our prospective large increase in registration for next year, | 
however, imposes upon us the necessity of important additions 
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to the teaching staff. In our plans for adequately staffing the 
college for the future, we must bear in mind that of the present 
four permanent American members of the staff, three of us, 
vrofessors Lawrence, Caldwell and myself, have @ combined service 
in “urkey of over ninety years. Professor Caldwell is now I 
believe in his 26th year, Professor Lawrence in his 28th, while 

t am now in my 57th year of service. Apparently our minimum 
additional requirements for next year include two permanent 
service men and two short-term Service men. 


The question of Turkish language study now demands new 


emohasis. Not only in connection with new appointees for 
nermanent service on the teaching staff, but also with some of 
those now on the staff. While much of the work of the American 


members of the staff will continue to be through the medium of 
the English language, the new conditions under which the work of 
the college can alone be carried on efficiently make it urgently 
necessary that henceforth all permanent members of the staff 
acquire a thorough working knowledge of Turkish as soon as 
possible, 


Assuming that the two new permanent appointees are 
married, these with the addition of Dr. and lirs. Reed who have 
made only a start in Turkish language study, make a class of 
six who should give a very considerable portion of their time 
both next year and the year following to language study. 

Miss Pohl and whoever will be her new associate next year in the 
AeC.Il.e would make a class of eight in Smyrna for language study 
next year. This considerable language study group of eight 

in Smyrna, none of whom can go to Constantinople without / 
correspondingly increasing the staffs to meet the minimum class 
requirements in the Smyrna institutions, has seemed to make 
necessary language study facilities in Smyrna. It is therefore 
proposed as a measure of practical politics, that class programs 
in our institutions be so arranged that the language study group 
can give a portion of their mornings to class room work and 

their afternoons wholly to language study. With such e plan 

in view I have arranged that the two leading members of our 
turkish staff should give a portion of their time in the 
afternoons to teaching this language study group and conducting 
examinations at regular intervals.

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PERMANENT PINANCIAL REQUIREMENTS 


Our present unsatisfactory and increasingly difficult 
method of attempting to finance the college by raising annually 
the sums needed for its yearly budget requires no demonstration 
end calls for some more stable and reliable means of financing. 
the greatly increased cost of maintenance over pre-war 
conditions, coupled with the present very acute economic | 
distress in Turkey, further Sams~rec emphasize the pressing need 
of greatly increased financial resources, For these reasons 

the primary essential is a permanent endowment of $1,000,000, 
until this is provided, annual pledges for a period of five 
or six years would seem to be the only alternative to employing 
a financial agent or associating ourselves for publicity and 
appeal, with the group of Near Hast Colleges Executive in New 
York City, For the past five or six years either Dr. Reed 
or I have spent a part of each year in this country presenting 
the needs of the college and raising funds for its maintenance, _~ 
this has been done at considerable expense and with the :

METHOD SUGGESTED, I wish, therefore, to suggest the 
possibility of finding at least a temporary remedy for our 
financial difficulties in a proposal to the Executive of the 
croup of Near East Colleges, with their combined headquarters 
at 18 Hast 41st Street, New York City, that, while retaining 
our indevendence in all matters of policy and administration, 
we join with them in their work of publicity and financial ~ 
appeal in this country. I do not know whether such a plan is 
practicable or whether it would serve the purpose in view, even 
if it should meet with a favorable response from these colleges, 
I would however venture to recommend that our Board of Trustees 
appoint a small committee to explore the possibilities and 
advantages of such a course and report its findings to this 
poard at the earliest possible date, Such a step would in 
no way diminish the urgency of pursuing the other measures 
referred to of seeking adequate endowment or of securing annual 
pledges from friends covering a period of five or ten years,

Upon my return from the Near Rast I made a compre- 


nm report to the trustees of Iuternational College, 


myrne, announcing that arrangements had been made to open 
the College in January, with the suggestion that it continue 
even if there weré only a mere hendfal of students. 


Yord has now come from Deem Feed announcing that 
the College opened on the 22nd of January; that their regular 
students are 18, with 30 irregular, that le, not taking the 
full cowse, making 43 in all, a mumber considerably greater 
than waa anticipated woull be poasible. Need aiso ree 
ports that a high Turkish official visited the College plant 
and looked into the work they were doing with apparent thor~ 
gughness and that he seemed to give warm approval to all that 
was boing donee He aid not quite understand what the offie 
cial's relations were to the Covernment, but up to the present 


writing there is no report of any adverse or hostile action on 
the part of the officials. 


Dean Reed feels that it is important that he perfect 
himself in the use of the French language in order to do his 
best work in Smyrna where the officiel language is Freneh. | 
He has & certain knowledge = it, bat he wants to make thet 
imowledge more practical. or this and other reasons it has 
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seemed wise to Dean Reed, to the College Cabinet and to the

A letter from Dr. Reed, Dean of the International College, 
reached me this week in which he asks that I resign immediately all 
official connection with the college. Dr. Reed encloses a carbon 
of a letter to Dr. Barton as secretary of the trustees, in which he 
emphasizes the necessity of my withdrawal from all connection with 
the college. There can be no question that Dr. Reed would not have 
written these letters without consultation with ani the approval of 

President MacLachlan. 


Dr. Reed bases his request for my resignation on the ground 
that I am hurting the interests and future of the International College 
by the talks I have given and through the articles I have written on 
behalf of the Christians of the Near East. 


For more than ten years the work ami the life of the Interna- 
tional College has been at the very center of all my thoughts and plans 
and prayers. My wife and family have shared in this love for the College. 
In the future I shall not ceaseto take an interest in and to pray for 
its wellfare. 


With the President and the Dean. holding the position that my 
influence is harmful to the interests of the college,there is nothing left 
for m to do but to tender my resignation. Dr. Barton will doubtless 
present Dean Reed's request at an early date. 


I enclose a carbon of my letter to Dean Reed replying to his 
request. This states fairly clearly my ow position from which I camot con- 
scienboua}y withdraw. In accepting my resignation I would beg of the Board 
of Trustees a written statement as to the grounds on which the resignation 
is accepted, with a definite statement as to whether the gentlemen of the 
Board of Trustees feel that the policy which I have followed of protest 
hag been unjustifiable in the light of events in the Near East during the 
past few months.

In the past on various occasions the United States 
Government has taken the ground that the Turkish Government 
oversteoped its rights when it interfered with the progress 
and work of an American college by arresting, confining or 
otherwise intimidating native professors employed by the 
college, The position taken has been that if a vrofessor 
had committed any crime against the Government he should be 
tried tor that crime speedily without undue delay, and if 
guilty under the law punished according to the law, but that 


he should not be unduly kept away from his college work une- 
less there was a definite charge against him, and if such 
definite charge wes ore ferred that trial should be sveedily 
hac, 

We therefore ask that facts be ascertained as to 
whether the work of International College is being interfered

The Collere has now definitely passed under the Creek Covernnent- 
al rerime, and if the cordial relations between the Government and the 
Collese administration which have characterized last year may he rerearded — 
ac a Tair augury for the future, it is safe to predict a sreatly snlarfe 
@d sphere of usefulness for the Colleze under the new Government. In 
various ways the Creek authorities have meade evident their desire not 
only to fecilitate the work of the Collere, but also %6 inerease its 
usevulness, the Coliere administration in its rart has made it clear 
that its attitute toward the legaly constituted covermient of the country 
will, continue to be one of loyalty and that in so far as our work is 
related to Covernnental interests it will ever be one of our chief? con-+ 
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cerns to inevleate ea spirit of loyalty in all our students to the Govern- 
ment of the country. In thus making our contribution to Loyal citizene 
shin we are fnliy aware that in serving all the races without discriminat:

Tie President and Gentlemen of the Board of Manarers;- 


The year 1919-20 must be looke@ as a year of reconstruction 
educationally in the Collece, althourh in many resnects, it was not re 
to realize all the advances hored for. The duties dovolvine uron the | 
Dean by reason of the President's absence prevented his giving to the duties | 
of the Office the time and attention they demand, but this revort will 
indicate certain lines of prorress, and point out some of the lines of o 
onportunity for the year to come. : 


COLLEGE Dye Hth the dropping of the preparrtory de- 
neriment In L317, it was tacitlr sssuned by all thet until the Preparatory 
Buildings eovlé be arected, the Collere would Tirit its work'to the College 
proper, ané the two tears SuhbeFreshmen clesses. In theory, we have held 
to this but actually it was impossiblé to refuse the arplica- 
tions of many student really of preparatory crade,e ‘the larse number 
of end Armenian Orphan applicants of this grade particularly 
pointcé to the necessity of meetine their needs. Honce several prepara= 
tory classes in the vermacnlars, and in preparatory Arithmetic were orpae 
nized. ominelly ell the berinners in "nelish were Sub-Freshman, but of 
the approximately 120 students in the 3 sections, a larce percentage were 
actuslly preparatory students, andi the different rates of prosress they 
have made should be rocognizeé next fall by the organization of at least 
tro and possibly more ¢lasses of ®nd year "nrlish, only the older end 
more advanced students, who are not deficient in preparatory ¢lasses, — 
beings encourareé te fro on into the nsunl ITI SubeFroshman vork. I see no 
wey by which we can wisely avoid the orrenization of at least part of a 
preperatory course. Fspecial omrhesis must bo put on the “nelish Arith- 
metic ir which our entering stvdents are frequently lancntably weak; 
French, which during the wer seems to heve recelved less attention than 
before in many schools. 


“THE SUB-FRESHMAN. department must be orranize® with smaller _ 
sections, and more carefully suvervised instruction is imperative. It is 
the hope of the writer that his furlough study will enable him to make — 
definite contributions to the important problems of how better to teach 
our students Pnelish. 


ii COLLEGE PROPER this year enrolled only shout 60 students, 
slthouch 6s usual Sollere classes welcomed Sub-Preshmen students. 
Practically a full course was offered, although a few electives were 
omitted. Special mention should be made of « new Imnior-Senior course 
in Sociology, conducted by Profs. Harlow ond Birge. The oxigencics 
of the daily program and other causes led the Faculty to reduce the 
Bible class to two hours weekly, but the tro houwts were not interrupted 
frequently necessary in recent years, by latctreing and 
SHE COURSE OF STUDY. As pointed ovt in earlier rerorts, it 
has long been recdenized that our Collere course of Study needs a thorough 
reor sami sation. Sor years it has remained almost unchanged and is no 
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longer well suited to the needs of our students. A: important step 
has been taken toward a more definite class standardization by the 
organization the past year of e strong Freshman class society under the 
eneouragement of Prof. Hérlow, and the organization of a Junior- Senior 
society by student initistive. My own feeling is stronger each year 
that we must insist upon a more regular progress for each student by 
class rather than by subject, and I have already sugsested to the Pacult 
an action looking to the early accomplishment of this. This will in- 
volve a reduction of the facilities for rushing thfough the course by 
outside study, but it will strengthen the work all round. And private 
Lessons ought to be the privilege of the few brilliant students, rather 
than, as now considered by the students, the right of ail. I have 
very strong convictions that in the rearrangement of our College currice 
ulum we shall have to leave our long-standing 5 hourea-week scheme with 
its many easily eoparent advantages, for a more complicated system 
which will allow more subjects, and a recognition of a@ varying import- 
ance among subjects. Our required vernacular courses should be com- 
pleted by the end of the Sophomore year; more science is an imperative 
necessity, and the introduction of a number of electives offered in 
alternate years, would greatly enrich the students’ onportunities. 
another change Which could wisely be made at onée, in view of our new 
charter plans, is the abolition of the B.C. deprree. This was introduc- 
ed, a8 I understand it, as a compromise which no one particularly 
defends: to offer a three vears' degree so little differing. in recuire- 
ments from the four years BA. is to cheapen both. do not feel that 

we ought for a long time, to follow the lead of Robert Collese in making 
our Ba. equivalent to the American BA., local considerations, and world- 
wide educational practice, however, warrant our offering a Ba. on appro- 
ximately our present basis, which is roughly equivalent to the complet- 
ion of ‘uvphomore work in the best home Colleges. I should strongly 
urge the dropping of the BC. degree, and the substitution, if necessary 
of a three year commercial diploma, although I am confident that even 
this is undesirable. If there be enough electives of a practical 
nature in the Ba. course, we can hold our strongest students for the 

Bae COurSe, even those intending to enter commercial iite. I regret 
that I have been unable to realize a long cherished nope of submitting 
to the faculty a detailed plan for the reorganization of the curriculun, 
but I would remind you again of this early necessity. 


ORGANIZATION FOR DISCIPLINE. For many years the discipline 


among the students has presented a serious problem. Not so much the 


great offences committed, as the constant repetition of the petty, late- 
ness, irregularity, minor offences. In the fall of 1919, the discipline 
in the Study Hall, always a difficult problem, was greatly improved 
by the aopointment of Mr P.Michaelides, as a teacher of tact and exper- 
ience as master in charge of study. F xr the first time in years 
study has actually been controlled satisfactorily, and what was entered 
upon as an experiment has proved a success. — 

gpvater in the year o much more elaborate scheme than had ever 
before, attempted, was put into operation. Tig followed suggestions 
brought from America by Prof. Birge end provided for a daily report 
from each teacher, similar to the form used in 1917-18 for attendance, — 
but covering conduct as well. The, deportment of each student was. 
reduced by unexcused absences and violations of rules; with warnings, 
probation, and dismissal as penalties. This system has certainly ac- 
complished a great deal toward improving the deportment of our students. 
It requires a good deal of time to work it, but it has proved its worth. 
Certain changes have already proved desirabje, but the plan in general . 
is right. It mst be borne in mind, however, that there mst. be granted 


ample time to the officer in charge, to administer this system daily 
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and regularly, if it ie te reach its maximum success, fo Dean can 
carry out such aystem adequately with the other burdens, sdministrative 
and teaghing that had Alwaye been borne by the officers in eharve of 
student discipline. 

heve been a few serious cases of diseipline amons the 
boarders.

Govermment transfer negotifations(always in this country a 
Slow and complicated process, and now--as a responsibility shared be- 
tween Turkish and Greek goveramenial officials in the civil adminis- 

tvation--become increasingly complicated) are following their Slow, tot- 
*  tuous course in the hands of our lawyer, who now gives his assurance 
* that all will be securely transferred to our mame under the safe guar- 
antees oi the combined governmental administration within the next few 
days. There is good reason to believe that after the exceedingly 
transfer expenses ( george and Legal) are paid,there will sti 
remain a vonsiderablie margin from the total of $15,000 Dollars with 
whieh to earry out during the summer months some of the most urgent- 
ly needed repairs on this property. the time limit of the present 
Leases of the property does not expire until next October, at which 
time it will ceme into our possession. A full statement of the spe- 
Gial advantages this property affords for the needs of the Agricultu- — 

ral Department would transgress the Limits of an Annual Report. Pro- 
minent and essential among these, however, we may mention an abundant 
water supply, a mumber or out-butldings, which can easily be adapted 
to the requirements of our work, together with a dwelling of limited 
proportiems.

FINANCES, 


The financial handieap with which the year opened in the de-~ 
bit balance peported in our fimangial Statement one year ago, was fur - 
ther augmented during the summer months, when there is mo imcome from 
the ordinary sources of revenuc, by heavy drafts on the home Treasury, 
amounting to over $5,000, and were it not for the generous and timely | 
gift in August of 2562 pounds sterling from Mrs. Kennedy, the financial 
outlook for the year would have been gloomy indeed. 

Early in the year we had te face the perplexing problem of 
disposing of ten or twelve young men whom we had om our beneficiary 
list the previous year. This group of youmg men represented one of the 
most encouraging aspects of our aim to train young men for competent 
leadership in the various communities of this country; and to turn out 
these young men cf special promise who have returned to us from the war 
and who had been reduced toe actusel want by its ravages, weemed both un- 
wise from a purely strategic point of view, as well es wmchristian. Theit 
Services in mamual labor slong the lines of general repair work about 
the Campus and buildings was a fair compensation for the expense of feed- 
ing and caring for them during the thege months of the summer vacation; 
and the return in mid-summer of Mr. Harlow trom the Conference at St. 
Beatenburg brought the prospect of very substantial help from the Euro- 
pean Student Relief Func. Although no amount wes pledged, we were encoug- 
aged to hope for @ comsiderablc sum which seemed to warrant the retain- 


to some of the more urgent appeals from the lerge number of new applicanG. 
These young men undertook the entire care of the College prop- 
erty, the Main Building, the Auditorium and the Gymmasium, including 
all the Dining-Room service, care of dormitories, sweeping and dusting 
ef classrooms, sweeping and wiping of corridors etc. etce. So that, a 
part from the Day Watchmen, the Night Watvhmen, the Engine Man and the 
College Pogstman, the only other servants employed were those in the 
kitchen and College laundry. For these services the administration cre- 
dited them with one fourth of their board and tuition, and hoped the bal 
ance would be largely, if not wholly, covered by the Relief Fund abeve 


little more than ome half of sum has been received. This disapp- 
ointment leaves the administration but one alternative, viz. to send a- 
way most of the beneficiary students, retaining only five or six,trust-_ 
ing that funds for their maintenance will come before the opening of 
the Fall Term. Three of the 20 are, however, graduating this month and 
a fourth will seeure his diploma in September, so that in reality less 
than one half are being sacrificed in view of the failure of expected 
funds, though even this is a serious blow te the youmg men thomselves, 
who are thus obliged to give up all hope ef completing their education. 
No other course, however, is open to us and we have already notificd 
them that, after breakfast on the morning of the 27th ef June, they must

Alth our registration is somewhat less than last year, | 
the total receipts from studemts is greater by 6,000 Turkish liras than 
those of Jast year, and represent a total of 54,000 paper liras as a- 
geinst 268,000 last year.

Gifts te the College again this year are limited in large meas- 
urs to the gemerous friends who have stood by us for more than a quarter 
of a century, first among these being Mrs. John 5. Kennedy, whose gifts 
during the past twelve months again amounted to about $15,000. Of this 
sum about two thirds was given to make up the adverse balance on last — 
year's account and aise te give us a good send off fer this year's ex- 
penses. The remaining $5.0 has been given towards the purchase of the 
Boscoviteh Gardems for ouv agricultural Department. To this same fund 
also, her sister, Mrs. A.f.Schauffler has given the sum of 11,0004 Gifts 
te this fund from other friends have been pledged but have not been of.

FIRST ANNUAL REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES. OF THE INTERNATIONAL 
COLLEGE, SMYRNA, ASIA MINOR To THE 
COMMISSIONER OF EDUCATION OF THE COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS |

INTRODUCTION. The Trustees of the International College of 
Smyrna, Turkey, incorporated under the general laws of the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts in 190%, received authority by 
act of te in 1921 under their altered name, 
The ltrustees of the international Collese, Smyrna, Asia Minor, 
to confer academic degrees. By the same law, the General Court 


laid upon them the responsibility of making an annual report to 
the Commissioner of Education. This, the first report submitted 


in accordance therewith, will be somewhat fuller than subsequent 


reports in that it will seek briefly to state the-Salient facts 
regarding the International College which will serve as a back- 
ground m&@ for subsequent reports. While this is the first report 
to the Commissioner, it is to be noted that annually since 1903 

a formal report has been submitted by the President of the College 
to the Trustees, covering the significant features of the work of 
the Golldés< These annual reports are on file in the office of 

the Trustees, 14 4eacon Street, Boston, Mass. 


HISTORICAL. The International College, one of the group of 

higher institutions of learning in the Near East of which 

Robert College at Constantinople and the American University of 
Beirut are the most widely known, is the outgrowth of educational 
work under the Missions of the American Board of Commissioners 

for Foreign Missions. Under the present management, the Inter- 
national C e of Smyrna began as a school for small boys in 
1891. it grew and was raised subsequently to a “igh 
School and later a, Collegiate Institute. In 1903 it was raised 
to College grade, and the “rustees incorporated in the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts. In 1913,’ the instigution was moved from the 
Basmahane district of the city of Smyrna, to the suburb of 
Paradise, so called since Roman times, where on a campus of over 
twenty acres, three large College buildins and about a dozen

COURSE OF INSTRUCYION. The College has offered a four years’ 
College course, covering instruction in languagesand literature, 
history, political science, Matiematics, natural science, phil- 


, osophy, etce. This course ‘is given in English, except that 


Other languages are given in the vernacular. It also offers a 
four year prepapa course, at present not fully organized, 

and a special two year preparatory or sub-Freshman course for 
advanced students deficient in English. Graduates of the College 
course have frequently been admitted to full graduate standing 

in first class American institutions. 


SOURCE OF SUPPORT. The equipment of the College has been given 
almost exclusively by Christian philanthropists in the United 
States, chief among whom are the late John §. Kennedy of “ew 
York, and “rs. John §. Kennedy. The current expenses of the 
institution are met by tuition fees paid by the students, by 
gifts from interested friends, chielfy Americans, and by grants 
in cash or in the services of American professors, made by the 
American Board of Commissioners for Foreign Missions. A small 
beginning has been made toward a permanent endowment fund. 


CONTROL AND MANAGEMENT. The ultimate authority an all affairs of 
the College is the Trustees, a majority of whom must be residents 
of Massachusetts, and 3/4 of whom must be natural born American 
citizens. The -rustees are legally insorporated in Massachusetts, 
and their office is at 14 Beacon Street. The administration of the 
work in Smyrna is entrusted to the President and faculty, under 
the control of a Board of Managers in Smyrna, composed of gentle- 
men Of standing, American and others, appointed by and responsible 
to the Trustees. The President and a majority of the members of 
the “aculty are Anglo-Saxons, and graduates of kam firstclass 
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THE FACULTY AND STAFF OF INSTRUCTORS include Americans, Europeans, 
and representatives of the leading races of the Near East. There 
are at present five American professors on permanent appointment, 
in addition to the President, one Swiss Professor of French, | 

a Professor of Greek and a Professor of Armenian. The College also 
has regularly on its staff a number of instructors, graduates 

of American cOlleges, and also, for the work in the vernacular 
languages, graduates of the Near Eastern schools and colleges. 

The full list of the members of the faculty and staff is given 


annually in the report of the President and Dean to the Trustees, 
together with the classes actually taught by each. 


STATISTICAL INFORMATION. It will be the purpose of the Trustees 
to file from time to time, in the office of the Commissioner of 
Bducation, either in connection with the annual reports, or 
independently, copies of the catalogue of the College, such other 
publications as may be pertinent, and such statistical information 
as may be of interest. At the present time, owing to the new 
conditions incident to the war period, the course of study has 

not been fully revised as contemplated, nor has it been possible 
since 1914 to publish an annual catalogue. (The educational sta- 
tistics for the school year ending June 30, 192@ have not yet. 
been forwarded to the office of the Trustees/ but the latest 
available in full those for the y ndi June 30, 1920 
are included in the appen the financial 
statement for the year endl 
account, but not the 
also appended. 


SPECIAL EVENTS OF THE ACADEMIC YEAR 1920-1921. In concluding 
this report, it Rmemakumx would seem fitting to make special mention 
of some of the outstanding events of the academic year ending 
June 30, 1921. The return of “resident Alexander MacLachlan y.\/ 
1 1891 the head of the institution, from his post-war fur ckd 
lough, in May 1920\made possible the carrying on of the workXo 
a basis more nearly normal than for several years past, in spite 
of the fact that war conditions still prevail in the country 
tributary to the College. Important additions to the material 
equipment of the College include marked improvements in the 
College chapel and the installation of memorial windows, the 
purchase of a very valuable tract adjacent to the campus, compris- 
ing some twenty acres of improved land, and making it possible 

to undertake agricultural instruction, and the erection of a 
building in the neighboring village of Prophetelia for a social 
‘Settlement which shall be conducted in connection with the 

sister American School for Girls, as a sociological center. By 

act of the xugiskakure General Court, the Trustees received new 
rights, including that of conferring academic degrees, and the 
Board of trustees revised the Bye Laws, bringing them into fuller 
accord with the needs of the institution. The work of the College 
has continued strong in every department, and in spite of the call 
of many Greeks to arms, the attendance has been maintained.

It is interesting in this connection to note that one of the 
graduates of the college in last year's class is in charge of 4

in the interior towm of dudemish, which brings to the paople of 
that community, helpful influences and @ chance for community 
service. Another recent greduate under the direction of vrofessor 
Birge has been putting on an athletic program in the Turkish 
schools and helping to develop the furkish Club in omyrna. 


BENEFICIARY SIUDENTS. For many years the college has 
had &® considerable number of eager young men supported in part 
by limited beneficiary funds and in part by their ovwm work as 
janitors and helpers about the college. In 1919 2 generous cift 
from one of the friends of the college made possible a considerable 
increase in the number of beneficiary students just et the time 
wnen the war and postewar conditions and the closing of so many 


+ 
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schools made the number of applicants larger than ever before. 
For the last two years grants made to students by the Buropean 
Student telief of the Yorlds Christian Student Federation 
have enabled many others to attend the college as beneficiaries. 
Members of the =taff have also interested themselves and their 
friends in individvel cages, At the beginning of the school 
year the appeals from such students were so numerous and so 
pressing that &ll the resourcos of the sollere were more than 
exhausted by students from this general resion. All sueh are 
expected to show sood ability in the class room and also to 
work, as far as their time and strength will permit, in any wy 
in whkbh thoy may belp the college. 


Our f2l1l work had scarcely been well orgenized when it 
became certain that there would be a large exodus from Vilicia 
end appeals began to come to this college particularly from 
Ste Paul's Institute, Tarsus. Before definite plans could be 
made, students from reliof ships began to knock at our gates. 
No less than 20,900 refugeos fraa Cilicia came to the harbor of 
umyrns on refugee shins under conditions which were reilly 
appelling. ‘The Creek Government allowed only 2 few of these 
to land and those only on condition that they had friends or 
relatives to provide for them in this region. ‘scing the 
situation the cabinet falt that it wes compelled to eccent as 
beneficiaries, students cof ote Paul's whoss desperate appeals 
reached the college. ithe only other elternative wes that they 
should, a3 some others of them actuelly 41d, «cemain on board 
these wretchod ships going from one port on the ‘egean to 
another for weeks until some kindly hand reseuei them. I ail 
the college received thirty-seven full boerdins stucents and 
five day students from these Cilicia refusees. 


These students came, not only without means of 
paying anything to the ecollere and requirins text books and 
so forth, but also in many cases bereft of bedding and clothing 
other than what they had on their backs. The problem of fitting 
these boys into the nlan of work already undertaken, of providing 
then with the barest necessities of lite, of LPinding work for 
them end giving them also that oversight and care which their 
erphansd condition required, has been no one facee 
Fortunately these students had been uighly selected before entering 
Step Peul's Institute end almost without exception they ave 
proved themselves good students, ready workers and in every 
respect worthy of the confidence of their friends. «t the 
present moment, one of the large tesks awaiting the administretion 
is the reeorganization of the work in the coiaege more adequately | 
to meet the needs of so large a number of beneficiary stadents 
and particularly to provide whet the college has not provided 
heretofore, living and working facilities for a large mumber during

Mr. Prcesident and Gentlemen of the Board of Managers: - 


The absence of the undersigned in 1920-21 of furlough amd 
the consequent carrying of the work of the Dean's office by the 
President made a break in the resular succession of reports, but 
for purposes of comparison, the statistics of that year have been 
provided as an annendix to the President's report. The respon- 
sibilities nlaced upon the Dean by the President's absence have 
again combined to a large extent the work of the two offices, 30 
that no extended report from the Dean is w cessaby. It is a pleasure 
here to acknowledge the very important service rendered by Miss 
Helen Crosby who has acted as Registrar and relieved the Dean of 
much routine work. a 


ITATIS The accompanying statistics are chiefly notable by 
reasonof the large predominance of Armenian students, This is due 
largely to the influx of Cicilian Armenian refugee students, It is 
also due to our failure to secure our usual quota of Greck students 
from the interior, 28 a result of the war. The College can well 
| lay more stress on calling to the attention of students in the 
national schools, the advantages -f this College. But for the very 
unfayorable exchange rate last fall, however, our students from 
01d Greece vould have been much more amherous. 


AT There will shortly issue from the press the first 
complete colle<e catalogue to be issued since 1914, This shows 
clearly the present educational ‘tandards of the Collese and the 
improvement since thelast issue is notable. The Faculty has given 
much attention to the course of study and we are confident that 
we are offering a training to our young men which wil! fit them 
well for life in this country or for advanced study. 


GREES It is also worth noting that this year for the first 


time degrees were formally conferred according to the rights secured 
last year from the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, Increasingly it 

is the purpose of the College to hold its students for the full 

four years’ course, while still facllitating those who must leave 

at the end of three years.

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TWENTIETH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE INTERNATIONAL COLLEGE 


- YEAR ENDING JUNE 30, 1923 


INTRODUCTION. Yor twenty years since its incorporation 
the International College has never failed in having 

a formal report prepared and submitted to the Managers 
and Trustees. The Twentieth year should show no ex- 
ception, and so in spite of many untoward circumstances 
and unavoidable delay, it seems wise to follow our reg- 
ular practice and prepare a report covering the tragic 
year 1922-23. At the end of the Fiscal year, June 30, 
1923, I was still detained in Greece, and Dean was in 
America discussing the situation with the Trustees with 
a View to future plans, and the Acting President, Prof. 
Lawrence was without information necessary for a full 
annuel reporte The rush of reopening weeks in the fall 
and the absence of a quorum of the Managers: has still 
further delayed the report, but at my request, it is 
now put into shape by Dean Reed, who dur the larger 
part of the last year, was Acting Presid during my 
absence in Greece.

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OUTLOOK IN JUNE 1922. When the Fiscal Year 1922-23 began, 
the College had just completed the best year in its history. 
President MacLachlan’s trip to America had resulted in the 
largest income from gifts of any year save the year of the 
Extension program in 1910-113; the student body was large, 
applications were pouring in and with the internal admin- 
istration on a very satisfactory basis, both staff and 
students were looKing forward eagerly. 


SUMMER ACTIVITIES. Of the large number of beneficiary 
students, many had no homes to go to and so a group of some 
forty remained at the College and were kept busy on the 
College Farms and in assisting in the erection of tio 
puildings for the Agricultural Department under the imne— 
diate supervision of Pres. MacLachlan and Prof. Holton. 
Several more young men had remained at the College for sum _ 
mer study and formed a sort of informal summer school. Most 
of the members of the staff were either at the College or 
near by on vacation. Just before the Disaster, the work 
of adjusting all the College accounts and introducing a new 
and more modern system of accounting was completed. And 
during the year duplicates of all important papers were 
prepared and filed with the Trustees in Bost one 


THE SMYRNA DISASTER came almost without warning. While it 
had been apparent for some time that there would be some 
sort of a political chanbe, it was assumed that this would 
be peaceful and would upset but slightly the order of af- 
fairs, and the College, like the world, was guite unpre— 
pared for any such catastrophe as befell our city and dis- 
trict in the early days in September. The first alarm 
was felt as late as the first of September. Within the 
next week the back country was laid waste by the retreating 
armies. On Saturday the 9th Smyrna was occupied by Turkish 
troops. On the llth came the attack on Dr. MacLachlan which 
necessitated his leaving on the 15th and his absence from. 
the Campus for the balance of the year, except for one 
short visit in Novembere On the 13th the city burned, by the 
end of September some three hundred thousand Greeks and Arma 
ians had been evacuated and Smyrna was almost wholly a 
Turkish city. The record of the College and its person 
nel at this time is one of which we are et proud. Else- 
where the facts are reported more fully (see Report to the 
Trustees, March 1923, and correspondence with Boston office 
through the year.) Suffice to say that the College at the 
crisis became the refuge of some fifteen hundred neighbours, 
most of whom were later evacuated in safety, anc the mem 
bers of the staff who were able to remain, Professors Lawrence 
Caldwell, Reed, Birge and Seylaz, Messrs. Trueblood, Moremen 
and Bourguin took active part in the work of relief and 
evacuation under the Smyrna Disaster Relief Comnittee of the 
American Red Cross of which Prof. Lawrence was Chairman and 
Professor Celdwell Treasurer. Throughout the year, long 
after the spectacular evacuations of September, when 240,000 
pepple were gotten off in eight days, the College person- 
 #eL continued the work of relief and evacuation while | 
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Profse Birge and Reed took a leading part in the import— 
ant prisoner-of-war work between Turkey and Greece, while 
Mrs. MacLachlan, Mrs. Reed and others did much relief work 
among the refugees in Greecee 


OUR FORMER STUDENTS were of course, scattered in all 
parts of Asia Minor, and were among the refugees. Hap- 
pily most of them escaped. The group at the College was 
early divided by the Purkish authorities, those under 
eignteen years of age were sent to Greece where pro- : 
vision was made for them at the Salonixa Farm School... The 
Older young men were allowed to remain at Paradise till 
date October when they were made prisoners of war, but 
through the efforts of the College, they were aseisted 
and in May released and sent to Greece. The Greek and — 
Armenian members of the staff were all able to leave with 
the exception of Dr. Mylonas, who was compelled to 
mit to some months of prisoner life enlivened by two 
thrilling but unsuccessful efforts to escape. The move- 
ments of the members of the staff are outlined in an 
appendix to this reporte 


THE COLLEGE PROPERTY at Paradise was at all times under 
the control of the College staff and while the Farm, the 
Community House at Prophetelia where Dr. MacLachlan 
was attacked, and the residence of Prof. Birge were 
looted, the Campus was spared a like fate. Even the 
property of the College in Smyrna escap@d the fire and 
remained intact, 30 that the College was very fortunate 
with respect to its property lossese nae 


DELAY IN OPENING. With the College staff scattered and 
busy with relief work and faced with wholly unprecedented 
Changes, efforts were made in October to carry on classes 
put the objections of local officials and general uncer- 
tainty delayed actual beginning till January 22, when 
after a visit from Drs. Barton and Peet, who had received 
hopeful assurances at Lausanne, work was formally resumed. 
To the end of June some students were regularly enrolled 
representing nearly all the classes, and in addition to 
this, a special class, meeting four times a week in the 
evening, brought to the College a group of men engaged 
during the day in the service of the Aidam Railway. Hence 
we think of theactual educational work of 1922-23 as 
concerned with three groups, the summer group made up 
Chiefly of Armenians with a few Greeks, the regular win- 
ter students, nearly all Turks, and the special class:

FINANCIAL EMBARRASSMENT. The men who were able to re- 
Main at the College or in the Near Fast, early became: 
convinced that in spite of all doubts and fears, it 
would prove possible to continue the College providing 
the American friends were ready to stand behind it loy- 
ally and patiently. Early the condition shown most. 
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vividly in the Annual Financial Report became apparent, 
greatly increased costs, and income reduced to next to 
nothing were not belng compensated by large gifts from 
America. It Was, perhaps, natural that with many appeals 
to friends interested in the Near East, and uncertain © 
of the possibilities b@fore the College, gifts should 

go Yather for relief than to maintaining institut ions, 
The College is grateful to friends old and new who sent 
funds, especially designated for relief needs, and of 
course the work in which the members of the staff shared 
was made possibdble by funds contributed through the Near 
East Relief, the American Red Cross and other agenclese 
But none of this money came to the College, nor was any 
or it available for paying the salaries of College per~ 
gOmnel or Other College charges. As a matter of fact, 
with the exception of a special gift of five thousand 
dollars through the American Board, practically all the 
money entered in 1923-22 as Donations was money solicited 
by Dr. MacLachlan in 1922-23 and delayed in reaching us, 
or money intended for the year 1922-23, so that of actual 
gifts contributed after the Disaster, there was practical- 
ly nothing. This accounts , with greatly increased ex~

CONSULTATION WITH THE TRUSTEES. The financial situation 
coupled with the fact that our staff was to be reduced to 

a few permanent professors at the end of June when sev~= 
eral time appointees finished their terms, compelled the 
Administration frankly to face conditions and consider 
future plans with the Board of Trustees and interested 
friends, and consequently Dean Reed was authorized to pro- 
ceed to America for this purposee In several meetings with 
the Trustees and in conference with friends of the College, 
it was made clear that without greatly increased resources 
it would be impossible to continue the Collegee The Trus-— 
tees after careful consideration, authorized going forward 
and through gifts and pledges, financial backing consideréd 
adequate to warrant this decision for 1923-24 was secured. 
The details of these plans and their carrying forward, 
belong rather to the 1923-24 than to this report. It should 
be stated, however, that the interest aroused and the gifts 
made were primarily related to the new year and practically 
nothing was secured to meet the very considerable deficit 
of the year of the Disaster’ 


WORTH OF THE COLLEGE. While the Disaster year will al- 
Ways Yrellain a great crisis in the history of the College, 
and was necessarily in the life of all its friends a time 
of unprecedented anxiety and testing, it was not lacking 
in its rewards and satisfactions. Chief of these was the 
realization of what the College meant in the lives of its 
students and friends. The confidence placed by all in 
the integrity and ability of the members of the staff to 
help them in a time of need was pathetic and humbljng. It 
seemed wonderful to find how splendidly our students met the 


hard conditions of the evacuation, of prison life in 

many instances, in refugee circumstances in others, Some 
of the greatest rewards any educators can have, have come 
in the letters and words of students. Signal proof of | 
the esteem in which the College is held was shown by the 
desire freely expressed in Greece that a similar College 
mignt be established there. While discouraging any thought 
that the International College might remove to Greece, 

the President lent his aid generously to a movement which 
it is noped will result in the early fruition of hopes 
long cherished for the establishment of a similar inst i- 
tution in Athense 


APPRECIATION OF COLLEGE STAFF. The Smyrna Disaster tested 
our College and staff. Necessarily it resulted in the 
temporary, and doubtless in several instances, in the 
permanent severing of relationships which had grown very 
dear through the years. Prof. Se Ralph Harlow, since 1913. 
Chaplain of the College, was compelled a month previous 

to the Disaster to return to America, for extended furlough 
on account of the serious illness of his son Jonn, and in 
view of his plans for wider student work, he tendered his 
resignation at that time. Of our Professors, happily Messrs. 
Constantinides and Mirakian, heads respectively of the 

Greek and Armenian departments were absent from Smyrna and 
were saved the n6écessity of flight. Mr. John Constantine, 

a graduate of the class of 1899 and ever since an honoured 
and useful member of the staff was able, with his wife and _ 
Children, and accompanied by nis sister-in-law, Miss: Aspasia 
Kyriakides, also a member of the staff, to escape the night 
of the fire, and have sine gone to America, leaving a very 
large place in our affections and in the life of the Col- 
dege. Mr. He Tchiboukdjian, whose loyal and devoted ser- 
vice in the Preparatory department reached back into the 
nineties, was evacuated in the first party to leave the 
Campus, but meeting with an accident in Salonika a few 

weeks afterward, he died in hospital, happily surrounded. 

oy Smyrna friendse Mre Patros Michaelides and his wife, 

the parents of our long-time associate George Pe. Michaelides, 
BeD., M.Asy were detained on the Quay for some days but 
reached Greece in sarety. Of the work of the men who re- 
Mained at the College, reference has already been made. The 
spirit and zeal with which they met the crisis and then 
afterward faced the prosaic tasks of the College during 

the dull days of the winter with a handful of students, is 
deserving of high praise. Prof. and Mrs. Holton wemdered 
splendid service to the refugees in Samos where Profe 
Holton was head of the American Red Cross work, Miss Way 
served in a Constantinople Orphanage till called to America 
by the illness of her father. Prof. Harlow, Mrs. Birge, 
Miss Snell and Miss Crosby in America took responsibil~— 
ity for former students and assisted in securing funds for 
Near East Relief. The College is grateful to have had the 
seYvice of such splendid men and women and is proud that in 
a time of such great need, they were each one ready and 
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willing to meet the opportunity to minister to those 
whom they could help. And while it regretfully parts with 
so many able and loyal workers, its confidence is sure 
that other trained and eager men and women. will press for- 
ward to the vacant places. 


THE CHALLENGE OF A COLLEGE. The building of a College is 
one of the most significant undertakings in modern civ— | 
ilization. The building of a worthy Christian College in 
a foreign land is beset with nearly all the problems 
facing educators in America, and with a host of peculiar 
difficulties. The building of a College in Turkey in 
these days, and in Smyrna in the years following the 


great Disaster would seem to present even more perplex- 


ing problems. But to this high undertaking we are com 
mitted. We realize that we are dependent upon Divine 
wisdom and aid, and we seek the cooperation of men and 
women everywhere, who believe in the power of Christian 
education, who have faith in the College as a mignty 
force of righteousness and progress, and who are ready 
to share in a task which demands much that it may greatly 
enrich the life of the worlde

NOTES TO ACCOMPANY ACCOUNTS 


In considering the accompanying accounts, it must be borne in mind that they 


cover the year 192261923, the year of the Smyrna Disaster, and probably the darkest 
year in the history of the College. The fiscal year began on July lst, when some 
40 beneficiary students were in residence at the College working on the "arm and 
building two buikdings for the Agricultural “evartment. These, with some fifteen 
hundred refugees were at the Golleze during the timeof the Disaster and fire of 
Smyrna and some of the students for nearly six weeks after. From the last of October 
till the end of January there were no students in regular actendance but the Board- 
ing “epartment kept open to accoumodate the members of the staff in Smyrna. From 
January 22nd till into June, school was again in session. Exceptional expenses were 
involved by the following items: 

The actual evenis of the disaster, 

The feeding of largenumbers of peovole for a couple of weeks 

The necessity of providing return travel for families and 

retiring teachers, 

Providing for refugee tcachers anc others, 

Guarding the College and keeping up the premesis. 
At the same time, the local income was reduced to almost nothing by the small number 
of students, and by the imposs bility of renting the Staff houses for anything like 
an economic income. Thus we see the wholly exceptional situation revealed in III 
with some thirteen hundred liras of local income and thirty-nine thousand liras of 
income required from other than local sources. At the same time, the uncertainty of 

friends of the Colleze as to the future, anc the impossibility of mking a definite 

appeal to them, as well as their gifts to the Near Eagt Relief, and other agencies 
for specified purposes, other than College maintenance, reduced the income from gifts 
very materially. Indeed but for the as&égnment by the American Board of funds at its 
disposal, and the coming in of gifts solicited in 1922 by President Maclah lan, the 
deficit woulc have been very much more serious. As it was, the deficit of 1922-23 
without taking in the Reserve, Furlough and Emergency and Chapel funds, as authorized 
by the ‘rustees, would be be approximately fifteen thousand dollars (actually 
$14,700.79). In other words, the College is poorer by just this sum than it was in 
1922 at the close of the financial year and requires this sum to place it back fi- 
nancially where it was at thot time. The Reserve Fund was a fund to help meet such 
emergencies as this, and was hence applied; the yur om and Kmergency Fund was sime 
ilarly applied since this was certainly an Emergency Year, and the Chapel Fund, 
unexpended balance from a gift for a special object, was similarly voted by the 
Trustees to mee t this deficit, leaving, after these funds had been credited in, the 
deficit of #7,210.22 to be carried forward to the new year. 


In antervdiiine with the action of the Manaze s, a mw system of bookkeeping 
was introduced in 1922, aid while the actual teansfer of accounts did not begin until 
after the Smyrna Disaster, and the new system was handicapped by lack of continuity 
in the office, it was possible to carry the system through for the entire year, in a 
satisfactory manner except thet the vouchers in the Lira account for the first seven 
nonths we e not able to be provided in a uniform or full} satisfactory manner. From 


that time on, ie February lst, the new system was fully operative and has proven its 
worth amply. |

SUMMER ACTIVITIES at the College in 1922 were more marked 
than ever veforee No less than 55 students of 1921-22 re- 
mained at the College working in the Agricultural Department 
or taking soecial lessons at the College during the: sum- 
Mer, and one additional young man had arrived for the open 
ing term before the disaster. The boarding department was 
in full swing till late in October, so that while the formal 
instruction for 1922-23 did not begin till Januuary 22, 1923, 
the College was actually carrying on actively during the sum 
mer. Leaving out of account a considerable niimber of stu- 
dents wno came to the College for protection, the number of 
students in the agricultural and special summer classes was 
fifty-five, distributed as follows:

SPECIAL RAILWAY CLASS. In January 1922 a special class 

was formed at the College meeting eight periods weekly, for 
men in the employ of the Ottoman Aidin Railway Company.

| Smyrna has been the center in the thoughts of the world 
Since its looting and burning in early September of last year, uP 
to the time of the burning, the College had been unusually busy, th 
no premonition of the event which came so suddenly upon the city. 
During the crisis the faculty and officers of the College took a large 
and leading place in affording relief to the terrified people and 
aided not only in saving life on shore but in securing the evacuation 
of the city and in furnishing food and supplies to those in dire dis- 
tress. The committee on which the College held a prominent place 
aided in the evacuation of nearly a quarter of a million of refugees, 


At the time of the disaster, representatives of the Greek 
orphanages in Smyrna passed over to the College orphanage valuable 
property and some 250 Greek orphan children with their teachers, 
Mr. 2. Raymond Moremen, one of the young instructors of the College, 
assumed personal charge of this institution, protected the children 
at the risk of personal safety while in Smyrna, and secured their 
evacuation to Salonica where they are now in safety. 


As soon as it was evident that disorder was to prevail in 
the city, the campus of the College which, as the Trustees know, is 
situated some three or four miles outside, became the rendezvous of 
| refugees who fled there for safety, many of them bringing large 
guantities of personal supplies, some of them even bringing their 
cattle. More than 1500 took refuge in the College grounds. 


On the lith of September, during the transfer of Turkish 
guards when the College and its premises were left without protection, 
much looting was begun. President MacLachlan, in an effort to safe- 
ot the property of the College, was attacked and nearly killed by 

urkish irregulars. He was finally rescued by a Turkish officer and 
has now happily recovered from what might have been the end of his 
valuable career. American marines were landed and stationed in and 
about the College, giving it adequate and necessary protection. Thus 
the Gollege property, apart from the looting of Mr, Birge's house and 
the Community House, suffered little, md as President MacLachlan has 
fully recovered the College is in a position to go on as before. 


Dean Reed reports the visit of Messrs. Barton and Peet to 
the College in January and the decision to open the school at the 
usual time for its winter term, namely, on Jamuary 22.

5e Of the native staff, all the Greeks and Armenians have neces- 
sarily withdrawn, and all tmt one, now a prisoner of war and recently 
at the College, have escaped with their families and some provision 
has been made to essist them. Hatem Bey, the Turkish instructor, is 
at work in the College. 


6. Of the temporary staff, Messrs. Bourgquin, Trueblood and 
Moremen are at the College, but tne terms of all of them expire on 
June 30 this year. Mre Kenneth Kirkwood, appointed for 1922-5, has 
taken a temporary position in England, tir. Jacob Bassler, similarly 
appointed, has returned to America and severed his connection with the 
College. The other temporary members of the staff, including Misses 
Jessie Yay and Louise MacLachlan and Mr. James Murray, have severed 
their connection with the College, as has Miss Sara Snell. 


With reference to the future, the friends of the College are 
sufficiently informed as to the present situation in the Near Kaget as 
to make any extended comment here unnecessary, It is useless, however, 
to forget that the events of September 1922 and the months since then 
have altered the whole problem of the College ani all similar Christian 
philanthropic and educational institutions in Turkey, It is doubtful 
if we shall ever see again the Smyrna we knew in 1921-2, Por the 

esent at least all the Greeks and Armenians sre gone, Half of the 
eautiful city is in ashes. ‘The back country hee been burned and 
gaunt ruin marks the sites of once prosperous cities such as Aidin, 
Ushak, Alechehir fancient Philedeip ia), Cassabs, Magnesia, 
Commerce and industry have received a tagger ing blow, from which it 


Will take years to recover, even under favorable government conditions. 
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In the midst of these conditions the College stands, and with 
but a few weeks’ interruption of classes it is functioning amid the 
desolation. It has crowned its thirty-one years of honorable service 
with an unparalleled relief record, Its doors are open, its staff is 
on hand, students are at work, and the College is a visible embodiment 
of the ideals for which it has stood so valuably these many years. 

AS we look to the future in the light of the present situation three 
seneral possibilities, says Dr, Reed, open to the College: 


1. To withdraw entirely from Turkey, leaving our splendid 
property to be salvaged as best it may ani releasing our personnel for 
Other services, on the supposition that the effective work of the Col- 
lege camot continue under present or prospective conditions. 


2. withdraw temporerily. 


Se To continue our work along the same general lines as before, 


believing that the great mission of the College can be and should be 
carried on. 


Dr. Reed adds: "No one on the ground can minimize the diffi- 
culties which the new conditions create, or fail to realize that the 
College enterprise, like every high and worthy endeavor, is a preat 
venture of faith, but unless we are ready to admit that the great cause 
of righteousness and truth for which a Christian college stands is 
permanently defeated in Turkey, it is impossible for the men on the 
field seriously to recommend either of the first two alternatives, 

The very logic of events seems to compel us to urge the strong carrying 
forward of the work in which we have been engaged so long. In spite of 
all the difficulties and disappointments of the present and future, we 
believe that by faith and persistent good will the College can be 
carried forward successfully and honorably as a Christian institution, 


and certainly such institutions are needed if ever they have been needed 
in Turkey.” 


Dr. Reed goes on to discuss the minimum essentials in order to 
carry out the policy of the College, which in his judgment it should 
carry out, and in this he appeals to the Trustees. He says: “The > 
needs of the College for both men and money must be emphasized, Our 
demand has always been for men and women of the highest gifts and devo- 


tion, Such have not been lacking in the past. But the demands of the 


new day must be more severe than before. It will require a finer type | 
of devotion, and a purer loyalty to face the new tasks ami opportunities, 
It will also require e larger number of Americans to a given number of 
students. Similarly the College needs money. ft has long prided 
itself on its wise and economical use of funds. Not only its buildings 
and equipment but its annual financial statements bear witness to its 
constant policy of simplicity and frugality, which has been dictated by 
principle as well as by a stern necessity. Yet such an institution 
must have a large subsidy from abroad, In addition to the support of 
several members of the staff by the American Board and other agencies, 
the College has required in recent years, above its local income, about 
fifteen thousand dollars annually. The reduction of the student body 
and the economic conditions of Smyrna with so much poverty and distress 
througkeut our entire area, will greatly reduce the local income for the 
years immediately ahead, Tt should also be pointed out that the new 
conditions will almost certainly offer new means of approach to our

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ccnstituency, such as educational conferences, translation and publica-. 
tion work, and cooperation with various social movements which will 
require fully as much money as that released by the discontinuation of 
some lines of previous work.” 


staff and Finances This Year 


During the présent year, as already indicated, our staff has 
been reduced to a minimum and the three remaining members of the splen- 
did group of young people out on term service are all completing their 
contracts in June this year, Certain unavoidable expenses of an une 


usual character were involved In connection with the disaster, Two 
families had to be sent to America; several contracts terminated, 
Unless large gifts reach the College treasury before June 30, we shall 
face a deficit of anywhere from fifteen to twenty thousand dollars at 


the close of our fiscal year, 


With reference to permanent requirements, the attention of 
the Trustees is calle@ to the fact that a permanent personnel must be 
secured and a permanent financial support built up. Yalf a million 
lollars permanent endowment would provide an income equal to that now 
required above local income ani missionary support, but no institution 
of college srade can be considered’ adequately established without a 
full million dollars of permanent funds in the hands of its Trustees. 


The men on the field are not unmindful that the Trustees as 
individuals are concerned with other important interests and that the 
raising of funds for work in Turkey is not = simple matter. Tn view 
of the success, however, of our sister colleges in furthering. their 
financial interests and strengthening their appeal to the American 
Christian public by uniting their forces, it has for some three years 
been suggested that the International College might well seek to 
associate itself in this movement, Dean Reed urges upon the Trustees 
a careful consideration of this plan es @ promising means of meeting 
some of the urgent problems of the Colleges 


The report is too long to have copied and sent to cach member

_ wiz SUMMEROF 1922 AT TT COLLEGE was unusually busy assome forty 


beneficiary students, many of them formerely at St. Paul’s, Tarsus; 
naving no aomes, remained at the College. The new Agrbéhltural De- 
partment afforded plenty of work and under the active personal dire 
ection of President MacLachlan and Professor iolton, tnese students 
and a group of workmen were erecting the two new Agricultural Buildings 
and carrying out tne extension plahs already approved. Most of tae 
younger staff members were off on noliday jaunts, but of the permanent 
American staff, all the families remained in or near Smyrna except 

Mr. and Irs. tarlow, wno left for America on August 12th on account of 
the serious illness of their eldest son John, which had hastened Mr. 
Harlow’s return from 2is trip to China and the United States. 


THE COLLEGE AT THE CRISIS, Although it nad long been apparent that 


gome change in tne political situation in Smyrna was impending, the 
College, like the rest of the world, was quite unpreparec for so sudden 
and terrifying a debacle as revealed itself in tue early days of 


September. On the 3rd, trainioads of refugees from the interior poured 


past tne College, and our first ministry was simply the cup of cold 
water. On the 4th, tne College took the initiative in organizing an 
emergency relief committee which sent out, more than a week before thé 
fire, the first appeal for funds. This Committee, known as the Smyrna 
Disaster Relief Committee of tne A.F.C., of wniich Prof. Lawrence has 
been chairman and ~rof. Caldwell Treasurer, nas since that time been 
the sole American organization working in Smyrna, representing tne 
Near East Relief, the American Red Cross, and coordinating all the 
American philanthropic agencies. All the American members of the 
College staff in Smyrna nave been active members of this Committee, 
and for much of the time the College alone has been in a position to 
supply men for full tise service. It may te worth nothing that this 
Committee provided food for the refugees before and immediately after 
the fire, evacuated some 240,900 refugees during the last days of 
September and some 2000 subsequently, supplied food to Jewish an 
Turkish refugees in Smyrna and in thé ruined hinterland, carried on 
an enquiry bureau, end through its members, cooperating especially with 
the You ¢ “en's Christian Association in Athens and Constantinople, 
made possible the only service available to the thousands of prisonefs 
of war on both sides of the Aegean. The work of exchanging remittances 
and letters, begun by Mr. Reed, grew to such proportions as to demand 
far more time than he could give, and latterly Prof. J. Kingsley Birge 
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has been loaned by tne Collexse to the International Committee of the 
¥.M.C.A. tO head up this important work as Senior Secretary in charge 
of Prisoner of War Activities. A small mw cinning has also been made 
toward exchanging prisoners.

after the last of our students had been taken as prisoners, and the 
premises cleaned after the camp conditions, was it possible seriously 
to consider our next move.

Moremen are at the College but the terms of all of them 
expire on June 30th; 1925. lir. Kenneth Kirkwood, appointe 
ed far 1922-25 has taken a temporary position in England. 
Mx, dacobd Bassler, similarly appointed, has returned to 
America and severed his connection with the College. 

The other temporary members of the staff, including Misses 
Jessie Way and Louise MacLachlan and Mr. James Murray 

have severed their connection with the College, as has 
Miss Sara Snell; our efficient social worker. 


WHAT OF THE FUTURE ¢ The friends ot the College are sufficiently ane 
formed as to tne present situation in the Near East as to make any 
extended comments here, out of place. It is useless, gBowever, to forget 
{iat the events of September 1922 and tne montns since then, have altere 
tae wale problem of the College and all similar Christian, philan- 
turopic and educational institutions in Turkey. It is doubtful if we 
shall ever see again tne Smyrna we knew in 192le22, For the moment, 
at least, all the Greeks and Armenians are gone. Half of the splendid 
citylies in ashes: the back couctry has been burned with fire and 
guant ruins mark tne sites of once prosperous cities such as Aidin, 
Ushak, Alachehir, (Ancient Philadelphia) Cassaba, Magnesia etc. 
Commerce and industry have received a staggering blow from which it 
will take them many years to recover even under favorable governmental 
conditions. 
In the midst of these conditions, gentlemen, the College stands, 
and witn but a few weeks interruption of classes, it is functioning 
amid tne desolation. It has crowned its thirty one years of honore 
able service with an unparxalileled relief record. Its doors are open, 
its staff is on hand; its students are at work, and the College is 
a Visible embodiment of the ideals for which it has stood so valiantly 
these many years. As we look to the future in the light of the present 
situation, three general possibilities seem open to the College: 
le To witndraw entirely from Turkey, leaving our spahéddid 
property to be salved as best it may, and releasing our — 
personnel for other service, on the supposition that the 
effective service of the College cannot continue under 
present or prespective conditions; : 
2. To withdraw temporarily, "until the Turks come to reason, 
or show a different spirit", or | 
3. To continue our work along the same general lines as | 
before, believing that the great mission of the College | 
can be, and should be, carried on. 


FORWARD. Wo one on the grou d can minimize the difficulties which 

the new conditions create, or fail to realize that the College enter- 
prise, like every high and worthy endeavor, is a great venture of _ 
faith. But unless we are ready to admit that te great cause of right- 
eousness and truth, for wnt h a Christian College stands, is permanently 
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defeated in Turkey, it is impossible for tis men on the field seriously 
to recommend either of tne first two alternatives. The very logic of 
events seems to compel us to urge the sirong carrying forward of the 
work in waich we Mave been engaged s0 long as there is any possibility 
of its success. In site of all the difficulties and disappointments 
of the present and future, we believe that by fa tn and persistent 
good will, the College CAN be carried forward successfully and honore 
able as a Suristian institution, and certeinly such institutions are 
necded if ever they nave been needed in Turkey. 


VINIMUE ESSENTIALS. Tue ultimitg decision aa to the policy of tne 
Colleze must, however, rest with the Trustees. We Wio are ocusy wita 
tie perplexing local administration can only mexe recommendations: it 
is for the ‘trustees to mie the decisions. Tue necds of the College 
for bota men and money must be emphasized: lacking e: tuner, tne work 
languisnes. Our demand tas aways been for men and women of tae 
highest gifts and devotion. Such ave not Deen lacking in the jm st. 
Bat the demands of the new day must be niore severe than before. it will 
require «. finer type of devotion, and a purer loyalty to face the new 
tasks and opsvortunities. It wili also require « Arger number of 
Americans to a given number of students. Similurly the College needs 
MONEY. It has long prided itself on its Wise ardéconomicai use of 
funds. Not only its buildings and cuipme nt but its ennual financial 
 gliatenecnts bear witness to its constant polioy of simplicity and 
frugality, which sas been dictated by grinciple as well as by a stern 
necessity. Yet such an institution must have « large subsidy from 
abroud. In addition to the support of several members of the staff 
by the Americun Board and other asencies, the Colleze has required in 
recent scars, above its ilogal income, about fifteen trousand dullars 
annualiy. ine reduction cf the stucent body and the economic cone 
Gitions of Smyrna witn somuch poverty anc distress tnrouguout our 
entire area, will greatly reduce the lccal income for the yeers iamed- 
lately anead, While some reduction can be mde of the number on tae 
staff, the upkeep of the property, lighting, care and overhead in 
general, are much (tne same with a emall as with a large student dody. 
And tre less effictent service of Turkish caployees, tne greatly ine 
creased cost of all goods imported from abr ad, and particularly, tne 
necessity of a very generous seuclarship for poor but wortay boys, 
make it impossible to contemplate carrying forward the work of the 
College witn efficiency without at least fifteen to twenty thousand 
dollars from abroad in addition tc the salaries of the men supported 


by the Mission. It should also be pointed out that the new conditions — 


will almost certal nly offer new means of approach to our constituency, 
such as educational conferences, translation and publication vork, and 
cooperation with various social movements which will require fully as 


much money as that released by the discontinuation of some lines of 
preBious work, 


STAFF AND FINANCES THIS YEAR. During the present year, as already 
indicated, our staff has been reduced to a minimum and tue three ree 
maining members of the splendid group of young people out on term 
service are all completing their contracts in June of this year. If we 
Can cou .t on Mr: Kirkwood for 1923, we shali necd at least two addite 
ional young men for short term service in September of this year. 

The estimate of the cost of running the College on a recuced basis 

is fully borne out also by the experience of the présent year. Certain 
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unavoidable expenses of an unusual character were involved in connecte- 
fon with the disaster: two families had to be sent to Ancrica and sev- 
eral contracts terminated, In site of te crediting in of some importa 
and gifts before the disaster, the December Slst balance sicet showed « 
of rearly ten dollars. Tne stream of Kenerosity which 
isu always inereased after sucn a cisaster, is directed mainly to 
imsetinz relief reeds rather than to sustaining established work, and 
generous gifts nave reached the members or tue staff for special 
purposes. But unless large gifts reacn toe College treasury before 

June 39t1, we snall face a deficit of anywhere from rifteen to twenty 
tacusand dollars at the close of our fiscal year. 


THE INLEDIATE FEEDS; then, waich the Trustees must face almost at once, 
if the College is ts continue after tne close of the present term in 
June are, assuming thet the men under permanent «ppointment can ne | 
tinue in full time cervice to the College, and that Sr, Kirkwood will 
be available: the appointment of two tutors to be on the greu.d in 
September, anc the guarantee of at least fifteen thousand collars a 
year over and above local income and exclusive of the selaries proe 
vided by the American Board for rembers of the stall. 


ITAL REQUINEMENTS., The less immediate but even more fundemental 
requircuments wiicn the Trustees must face are tnuose of permanent per 
sonnel} and permanent financial support. HSetore the disaster, the 
resignation of "rof. S. Ralph “arlow to take up generai student work, 
and tne whtihdrawal of Prof. J. Kingsley Yirge from wost of College 
responsibilities to take up Club and Publication activities in the 
city, tough he remained at the request of the Managers, as Adjurct 
Professor, created the need for two full time permanent workers of 
tugroug. training and full devotion. Tne American Board; 
ported Mesers. Iarlow and Birge as well as tne “resident and tae Dean, 
would doubtless meet a request from the Trustees similarly to support 
gsuccecsors in tie work of tne College, In the development of the 
Hoaré’s work along publication, medical, and. other lines, the College 
will élso nope to cooperate very closely, and will welcome the a siste 
ance of missionaries of the Board. But tne interests of both organe- 
izations will be furthered by the definite appointment of certain men ‘to 
the tue exclusive cervice of the College under tne direction of the 
Trustees. Waen we point out that Dr. MacLachlan has been on the 
Mission field more than thirty five years, and thet two more of our 
small permanent staff, “rofessors Lawrence and Caldwell, aave served 
the Colles 27 and 25 years respectively, it will be clear that the 
Trustses & Ould have in training younger wen to share in tire respone- 
sibilities. We would ask then, for tne early appointment und assigne 
ment to the language senool, of at least two men of full Colleze and 
Traduate training for the permanent service of the College. Two or 
ree yeers Bence, we may hope t» secure in addition, other young 
men, possibly Messrs, M,remen and Bourcuin wnio as sort term inst 
tors have shown themselves, during the recent crisis peculiarity ve 
It is also but fair to point out that an objective

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TIE QUESTION NOW FACED We cannot blind our eyes to the sorrowful 
spectacle wiich missionary and educational work has witnessed in the 
Turkis:i empire since 1914. Of tne group of Callezes which stood so 
proudly in that year, several are, and have been closed for years, 
tneix constituency gone, tieir staff scattered. Others are all but 
anuffed out. Only the two institutions in Constantinople and the 
University at are functioning with anything like normal suce- 
cess and these have all run up heavy deficits and aave been obliged to 
™ call to tueir assistance new friends and nelpers. It is useless to 

S forget tiat many high hopes of sister Colleges nave been cruelly dise 
appointed. Shall tne International Colle.ec survive or perish’ Thatis 
the que tion which cannot long be avoided. Today our staff is at 

a low ficure: on June 30th it willbe more easy to licuidate than at 
any probeble time in the future. Tre deficit must continue to grow 

so lone as we go forward with tae work u:less the Trustees and friends 
come to cur assistance. If we are not all prepared for “along pull, 

@ strong pull, a pull ail together" a policy that will know no dige 
couragenent or failure, it snould be «nown now. The memters of the 
permanent staff now on the field are ready to go forward if tne Trus- 
tees and friends will suarantee tie funds anc reinforcements. sut 
they should not be expected to stand by and see thé work languish and — 
slowly die before their eyes. If there is not to be a significant 
work at Smyrna, taney would go slsewnere, Wiere tuere ig need and oppor- 
tunity for Christian serttee; They cannot both naintain the work, on 
tne field and supply the funds for it. Tiey woule urge; twrefore; 
upon the 4rustees, the adoption of « forward policy along tne bines 
laid down. At the sume time traey would point out that, lacking such 

@ policy, tne only nonorable course is to cinsider the closing of the 

m College in June end making such provision as seems wlee for the proe 

perty anc personel. 


COMMOR CAUSE, The men on the fielé are not unmindful that toe Truge 
tees us individuals are concerned with otner important interests and 
that the raising of funds for woxk in Turkey is not a simple matter, 
In view of the success, nowever, of our sister Colleges in furthering 
tnieir financial interests and strengtnuening their appeal to the 
American Christian public, by uniting theiz forces, it nas, for some 
three years been suggested thet tne intern tional College mignt well 
seek to associate itself n tiis movement. Last year an invitation 
was extended by the Sew York office of Fobert College and tae Amere 
jean University of DSeirut for the International College to join them 
in publicity and financial appeal as Constantinople Colle.s has since 
done, It would seem thut such a step, wiile in no way interferring 
with the full independence of the Trustees, tue close relations existe 
ing between the Colleze ari the Americ.n board or with the policy of 
tne College in its field administration, would greatly promote the 
securing of adequate financial backing and the persistent cultivation 
or a large constituency in the United States. The essential interests 
of the Colleges in the group are ideritical with ours, and in association 
witn our older and stronger sister@olleges, we should have many pose 
itive adventages, We would thereiocre strongly urge upon the Truse 
tees a most careful consideration of this plan, as a promising means 
of meeting some of the urgent problems of the College, and we are | 
gied to submit a tentative basis for such an affiliation, In this, 
as in other matters, however, the President and his associates on 


the Board of Maragers can only suggest: it is for the Trustees to 
decide and act. 
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A FINAL WORD. This report has extended to a considerable E ngth bee 
Cause the matters it toucnes upon are of vital importance to the insti-g 
tution in wnose common cause we are unitec in service. Ve on the field 
have proven our devotion to the College,by patient service, not only 
through the dark days of the world war and the noped-for reconstruction 
period immediately after, but by remaining with the College and in 
the Near East during tnis winter of unparalleled upheaval when it would 
nave been far easier to nave returned to the homeland. We do not want 
Bin any way to lower our Aighn ideals of Christian service, or prove une 
worthy of the trust and confidence imposed in us by the Trustees. 
Our love for tne Colleze at Paradise is strong and abiding: tnere our 
nomes nave been establisned: there our childven naw o¢en born and 
trained: there our heppiest associations formed. There we nave seen 
ovr feitn in the power of Cnristian education justiiied in lives transe 
forred in spirit and impassioned unselfisn zeal for causes, 
lives tust in the great test proved true. “@ would. see this transformin 
of lives continue. We would not Bightly ses tne hopes of many years 
disappointed. But we understund that God works in ways past our 
human understanding and we cannot but be guided by Tis hand in histo 
and in crovidence as well as by dis written word. If the present world 
corditions, and particularly the Near ‘astern situetion effectively 
Close tne door of opportunity tor us in the College, or if tne Trustees, 
more calmly facing their responsibilities as Christian statesmen in 
a troubled world, feel that the means for continuing tne College cannot 
be provided, we mst simply tame this as God’s iesading. We are assume 
ing that an early poace and the attitude of the Turkish government will 
permit the carrying forward of our work in comparative quiet, but if 
either of tnese factors fail, tie situation wiil oe only more, not 
less difficult, and a decision either to close cut or to go forward 
adeouate resources, remains IAPERATIVE, | 

We nave sought, as wise builders, and as the Master warned, to 
count thie eost in doing Tis work, lest naving begun, we snould not be 
able to finisn through lack of resources, and tius bring disaonor to 
the cause we serve. ‘Ye come, therefore, asking you to bid us and the 
Collece, go forward, to an ever larger service and to a nobler mission 
in the days that are anead,.

The Imternutional College this year reaches its majority 
as a Colleges, having been incorporated in 1903, aiter twelve years 
under President HacLacnhian, and twelve years of CheckePed history 
before that since L3qy the official date of founding. Certainly 
few young men have had @ wore Marked Change on reaching legal 
ace than has International this yeare 


Before 1908 we had Raa Turkish students; tnaen their 
nwabers increasgede in 1982 our new bulidings attracted larger 
numbers, and in 1914 we reported a croup of &O Moslems im a 
total student body of 400. ‘That fall we welcomed Mre and Bree 
Birge, definitely called and set aside for work for Turkish 
Students. During the war and the Greek perioG, Turki@A students 
were less numerous, but they were #elcomeg, facilitated and our 
polioy to reach and serve them was never lost sight of, although 
we did not then imagine we should e@Ver become a College with 
a Moslem patronage Of oVer B5%e.

Game and we were soon be. ond our estimated maximum of 100. 

The year’s total reaches 130, weli distributed through the 
College and preparatory Glasses, though naturally predominat— 
ing in the beginning English group. one yound man completed 
work almost finished a year ago, and received his B.A. degreee 
Many of the old activities continued. The boarding department 
hummed with its 70 students, athletes, Were popular, and 
there was life and activity in classrooms and on the campus. 


We went back, of course, ready to meet the new conditions 
in good spirite We have nad to cultivate as never before, 
our Turkish constituepy and it Ras proven well worth while. 
Our relations with the governm-nt, thanks primarily to the 
high respect with which Dr. MacLachlan has so long been 
held, have been cordial. IR one somewhat troublesome mat- 
ter, he said "If you do not Want our College, tell us 86 
frankly, we will go and stili be your friendse if you 3 
do want us, trust us and ieave us free from petty annoyance. 
The strongly wrded assurance that the College Wag desired 
has been backed up by many official acts of the right spirit, 
by cordial co-operation, and by a large patronage and ap- 
preciation from influential peoplee 


Early in the year Mursel Pasha and Halid Pasha ( brotnher- 
in-law of Enver Pasha, and father of one of our gold seal 
students) visited us and gave strong expression to their 
agmiration for the College, saying as others have since said: 
"We must not miss the advantages you people offer us.* We 
cannot give our boys what your schools do.* 


We have had hosts of callers and two large receptions 
one in the fall, and one in the springe This latter was 
combined with an indoor athletic meet which though prepared 
for under difficulties, was a great success and pronounced 
by 600 enthusiastic spectators and by the papers as the finest 


thing of its kind ever attempted in Smyrna. . 


We have had the boys in our homes, Sunday evenings, 
and some of them made lavender bags for Turkish soldiers in | 
hospitals. The officer who received these said "No one else 
has thought of our sick boys", and welcomed heartily a sug 
gestion that next year our students sing om Fridays. Two of 
our boys on their own initiative organized a Young Men*’s 
improvement and Athletic Club in a poor quarter, and m@delling 
4t on the ¥.M.C.A. secured a building and funds from a wealthy 
Turk. Two other of our students are now in Constart inople, 

en route to the Olympic games in Paris, as representatives: 

Of the Republie. Our farm has welcomed hundreds of school 
childrem on Thursday afternoons, and the teachers have ap- 
preciated our cordiality in placing this, one of the few shad 
Spots near the city, at their disposal. Our opportunities for 
comacts with our neighbours and friends are limitea only by 
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our time and limitations. Mothers want help to bring up | 
children, "as you bring up your children*®, a class of Turkish 
ladies is taking Ingiish this summer and our neighbours come 
to our weekly cinasa. 


Thas we have had a good year, though a trying one, 
since we had to create a new Organization and face Rew con- 
ditions. Only those who have experienced it can understand 
what it means to have only untrained Turkish Servants. 

Yet work Nas gone on much as before. We have daily chapel 
for staff and ? Christian students, as well as our regular 
Sunday service in Imglishe This of late has been werged with 
the English service at boudjah, wnere our Coilege pastom 

has ministered to a considerable British community. There 
have been few curriculum changes. The spirit of the Staff 
and the boys has been splendide Turkish staff andneighbours 
have joined in our bi-monthly isprovement club minh literary 
and wusical prosrams. Im a word--wWe have had a live, happy 
school and community life. 


Financially the provision made by the Board and more 
generous gifts from old friends and new have enabled us to 
Meet heavy expenses, and to cover part of our deficite Pres. 
MacLachlan is now in America consult ing with the Board and 
the Trustees. A gift of $10,000 has recently been reported 
to complete the equipment of the Agricultural Department, 
where our unfinished buildings have been completed and tanks, 
Stables, henhouses, etc., have .een put into shape for a *fall 

opening.* We have great nopes for the Agricultural Depart— 
ment, by which we can meet a real and pressing practical 


The College Delie¥ves this test year has been successful— 
iy passed. We believe we have been and can be Christian 
in a real sense, in Turkey umder present and probably con- 
ditions. The real question as to our permanency rests, we 
believe, not with Turks, but with Americans. Willi the 
American Board, the frustees, the friends, supply the men and 
the money we need?

We have seen definite growth in character, and 
while we do find it hard to give up the old formai public

| The Pinancial Statement for the period ending Auguet dist, i924 has 
been somewhat celsyed but it is now in final form and corresyonds in ¢ reral to the 
report submittec one year ago. It shows a very satisfactory concition of affairs for 
the perioc uncer consi¢eration. Not only was the ceficit of 192é-23 amounting to 
more than seven thousand collars, removed, tut the currert account of the year was 
fully provided for frem ,ifts, and the Community fouse Loan and the South purchase 
were orovided for. It may be noted, however, that the sums taken in 192ce23 from | 
Chanel Fund Balance ($2738.57) and furlough and mmergency ($2640.00) were not restored, 
as had been hoped might orove pessible. 

The favorable outcome of the year financially was due lars gely to the 
senerous gifts of our friends, notably Xrse. “ennedy, anc to the provision mace by the 
Amcrican Poard. In lieu of two families it had been heosc might Le urovicec, the 
Rourd mid into the Celle’: treasury £5400.0C in adcition to its grant from the 
Mirher Edueational Fund. It was also founded possible to maintain the Coliexe in some 
departments, at less than the amount estimated in the budget. ‘we members of the 
Trustees hac promised gifts curing 1923-24 if necessary, though both preferred to 
delay their contributions till later years, if conditions warranted, and in view of 
this, they were net advised of a need at the end of the year. It is to be regretted, 
however, that with the excertion of the considerable of wrsons contributing to the 
College through the American “eard, the total numbeew of sources of gifts during tie 
nast year was but six. It is urgently desirable that a much larger number of per- 
sons be enlisted as suvperters of the Colleze, even if their gifts be ammll. Givers 
of small sums often become large givers later, and their interest in the College is 
of larger value than its cash squivalent. 

The use of the "udget system has assisted in planning the financing 
of the Collece. The first year under tiis system, and amid trying circumstances, : 


hes demonstrated its value. The budget adepted was necessarily something of a ven- 
ture but it is vleasing to see that it was avvroximately correct. “ith the experience 
of a few years, it will be soscible more accurately to estimate expenses anc income. 
Naturally the local income will gretly increase with increased patronage. 


In 1922 tne “anazgers voted to nave the Colleze bocks audited by 

certified public accountants, but before tne your 192e-23 was over, the only firm 
ain Smyrna was among the refugees, and conditions have not sinee war anted our 
having the books thus audited. The Dollar book is kept personally by the Dean of 
the Colle.sc, anc the Lira book by the Turkish secretary, umcer the direction of 
the Dean, who has, since 1922, at the <irection cf the resident, been in charge of 
Golleze finances. A system of modern vouchers is kept, and every effort is made to 
have the books of the Celles: kept in a thoreughly satisfactory manner. The local 
administration would welcome suggestions from the ‘reagurer as to any improvements 
wiich might be intreduced into our system of accounting or rep. rting. 

It is a pleasure to note that the Loans, which caused the Trustees 

some doubt in 1923, have been greatly reduced. It is expected that the two larger of 
the three outstanding leans will be entirely paid off fuging the coming year, anc the 


other is covered by real estate in the name of the Deam of value much greater than 


the amount, so that it is amply pretected. The preperty of the Collece is in a good 
state of repair anc is protected by policies in a reliable British company.

NOTES and EXPLANATION, The last item in Resources represents a loan made by 
the Constantinople office at the time of the Disaster to a member of the 
staff. This has been reduced from $650.00 since last report. 

For the first time in a College report, the amounts paid directly by 
the American Board to members of the Board's force serving in the College 
have been added to both sides of the current account, as gifts in receipts 
and as salaries; this though the money is not paid by the College office. 

Following the custom of past years, interests coming from loans are 
credited to the funds from which the money was advanced, as Extension, Funds 
etc. = interest accruing from bank balances etc. are credited to current 
account. 

According to the budget, Boarding is expected to be self-supporting. 
In this year's account, it is an asset of $857.77 (the difference between 
8857.27 and 7999.50) al though if the overhead and light be included, it is 

not a profit. 

For various reasons, by action of the Managers, approved by the Trust- 
ees, the end of the fiscal year has been fixed at August 3lst, instead of 
June 50th as formerly, so the present account covers 14 months, during the

In April 1923, at the office of the Mayor of Smyrna, dis Emcellency 
Chukri Kays Bey discussed with the American Conmil, A, Wallace Treat 
Esc, Mr. A. YW. Jennings, and Dr. Cass Arthur Reed, the project of 
a Smyrna Comunity Center along some such lines as tne following: 


Fe. To mect the needs of Gnyrna, particularly the young men of 
Smyrna, fox adecuate social, athletic, ecucational and other help- 
ful influences, it is proposed to establish, with the cooperation of 
prominent members of the Turkish and American communities in Smyrna, 
a Community Center. 

Qe The purpose of this project is to unite all those. who desire 

to improve the condition of Smyrna, and particularly the yung men 
of Smyrna, in an organization which shall endeavor to assist so far 
as possible, in every movement for the acvancement of the city and 
its young men. 


Se Tie cooperation of the different elements shall be based upon 
a definite neutrality in all matters of political and religious 
controversy woich shall be guaranteed by securing as members °f the 
governing board of the Community Yenter, leading members of the 
Turkish and Ameria@n corumnities of Smyrna regardless of thelr 
political or «eligious affiliations. 


4. The project shall be managed by a Board of Managerw consisting 
of men of high standing from the Turkim and American comczunities in 
Smyrna, representing the various bramaghes of activity in the city, 
including government officials, business men, physicians, lawyers, 
teachers etc. cno sen in such @ way as to make the Soard truly 
representative of the best elements of tie city life. This Board 
shall determine the policy of the Center, employ the executives, and 
in gere ral have the oversight of all the activities of the project.

I thank you very cordially for officially calling to my notice 
this statement and affording me the opportunity of offering you my 
comment on the same. Your doing so enables me to assist you in 
maintaining the excellent relations that have always existed between 
the administration of this institration and the educational authori- 
ties of this province, and between myself personally and the Govern- 
ment. 

In reply therefore to the report referred to, I am glad to be 
able to assure you, that no religious services of any kind have 
been held, during the current yeaw, nor are any such services mwtug 
now being | heBd in the College premises,apart from the Chapel services 
at 10.30 xxx on Sunday mornings for Americans and English speaking 
friends only, in the College Assembly Hall. 

It is true that our rerular morning Assembly of Students and 
teachers, for purely academic purposes,(which are absolutely free 
from religious bias of any &ka kind), is held in the same room former- 
ly used as a Chapel, because of its special suitability for the 
purposes of our morning Assembly, which is an integral part of our 
daily academic program. 

In the musical part of these morning exercises specially pre- 
pared and selected songs of the College in the Fmglish language are 
sung by the Staff and students, but these also are entirely free 


from religious bias of any chm kind. 


| I feel confident, when the real facts of the sitmation are clear- 
ly understood, that the College administration in maintaining and 


extending the scope of these morning exercises will have the cordial 
support not only of the Education Authority,,and of the parents of

Dear Sir: 

I beg very respectfully to confirm ny letter of the 15th inst. 
and further to assure you of the loyal adherence of the Administration 
of this institution to the requirements of the Turkish School Law. 


Referring to our long personal mnference yesterday afternoon, 
I am gratified to find that we are in practical agreement in principle 
as to the details under which these regulations should be carried out, \ 
in the daily routine work of the College. : 


In regard to the question of Hakki NezihiBey’s return to the 
College in the capacity of Professor of Turkish Language and Literature, 
- History and Geography, I have again carefully reveiwed the whole sit- 
uation in all its possible bearings with the local Executive of the | 
College and have carefully presented your viewpoint regardinght, a 
view point wiich we all frankly recognize. We regret, however, that we 
are umable to see any reasonable chance of the College being dle to 
maintain the necessary standards of discipline and efficiency if he 
- ghould be permitted to resume his position on the teaching staff. 


For the reasons indicated below, and as explained to the — 
Inspector, on Saturday afternoon November 10th, I therefore again beg 
to advise you that Hakki Negihi Bey is no longer acceptable to the 
Administration, and we would respectfully request you to nominate a 
competent successor at your earliest possible convenience. 


Our special reasons for this request are the following: 
1. Hakki Nezgihi Bey has seriously neglected his duties, notably on 
one occasion, when for a period of ten days, Monday November 5th, 
to Thursday afternoon, November 15th, he was absent from the 
College without explanation or any just cause. The salient 
fact to be borne in mind in all this unfortunate incident is that | 
he left his post because the program of classes as arranged, | 
did not conform to his request and permit him to carry another 
position in the city, although his agreement with the Adminis- 
tration specifically required his presence at the College thr- 
oughout the day 
2. Since leaving his post, he has seriously misrepresented conditim 
at the College, both to the Department of Education, and to the 
city press and has thus become the direct cause of continued bitter 
eritici spublic press calculated seriously to injure the 
reputatheA its many patrons, and further to destroy the good 
relations hitherto existing between the educational authority and 
the College administration.

3. He has interferred with the President of the College in the matter 
of the arrangement of the class program and has altogether failed 
to carry out the terms of his agreenent with the College Adminis- 
tration. 

4. He has, in various ways, failed to support the discipline of the 
College, and in general, has not show a s irit of good-will 
and cordial cooperation. 

As I have given you specific details on each of the above points, I feel 
it unnecessary to repeat # here. 


May I again recall the mutual agreement arrived at in our con- 
ference on Saturday, November 36d, that in the wvent of further questions 
arising, I would at once be called for personal conference by the Educational 
Department. When the present difficulty was precipitated two days later, 
i.e. on Monday November Sth, by Hakki Nezgihi Bey leaving the College with- 
out any word of explanation, I was not called by the Department, anc it was 
not until five days later, on Saturday afternoon, November 10th, that an 
Inspector came to enquire into the question. In this interview with the 
Inspector, it became very evident that the Acting Director of Public 
Instruction was supporting Hakki Negihi Bey’s position and criticisms, and 
at its close, I explained that in view of Hakki Nezihi Bey*s conduct and 
abtitude toward the College, he was no longer acceptable to the Adminis- 
tration. I also then requested that the Department nominate a suitable 
successor. 

On Monday, November 12th, therefore, I called on His Excellency, 
Aziz the Governor General, and after explaining the situation from 
our point of view, begged his assistance in securing a competent successor. 
After listening to our statement, His Excellency said that as he was leav- 
ing the following day for a absence of two or three days in the Interior, 
he would call me for a conference with himself and others regarding this 
question on his return. ft was for this reason that when Hakki Negihi 
Bey called at my home on Thursday afternoon, I explained to him that, in 
my Opinion, no useful purpose would be served by discussing with him then, 
the question at issue or until the conference proposed by His Excellency, — 
had taken place, especially in view of our having reported to the Inspector 
and the Governor Seneral that for the reasons indicated, he was no longer 
acceptable to the administration. 


I feel convinced you will, for the above reasons, recognise the 
reasonableness of our request, and at your earliest convenience, neniante 
a successor as Mead of our Turkish sparen.

I wish to acknowledge your valued letters of Jan. 24 
and 29.. I am glad to learm from yours of Jan. 24, that the 
State Department is pleased with the reports that have been 
sent on regarding the outcome of the questdus at issue in our 
relations with the Turkish Baucational authorities here in 
smyrna. 

Our relations with the losal authorities continue most’ 
friendly, and there seems no reason, so far as we can see, why 
they should not contimme so, for we have deen particularly care- 
ful to conform to all the requirements of the new new school 
lawe 

Your letter of January 30 is mmly just to hand and was 
more than five weeks 1m reaching me. I am glad to learn from $ 
that so many members of the Board of Trustecs arestle-to 
coneider_the suppost ef our proposition to appoimt two Turkian 
gentlemen om our Board of Memagers. Of course the definite 
nominations 414 net reach you esccumt of the leng delay 
im the arrival of your letter; and from the closing sentence 
would seem that we may now two of the 
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A week ago this morning a group of about thirty of our 
students undertook to disregard the authority of the Director 
of Public Instruction, and our own authority also, in regard to 

the matter of a half holidays. The Director of Public Instruc- 
tion had advised us that our classes should continue until 770 
Monday, but that the afternoon should be given as a half 
holiday, and im conformity with these instructions we of 
course insisted that classes should go on as usual. 

The group referred to, however, resisted the authority 
“and left the campus after I had personally ordered then to 
attend classese The whole action was symptomatic of the spirs 
that is abroad im the country, some of the striking group going 
so far as to declare that they mew their duties to their 
religion an‘ the natiom better than either the Director of 
Public Instruction or their own parents. 

At a general staff meeting that afternoon we naturally 
took the view that thus openly to resist authority mist be 
regarded as a very serious offense, ami while the younger 
‘Rewbers of the group were only moderately disciplined, in 
View of the fact that the greater responsibility rested on the 
older students who had set them this example, the second group 
Was disciplined more severely; while a group of four or five 
who were considered the ring-leaders, im addition to sharing 
‘the punishment imposed upon the second group, were 
temporarily suspended until their parents should come to me 
and present the whole situaticn. 

Wednesday, that is, the second after the revolt, 
the paremts came and supported absolutely the positian we had 
taken and insisted that their sons mist accept any discipline 
that we imposed upom them, and $hat they would stand by us 
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in carrying it out. 

At another general meeting of the staff we wnanimously 
decided to draw up a statement in which the offenders should 
confess their fault, express regret for it, beg the pardon of 
the authorities, agree to accept any discipline we might impose 
on them, and promise implicit obedience in the future. 

Those in this group were all young men, and we agreed that 
om their signing this statement they would be permitted to 
resume their classese. Om the following day they all signed 
the declaration and at a general assembly of the students the 
stat ement was read with their signatures, and that incident 
was therevby closed. 

Om the day following the strike, however, one of our 
former students wrote and placed a notice on the college 
bulletin board in which he called upon all the students to 

join together and resist our attempt to punish these offenders; 
insisting also om their right, not only to have Monday afternom 
as a half holiday, but also all day Tuesday; and on the following 
day another one of our former students joined with him in calling 
a general meetimggiiof the students to make a last effort to nold 
the whole student body together to resist our authority in the 
matter of carrying out the punishment sentenced upon the of- 
fenders. 

This second student referred to had prepared a statement 
somewhat in the form of an ultimatum which was presented at this 
meeting, and later handed to me by these two students. This 
we haveregarded as a dist inct ly more serious offense than that 
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of the original strikers, and the faculty and cabinet have 
decided. to indefinitely suspend these two offenders if they 


do not leave the college on their own initiative. One of them 
has already done so and the other has this morning been notified 
of our decision. 

We trust this incident is now also closed and there seems 
to be some reason to suspect that they are trying to bring 
pressure upon us through the Educational authorities, but we 
trust they will receive no encouragement from that quarter. 

Om Saturday last, the 8th inst. Miss Emerson arrived here 


and is the guest of Miss Green and Miss Pohl over at Geoztepe. 


The three of them spent yesterday, Sunday, with us here on the 
Campus, and we hope to see more of her during her week's 
sojourn in Smyrna. 

About ten days ago the Director of Public Instruction 
called me to report the reply of the Minister of Education 
at Angora, regarding the girls’ school at Geoztepe. In Decembe r 
he had reported at Angora the appoint ment of Miss Green as

Referring to our conversation this morning, and in 
reply to tl® “Yuestions raised in the communication addressed to 
you by the Minister of Educatin under date of February i7th, 
1924, regarding the American Kuz Idadessi, in this city, I beg 
to state, in the first place, that this institution has had a cm- 
tinuous history for forty five years. 


In the second place, Marcellus Bowen, who diéd some years 
ago and whose name appears in the Rusaat Name of 1308 as the | 
founder of the School in 1296 was so named because he was the 
first mudir of the school and the senior representative in 
Smyrna at that time of the American Board Shirketi under 
whose auspices the schooiwas founded and continues to be main- 
tained. Thisfact was further recognized in the negotiations 
leading to the additional recognition of this and other Amer- 
ican schools in Turkey in 13823. This scnool is one of the oldes t 
Girlis* schools founded by this society in Turkey. 


The responsible executive of the institution has always 
been therepresentative of the American Board Sherketi resident 
in Smyrna, and not Mr. Bowenm:or his descendants. Mr. Bowen's 
active, personal connection with the senhool ceased when he left 
Smyrna to live in Constantinople more than forty years agOe 
His wife and daughter, however, still survive, and if in addi- 
tion to the American Board Sherketi, the real founder and sup- 
porter of the School, the authority of the descendants of Mr. 
Bowen is required for the continued governuental authorization 
of the institution, we shall be glad to secure, as soon as 
possible, such testimony from the daughter of Mr. Bowen.

On our return last fall, the question of formal 

recognition of the American Collegiate InstituteaS Guez Tepe 

was taken up by the Maarif Mudiri. We toox the stand,which he 
accepted, that this was in deed and in fact the continuation of 
the school long maintained at the Basmahane district, but he 

said it was necessary to make formal application for the approv- 
al of Miss Greene as the new directress of the school. After some 
discussion, he said that in the abseperof the "founder", Mr. 
Bowen, the appointment of the new directress should be mace by 
oldteachers rather than by letter from Dr. MacLacNhlan, 80 at 
length this was dome. This week Dr. MacLachlan was called and 
the Maarif Mudiri told him that unless Mr. Bowen had heirs who 
would give authority for the new mdiri, he would have serious 
trouble in recognizing the school. He kindly furnished us with 

a copy of the letter from the Minister of Education and also 
the law covering the matter; copies enclosed together with copy 
our replye The law refers to possible recogmition. as a new 
school in tRe ever of iir. Bowen having no heirs. 


I would state that in 1308 formal local "Rusat Names" were 
taken out for the ACI, the College, and the Kindergarten 
respectively, showing them to have been founded by Mr. Bowen, 
all, I think, in 12396 (1889). ‘The respective mudiris in 1306 
were Mr. McNaugnton, Dr. MacLachlan and Miss Nellie Bartlett. 
We are in possession of these documents. You will see that we 
point out that the American Board Skirketi is the real founder 
as was assumed in the negotiations of 1807, and that 
the representatives of the Board rather than the heirs of Mre 
Bowen are the true successors of the foundeys, but as the local 
Maarif Mudiri seems honestly to be desirous of finding a “ay 
out, we have indicated the possibility, which he eagerly accep- 
ted, of our getting authority from the dagnter of Mr. Bowen. 


We velt it necessary to reply in writing as requested: by 
the Maarif Mudiri immediately, but we anticipate no precip- 
itate action. Will you advixe us of this matter, and as a 
precaution, secure from Mrs. Ferguson (?), Dr. Bowen's 
daughter, authority for one of theSmyrna missionaries, perhaps 
me, to act in her bDemalf in any matters affecting the school.

Please bear with me while I present briefly the situa- 
tion which confronts the American College at Smyrna. 


This institution, approximating 30 years of service in 
the commercial metropolis of the Turkish Empire, having equipped 
and sent into the Commercial, Professional, and Religious life of 
the Near East more than 3000 young men imbued with Christian ideals 
of service, and which was able to “carry on” throughout the whole 
period of the war, finds itself (chiefly owing to the acute post- 
war economic conditions which now prevail in Asia Minor) compelled 
to appeal to friends in America for special help to the amount of 
$15,000 annually for the next five years, to meet the absolutely 


necessary running expenses during this period of reconstruction and 
consolidation, | 


We beg to call special attention to this long record of 
service without endowment of any kind, and to the fact that in all 
these years the College has never gone into debt. 


In recent years generous friends in America have pro- 
vided the institution with an exceptional material equipment in 
buildings, on the beautiful Campus at Paradise, about one mile dis- 
tant from the historic city of Smyrna and 250 feet above it. 


For many years it has held a position of commanding in- 
fluence in Western Asia Minor, and now the new conditions growing 
out of the war and the peace settlement with Turkey, present greatly 
enlarged opportunities for service and urgent appeals to meet these 
new conditions. We believe the friends of Christian Education in 
the Near Hast will agree with us, that the only permanent and ade- 
quate relief from the conditions which now oppress the various races 
of Asia Minor, is in the inspiration and uplift which American in- 
stitutions are steadily exerting in that distressed country. 


The college staff is largely made up of men from the 
leading Universities of the homeland who are giving of their best 
for the realization of the ideals and purpose for which the college 
Stands; and it is chiefly to provide living salaries’ for these that 
we make this appeal to our friends in America. 
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| Our pre-war student registration of between four and 
five hundred was made up of thirteen nationalities, composed 
chiefly of Greeks, Turks, Armenians, and Jews, drawn for the most 
part from Western Asia Minor, the islands of the Aegean, Greece, 


and Macedonia. 


It is to enable the College to carry on efficiently 
during the critical years of reconstruction now confronting it, 
and thus equip it for the rapidly enlarging service awaiting it, 
that we venture to ask your helpful co-operation.

It was my privilege to visit the College a few 
months ago, and I was most gratified to see what a splendid plant 
has already been built up at Paradise and to hear from the Greek 
Governor General and the Greek Bishops of Smyrna and of Philadel- 
phia words of vnqualified commendation of the influence and power 
of the College, all of whom urged that the institution be strength- 
ened that it might more effectively accomplish its high and lofty 
purpose. President MacLachlan has built up 2 noble institution 
which brings honor to the name of Amsrica, as well as exalts and 
glorifies the high Christian ideals which must dominate not only 
the leaders in the Near Hast but tne society which is now in pro-

| No one who is at all familiar with the history and 
services of American iducational institutions throughout the Turkish 
impire, during the past sixty years,will ventur‘e to challenge the clain 
that the only final peaceful solution of the vexing Near Hastern 
problem in all its phases, Political Social and Religious,is the one 
that is now, slowly but surely, being wrought out by the group of 
American Colleges and lower grade institutions in this country. 


: The International College through its Preparatory, 
Academic ,Commercial,Social Service and Agricultural Departmenis ,has 
been making a steadily increasing contrimtion to this final solution 
in virtue of the fact that from its small beginning thirty-one years 
ago it has faithfully adhered to the ideals of the Christian College 
as being the most effective means of building up the Kingdom of God 
in all this area. In this conception of its mission it has sought 
to combine sound scholarship on @ basis of Christian Ethics, with a 
spirit of service and brotherhood among the various races and 
communities in its wide exclusive constituency which embraces all the 
western end of Asia Minor, Greece and the islands of the Aegean. It 
now cordially invites the attention of its patrons and other friends 
of Christian Education in America to the measure in which it is 
realizing these high aims. It is on the basis of what it is now 
achieving and the larger demands being made on its limited resources 
that I venture to present some of our immediately ste! Vale needs. 


In our determined purpose never to assume an 
obligation, either in the matter of praviding:<permancnt equipment 
or in the matter of running expenses, without funds in hand or 
definite pledges to meet these obligations, we have severely 
restricted both our material equipment and staff personnel. 

It may be that in the past we have not sufficiently"advertised" 
our limitations, and especially some of the more importand and 
immediately stressing needs of the College. 


Preparatory Hall 


After thirty-one years of development the College 
is still without a separate building for its preparatory classes. 
The attempt to carry these classes in the main building of 
the College during the first year on the Paradise Campus, 
nines years ago, vroved so unsatisfactory that the administration 
decided it would be better to defer the reorganization of 
the preparatory departments (Greek, Turkish and Armenian) 
until a suitable building could be erected. War and post wer 
conditions during the past eight years have made building 
construction so well nigh impossible, that although we have 
been obliged to refuse many applicants of preparatory grade, 
we have felt there was no other course open to us. The 
steady increase, however, in the number of applicants of 
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prep. grade; the supreme importance of doing our own preparatory 
work as a means of raising standards in the College classes; 
together with a recent very considerable reduction in the cost 
of building material, amounting to about 30%, with a prospective 
reduction also in the cost of labor, all make it an immediately 
urgent necessity that steps be taken to srect a Preparatory 
building of sufficient dimensions to meet the present and 

future requirements of this Department. The estimated cost 

of such a building is $100,000. To meet this sum there is a 
balance remaining over from our building operations ten years 
ago of about $15,000. leaving $85,000. still required to make 
this primary necessity of our material equipment a reality. 


Library and Building. 


: Although temporary provision was madé in "MacLachlan 
Hall" for the College Library, and @ room 20 x 30 feet was 
set apart in the same building for the use of student societies, 
not only is the space wholly inadequate for these important 
services but it is urgently reqiired for class room and 
laboratgry purposes. The Y.M.C.A. room has also now to serve 
the purpose of a students’ Commons and is the only place 
on the Campus outside the class rooms and dormitories where 
students can come together for sdcial intercourse or meet 
their friends who come to see them. The Library has also to 
serve for general class room purposes, while there is no Reading 
Room of any Mind. The College Y.M.C.A., the most influential 
of all the student organizations and whose activities have 
found large fruition during the past seven or eight years 
in the steadily increasing influence of the Paradise Student 
Conference on the student life of the Near Hast, is sorely 
handicapped in its efforts by lack of adequate accommodation 
for its various services, while our student literary, musical 
and social organizations have no accommodations other than 
the regular class rooms. 


A building that would provide for the needs of these 
societies and at the same time afford ample housing capacity 
for the steadily increasing Library, and reading room accomm~- 
odation, would greatly facilitate and extend the usefulness 
of the College and its service for the all round development 
of its student body. One Hundred Thousand Dollars will provide 
and equip such a building on the College Campus. Who will 
provide it? | 


Endowment. _ 


Side by side with the foregoing urgent needs is 
that of adequate Endowment. It will probably surprise those 
who know of the steady growth and dominating influence of this 
institution in the educational and religious life of this 
part of the Near Hast for more than a quarter of a century, to 
learn that it is still without dndowment and in planning its 
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annual budget has - rely on the income from students and 
such voluntary gifts as its friends in the homeland (who know 
its constant struggle to make ends meet and who appreciate 
its services) contribute to its maintenance annually. 


In order to make adequate permanent provision for 
its teaching staff and other constantly increasing current 
expenses, an Endowment of One Million Dollars is necessary, or 
 @ permanent annual income of $50,000. in addition to the 
regular income from students fees, which would provide at 
least an equal sum, just as soon as the above material equipment 
can be provided. A great many secondary needs of the institution, 
Such as those connected with the development and equipment of 
our new Agricultural Department would all take care of themselves 
with the provision of such an indownent. 


The greatly enlarging opportunities for serving 
the Near Last in a permanently constructive way now opening 
up @s never before to the Higher Kducational institutions | 
established by American Christian philanthropy in this country 
are not only making new demands on these institutions, but 
they also constitute a new challenge to all friends of 
higher Christian Education in the Near Hast, both in the 
United States and other countries. 


To enable this institution to adequately respond 
to the demands of its present constituency( Western Asia ifinor, 
Greece and the Aegean Islands) in an efficient and permanent 
way, the foregoing three great outstanding and all inclusive 
needs are therefore hereby presented, viz: 


A Preparatory Building $100 ,000.

The €arly years of 1885-1887 


A group of congregational 
ministers founded and incorporated 
2 school, which they named French 
Protestant College. It was ¢s- 
tablished in Sept., 88, 1885 in 
the city of Lowell, Mass., on 
Merrimac Strect, near the present 
high-school. Also in the same 
year 2 College charter was given 
With the privilege of granting 
the degree of B.A. Rev. C.E. 
Amaron wag the leader of the 
founders and became the first 
president of the College. 

The purnose of the French Bana- 
GéshagbuCollege was togive the 
“rench Canadian youths of Protes- 
tat families, who came to work, 
in the Lowell factories, an op- 
portunity to be educated and 
trained for religious work. 

The school was chartered by the 
Commonwealth of Massachussetts on 
ptember 18,1886. A corporation 
consisting of Owen Street, John 
Mi. Greene, Charles 1. Dickinson, 
Charles H. Wilcox, Smith Baker, 
Calvin Amayon ane Henry C. Rose, 
theiy associates and successors 
was constitutec. The institution 
began in small wazy and a horse was

At the 
beginning the school had a vrepa- 
ratory character with a few stu- 
dents and about seven teachers who 
roumec in the sane building.

Due to the consideration that 
Springfielc, Mass., was a better 
educational center, anc that a lot 
worth a thousand collers was offered 
to the institrtion, the corporation 
decided to select Sprinefield,Mass., 
as &@ permanent location for the 
College. 

In October 1888 the College was 
moved to Springfield. It was inten- 
Ged to occupy the Cottage, a build- 

ing which had been Springfielc, 
Hospital, but as it could not be 


‘vaeatec till the next Spring, the 


College was located temporarily in 
a2 house on Wilbraham Rd. (at the 
Same time a new building wes about 
to be built). Im the beginning of 
1889 the remaining porpion of the 
City Hospital (Cottage) and about 
four acres of land adjourning the 
Cottage were bought. The work went 
on rapidly. On October 19,1889 

the new duilecing was openec anc 
names “Owen Street Hall" after the 
name or Rev. Owen Street, D.D. 

This served as a dormitory for 
30ys, recitation yooms, chapel, 
office, and printing room, which 
was locatec in the garret, while 
the laboratory was in the cellar. 
The Cottage served recitation 
rooms and laundry, and the unper 
part as the residential eapertmerts 
of the faculty. Hexe Dr. Howard 
lived in one of the corner rooms, 
and here Rev. Giroux met his future 
wife. 

In 1890 the Charter of the Col- 
lege was amendec by the Legislature 
of Massachusetts, making Spnringficld

We missed you at the Annual Meeting of International 
College yesterday, but we had a solid working quorum and an _ 
excellent meeting. You will see President MacLachlan soon” 
and he will tell you all about it. 


The point I am writing you about today is to report 
that the Trustees appointed you, President MacLachlan and my- 
self a special committee to take up with the Trustees of the 
Hall Estate 3a request that they give an en‘owment to Inter- 
national College of “500,000. Of course, if they are uneble 
to give the full gift asked for, any smaller amount will be 
highly acceptable. Dr. MacLachlan had two or three hours 
with the Trustees in New York, and TI had even a longer time 
the day before. They are friendly toward the College, but 
somehow they do not bring themselves to make a gift, and I 
suppose our committee was appointed to bring them to a deci- 
Sion which would eventuate in a check and a promise. 


I know that the Trustees are not under obligation 
under the terms of the trust. to settle the estate and make a 
distribution until fifteen years after the ieath of Mr. Hall. 
They have something like five years yet to go. But I also 
know that there has accumulated in their hands income from 
that part of the estate belonging to the foreign educational 
trust amounting to nearly $400,000. They have already made 
appropriations from that accumulation to several institutions. 
I think we have a perfect right to ask them to assign a certain 
amount of the trust fund to the International College, upon 
which they could easily pay five percent from the accumulated 
and accumulating income of that part of the trust, so that 
International College would have the benefit of this endowment 
until the final distribution is made.

I should have written you at once after the meeting 
of the Trustees on the 4th inst., but I hed to start at once 
for New York and I have been there and in Washington almost — 
continuously since. 

. The meeting wae simply a routine meeting. ire 
Harlow was present and told of the latest things that he knew 
about the College. We had only a cable dispatch at that 
time from Dr. MacLachlan. Since then I have received a 
letter, a copy of which I enclose herewith, which tells its 
own gruesome story. The life of Dr. MacLachlan was most 
miraculously spared. I am addressing him now in England. 
As you know, the College is three or four miles out of the 
city so that he did not see events as they were taking place 
in the city. When he went from his home to the ship he of 
course had to be carried and did not come in contact with 
events that were taking place in the city itself. 


We now have many letters from persons who were all 
through the city at the ‘time of the looting and the burning, 
simply being driven out ahead of the flames, and not one of 
them has made any allusion to any throwing of bombs of any 
kind whatever, so I imagine that this story told by Dr. 
MacLachlan was received by him from a Turkish officer. It 
is the same kind of a story they almost invariably tell 

after all atrocities trying to throw the blame upon other 
parties, It would not be surprising if some Armenians and 
Greeks tried to defend their homes when they were broken in 
upon and in that defense they may have killed Turks. But 
that there was any real attempt on the Turks or upon the city 
by the Armenians and the Greeks we have not had a particle of 


evidence as yet, amd, as Ihave said, we have had many letters | 


written by people who were in the midst of it, some of them 


almost losing their lives because of their proximity. There- 


fore I am inclined to give but little weight at present to 
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Mr. Eastman-<-2 


this statement of Dr, MacLachl the cause of the 
dng the Marines, and whatever was taking place some of them 
must haye seen and Dr, MacLachlan could not have seen it in 


any way, for he was at least three miles away and wholly out 
of sight of the city. 


I will keep you informed when we get further and 
more detailed information as to the condition of the College, 
Cass Reed is there with the male members of the faculty. 

I imagine the College ground is filled with refugees, probably 
largely women and children, Our Near East Relief is in the 
midst of it doing everything in our power to save life and

few critical months of reconstruction. Ye have little ine 
formation now as to conditions in Smyrna snd no plans can 
be made for the future of the College except to wait and do 
wheat circumstances seem to require as they develop. You 
can well imagine that under those conditions we shall need 
the wise counsel and wide knowledge which you possess and 
which no other member of the Board does possess. 


In view of this fact the Secretary of the Board 
was instructed to wite Professor Gillett am to ask hin 
to withdraw his resignation for the present at least and 
to stand by the Board until the crisis is past.

But ) 
that there was any real attempt on the Turks or upon the city 
by the Armenians and the Greeks. we have not. had a. particle of 
evidence as yet, and, as I have said, we have had many letters 
written by people who were in the midst of it, some of them 
almost losing their lives becauge..of. their proximity. There-=- 
fore I am inclined to sive but little weight at present to 
this statement of Dr. MacLachlan as to the cause of the 
atrocities. A large number of Americans were there, includ- 
ing the Marines, and whatever was taking place some of them 
must have seen and Dr. MacLachlan could not have; seen it in

I am glad how- 
ever, to note that you were present at the London Conference guarding 
the interests of our institutions in Turkey under their new or pro- 
spective governmental auspices,for these new relations might prove to 
be of vital concern to us. | 

| Your letter of the 10th raises two or three direct 
issues and these I will endeavor to meet in the order in which you 
raise them. First you ask," How under the present arrangement is it poss- 
ible for us here ever to find men for you there? Does the plan conten- 
plate that we here shall have nothing to do in getting tutors and term 
appointees for the college?” — 

| The reply is, that under the present arrangement which 

is the one that has obtained for the past twenty five years and which was 
incorporated in the By-Laws eighteen years ago, the selecting and appoint- 
ing of tutors and other short term appointees to the college staff, is a 
responsibility resting on the Bogrd of Managers here. In the past, when 
these appointees were from the United States or Canada, we have almost al- 
ways used the Boston offices to facilitate travel arrangements, and in the 
same way, when they have been fron the British Isles, or from the Contin- 


ent, we have had our London agents attend to their travel arrangements. 


In view of this you may very naturally ask why then, 
have I asked the Trustees to find the men asked for in my letter of Jan- 
uary 15th. My reply to that question is, that in the matter of the three 
appointees of last year, the Board seems to have taken the responsibil- 
ity for these appointments quite out of our hands. I think you will agree 
that in a matter of this sort divided responsibility will cause misunder- 
standing and frequent failure. Ww 


In the matter of permanet appointees for the college 


staff, of professors or heads of departments, the responsibility of 


course, lies with the Trustees,though the Board of Managers may reconm- 
mend, as per the By-Laws. 

As to the competence of the Board of Managers to find 
tutors or short term appointees, I would only say that the professors 
and missionaries who largely compose that Board are in close relations 
with persons and institutions in the home land that fully appreciate the 
— of men we require, and through whom we are able to make our select- 
Ons. 

It seemed to me, however, when I was home last year, 
that copies of the papers of these tutors or short term appointees who 
are chosen and appointed by our Board of Managers, should go on the col- 
lege files in the Rooms, and that the notice of their appointment and the

filing of their papers should appear on the records of the Trustees in 
Boston, and it was in this way that the question arose in regard to the 
appointment of Mr.Murray and Miss Flemming. Now while 1 feel quite con- 
fident, in view of our past experiences,and of the facilities thet we en- 
joy, th@@we here can find and appoint men of the right stamp as they are 
needed, for these short term appointments in the college, @@ is for the 
Trustees, however, to say whether thay are willing to leave this respon- 
sibility in our hands.

| in this matter. On the other hand, if they feel that they are in a better

In the matter of the three men asked for next year, a 
medical man, a tutor for general class-room work who if possible should be 
musical, and a gym instructor whose usefulness would also be greatly en- 
nanced if he were musical, Mr.Reed is now in touch with three very choice 
men for these positions and we would leave the decisions entirely in his 
hands with tne assistance that 1 am sure would be gladly accorded him by 
the Boards candidate secretary and the treasury Department in the facilita- 
ting of their travel arrangements. I think, however, that the medical man 

snould have full Trustee appointment for he would naturally come as the 
) head of a department and not under the three year time limit. 

I believe that what I have written will fully cover the 
questions raised in your letter.

On Saturday evening at six o'clock I signed the con- 
tract for the purchase of the Sogcowicz property and paid over a‘“caparo- 
of three thousand liras,of the nineteen which we are paying for it- This 
price is still within’ the fifteen thousand originally reported for the 
price and leaves a-sufficient margin to put the property, buildings end 
walls in a state of good repair. drew the 3000 liras from college 
funds,that is to say,I drew a draft for 1500,the amount of last year's 
higher educational fund, which was credited through to us in the mission 
and later credited back to Boston, and the balance I drew from the col-* 
lege funds on hand. . 
| I have never been advised as yet whether Mrs.Kennedy 
and .irs.Schauffler paid into our Boston treasury the $5000 and $1000 
they had respectively promised towards this purchase fund, but if it has 
not been paid in, it will surely be paid in at once when they are ad- 
vised that the property has been purchased. Then too, there is the con- 
tribution from wr.Grandin of the Board. There remains therefore, the 
hoped-for gift from Mr.Reed's friend, Mr.Murphy, which,if it material- 
izes, wlll complete the whole fund, md which I trust he will be able 
to secure on his way west. 
I must now, however, draw the whole sum from Boston, 

as the contract calls for the transfer within the next thirty days, and 
I am considering the choice of selling drafts here to cover the amount 
or of cabling you to forward a credit of $15,000 on the Imperial Otto- ~ 
man Bank here. The director@ of the bank with whom | have discussed the 
matter suggests this as the better plan and say that when the credit is 
thus cabled they will either convert the lump sum into Turkish paper cur- 
-rency at the exchange rate of the day or they will open a dollar account 
for me at the bank on which they will allow me interest and then permit:me to 
draw on it as 1 need funds at the current rate in paper currency. If 
there is to be any considerable delay in taking ’takrir’ this latter plan 
would be the best. The steadily diminishing purchasing power of the Amer 
ican dollar on the money market here is one of the ad reasons why it 
would be to our advantage to buy the paper money with as little delay as 
possible, amd this is one of my chief reasons for ge tthe bargain closed 
without further delay. | 

| , It 1s indeed a great relief to me to have the purchase : 
finally put through and to feel that this wonderful piece of property is 
at last in the ownership of the college, though we will not get complete 
possession until the autumn when the present tenant's lease expires. The 
contract,however, makes us at once owners with the right to carry out 
any repairs we wish at once.

I have made a careful survey of the property again with- 
e: in the last few days and find that it has many valuable assets of which 
I was not fully aware before- I find that there are in all some 320 
fruit trees, including apricots, plums,pears, quince,pistachios,walnuts, 
almonds and figs, and I am now in a fair way of getting possession of 
the water power at a very low figure. 

If you do not receive a cable from me before this letter 
reaches you it will mean that drafts will in due course reach you upon 
our treasury to cover this sum and / will endeavor in each case to have 
them drawn at three days sight;in order to give your treasury department 
the opportunity to be prepared to meet them when they come. 

In closing let me say that + am very grateful to you and 
friends at the Rooms for the encouragement and help you have given in 
put&ng this purchase through. The college is now splendidly provided for 
in land equinment;and the securing of this property raises the question 
of a man to taxe charge of our agricultural deDartment which we ought to 
‘ be able to swing, if possible, next autummy or as soon after that as ar- 
F rangements can be made for the right sort of man to take control.

I think it is but fair to assume that the failure 
of the Board of trustees to fulfilZ any part of this special pledge 
thus far as well as its apparent failure to press the needs and claims 
of this college on the trustees of the “all estate, must be in sone 
aeasure, at Least, due to the misapprehension that the college is in 
no Oo need of financial support, or that it has present or pros- 


pective sources of help which puts it out of the category of urgent 


need. 


Let me therefore call the attention of the Trust- 
ess to the fact that while on Diedaetene 31,1919 our treasurer at the 
Rooms reposted a credit balance on building, extension and other 
funds of $30,171.04, the financial statement recently to hand reports 
a balance on December 31,1920 of only $10,648.05 or a reduction of 
close on $20,000 for the twelve months, or if we restore the sum paid 


on account of Prof.Caldwell and for which he is providing collaterals 


here, the year 1920 fell short by about $15,000 of meeting the expen- 
diture for that period. Luckily we had our building fund balance and 
Other funds on deposit with our treasurer to meet this deficiency, 
but it 1s important to note that the amount we were obliged to draw 
from our building and extension funds is practically the sum prom- 


ised as a special grant for five years when it was a question of the 
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college remaining under iis present Board, or being transferred to a. 
new Board of Trustees. 

The rapidly disappearing bclances in the college 
account of the Boston treasury, the failure of the special aniual 
grant promised more than & year ago, tonetaer with the failure to 
get this institution on the list of the Hall estate beneficiaries 
Can but result in the near future of seriously crippling the college 
in its important work. | 

In all the past thirty years the college has 
never been so potent a factor in positive evangelism anc aggressive 
educationel missionary work as it is today. The future was’ never SO 
full of promise of greatly increasing usefulness, especially in the 
work that is opening up so wonderfully among Moslems through the 
agency of the college as it is ioday. I would fail in a responsibil- 
Liy which is Peculiarly mine if I did not bring to the notice of the 
Trustees the peril of the financial situation which confronts the col- 
lege unless substantial aid approximating the special grant is forth- 
coming,or failing this, to secure a vince for it among the beneficiary 
institutions under the Hall estate. 

As e result of a visit to the city this morning 
it seems pretty clear that I will not cable you to have a credit sent 


to the Imperial Ottoman Bank for the purchase of the Boscovicz proper- 


ty, as it seems that I will be able to save a considerable sum by 
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drawing here and selling dollar drafts on our Boston treasury.

Dear Dr.Barton, 
: I want to put myself definitely on record in regard to the 
#1200 provisional grant by the Board for the current year, for the mar- 
ried missionaries of this station. Some time ago this question was dis- 
cussed in station meeting and it then seemed that my understanding of the 
conditions under which missionaries could justly avail themselves of this 
previsional grant differed from that of most of my colleagues, and the 
view of the majority, of course, prevailed, with the result that my mar~ 
ried associated, as I understand it, have been drawing their salaries with 
the inclusion of the previsional grant;white I have drawn mine on the reg- 
ular $2000 basis for married missionaries in this station. | 
Quite recently, however, it apPears, that the Constantin- 
ople office has required definite station action on this matter as neces- 
sary to entitle Smyrna station te this extra credit. In pursuance of this, 
I have just been shewn a circular vote affirming the view of the station, 
that this provisional grant be drawn by the members of this station, and | 
this has been signed by nearly all the voting members- I have declined to 
support this vete for two reasons: First, because I feel that the regular 
allowance is sufficient for comfortable living, especially with the 
deubled extra grant fer children. I consider that with our present great- 
ly increased basal salary of $2000, we are at least 30 to 50% better able 
to meet living conditions than we were during the later war years. 
My second reason may be open to criticism, and it is this: 
While I could finé easily, plenty of geod use for an additional $1200, 
without "revelling in luxury} my acceptance of it would mean just that 
much kept out of the college treasury; fer by the conditions of the addi- 
tional $15,000 premised to the college, as you have explained it to me, 
all additions on salary accounts to missionaries on the cellege staff, 
would necessarily be regarded as a part ef this $15,000 grant. 
In our earlier discussions of this question in our college 
Cabinet, I have tried to emphasize this aspect of the extra provisional 
Salary grant, but all te ne avail. I de not suppose that my silent pre- 
test will prevent my celleagues--whe doubtless feel that they are entit- 
led to it--frem drawing the extra grant, and I do not wish that it sheuld; 
and 1t 1s quite pessible that the $1200 will be credited through te my 
account as well. In this case I will feel justified in turning it over 
to the college treasury.In case, however, tha these sums are credited 
through te my colleagues on the college staff and not to myself, my re~ 
quest is, that this sum ef $1200 which I might have drawn here will be 
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turned over to the college treasury at the hnee, as a part of the $15, 000 
for the current year.

four months preceding May 29th, 1919, for Prof. Cass Arthur Reed in 
the same cavacity during the following twelve months, for Prof. - 
Caldwell as Treasurer during the five months preceding June 28th, 
1919, and for Prof, Lawrence in the same capacity ené also as store- | 
Keeper from June 26th 1919 to January 1921. 


' Thus far the College has. resented no claim for these 
services, or for storage’ or house rent. Wor has it received 


compensation in any form, not even of appreciation 
from the 


On the contrary the N ER. has been most exacting in its 
demands for full payment for supplies used from its stores by metbers 
of the Collere Staff; and again in the sais of the old Ford car, — 
no consideration whatever was allowed and the College was required to 
pay its full market value as fixed by the NER. at Con/ple, which 
proved en exceedingly bad bargain for the College at $305; far after 
spending considerable sums in a vain attempt to make it usable we 


were Obliced to sell it at less than one half of the sum we had paid 
the NER. for it. 


In view of the evident phrpose of the HeEeR. to deal with 
the College on st&ict business lines where its (the N.E.R.) interests 
are concermed, I have now to advise tie N.E.R. thet the College will 
fladly comply "with your request, if and when the reasonable clains 
of the College against the I wEeRe ere met. Althouch these clairs 


are considerably more than the pres@nt value of the Tractor we were 
prepared to waive these on the reasonable assumption that the N.E.R. 
would gladly have left it for the permanent use of the College in

Mr.Holton is now“carrying on in 
this vosition and together we are slowly working out plans for the or- 
ranization and develorment of this new department are 
impressed by the geceipts in the boarding department, éxcess over the 
expenditures; but the 1ifference is more apparent than real, for there 
are some heavy items of expenditure which properly belong to the board- 
ing derartment, such as fuel, servents' wages, etc.etc. which are 
charzeé under separate headings.

Dear Dre Barton: - 

The Present ranic in Cilicia is resvonsible 
for bringing to our Camrus a considerable number of destitute | 
students from the Tarsus Collece. Within the vast few days six of 
these young men have come, and we simply could not refuse them 
admission. They tell us many more are already on the way to Smyrna; 
and with all eur beneficiary funds for this year already assigned 
it is a vervlexing problem for us,what we should do with theme 


Those already enrolled are taking full morning work 
( four elasses) and at 1.30 P.M. rerort to the Director of the 
Acricultural Denartment for three hours work on the farm. These 
services however will not cover more than one third of the 485 liras 
which is now our regular raté for boarding students in the general 
dormitoby. We have, however, acepvted them on faith, that help will 
come from source or. sources that will relieve the Collere of a burden 
which it is wholly unable to carry. 


In addition to these, however, I am just in reéeipt of 
& svecial arnpeal from Mr. Paul Nilsem of Tarsus advising me of the 
vrobability of the N.E.R. deciding to send the orphans under its 
care out of Cilicia and asking, in that evént, what facilities we 
here in the College could offer: for housing, fe ceding and educating 
theme I have replied that we could easily find accomodation for 
about 70 of them in our College buildings, but making it clear that we 
could not undertake the exvense of their maintainance or education. — 
I assumed the N.E.R. would continue to do this, but pointed out that. 
the cost of doing so here (even on a much simpler bill of fare than we 
vrovide under present arrangements) wold be much greater than it was 
in Tarsus. According to the information brought by the students just 
arrived all the Armenians and the few Greeks now in the institution 
at Tarsus are fleeing: but Mr. Nilsen does not indicate in his letter 
wether or not he hopes to be able to carry on any work in the Collere 
for the remainder of the year. 


In our discussion in the Cabinet of the situation as it 
effects ourselves it seemed necessary that I should raise the question 
with our Board of Trustees, as to the possibility of help to meey 
the present emergency. If the Tarsus institution is obliged’ to 
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Dre Barton--2. 


the colleges closely affiliated withthe work of the American Board in 
Turkey, are functioning regularly. 


This sugeests the question of there being unused finds (either 
directly connected with these institutions, or general funds from which 
rrants under normal conditions were assicned to these instituions, and 
which under the present conditions are not being cailed for) which might 
be fairly turned over to this College for immediate use. We would, of 
course, ask for such funds only with the hearty consent of the institutions 
directly concerned: and because we are able to carry on the work from 
which they are temporarily deprived. 


With the greater part of the Educstional Missionary work in the 
interior of Asia Minor suspended it has seemed té us not unfair that we 
ask for the temrorary assignément to this College of such unused sums, 
as will enable it to carry the extra financial burdens imposed upon it 
in virtue of the temrorary clostng of institutions in the interior. 

In particular may I ask if the income from such funds as the “Telfyan 
Fund, might not under these circumstamces be fairly assigned to us 
to suprort such students as are now being thrown upon us from the 
interior. | 


Furthergmore, in the event of considerable additions to our 
enrolldment from such causes, and particularly in the event of our 
undertaking to care for the orphans above ref8rred to, our present 
Teaching Staff will be altogether inadequate. May we’not therefore 
under these circumstances reasonably ask that teachers hitherto 
associated with work and institutions now suspended, be temporarily 
itt to this College and their maintainance provided from present 
sources

My Dear Dr Barton:, 


Christmas vacation began on Thursday and I avail myself 
of the freedom it affords me from some of my usual cares to write to 
you a careful statement of the situation,as it appears to me,as regards 

the finding and appointing of short term instructors to the Collere 
Staff, in response to the references to the subject in your letters 
of Sept. 1, Sept. 21 and Nov. 15. 
| Let me preface what I have to say on this question 

by assuring you that I heartily concur in everything you have written 
as to the necessity of safe. guarding in every possible way the interests 
concerned in the selection and appointment of men to the College Staff. 
This &s a question that concerns me auite as vitally as it does the 
Board of Trustees and if the Trustees are convinced (when all the facts 
of the situation,past and preseht,are before them) that they are in a 
/pretter position to select and appoint these short term candidates 
than is the Roard of Managers, I will be only too glad to leave the 
responsibility entirely in their hands. 

| It is importans, however, before the Roard of Trustees 

takes over this new responsibility that it appreciates all the facts 
in the case. 

Both the o¥iginal By-Laws and the By-Laws as revised, 
are very explicit on the question of appointments to the Teaching staff 
of the College. article VI, last paragraph, "The nominations for 
President, and professors on the permanent Staff of the College shall 
be subject to the confirmation of the Trustees etc. etc." This 
provision has been carefully observed since the charter was granted 
18 years ago and has worked very satisfactorily, for it properly 
leaves in the hands of the Rowzd of "rustees. the appointment of the 
men who determine the spirit and actual working policy of the institut- 
ion. The By-Laws are no less explicit in regard to the selection 
and appointment of instructors, to which class Tutors and all short 
term appointees belong, where under the caption "Board of Managers" 
Article VIII they state "This Board ..e.e- Shall propose nominations 
for President and Professors; appoint and 25. their discretion remove 
all other instructors and officers etc. etce™ 

In this cennection let me “say that during the whole 
30 years of the history of this school some 25 foreign instructors 
and assistants have been selegted and appointed to positions on the 
College ctaff by the local authorities. They have been chosen from 
the United States, Canada, the British isles, and Switzerland, and 
while I have no doubt, many of them would have failed to measure up 
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to the American Roard Standard for Missionary appointment, in some respect$, @ 
they were, with scarcely a single exception, persons of ffne christian i 
charcter and excellent scholarship whoce influence has heen pegitive and 
who have contributed veluable service in the building uv of the Collere. 
Of the whole 25 only one could be considered as belonging tb the“ Fammond” 
category and he = Charles Gordon, an honor man at Cembridge (Mathematical 
fTripos) brother of Cynil Gordon \« the Uganda Mission, whom T found at 
the Keswick Convention 25 years ago, a leader iff the YMCA group at the 
Convention thet yerr,=- gave pvromige of being one of the strongest and hest 
men we ever had, for he was strongly recommended by the leaégers of the t 
Yeswick Conventiongane yet he hac a moral lapse during his first year : 
with us which made it vnrudent he should not continue. | 
On the whole however I consider our record in the selection 
of foreign Instructors an excentionsally good one; and the many failvree 
of Robert College to secure the right kind of men for such nositions | 
cannot survrise any one familiar vith their methods { 
You are of course aware that un i this last year we never used 


any blank forms for these anpointments andtherefore the Fammond g@ilure 
is in no way traceable to the form I prepsred last winter in contultatton 
with you and Mr Alden Clark. Indeed the only forms used in the case of 
the Hammonds were those of the American 8oard and the responsibility for 
their anpointment must fairly be shared by some of the secretsries at 
the Rooms anc ourselves here, i.e. Messrs Birge , Farlow anc myself, and ‘ 
Tt franklg aceest my shsre of the responsibility, for T hac a long three 
houre personal conf«rence with them in Boston which Tully bore out the 
7 enthusiastic recommendation of them by Messrs Rirege and Parlow. The 
: orimary thought in the preparation of those blank forms was that our Colleg 
files in the Rooms at Roston as also here in Paradise, should hold some 
definite record of the men coming out to temporery positions on our staff 
rather than that these forms, when filled out, should determine the 
worthiness of the candidate for avnpointment, though serving in a measure 
also this purpose. | 
| I spemt a good deal of time, thought,anc care on the prevaration 
of that form and I am still ofthe opinion that if + 28 rightly used 
it will serve the highest interests of the College for these short term 
appointees, fully as well, if not better, than the much more comprehensive 
form in use the Prudential Committee, for permanent sand world- wide 
: sionary anvointments. This latter form, or one similar to it, if 
[ sed for the College would, I fear, lose for us valuable men who wh @1€y 
unwilling to assume the Missionary "role imelied in this more comprehensive 
form would gledly offer themeelves under the commitment anc concitions 
implied in the briefer and simnler form. 
It might be an improvement on our simoser form to increase the 
number of required references fyom four, as it stands, to six, but in 
any case if the Trustees still decide on a more elaborate and comprehensive 
; blank form for our short term avpointees they shoujd, and @n this I am 
’ gure you will agree with me, be issued in the name of the Board of Trustees 
and not in the name of the Prudential Committee of the American Roard. 

Just one further observation. There is an imperative necessity 
in the matter of vroviding teachers for the College classes that does not 
always obtain in the matter of carrying on other forms of Missionary 
work. If the College offers courses in certain subjects and registers 
students for these courses it is morally bound to have teachers on hand 
when classes open,and it is impossible to run educational Institutions 
otherwise, I refer to this because I think the Roard of Trustees should 
fally understand that if it takes over this responsibility, how important 
it will he to find and appoint these short term Instructors without

Now Dr Rarton, I have written all this not with the purpose 
of persuadinse the Board of ™rustees to my own or any other particular 
view on this important question, but simply to clear the air for a. 
definite decision on the'r part and a cleser understanding thet will 
make for harmontous co-operation. If the decisions is to take this , 
matter out of the hands of the Board of Managers, wé will gladly acquisce

ments, men who will measure up to American Roard ctandards for full term 
Missionaries, we will all heartily rejoice. In that cace J would 
suggest that the ®y-lavs cealing with this matter be chenged accordingly.

My dear Dr. Barton: 


I have yours of the 22nd, with its very interesting 
quotation from Mr. Birge's letter, and I thank you for giving it 
to me. In my next letter to Dr. Reed I will take the liberty of 
passing it on to him. : 


In a letter of March 31st from Dr. Reed he has the follow- 
ing to say about Mr. Birge and his work and plans, which I am sure 
will interest you: 


"Yesterday I heard a rather surprising thing which seems, 
however, quite true. King Birge had a letter this week from his 
sister, Mrs. Banfield, whom we met last year, saying that she had met 
Dr. Barton recently and he had said to her ‘Your brother is going to 
Constantinople’ as though of course she knew all about it. She had 
heard nothing about it and naturally was surprised to hear it in su¢ch 
away. King was equally surprised and is, I take it, not a little 
troubled. He has been much happier here this year than ever before, 
I think, and so far as any one here knows, has no thought of leaving. 
Getchell told me, and King had talked with him. I told Getchell 
that I knew nothing of the matter, but it certainly looks strange. 
Getchell proposed that we take formal station action urging that 
Birge remain in the station, but asked me to say nothing to others un- 
til later. He was speaking to Misses Mills and McC, last evening. 

I told him that we should be very sorry to see Birge go, but that a 
double relationship such as that involved in divided loyalty to sta- 
tion and College was unfortunate and that it should be clear in the 
case of every man to which organization he looked for orders and for 
which he worked. Getchell agreed that some readjustments might be 
desirable but felt very strongly that it would be little short of a 
Calamity if Birge left this station. I have already written you of 
King's successful inauguration of the American-Turkish Club, the formal 
Opening of which I attended today. He has told Getchell that his re- 
lations with me this year have been wholly satisfactory and he has in 
several instances rather gone out of his way to show appreciation of 
my efforts in the College. Notably in the matter of the Trueblood- 
Craig nuptials, which happily. are apparently off again. Both he and 
Anna took an attitude which no one could criticise. Anna said she 
had doubtless gone 9-l0the heart and only 1-l0th head, and was willing 
to do anything I wanted her ete. which of course was not what I wanted 
at akk. But it did show a sincere desire to play the team game and 


not to set their judgment, above all Others. I am inclined think 
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Dr. Barton =e April 25, 1922, 


that King is apt to feel his work increasingly in the Club, but I 
think he would like to be in the College work also, without which, 
after all, he cannot hope to get proper support for the Club. of 
course it may be that the secretaries in Boston have other reasons 
than anything we know for thinking a change might be better for 
all concerned, but I feel strongly that it would be quite possible 
for us all to work harmoniously together, and that it would really 
be a great loss to our work here to have him go elsewhere; par- 
ticularly if the hopes now cherished by the people for whom he works 
are realized, the importance of a strong work such as he is cCarry- 
ing in and out of the College, could hardly be overestimated.” 


I am waiting anxiously to hear from you on the two. 
financial questions raised in my letter of last week to you, | 
I am very sorry I did not happen to meet you when you were in New 
York last week. I do hope the Higher Kducational Endowment Com- 
mittee will be able to make the special grant I have asked to help 
us out this year, for in addition to the very heavy extra burden 
thrown upon us by the Tarsus students, we have the urgent demand 
for a great deal more than I can hope to be able to find for the 
equipment of our new Agricultural Department, and anything you © 
can do in the way of an extra grant from the H. E. &. F. for the 
support of the Tarus students, will release just so much more for 
our farm equipment. I trust my proposition for distributing the 
burden of my travel expense will meet with the approval of the 
Finance Committee. Our travel arrangements to Southampton, via 
the “Homeric,” sailing from New York a week from Saturday, are in 
tte hands of Mr. Willard of the Treasury Department, and I would 
\ -#be obliged if you would see that he sends on to my address (in care 
~ /of Mrs. Kennedy) the tickets and baggage labels etc. for the party 
/ of three, In any case, he should at least send my labels here, 
and it might be better if he sent the tickets and labels for my son, 
Grant, to his address at Queens’ University, Kingston, Canada. 
Those for my niece in Canada should be addressed to Miss Louise 
MacLachlan, 156 William Street, Chatham, Ontario, and as she will 
be leaving there on Tuesday next, they should be forwarded without 
further delay, in order to make sure of reaching here not later than 
Monday. Grant expects to leave Kingston on Monday, so his should 
also be sent immediately. If, however, there is any doubt of their 
reaching them before these dates, it may be better that Mr. Willard 
send them all to me here, though I think it may save them the necessity 


of paying a head tax of $8 each if they can show their tickets via the 
Saturday steamer. 


I am being urged and have decided to stay over here 
for the big meeting at Mr. Arthur Curtiss James' home on Friday 
afternoon for the three Near Bast Colleges' special drive, I will, 
therefore, go on to Buffalo Friday night, and expect to get back 
here Suesdey—morning. I wrote Mre Gakins about a week ago, ask- 
ing him to let me know if Mre Grandin returns to Boston anytime 
before I sail, for I am most anxious to meet him personally and put 
up an appeal to him for $500C to help us out on that farm purchase 
price, This would enable me then also to ask Mr. Wilder to pass 
in his promised check for $1000, as I am anxious to get all avail- 
able resources turned in to the College treasury with Mr. Gaskins 
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before I leave. Apparently nothing is going to come from our 
Armenian friends here in whom I had such great hopes for a 
time for substantial help. 


ip Mr. Gaskins will need to send on to me here sterling 
A checks sufficient to carry me from Southampton to Smyrna. I 
anticipate the amount necessary will not be less than $150, which 
had better be in two checks, one for the equivalent of $100 and 


| the other for the equivalent of $50. If you will pass on this 
| advice to lir. Gaskins, it will save me writing him a separate 
letter.

these and other gifts that have come from them. 


Your letters of April 26th and 27th are before me, 
having reached me just before I left for Buffalo last Friday. 
I have not had one moment to reply to them up to the present, and, 
indeed, it has seemed better that they should stand for some little 
time yet before I undertake to reply to then. I am utterly at 
a loss, especially after our frank talk before I left Boston, to 
understand why these questions which were then under discussion 
should again be raised in correspondence, which, as you of course 
realize, is a very unsatisfactory way of arriving at a complete 
understanding. I may say just here, however, that I am satisfied 
if you had been at that luesday afternoon meeting you would have 
been able to see the whole situation in a very different light from 
that in which it has clearly been presented to you. One thing seems 
to be coming out more and more clearly in my mind, namely, that two 
of the younger secretaries have come to feel a special responsibility 
for guarding what they consider the interests of the College, es- 
pecially out in Smyrna, and I am quite satisfied it would be infinite 
ly better for their friends in Smyrna, for myself and for all the in- 
terests concerned if they would let us settle our own questions among 
Ourselves, and if that should become impossible, then let the Board 
of Trustees alone take up the matter. Perhaps I had better not 
further discuss the question here; indeed, I am of the opinion the 
Situation is not going to be helped either by your letter to me or 
by anything I might be able to say in reply by letter. Were it not 
that all my plans for sailing on Saturday are completed and that ther 
are others who camot well go forward without me, I would decide to 
remain over and go back to Boston once more, though with the disposi- 
tion on the part of some of my friends there to be suspicious and to 
criticise, perhaps no good would come of a visit to Boston, 


I am just. in receipt of a letter from Reed, in which he 
quotes from a letter sent from the Rooms to the Corresponding Sec- 
retary of Smyrna Station, which was shown to him and which seems to 
have upset him very considerably and seems to have very definitely 
again raised the question in hie mind of the wisdom of his staying 
with the College. I would regard it as one of the most serious 
calamities which could befall the institution to lose his valuable 
services, and unless there comes a speedy end to the criticism, it 
will surely have disastrous results... I have been much cheered and 
assured by the letters which have been coming to me of the excellent 
Spirit that prevails on the campus and of the fine manner in which 
the work of the College has been progressing. All that, along with 
the success that has attended my efforts since coming here, has made 
me feel confident that we had clear and prosperous sailing ahead of 
us, I was a little disturbed, however, by some of the references

you made in our conference together, and I have gone back to | 
these references two or three times and pretty completely con- 
vineed myself that they were little more than casual references 
and had really nothing serious behind them. Your letter, how- 
ever, has changed the whole situation, and I can only regret that 
the success which has attended my efforts during the last three 
months to help get the College administration on a more efficient 
basis should be interpreted in the way it seems to have been. 
What my own final reaction will be I do not yet know, When I 
read your letter there seemed only one reasonable course for me 
:' to*follow, but it may be that fuller consideration may decide me 
“to "follow on" as I have been trying to do for the last thirty- 
five years in the mission field. | 


I wish this my last letter to you and yours to me 
before I set out for Smyrna might have been written in a different 
strain, but your letter has certainly left anything but a pleasant 
flavor with me. Let me say in closing, as 1 said in the beginning, 
cannot yet understand, in view of the relations that have 
ed between us for the past years and especially since my coming 
ree months ago, why you should have felt called upon to write me 
as you have done. I wish you might have come through New York on 
your way back from Chicago, and thus given a chance for at ,least 
a further chat together. 3

Dear Dr. Barton; 


I hed hoped-that w week of quiet rest at sea,coupled 
with a determinahaato read into your letters of April 26th and e7th, 
anything more than they actually contained, would modify greatly 
the first impression they made on me of injustice and misrepresent- 
ation on the part of one or two of my colleagues in Smyrna, and 
through them clearly, of two or more of their friends in the Rooms 
in Boston. I have, however, twice reread these letters and greatly 
regret that the original impression has rather been deepened than 
modified, | 


Let me say generally in the first place that the critical 
attitude in the Rooms appears to me to indicate a greater concern 
there as to the relation of the College to the American Board than 
as to its efficiency as a Missionary institution, For myself, let 
me say that I am infinitely more concerned with the latter than 
With the former, and in maintaining that attitude for thirtyfive 
years, I claim I am and always have been, as loyal a missionary of 
the American Board as any of my critics either in Smyrna or in the 
Rooms, 


I cannot conceive how anyone who was unprejudiced could read 
into anything I said at the Tuesday afternoon meeting of the Board 
of Trustees and much less quote me as saying "that 1t is my desire 
and purpose to have the College absolutely separate from the 
American Board", That question was neither directly nor indirectly 
under discussion so far as I can recall,in any form, «nd there is 
certainly nothing in the present situation as I understand it, to 
call forth such a statement from me. Unless the action taken by 
the Prudential Committee in placing the College under a senarate 
Administrative Corporation twenty years ago and the apparent 
functioning of that Board of Trustees as a separate corporation 
@ince that time, has Deen a foolish make-believe, it is difficult 
to understand how anyone cognizant of the facts could BRGRAATY 
charge me with such a statement. 


Two years ago, in a full and frank statement to the Board 
of Trustees, based on a typed letter, copies of which are doubtless 
on the College files, I definitely raised the question as to 
whether it might not further the interests of the kingdom to place 
the College under a Board of Trustees made up primarily, if not 
exclusively, of persons not connected with the American Board. |

in my disappointment and chagrin that although I had spent much 
time and care in making preparations for that meeting, little or 
nothing had been accomplished, owing in the first place to criticisn 
and OppOsition, chiefly by two " of the younger secretaries Who are 
not members 0 of the Board, to the simple resolution presented; and 
secondly to the ender ing of the meeting incompetent to proceed 
by the withdrawal of these gentlemen who were members of the Board.

If “under the Board" as 
used by Dr. Knapp and others, means that the College is controlled 
by missionaries bearing the commission of the American Board and 
sharing itsspirit, and governed at home by a Board of Trustees the 
majority of whom are members of the Prudential CGonumittee or of 
the employed executives of the’ American Board, and all of whom: are 
in full sympathy with the work of the American Board; if "under the 
Board" means that the College receives, welcomes, and seeks to be 
worthy of the sunport in men and money which the Board can give it, 
while at the same time seeking that wider support without which it. 
could not have attained to its present strength or continue its 


Tormation of other Corporavions, 
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mresent work, then by all means, the College is “under the Boa ra". 
Two years ago a differont relationship was definitely and openly 
susgested, but so far as IT am aware, no one has since contemplated 
further stens along that line.

Tt is quite true that when last fall, the question was brought 
up by Mr, Birge in Smyrna Station of ammropriating some 2000 or 
2500 Turkish liras for the nurpose of organizing this work in the 
city, a work which was admittedly in the nature of an experiment 
and would at least 2fford him the opnortunity for improving his 
knowledge of the Turkish language by affording>shim cgntacts wiht

ion in the College, to which he had been definitely appointed by 

the Prudential Committee. And yet for this reason, I am charged 
with being hostile to Station work!! I ask again, could anything 

be more unjust or ungenerous on the part of a missionary colleague? 
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A similar charge was mide against me more than 25 years ago, 
because when I came to Smyrna station I frankly opvosed maintalinins 
certain of our outstations in this field which had been supported 
by the Board's money for 40 vr 50 years and which showed no signs 
of self-fropegsating power and very little if any sign of spirit- 
ual life; and because I urged that one of the two missionaries then 
devnting their full tine to station work: should be transferred to 
the rapidly developing school work which had already become too heavy 
a burden for me to carry, and which the American Board was unable 
to assist financially for a period of 16 to 18 years following 
1893, apart from my own salary and the 40 odd Turkish liras from 
the original grant. I put aper 2sainst these accusations the 
sylendid missionary services of the International College cover- 
ing a period of 3! years in which I have ever made it my first 
concern to make it, what it has proved itself to be, a ynowerful 
factor in the building up of the Kingdom of God in that vart of 

the Turkish Emvire, 


Wnen I reflect that the criticisms referred to in your 
letter have their princival origin in a missionary colleague 
who, after two years in the field, much of which was spent in 
language study, and who, after three years of absence in the 
United States, returning to the field nearly a year after the 
armistice, at once began in my absence a campaign of criticism 
against my financial administration of the College, I find it 
difficult to see how I can hope to cooperate harmoniously with 
such a colleague. I wrote a letter to you last summer, complain- 
ing of the disloyalty of this same colleague, but did not post 
yo you in the hope that he would change his attitude, This he 
promised he would do, and that he would loyally cooperate in the 
common service to which we had devoted our lives, It is clear, 
however, from your letters and other information gained while in 
America, that he is pursuing his former course and I am therefore 
enclosing with this, the letter referred to, and which I carried 
with me to the United States in case such evidence was forthcoming | 
as your letters now make abundantly clear. | 


I must also refer to your further statement that "one of the 
menbers of the Cabinet spoke of your feeling that Mr. Harlow ought 
not to do amy work among students outside of the International 
College" and gave that as one of the evidences of my “lack of inter- 
est in evangelistic work, (Please resd your letter on page 3 to 
end of that paragraph). Here is clearly an equally 
senerous interpretation to put upon the ge cond rede U A especially 
after all that I have stated before the ‘rustees on this subject.

I gladly and enthusiastically give the American Board credit for 
all the valuable help it has given to the College in the past and 
jn the present. As the case stands at present, with both Mr. 
arlow and “r, Birge giving so much of their time to outside 

interests, vractically no help is coming to us through the 
American Board apart from the salaries of Mr, Reed and myself, 
and the annwhl grant of $1500.00sfrom the Higher Educational 
Fund. Am I truly grateful for th God knows I am. I trust, 
owever, that the extra grant I hdve begged from the Higher 

[ /Baucational Fund, and the $420.00 I have asked to help pay my 
travel to and from the United States, will yet be granted, not-

withstanding the anparent fact that it is my having asked for 
these sums that brought all this criticism out into the open. 


And now just one closing question, @nd I ask it in all ser- 
iousness, In view of all this unfriendly and unjust criticisn, 
would it not, in your opinion, make for reace and good-will on 
the field, as well as a better understanding at the Rooms, if 
I resigned my commission as a missionary of the American Board? 
For, since the receint of your letters, I am coming increasingly 
to feel that if this svnirit of hostile criticism in the Board 
Rooms is persisted in, I will be compelled to choose one of two 
alternatives: - either to ask release from all relationship with 
American Board interests as these are represented by some of 
the younger officers of that Board; or feel that this attitude 
will force me to raise again definitely the question, which I 
had considered closed since two years ago.

IT have told him that I am send- 
ing it because of the thirty or forty orphans you have 
there on your hands, who have fled to Smyrna from Cilicia 
and wno cannot now go. back. 


T have also just received a letter from Rev. 
Leavitt O. Wright, a missionary from Mexico, who for the 
last year has been in Claremont, California, rendering 
Service in Pomona College. =I will quote a few words 
from this letter. 


"Mr. Hand showed me the telecran from Mr. Rddy 
giving the information that Dr. MacLachlan sailed 
back to Smyrna, having arranged for two Canadian men 
to go to his assistance next year. 


It does not seem possible that both of the Smyrna 
short term openings are closed to Pomona where the 
maintenance of a live interest and loyal financial 
support depend largely on having graduates of the 
College located in Styrna. Mr. Hand ig very much dis- 
tresged that Dr. MacLachlan gid not even get in touch 
with Pomona College during his sojourn in America.

Dear Dr. Barton: 


For the past few days I have been trying to get 
a quiet moment to write you of the meeting of our Cabinet 
held a week ago,when we considered at length along with Mr. 
Harlow the question of his future relations with the College. 
Before the meeting 1 suggested to him that he put in a 
jast what he had in mind,so that we would have some Thing « 
concrete to consider when we came together. 


He, first of all, presented ea letter in which he 
asked to be temporarily relieved from ois duties in the College 
on account of John's health so that he might accompany his 
family to the United States. ie then presented a second letter 
in which he discussed somewhat at length his future relation- 
ship with the College in case the condition of John's health 
@ year hence, justified their returning to this field. in 
substance, he asked the Cabinet and Board of rs to 
accept his resignation as Chaplain of the College, the reasons 
given being, in brief, as follows: He feels strongly the | 
Glaims of the »tudent Volunteer Movement here in the Near 
Gast for @a considerable portion of his time; as also the 
claims of the new school of Religious Education in Constantinople 
to which a@ also wishes to devote @ portion of his time every 
yeare He realizes that it is impossible for him to fill 

the duties that necessarily devolve upon anyone taking over 
the duties of Chaplain of the College and that it is unfair 
that his salary should be regarded as a college missionary 
Salary; while he wishes to devote sueh a large portion of his 
time to work entirely outside of direct college interests. 


He has in mind one or two young men who in his 
opinion, would admirably fit into the position of College 
Chaplain and does not wish his resigmation to take effect 
until someone .4@ definitely under appointment to fill his 
place with the support of missionary salary behind hin. 
He wants, however, to make Smyrna his headquarters and would 
expect to live somewhere in the Paradise area where _— 
be in touch with student life in the College during 
considerable portion of each year that he would expect to 


spend at home. He also proposes that he take some definite

responsibility in the class room during this period. 


Ve pointed out that in substance, this would all 
mean a complete severance of his relations with the College 
and that we regretted that he felt the call to divide his 
time and snergies among so many and varied interests; but 
felt that there was no other course open to us than to acdept 
his reSignation. He will remodel the form of his letter 
in view of our discussion together but the Cabinet will report 
to the Board of Managers his resignation for its formal 
acceptance, and of course, vote his temporary leave of 
absence from his work in the College. He realizes, of course, 
that any service he would hereafter render to the College 
would be with the vote of the Smyrna station, the admin- 
istration of the School of xeligious Education, may the 
Student Volunteer Movement og the YeM.C.A, as he would, in 
the nature of the case become responsible to some one, or all 
of these combined, if the plans for his wider and more varie 
Services should come into actual operation. 


He assured us that he had talked this matter over 

' fully with the Board secretaries in Boston and that all there 

‘ were willing that he should become a sort of free lance for 

, _yesneral service in the interests of the Kingdom out in this 

P| part of the world. He suggested the possibility of his 

| taking up and pressing the financial interests of the two 

‘ institutions here, during his present temporary absence 

in America. This, however, is a matter that would have to be 
carefully thought out in all its details and would have to 
be considered by the Board of Trustees of each of these 
institutions. I think this pretty nearly covers the 
Situation as we had it before us and you will doubtless 
receive a copy of his remodelled communication to the Board 
of llamagers when he gets it into shape. | 


You will be glad to know that John's health seems 
‘to be steadily improving. They are already booked to leave 
smyrna on tne l2th of August by the "Madonna" of the lrench 
Fabre Line. You will also receive a copy of the official 
action of the Cabinet and Board of Managers when formal

Tois will acknowledge you: two letters of 
July dlst and August 7th, the latter written from sar Harbor 
while you and Mrs. Burton were the guests of lirs. Kennedy 
and irs. Schauffler,and the former enclosing a copy of 
the"inutes"” of the last meeting of the Board of _rustess _ 
of the College. I have already written you of the receipt 
of your cable announcing "34000 additional for beneficiaries" 
and expressing our great appreciation of this generous help. 
During the last week, -ean ieed and myself spent a whole 
day going over the long list of appeals from beneficiary 
students and definitely decided on fifteen of the twenty 
young men for whom this 4000 will make provision. It is 
avery difficult task where there are so many worthy and 
deserving to make a wise selectione ‘e are glad also to have 
the advice that iir. Bassler has been definitely appointed 
and that he is now journeying toward us. 


Ve are in considerable anxiety as to the 
outlook for the coming year. ihe fall in the Greek drachme 
to about 2¢ would seem to make it practically impossible _ 
even for our former students from liacedonia, ‘reece and the 
Islands to return to us this year;and we cannot hope to 
draw new students from any of the’ areas where the drachme 
is in currency with such a very unfavorable exchange rate. 
It makes our rategpfully three times as great as those 
of foreign institutions in those areas. Doubtless, some of 
our old boys will be back but already we are receiving 
advices from some of them regarding their inability to return 
to us for the reason I have indicated. ‘his will, for the 
time being, limit our patronage almost exclusively to this 
rep of Asia Minor = to the area inside the present Greek 

nese. 
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Within the last four or five days the Turks some 
distance to the south and east of us have made rather serious 
inroads upon the Greek area and there is now a general panic 
throughout that district. ‘esterday and to-day the Greeks 
are rushing troops up to that part of the sront for a counter 
attack. I doubt, however, if the whole affair will 
mean anything serious for neither side is in @ position to 
undertake a real offensive. hea unfortunate part of the 
present movement on both sides is that it is in the center 
of the fig district and the result is that the whole fig 
industry may be seriously impaired for this years and as this 
is one of the criief sources of Livelihood in Smyrna it will 
have a very ruinous effect upon the trade of the City during 
the nest two or three months. It may seem almost impossible 
that things should be worse than they are economically and 
yet many thousands of people have been looking forward to 
the opening of the fig season to find a livelihood and if 
the present disturbances develop and continue, it will 
surely create a most serious situation for all commercial 
and institutional interests in this end of Asia Minor. 


I can imagine how much you and i:rs. Barton 
must have enjoyed your sojourn at cenarden with iirs.

Dear Mre. Kennedy: 


You are doubtless following the press reports, if there are any, 
of the terrible situation that has been developing here in the western end of . 
Asia Minor during the past twalve days. [I wish I could write you fully of what. 
is happening, but with Louise absent on a visit to Constantinople and the very 
heavy extra responsibilities that are coming upon us as a result of the present 
shocking situation I have really neither time nor strength left for writing 
letters. I want, however, to write you briefly a summary of what is happening 
and it will have to be written piecemeale | | 


The story of the crushing defeat of the Greek army at Afion Kara 
Hissar, about 260 miles almost due east of Smyrna, fas doubtless been published 
in the American press. After that defeat a large portion of the Greek army 
refused to fight and in its long retreat towards smyrna has devastated the whole 
region through which it has passed, looting and burning the cities, towns and 
villages = all this accompanied in many places with massacre of Turks with the 
usual accompaniments. All the following large cities and towns have met this — 
shocking fate: afion Kara Hissar, Oushak, ala shehir (old philadelphia), | 
Cassaba, Salihli, Magnesia cr Manissa, with many scores of smaller towns and 
villuges, until it is doubtful if there is anything in the whole history of 
the great war more shocking than the story of the devastation, pillage and 
massacre by the defeated and retreating Greek army. For the last two or three 
days and nights these fleeing and disorganized troops have been pouring over the 
sky line to the east and north into the city and its environs. 4A state of 
extreme alarm has prevailed in the city, not from fear of the victorious and 
advancing Turkish army, but from the Greek troops, the story of whose excesses 
in the interior preceded their arrival by some days. On all sides of us the 
hills and are full of these soldiers “utterly demorali sed. 


‘phe condition of the 60 or 70 thousands of refugees who have deen | 
pouring into the city is pitiful in the extreme. As I write all the main roads 
and byWays are crowded. The Greek civil some days ago, 
but not until this afternoon did the High Commission Greek issue a proclamation — 


renouncing all responsibility and authority in matters of government administrations 


= have.been spending a good portion of each day in the city and in 
frequent sneauila with Sir Harry Lamb, the British High Commissioner, and with © 
the Commander-in-chief of the British Mediterranean squadron, with whom 1 lutiched 
on his flagship the “Iron'Duke”, | am also in daily conference with represent= 


ative Turks. They seem ta think my long experience in the country and my close 


friendly relations with both Turks and Greeks makes my counsel valuable, 
especially in the present conditions. The Reeds and ourselves have decided — 
that whatever happens we must remain at our posts here on the campus, and she 
request of the U.g. Consulate that all women ani children connected with the 
Gampus go into the city this afternoon or evening has not changed our decision. 
Some of our American cOlleagues had decided to conform to the Consular request, 
are now wavering and in the end will, 1 trust, decide to stand by us, 
especially as twenty Marines from the american Destroyers: in’ ‘the ‘barbor 
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AS I write there is heavy bombarding going on to the northeast of use 
Yesterday eventing the Turkish fordes advancing from the southeast were only some 
tweuty odd miles distant from us and as these are mostly irregular Chette bands and 
some 3500 to 5000 strong there was considerable apprehension and an expectation they 
would reach us sometime this afternoon. The confirmation of fighting having taken 
place during the afternoon was the occasion of a messenger coming out to the campus 
at 11 p.m. to notify us and other Britishers connected with the College that a 
special train was being sent out to bring us all into the city at 11330. le elected, 
however, to remain and take our chences, but shortly after midnight we were awakened 
by.the arrival at Kenarden Lodge of three families from Boudjah = the Blacklers, 
the Griffiths, and the family of the Russian Gonsul General, the whole number being 
tene We managed in time to get them all stowed away, though it meant of course 
no more sleep until the morninge 


Phe troops referred to have not yet arrived and I am inclined to think they 
may be delaying their approach until the main army which is approaching along the 
valley of the Hermus is in closer touch with the city. te believe the threatened 
menace fpom the Greeks here in Smyrna is rapidly diminishing, although there was 

convincing evidence of their intention to burn the Turkish quarter of the city, 
which the presence of a very large fleet and the vigilance of the Marines landed 
from these foreign warships have doubtless done mch to restraine Reports of | 
shocking massacres of Turks continue to pour in on us. The policy which seems to 
have been pretty consistently adhered to by the retreating army Was to first 
evacuate the Christian populations from the cities and towns as they reached them 
and then burning them while in some cases preventing the Turkish population from 
escaping. In many cases they first arrested the Turkish notables and either 
imprisoned them or sent them on to smyrna for deportation, and yet all this has 
been done by a people and nation claiming to be Christian and that they were here 
in asia Minor as a civilizing power. We mst await with patience and some anxiety 
the natural reaction of all this on the Turkish people and government when the 
authority of the latter is once more reestablished. 


Apparently the last legal act of mr. Sterghiades who has been the Greek High 
Gommissioner since the landing of the Greeks on May 15, 1922, just before he left 
the city today, was to sign a document along with me by which he turned over to me 
and I accepted for our Trustees the large Greek orphanage of 250 orphans which has 
been his special hobby during his tenure of office heree

Although at intervals during the night there was considerable rifle fire just 
outside the campus, we have had a fairly quiet night. The guards from the ships 
have been patrolling the campus all night. They are well armed and have a couple 
of machine guns (Lewis). 


Last evening the city was turned over to the Allies and the French landed 
a good many soldiers from wae and I suppose England and Italy will follow | 
their example today. 


The people of the neighborhood and indeed many from gmyrna have been 
clamoring for permission to come to the campus, but with the exception of a few 
families who in the past have been connected in some Way with the College I have 
felt it best to refuse all other appeals, but always telling them that if and 
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when their lives are in immediate peril we will run up the flag on MacLachlan Hall 
and this will be our real danger signal ané all who wish may there find such 
Sanctuary &s our Campus, buildings, homes and our naval guards can afford them. 


An American Relief Committee was organized early in the week to cope with 
the rapidly increasing relief necessities. Cables were sent to the Near Bast 
Relief and to Mr. Hoover for funds, but as yet no response. te advanced a 
thousand pounds from College funds and others have more than doubled that amount 
for a beginning until work can be undertaken on an adequate scale. The water 
front in the city is piled up in many places with the belongings of these 
refugees who remain with their goods day and night while the outlying parts of 
the city are in many places a solid mass of men, women and children with their 
beds, boxes, etc. The responsible Greek leaders, military officers and 
Others who should have stood by their people in this time of stress, have been 
Shamefully cowardly and cleared out to save their own siinse 


There is a good deal of rifle fire quite close as I write, but we are 
used to it somewhat now and I feel sure it doesn’t portend any immediately serious 
development. 

We all keep well and confident, and I am,

My dear Dr. MacLachlan: - 


Ye are thinking of you much these days as 
the papers are filled with reports of political con- 
ditions which seem to gather in a large measure 
around Smyrna. I will not attempt at all to dis- 
cuss the situation because I can have no idea of 
what the condition will be when this letter arrives, 
or whether it will reach you at all. But we want 
you to know that your friends and the friends of the 
College are thinking of you much. Te are assured 
thet everything is being done in “ashington and from 
Sonstantinople possible for the protection of Ameri- 
cans and American interests in that zone of conflict. 
™hat the outcome will be the Lord Himself only can 
know, but we feel confident that whatever is will be 
for the best. This communication is not only for 
yourself but for all the staff of the College. 


I have had this morning a brief telephone 
conversation with Mr. Harlow who reports that John 
improved one hundred percent on the voyage home. : 
Fe is thoroughly cheerful and hopeful and said that ' 
he thinks it may be possible that he can go back | 
very soon. He will be in tomorrow for an extended 
conference.

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Dear Dr. Barton: 


On our arrival here yesterday I cabled you accounting 
for the safety, location, etc. of our entire Paradise circle, 
I had no information regarding the A.C.I,. people and the Getchells 
beyond that hea boarded a United States destroyer, an@ you 
have doubtless beard from them direct, Mrs, Mac and Mr. Murray 
are on shore since yesterday and I expect to join them tomorrow. 
Have been having the best possible medical attention since we 
came on board in harbor Fridey evening, though we 4i1@ not 
leave until | My right leg is still 
completely “out of commission,” though the Commander who 
has been giving me his constant personal attention assures me that 
within a fortnight I will be able to use my leg . Por the 


present I have to be carried about on a stretcher, other 
wounds an@ bruiges" are rapidly getting back to and never 
were any real menace. 


Perhaps I had better explain how I came to be "hors de 
combat.” On Monday September 11th word was brought to me that 
our Social Settlement House at Prophet Elias was being looted. 
I at once rushed over with the automobile with five mrines ani 
& sergeant to shoo them away. Two and a half hours earlier when 
a similar report came that the Parm house was being looted, the 
approach of cer and the loud blowing of the horn heé proved 
sufficient and I counted surely on the “bluff" working again. 
It didn’t, however, ani we found ourselves up against a rather 
stiff confronted by more than dozen Bashi Bozouks 
arned ie teeth, and in the skirmish that followed we came out 
second best only. I undertook to do the reeonnoitering and fell 
into the hands of the Bashi Bogouke. At one moment there didn’t 
seem a shadow of a chance that amy of us could possibly escape md 
at that opening critical moment the cool self-control of Sergeant 
Crocker saved the situation by ordering hie men to retire back- 
wards ani not to fire, This opaed the way for me to parley with 
the rascals, whe at ence began tw vent their rage on me. A num- 
ber of shots, however, were exchanged on both sides, especially 
after the marines the order wheel and run,

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Two of them gave their attention to the Sergeant, while 
the rest surrounded me, They first took my watch and chain, eeeres 
book, also my coate It was at this point that they withdrew 
or three paces leaving me in the open and two of the number stepping 
two or three paces to one side, raised their rifles to dispatch me. 
Then @ miracle happened; the first of many within the next twelve 
or fifteen minutes. One of our Turkish students, Zeki by name, who 
apparently had run after us from the campus, arrived on the scene, 
threw himself with his arms outstretched across the two rifles 
and tearing them down imfeped them not to shoot me, etc, Four or 
A five times during the next ten or fifteen minutes t was knocked 
_ down by a blow from a rifle or a club. But it was clear thet none 
_ of these were intended to be a "knock out" blow. They were just 
claying with me as a cat dees with a mouse before devouring it, 
and there were many indications that the final coup de grace was to 
be with rifle bullets. But I must not attempt in a letter to tell 
the story of what happened until I was left with scarcely any cloth- 
ing = shoes, stecking, pants - an attempt to smash my right foot with 
the butt of a rifle resulting (through my quickly jerking it away) in 
the splitting open of my big toe only. Finally they were in unani- 
mous agreement. (Up to this moment there were some who were willing 
te hear what I had to say.) I had by this time backed up a distance 
of 150 or 160 yards refusing their frequent demands to "kosh" (run) 
(the instinct of self-preservation saving me on these occasions, for 
it was evident that befere I could run ea half dozen yards that many 
bullets woud be driven through me) - and was well down the narrow 
rocky lame that leads from the Settlement House - it was folly to 
go further - listening to my appeals, explamations and arguments. 
Two or three of them pushed me up to the broken well on one side of 
the lane, the rest retiring e few paces, except two who were backing 
up as close as possible against the wall directly opposite me in 
order to get the muzgles of their rifles as far as possible from 
my body and at the same time raising them to their shoulders to 
fire. I was absolutely exhausted and could offer no further resist- 
ance when the last of a number of miracles or Divine interventions took .

My last news from the campus brought by Murray Saturday 
afternoon, was to the effect that things were more quiet ~ more refugees 
had come. The Turkish guards were proving faithful though there were 
cases of some of them "getting presents" from the refugees, or helping 
themselves to some of the loot that had accumulated on our campus. 
Cass with the loyal support of Professor Seylaz and Mr. Bourguin had 
decided to stay by the College to handle the relief situation there 
as best they could. Professor Caldwell who hai been managing the 
commisseriat (after Mr. Constantine left) very successfully, and 
Professor Lawrence (whe up to this time had been much occupied with 
the organizing of a local Americam Relief Committee in the city) had 
both taken up their quarters in a home next door to the new U. 5. 
Consulate in the city well up the quay where they will doubtless join 
in amy general relief work in the city ~ the local American Committee 
having turned over the work to the N.Z.R. under Major Davis md Mr.

On Priday afternoon after brought on board the U. S. 
Destroyer I was told the Near East Relief had about decided it 
would not attempt to handle the Relief situation in Smyrna. There 
was doubtless good reason for this, altho I was not told why. 
Ié was clear that the incoming Turks were no position to handle 
it. Our duty at the College seemed clear, so I sent for Major Davis 
and we offered to turn over to the Near East Relief our entire 
equipment at Paradise, materiel md personnel, if they would under- 
take to care for from five to tem thousand of the most needy cases. 
I urged their undertaking to meet the challenge of such an overwheln- 
ing catastrophe to our city. He thanked me cordially and said his 
acceptance or declin: of our offer would depend on certain decisions 
that were to ber d that efternoon at a meeting of the allied 
Admirals ani others on board the French hip. I aia not see or 
heer from him again, but Mr. Murray brings word that he understood 
from what was seid at a staff meeting at the College on Saturday that 
our offer has been declined. 


I should have said earlier that Mr. Trueblood also has taken 
up his quarters with the others next the Censulete, Mr. Moremen 
whom we put te represent the College for the time being at least in 
the oversight of the big evphenage at Beudjeah (260 orphans) 
turned over to the Mr. Stergeades by a signed agreement 
by him and me the day he lef » Which agreement was also legal~- 
ised at the U. S&S. Consulate, had stood alone by hie important cherge 
under very trying conditions for the previous nine or ten days, decided 
he would etay om and see his job through unless or until he was 
foreefully ejected - a most improbable contingency in view of certain 
information thet came to me efter I head informally ed to take 
over the institution, but egainst which emtingency I insisted on 
the insertion of a qualifying or conditional ¢ieuse before signing 
the agreement. Moremen has certainly played the man. I am proud 
to have such e man on our eteff. Mics Wey who was Going the finest 
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kind of service in the College and among our gregt host of refugees 
insisted on staying on, but was overruled by the naval officers, md 
I understand she was placed on board a United states Destroyer, to 
be sent, I think, to Piraeus. 


As soon as I was placed hors de combat ten days ago 1 turned 
over the reins of authority to Cass who has handled the Campus situa- 
tion = a very difficult one - with consummate skill. and in view of 
the possibility that all americans might under certain contingencies 
pe ordered out of the country or at least on board a U.s. Destroyer 
I took the precaution of preparing a letter to seneral lioureddin 
Pasha (whom I kmew well and favorably, and who is second in Constanti- 
nople to Mustapha Kemal, and now in command of the First Army) explain- 
ing the necessity I had been placed under to leave my post, and that 
I was turning over the College and its interests to my son-in-law, 
Dean Reed, whom he knows and that he would have associated with him 
the head of our French Department, Prof. Albert sSeylay (who led pre- 
viously assured me that in case Reed was obliged to leave he would 
continue to stand by the College whatever happened) and said that 
I confidently felt they would have his hearty support snd cooperation 
in any service they might undertake in the present distressing situa- 
tion. I have also given Prof. seylay a note of introduction to 
Nioureddin Pasha with cards also for the lower officers - so 1 am in 
no anxiety as to the safety of the college or equipment, and feel 
that whilg classes will be temporarily suspended, it will be able to 
render a most helpful humanitarian service in the interval. 


Unless ingland and Turkey go to war, a very doubtful contin- 
gency in my opinion, I hope to be back at my post within one month. 

I happen to know that Mustapha Kemal is not in the strong position 

he is supposed to be in, and that what he really needs at the present 
moment is not new vietories, but a few wise, moderate counselors. 

1 am quite sure Lloyd George and his entourage are at present need- 
lessly alarmed as to Mustapha's supposed plan to cross into #urope. 

I am hoping to get off this ship tomorrow to leave for England (London} 
address: biessrs. Comber, Bride & Company,Dumedin House, Basinghall 
avenue, J2.0., 2, London, ‘ngland, «+ in a few days, by a naval ship, 
if there is no passenger boat going, and from there we can better de- 
termine our next move. some of my friends feel that I may be of 
some Service tnere at the present juncture. We have not yet lo-- 
cated my son Grant, my niece Louise, or lliss gnell, but we know they 
are all three together in safety, and we guess they are at Athens, 
and yesterday telegraphed an enquiry On our arrival here, 


One word enly on the general situation in Smyrna as I saw 
it up to Saturday nicht when we left. I was much surprised on coming 
down into the city of Friday - especially as the news coming up to 
the Campus indicated that the whole city with the exception of the 
lurkish quarter had been ourned - to discover large sectilns still 
intast, and apparently in no danger. We drove the College car down 
oy the Daraguteh and Point route on to the water front. There were 
no signs of fire in all Basternm quarters of the city, (Caravan Bridge 
and Daraguteh, pretty purely Greek) though looting had been clearly 
pretty general. All the Point section so far a& least as could be 
Seen trom the car wes completely untouched, and it was not until we 
passed along the Quay to what is know as the Bella Vista. Nor was 
there any sign of looting in all that section of the Quay water front. 
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At this point, however, the fire had swept through to the sea, and 
everything from this point to the street leading into the Bazars 
and where stands the National Bank of Greece which is in back + a 
distance of perhaps two-thirds or three-fourths of a mile was com- 
pletely gutted - theugh from a short distance out at sea with all 
the building fronts standing there was little to indicate that a 
most terrible catastrophe had overtaken our city. Here and there 
a vuilding had escaped. The Resses Steamship office, and much farther 
along the Patte:sons storehouses now holding the l.i.ek supplies. 

It was however too soon to be sure that these buildings would ever- 
tually escape for here and there a fire still burned on Saturday 
evening the 16th. Clearly the great main central block of the city 
had been destroyed including the greater portion of the Greek Quarter, 
Every vestige of the Armenian Quarter. with quite a slice of the 
Jewish and Turkish quarters. I would say that from one-half to tw- 
thirds of the people were ft homeless by the fire, altho in actual 
area if you include the subuphs along the south shore not more than 
One-third to one-half of the city had been destroyed when I left 
theree | 


The situation, however, was greatly aggravated by the 
pouring into the city 70,000 refugees, chiefly Greek, but with a 
good many Armenians from the cities, towns and villages in the line 
of the retreating Greek army. The policy followed in slmost if not 
every single instance was to evacuate the Greeks and Armenians from 
these cities ad send them on as refugees before them - then arrest 
the Turkish notables and either shut them up in prison befae setting 
fire to it and the town, or else send them on to Smyrna for deporta- 
tion. The buming of the towns and cities was accompanied by all the 
usual horrers too shocking to relate, and for some days. before the 
Greek army began to filter into the city a terrible state of panic 
existed especially among the Greeks themselves, many of whom told me 
frankly that their immediate fear was not concerning what the Turks 
might do when they came, but what their own army would do when it 
reached the city. It, however, had neither the time, strength or 
Opportunity to try to do anything but escape, and as Kemal's cavalry 
passed along the wuay in perfect quiet a parallel stream of the tail 
of the Greek army was dragging itself wearily along beside it. I 
Stood on the quay mya@if and watehed the strangely incongruous sight. 
The whole Hermus Valley with its great cities such as Magnesia, 
Cassaba, Salihli, Alaghekir, Oushak, and on through to Afion Kara 
Hissar has besn left a desolate wastem with its many smaller towns 
and hundreds of villages all burned by the defeated Greek army which 
boasted that its mission in Asia Minor was a civilizing one. The 
same conditions prevail to the South and Bast along the railway line. 


Portions of this letter will interest my friends and I will 
be glad if you can have copies made of these portions and forwarded 
to the same persons as I mentioned in my cable, adding also my brother 
Dre Charles MacLachlan, New Rockford, .D. It has been written mostly 


today - Wednesday, September 20 - in brief snatches as I lie flat on 
my back, and I cannot read it over.

Thursday, September 21. I could not have been treated with greater 
kindness since I was brought on board the ship if I were an Admiral 
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of the Fleet. I have been making steady progress toward complete 
recovery, and as I: look back it seems clearI could not, at the hands 
of the young and inexperienced Turkish doctor, who was most faithful 
in his attendance, have made the same progress toward recovery es- 
pecially as it has turned out that some of my injuries are more — 
serious than was at first supposed. This ship with ten 13% inch 


guns is one of the British ships to be scrapped in 1925 in accordance 
with the agreement of the Washington Conference. 


On Friday afternoon, September 15 a big motorlorry filled 
with our Armenian Beneficiary and including lire and Mrs. Yeraman came 
from the campus in the hope they would be taken away by a U.S. : 
Destroyer. On the way down Bad. Yeraman died in the lorry of heart 
failure. He was buried from the Quay, Mr. Birge conducting a simple 
funeral services | 


Shortly after the arrival of the Turks on Sat. Sep. 9, two 
Armenians (traitors apparently to a cause they had themselves pre- 
viously espoused) came to Noureddin Pasha and notified him of the 
existence in Smyrna of an Armenian Society or association, bearing a 
worthy name, but whose real object was to destroy by means of bomb 
throwing Turkish soldiers in many parts of the city. The organization 
had 200 young men as members whose names and addresses they gave as 
also the address of their headquarters. At once troops were sent who 
immediately surrounded and seized the headquarters where large sup-_ 
olies of bombs were found, and documents indicating they md small 
suoply depots throughout the city except the Turkish Quarter. The 
names of the 200 members were handed to the Turkish authorities and 
the address of the headquarters. Thediscovery of the plot did not 
deter the members from attempting to carry it out. They succeeded 
in destroying many of the soldiers sent out to patrol the city, there 
being as yet no organized police. The discovery of the plot stirred 
up the bitterest indignation against the Armenians, and at one time 
I feared we would have to hand over our Armenian refugees on the 
Campus and perhaps also our Armenian students. It was at the head- 
quarters of this organization that the fire was started by the Turks 
on that afternoon of the 13th, and with the high wind then blowing 
it rapidly spread from there. I understand the irregulars and sol- 
diers were authorized to fire every house from which bombs were throw 
and to shoot down persons attempting to escape from these houses. 
This at least partially accounts for the rapid spread of the fire and 
the shooting down of many people in the stréets during the buming of 
the oi ty. I do not believe that the Armenian vom. was even aware of 
its existence, or at least of its nefarious secret purpose. And the 

Special Severity of the Turks toward the Armenians in the city was 
another case of the innocent having to suffer in large numbers for 

the guilt and folly of a few. Some of the letterheads found in the 
headquarters of this club are printed in Snelish, and very naturally 
made the Turks believe they were appealing to the U.S. for funds, and 
as the name was, I think, “The Armenian Relief Association,“ they very 
probably got aSsistance in funds. 


Friday noon: No response yet to my cable of tuesday (Am ur- 
gently in need of funds) 4H.M.S. King George V. went into dry dock 
yesterday and I was brought ashore. ile are settled comfortably in a 
private hotel. Am getting on well, but it will be some days before I

| Dr. Barton has written you and his letters have 
gone to England and also to Smyrna. At first we suvposed 
you would leave immediately for England, and now we know 
that you have returned to Smyrna. Mrs. Kennedy has shared 
with us your letters, and yesterday we received a cablegram 
from Athens informing us that you were with Cass and his 
family and were leaving there shortly for Smyrna. We shall 
await with keenest interest a report from you as to future 
plans. 


I am writing you this morning especially to send 
you copies of your long letter written on your arrival in 
Malta September 20th describing the difficult experiences 
through which you had passed, and also a copy of your letter 
to Mrs. Kennedy of September 7th written before you left 


Smyrna. You requested this in your letter in order to have 
@ connected diary of events. 


T will not write at length this morning, but I | 
wanted to convey to you my personal sympathy and congratulations 
that you have escaped from serious injury. There have been 
many friends here who have besieged us with requests for the 
latest word from you and the other missionaries. We have 
been glad to be able to assure them that you are safe and 
well. I hope that you may hot have any permanent disabilities 
in view of the attack of the Turkish soldiers upon you.

Dear Dr. Barton: 


| A few days ago your most welcome letter of Oct,.5th. 
reached me here after having gone to Malta,Athens,Smyrna and then back 
here to Kephessia. Iam most grateful for your report of the meeting of 
the Board of Trustees and for all/your expressions of sympathy and encour- 
agement in these dark days chioagt which we are passing. 

I wrote you a few days after our return from Smyrna,giving you a brief 
outline of our experiences dur the nine days of our sojourn on the | 
Campus at Paradise,but I cannot sure Whether I addressed it to you | 4 
at Bostom or at Lausanne.My time was themzalmost fully taken up with 
conferences with the heads of the various Government Departments con- 

cerned with our new agricultural scheme;and Ithink I then gave you an 

outline of the plan. In case however the letter went on to Boston I will 
inclosge with this letter a coby of the proposition as it was originally 
presented to the Government. In the discussions that followed no impor- 
tant changes were made,so if the scheme is functioning,it is along the 

line indicated in this outline, The general plan had been accepted 

before I left Smyrna,and the areas indicated in the map we prepared 

were alrcady turned over to us. The handing over of the prisoners was 
assured to us;but as this part of the scheme depended on the military, 

I have all along been anxious lest the whole plan should miscarry i 
through the failure of the military to carry ogt their part of the pro- 

ject. No word has come through from my associates there for the past 
ten days,but I am hourly expecting a wire from Reed reporting the 
actual situation, He left here on a U.S.Destroyer nearly a week ago 

for Constantinople,expecting to get on from there to Smyrna within a 
day or so;and he undgptooX to wire me as soon as he reached his destin- 
ation,sending the mes via. Gonst. It will be no end of a relief to 
me if I learn the work is actually in progress,for it will mean that 
the group of our students who wer carried off by the military authotit«s 
are now back on the Campus,together with many other choice young men in 
whom we are specially interested. 


Mr, Moremen came on here from Salonica Last Friday evening 


and this evening has left for Smyrna by a destroyer that is going there 

direct. The orphans he took over to Salonica at the time of the disaster 
have been turned over to the care of the Greek Government there,and the 

Refugee camp he had charge of there for the past few weeks,has now been 

taken over by the Red Grose workers. 

Your telegram to Reed regarding Red Cross administration here in 
Athens reached him just before he left for Smyrna,and I fear no action 
has been taken in regard to your suggestion by the representatives of 
the American communityhere although there is very general complaint 
among them on the apparent inefficiency and slackness of the represen- 
tativehnere of that organization. Most of the leading American represen- 
tatives here ars associated with other o izations in such a way that 
they hesitate to take any action of the kind suggested. Private telegrams

have however gone forward and apparently with good results already, for 
I understand there are now some encouraging signs of vitality along lines 
of general relief, 

During the ten days Mr. Reed spent here we were both very busy 
with the work among the Turkish prisoners in the various prison camps. 
That work has however reached such proportions already that it has got 
quite beyond our time and strength. The Y.MCWMA. here has therefore under- 
taken to shoulder a good portion of the burden at this end,and I have 


taken on one of our students to assist me in the responsibilities of the 
general oversight that I have assumed. Reed expects the College,especi- 


if our agricultural scheme is functioning, will require all his time 
after thisj;and as a certain Miss Billings is going over to Asia Minor 
to render a similar service for the Greeks and the Armenians in the 


prison camps there,Reed expects to be able to relieve himself of all 
further care in this matter. 


We are watching Lausanne these days with breathless interest, 
not only in the interests of the general cause of peace ,but especially 


but because the interests that are nearest to us in Asia Minor are so 
vitally concerned in the decisgions of the Conference. 


All the members of our Smyrna circle now here in Athens are Well 
and all are very busy with various forms of relief service.

Dear Kennedys: 


Our Ship is just entering the Gulf @¥ Volo on the East 


Coast of Greece and I am sure you will be surprised to hear that 
we are again "refugees" for the second time within two months. 


You will have learned from my other letter written to you 

just before we left Kephessia nearly a fortnight ago, that we have 
been back in Smyrna. We reached Paradise a week ago last Monday 
and after eight days of stenuous work getting our new Agricultural 
scheme organized in cooperation with the Turkish Government authorities, 
left there again on Tuesday afternoon under orders from the British 
Foreigh Office that the few Britishers (some ten or a dozen) who like 
ourselves had returned to their posts should be at once evacuated. Rose 
end T got official permission to leave from the Turkish Authorities 

_vne manner of our leaving was simple and regular,e-the understanding 
uv. the Turks being that our leaving was in the regular course of our. 
plans, and so excited no suspicion that a clandestine evacuation of 
all the British was being carried out under cover of darkness by the 
British Naval and Counsular Authorities from a point on the sea shore 
Some distance from Smyrna. 


I was anxious to avoid the difficulties and risk involved ; 
in the general plan, and So appealed to the Gov. General directly for 
formal permission to leave. This formal permission usually requires 

from ten days to a fortnight because it has to be sanctioned by the 

Angor authorities. I made my personal appeal to the Govenor on the 
ground that an unexpected opportunity had presented itself that day, 

for me to carry forward my plans and at the same time to get Mrs. 
MeLachlan back to our daughter who was in need of her presence and helpe 
The whole long process was completed in two or three hours and we were 
able to leave from the Customs Wharge in the orfinary way and so 

enabled to take a suit case each with us whereas if we had been 
compelled to x#ayme join the others we would have been obliged to leave 
emplty handed. There being no passenger carrying ship in the harbor 

we went on board a U,. S. Destroyer, remained there until after dark 

when we were transferred to the British Light Cruiser H.lM.S, “Carrisfort"™ 
where we remained until word came that one of her larger boats with 
muffled oars had successfully brought from the appointed rendezvous 

on the shore the other members of the British comnunity in Smyrna, 

On board the “River Avaxes™ a cargo Ship recently came in to’ the 

open roadstead; and about ten o'clock Tuesday evening we joined them 

on this ship. We first of all went to the Island of Chios where the 

Ship had a business errand and where we left Some of our friends. We 

left there last night about ten o'clock and are due in Volo this 

evening. From Volo we expect to be able to get by sea or rail to-morrow 
to Athens , some twelve hours distance by train, and to-morrow night or 
Saturday morning and reach Kephessia and Rosalind. | 


The Foreign office orderes Emphasize the necessity for secrecy, 
apparently on the ground of the supposition that if the Turkish authoriti€ 
learned that all the British were leaving some of us at least would be 
held as hostages. Intimation of the necessity for this move reached me 
only between ten and eleven o'clock that same morning and I was not 
able to get back to Paradise and tell Rose until nearly two O8clock 


in the afternoon and it was not until about half past four that it 
became clear we could leave from the Custom Hoeae’ ater and take our 


Suitecases with us; so we had two or three hours of rather anxious 
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suspense. The necessity for the measure is not yet very clear to us 
though we are told there has come a break in the Anglo-French relations 
that is likely to have consequences on the Anglo-Turkish Situation. 

It was @ great disappointment to me to have to leave again 
before getting my new Agricultural scheme into actual working order XnhreE 
thoughtthere is now every likelihood that it will get into operation 
within a week or so, even although Mr. Halton, who is also a Britisher 
has had to leave with me, as there is a Dutchman there who is a practice 
al farmer whom we have decided to take on in Mr. Halton'’s place. 


General living conditions in Smyrna however at the present 
time are well night impossible, and the whole impact of the situation 
on one is very depressing indeed. The burned city itself is a sad sight 
with its more than twenty-five thousand ruined homes. In our own 
immediate area around Paradise not one of the former inhabitants remains. 
Every home not yet occupied by the new incoming Turks stands open, looted 
and ®Ssolate. Our campus is completely overrun with cats and dogs while 
there is a perfect plague of flies. So great a pest have they become 
that it is quite impossible to keep them out of our homes and our 
food, while it is necessary to kee p covers on cups of tea-when tea 
is being served. 
The morning we arrived in Smyrna our ship was struck by 
the most terrific hurricane I have ever experienced shortly after 
we can to anchor and she dragged her anchors more than 150 yards. 
It was Some hours before we could land, and for a time it looked as 
if the bery elements were determined to prevent our landing - a rather 
bad omen as it has indeed proved to be. | 
But I must tell you briefly of our Agricultural Scheme which 
we are working out in cooperation with the Government. 
There being many abandoned vineyards and agricultural fields 
in the neighborhood of Paradise, the property of the Greeks and Armenians 
who have just been deported and whose properties have been appropriated 
by the Turkish government, we proposed to take over these areas and 
work them with Greek and Armenian prisoners, civil and military, now 
in the hands of the Turks, and turn the produce over to the government. 
The chief details of the proposition are as follows.

« to shelter and care for the prisoners. _. | 
» To have the use of Such products as the areas yield for the support 
of the prisoners. 
4. To provide a certain amount of milk for the hospitals and orphanages 
in the city.

(c} To include in this number the 20 students (Armenians) of military

(e) To provide 12 first class milk cows and their fodder. 


(f) To provide also as many of the ordinary agriculturel implements a 
we may require.

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There only remains the handling over to us of the prisoners, and 
although this vrime factor in the agreement is assured of accomplish- 
ment by the military authorities within the next few es eg. it 18 
quite conceivable, especially in the present. temper of the Turks , 
that the whole scheme may miscarry owing to their failure on this 
point. 

, You will appreciate the svecial features of this scheme 
from our view point, while it was easy to convince the Turkish 
authorities of its practical value as a constructive measure in the 
midst of the present chaos and desolation. 


I earnestly hope the way may speedily open for my return 
to the campus to bear my share in the successful carrying through 
of the scheme and I will Ge anxious until I hear it is really 
functioning. 


My. Reed left Smyrna early Tuesday morning in connection 
with our Red Cross and Red Crescent interests and exchange of 
prisoners. Proff. Lawrence and Calkdwell are still kevt pretty busy 
with the evacuation of the Greek and Armenian refugees. On Tuesday 
morning they evacuated 219 more the total number evacuated up to 
the present being over Two Hundred and forty thousand from Smyrna 
alone; so you see, although our regular academie classes are not 
functioning, our staff has been able to render most valuable services 
in these very trying times. Our Mr. Morrmem is now in charge of a 
camp of 8000 refugees in Salonica while Mr. Halton hes just been 
asked to undertake a Similar service in Syra. 


We are now in Volo harbor but are Spending the nig’ 
on board and expect to leave for Athens to-morrow evening. farmes t 
ereetings to Mrs. Schauffler and yourself.

after you left Athens, The first contained your kind messages of sym- 
patay and. solicitation, for which I thank you, and also an re- 
port of a meeting of the Board of Trustees,which does not seem to 
cell for any special comment. The second one of Oct, ?tlth.raises the 
question of the trustworfhiness of my sources of information concer- 
ning statements in my long letter to you from Malita,in which I put 
upon certain groups of Armenians and Gresks a share in the responsi- 
bility for the Smyrne Disaster. 

Tt” ls perfectly natural that you should raise this question espe- 


cially in view of your long experience with Turkish affalirs,and the 
Overwhelming amount of testimony from other trustworthy friends 


whose statements are quite at variance with what I have written on 


the subject.We will both I am sure agree that this variance ls at 
least partly accounted for by the truth in the old saying; . 
‘Two men looked through the same prisombars} 
"The one saw mud,the other stars, 
The rejoinder here of course is that I was not in a position to see 
either "mud"or “stars™ as I was in bed in Paradise when the worst 
of the tragedy was being onacted, While that is lmerally true,I must 
claim that up to the moment I was struck down on the llonday after- 
noon following the Saturday on which the Nationalists arrived in 
Smyrna,I was in closer touch with the inside situation on both sides 
-—Greek and Turkish-than any other American Missionary theresand that 
up to the moment of my leaving Smyrna on the followinh Saturday eve- 
ning | was in constant close touch with my American colleagues on the 
campug,some of whom were in the midst of the worst conditions during 
the hours that the fire ragedt 
The sources of my information are the following: 
First of all I have the testimony of my own senses, The first bombs 
were thrown at the Turkish Troops as they quietly passed alongs the ® 
a! on entering the city and only a very short distance from where 
stood at the timeeThen I have first hand absolutely reliable infor 
matiom,non-Turkish,as to where, when,and how,these bombs were pro- 
cured, This information came to me unsought and by the merest chance. 
If you will again reread my letter, you will seethat my 
information regarding bomb-throwing, so far as it was Turkish Nation- 
alist and consequently ejudiced, was given me 48 hours before the 
fire and therefore not in defenge of as a reprisal me the Turks, — 
and that it came from a responsible military authority alongwith 
information distinctly favorable to the behavior of the 
Greek population up to that point, 
What other information I had from Turkish sources was very 
distinctly anti-Nationalist,and from persons who comdemn’as strongly 
as you and I do the excesses and shortcomings of their own. govern- 
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page 2, 
ment, Then I have the testimony of my own old boys,Greck and Armenian, 
as to the activities of the Greek National Defense Association and of 
the throwing of bombs by the Armenian revoliutionaries,which is in some 
the most damaging testimony of all. When one of our Armenian s}udenbs, 
who has been in the College for some years,tells his American profs. 
that he himself was one of the bomb-throwers it would seem to be suf- 
ficient confirmation in itself of the information given me on Monday 
by the Nationalist military authorities and referred to above,as tot 
the existénce of this Armenian organization. I have much more sweep- 
ing condemmatory testimony from ai old Armenian graduate of the Coll 
ege as to the calamities this organization has thus brought upon his 
people. 
Apart from these particular sourges of information I have 
abundant evidence from unprejudiced sources which you would not ques- 
tion, that everything I wrote in the letter referred to and also in The 
fater notes on the burning of Smyrna and the cities and towns of its 
hinterland,which I also sent you from Malta,was in accordance with 
the actual facts of the situation as it then existed in Smyrna, 

The only other Ytem in this letter calling’ for reply is the 
expression of your hopethat I "Vill not give publicity to such state- 
aentaant 11 I know they are true". I need scarcely, assure you that - 
although I am fully ¢onvinced of their truthfulndss I have taken 
special care not to give publicity to them. On this point perhaps I 
cannot do better than inclose for your reading a copy of a letter I 
have just written to Mrs. Kennedy,which will fully explain itself}

final action.,HWis American associates on the College staif have been 
much troubled that in the reports of his public addresses,press arti- 
cles etcewiich have come through to Us,he is invariably quoted as the 
"Chaplain of the International College”;and as copies of these arti- 
 cles,addresses etc.which are of a nature to arouse bitter resentment 
are ali carefully reported through to the Turkish Bovernnent ,»there is 
we belleve,a very real danger of their interfering;not onlywith the 
great service the College has been rendering the Greeks and Arncnians 
during the period since the disaster and indeed is still rendering 
them,but also of making impossible the larger service for all time to 
come which we believe is still before it,if the necessary prudence and 
foresight ave observed by those of us who ere responsible for its 
attitude amd service during the present time of extreme crisis. 

L presume Dr. Reed*s letter was a personal appeal to Mr, Harlow to 
carry out formally his resignation of last summer and faithfully 
represented the views of his American associates who remain here in the 
service of the College. 

1 will not here attempt to deal with the exaggerations and inaccurae 
Qles of his published articles and addresses, His letter to Dr,Reed 
however contains some inaccuracies and thinly veiled charges and sug- 
gestions regarding myself which you will,I am sure,permit me to chal- 
lenge;such for example,that ¥Y have been writing letters to Canadian 
Newspapers"Flaying the Christians of Asia Minor,denouncing the Greeks 
and Armenians, and with net a single protest against the Turkish atjZro- 
cities’, or the following; that"not long ago”’ I publicly denounced him 
at Paradise for what I called his "Pro-German sentiments",or again; 
that it wag due to such statements as I had made in London and Paris 
Which had influenced Britain to withold her support of Greece which 
had led to the final debacle and to the death and countless miseries 
of thousands eWhile the main burden of his complaint is that we have 
permitted the"Interests of the College"to stand in the way of the 
larger humanitarian interests of the hour,in not publicly protesting 
against phe bigs committed by the Turks, 

: cin wita this last. Surely Mr, Harlow is fully aware that 
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when we speak of the “Interests of the College"in such a connection, > 
we are not thinking of the material interests of an educational instutu- 
tion,or of it as a business enterprise. He knows that it is the ideals 
for which the College stands to which we refer;that it has been pul 
where it is,to build up the Kingdom of God among the various races and 
religions of that country irrespective of race or creed.Surely these are 
worthy humanitarian and all-inclusive interests,not only of the present 
moment but for all time. “Yas it not the College that rescued some 1500 
Gresoks and Armenians at the time of the disaster and afforded them shel- 
and vrotection until they were evacuated by our Committeé? Was it not the 
College that took over the large Greek Orphanage at Boudjah and by so 
doing was able to rescue and ‘turn over some 250 orphans to the Greek 
authorities at Saloniea all under the care of our Mr.-Moremen? Surely lr. | 
Harlow is not ignorant of the more than splendid service the College has 
been rendering during the last four terrible months through * The Sayrna 
Disaster Relief Committee of the Red Cross$@n organization made up al- 
mnost exclusively from our Staff) in carrying out the evacuation of some 
240,000 Greeks and Armenians. ("The College rendered a similar service 
nearly-four years ago to the Turks in the neighborhood of the Coilege 
by affording them protection and shelter at the time when the Greeks 
occupied Smyrna), Is lir, Harlow umaware that it is the College that has 
inaugurated the work in the prison camps and for the exchange of prison- 
ers both here in Greece and over in Asia Minor? and which is now being 
taken over by Mr.Birge. Practically all the time of all the members or 
the College Staff since the disaster has been taken up with these servi- 
ces,and in all of them Dr. Reed has taken an active partjand in the work 
in behalf of the prisoners,a leading partj while Prof,Lawrence is Chair- 
. Man and Prof. Caldwell Treasurer of The Smyrna Disaster Relief Com,with 
Mr.Trueblood,lMr. Bourguin,and now also lir, Moremen assisting in this ser 
Vice. These are only some of the humanitarlan services rendered by the - 
College almost exclusively in behalf of our Armenian and Greek friends; 
anc. Mr. Harlow must surely understan@ that not one of these services 
would have been possible for it and its Staff if I or Dr.Reed or any of 
oui associates now on the campus had been imprudent enough to follow his 
example in a policy of reckless and extravagant fulminations against the 
Turks.We feel strongly that it is not‘“play&ng the game fair”that Mr. -Har- 
dow while permitting himself to be announced as the Chaplain of the Intge- 
national College,to thus imperil its present and future usefulness by the 
extravagant attacks against the Turks that characterize his public 
addresses and articles in the press. 
But le% me go back to some of the specific items referred to above, 
I have never written letters on the present situation in Asia Minor to 
Canadian Newspapers,or to the press in any other country, I do not even 
subscribe ¥ a Canadian newspaper or Magazinejnor have I written any- 
thing to ahy person beyond what I have written in the two letters from 
Malta,copies of which I understand were sent to you or Mrs, Schauffler 
at my request; for I have always gelt that I wanted you to know every- 
thing I wrote which in any way concerned the interests of the College. 
The same is true of what I said to the British statesmen in London 
when I was called to the Foreign Office,and also to the American dele- 
gates at the Paris Conference,three and a half years ago, when I was 
Called by them. I have as you will recall,cone very fully over these in 
terviews in my conversations with you and your friends in your drawing-- 
room, You will see therefore,my dear Mrs, Kennedy, that I have neither 
written nor said anything of which I have not fully and freely informed 


ou, I say this now because you might very naturally infer from Mr. Har- ff 
Peed letter that I had gone much beyond these limits, ot 
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page, ? rotesting against Turkish at#rocities 
know the whole pitiful story from both sides,0oi: 
excesses committed by all the parties to this 
of racial hate in the Near East,and the facts are equally, authenticated 
on both sides. No doubt remains in ny mind,that if public protestation 


$< 2p necessary partpor the remedy,it should be done by those who can do 


it without imperilling the interests of those permanent American institu- 
tions seme which heve been founded and built up there during many years 
of patient labor and at great expense to serve the fundamental interests 
of these races. I am sure youfwill agree with ne, that we who are devote 
our lives to the service of these institutions should carefully abstain 
from such public protest both through the press amd on the public platé 
form. I have always insisted that this was the only fair and reasonable 
course for me to follow when appealled to by press representatives or 
propagandists of either side,to publicly support their cause,ani in this 
course I have always had the all but unanimous support of my Anerican 
associates. 

Mr, Harlow’s charge that "not long ago"I publicly denounced 
him at ‘émParadise for his "Pro-German sentiments"is quite inaccurate, 

I have never publicly denounced anybody and trust I never will. I renen- 
ber when some seven or eight years ago lire Harlow,then on his way home 
to the U.S. writing a letter back from somewhere in northern Europe | 
which rather amused than annoyed some of his colleagues at Paradise,and 
wilch probably called forth some uncomplimentary remark fromugme in the 
presence of one or more of our then small cirele of Americans there, 

To have this word from the distant past called up now after ali these 
years and referred to as a public denunciation of him is surely"rather 
far fetched” to say the least, 

In closing let me simply add,with another apology for troubling 
you with this already too long a letter, that I have lon: felt and do go 
stlll,that Near East propaganda in England,the United States and Canada, 
has always been too exclusively one sided for any fair understanding of* 
the political situation there by the public generally,ancd I have never 
hesitated to state this frankly in private conversation with my friends 
in these countries;and have given my reasons for feeling so, To wy critic 

uch as Mr, Haplow,who denounce me as pro-Turk,I accept the criticism with 
the proviso that I am,in the very same spirit and measure,also pro-Greek 
and pro-Armenlangand I like to remind them that during the 3§ years of 
my work as a missionary at least ninety five per cent of my service has 
been given for Armenians and Greeks and only a portion of the remaining 
Pive per cent for the Turks, As a result of this long service among the 
Christian races of Turkey,I am sure it is quite within the truth to say

I promiged to keep you advised of further developments in the matter, 
I nave/Just covered this ground in a letter to Mr Staub and am inclosing 
a copy of the same to you herewith. I have addressed this information to 
him because in my letter to you I wish to write of other interests 
which do not concern hin, | | 
I think it is only right that I should make it clear 
to you and other friends of the College in Smyrna,that my interest, 
pgrhaps I might say enthusiasm,for the new project does not mean any 
Aeakening of my loyalty to the interests that center on the Paradise 
Campusj;for these will always hawe first claim on my sympathies and 
service,so long at least as there is any possibility of carrying for- 
ward the work there. I say this because the friends here who began by 
asking my counsel and help in promoting an American College for Gresce, 
now insist on my continued leadership in the matter,while I have main- 
tained all along that I must be regarded as a helper and well-wisher 
of the enterprise. | | 
We are now anxiously awaiting the arrival of Dr. 
Reed from Smyrna to get his latest reaction on the general situation 
there. We expected him about a week ago and we now hear he is being 
held up awaiting permission from Angora to leave the country. 
As regards the attitude of the Govt:the fact that 
Angora seems clearly to have exempted our students from military service 
would seem a very decided evidence of good will; and yet the attitude 
of the local Director of Education for the province seems,according to 
Mr Birge who arrived here a week ago,in this matter and others,to be 
distinctly hostile. If Reed, when he comes,confirms this view of the 
situation and also Mr Birke's general pessimistic view,it will make me 
hesitate to return to Smyrna if and when the permit I am asking from 
Angora arrives. The British government has sow removed its ban on 
Britishers returning to Smyrna,though still ilusisting that if they 
return they do so at their own risk. 
The reports that reach us here of conditions in the 
Smyrna area and of the general situation in Asia Minor are so conflict- 
ing that it is impossible to think out plans,ior even the near future, 
with any degree of certainty that you can carryx them out. 

I feel however that my time here is being well 
employed,and if,during my exile in Greece,I am being used to help forward 
in any measure the project of an Awerican College for this country,l 
will see clearly the hand of God,not only in sparing my life in that 
ordeal on Sept-lith.but also in the ban of the British Govt.in preventing 
in the meantime at least my return to Smyrna. S

My Dear Dr. Barton:«~ 
When I arrived home last Sunday evening from 
another cruise,this time of eleven days and up the east coast of 
Greece ywith my old friends,Mr. And Mrs. David Forbes,in their yacht 

"Galanthe", I found your valued letter of April 26th.awaitaing Me. | 

: I have again re-read your article inthe Congregationalist 

of April 12th.and the only comment I have to make on it is that I hear- 
tily endorse every word of it. I read it,when it first arrived,to my 
great satisfactionjand while it is easy to understand the opposition 

of the great bulk of the Armenians to any effort,from whatever source, 
to help the Turks,one is scarcely prepared to learn of such opposition 
from any part of the constituency of a Missionary Board. #t is grati- 
fying to meet many Armenians,even amons those who hawe suffered most 

at the hands of the Turks,ready to support any effort to bring the 
Christian message to their persecutors,. 

The problem confronting Missioary and Hducational Boards 
conducting operations in Turkey,must be an exceedingly difficult one 
in view of the present opposition,and unless their constituencies 
can be persuaded to take the long view,which is the only reasonable 
one for christian statesmanship under such circumstances, it is difr- 
icult to see how these institutions are to be adequately supported 
during the next few years of special stress. To the friends of these 
institutions in America, the present dark outlook for the immediate 
ruture ofthe work in Turkey,must be a cause of very real anxiety and 
a sreat challenge to their faithjand we can only hope they will nob 

"grow weary in well doing"throughout this period of trial of our 
faith and patience, 

I found Mr. Bourquin, of our French Dept. here on my arrival, 
having brought over from Smyrna our Nineteen Armenian students who | 
were prisoners at Magnessia since October. The other member of this 
group had besn sent to hospital some time before their release,and they 
have had no news of him since then. These nineteen are all in good 
health, though greatly in need of clothing refit. They had arrived on 
yaturday evening and had come up here on Sunday just before I got home. 
It was indeed a great joy to meet them all again and we spent a 
wonderful hour or two together, They suffered grievously during their 
earlier experiences at Magnessia,but for some months past have been 
well treated,thanks to the Arab officer at the head of their battalion 


who seems to ‘have begn considerate for the interests of all the men 
under hin, 


For the past two days I have been giving much of my time 
to looking after them,and we have now got seventeen of them booked 
for the morning train to Salonica where they are to be cared for at 
the American Farm School there,for the present at least. One of then, 
Ovhannes Simonian,has elected. to strike out on his own here,and there 
is every Likelihood that a Schollarship, provided by an Armenian doctor, 
in the Moody Bible Training School in Chicago,will fall to his lot. 
Another,Arakelian,has found his mother here and has decided to remain 
in Athens. It was good to find them all in such lll ade haa most 
of them with little or no bitterness in their hearts, -

: Among the letters I found awaiting me was one from my 
old friend, Prof. Arnold J, Toynbee,professor of Byzantine and wodern 
Greek History in London University,who had come to see me at Smyrna on 
his way back from Angora the other day,and whose article in the March 

number of the Contemporary on the present situation in Turkey is 
certainly fair and illuminating. If you have not read it,I would suggest 
it is worth your reading.Though an ardent Philhellene and anti Turk 
until his first long visit to Asia Minor,two or three years ago,he is 
now openly accused of being pro-Turk and anti-Greek, He has however 
made a very careful first hand study of the whole situation inthe Near 
East,especially of the Greeko-Yurkish phase of it,and one paragraph 

of his letter is I think worth while quoting. Writing of his Journey 
from Afion Kara Hissar to Smyrna he says: 

" I saw the whole devastated area from Oushak downwards. 
It seems to me as if the immediate responsibility were fairly 
divided between Turks,Greeks and Armenians, while the ultimate 
responsibility, ("He that causeth to stumble") falls upon the 
Powers «© but when I said this at a public meeting last night, I was 
overwheimed with abuse by a friend of the Greeks =~ a bad friend, 

I think, for how do you help a &xukm a nation by being their blind 
partisan? 

I am hopeful about the eventual development of Turkey. 
The most noticeable thing at Angora is the concentration of interest 
upon internal affairs,and I think they will very slowly learn the 
trades and techniques which used to be in the hands of the minori- 
ties,and will get the country in order,much as the Balkan peoples 
have been doing since they founded their national states. 

On the other hand,I think there is going to be a bad 
period of post-war exhaustion and depression. But institutions like 
The College,which work for distant ends, can look beyond this 
into the further future ~- and I believe you have a great future 
in helping to produce an understanding between West and Hast, 

The more I see,the more I feel that the fundamental problem in 
the Near East is on of personal relations, not of politics and 


economics, In other words,it Is a problem of education," 


These are anxious days for us as we wait for letters 
reporting the meeting of the Board of Trustees in which the question 
of the immediate plans for the future of the College is being decided. 
We have been praying that you all may be guided to guch decisions as 
will eventually work out for the highest interests of the Kingdom of 
God in Turkey. 3 
This morning I mailed to your address a pamphlet in Greek 
containing an outline of the project for an American College in Athens 
which has been prepared by the Provisional Committee for circulation 
among wealthy Greeks here and abroad, It is a translation of all the 
documents already in your possession with photographs of some of the 
Near East Colleges. A few days ago I was much pleased to receive a 
cable from Mr. Staub announcing that the project had been favorably 
received in America, There is great enthusiasm here on all sides for 
the scheme,and the remarkable recent rise in the exchange value of the 
Drachme should increase the chances of larger financial support from 
Greece.The exchange value of the Drachme has nearly doubled within the 
last five weeks,and the hoped for signature of the, treaty of Peace 
within the next few days should tend to stabléize “at its present 
value.The next meeting of the Provisional Com. is to be held in our home 
here in Kephessia,and at its close we propose to explore some possible 
Sites in this immediate neighborhood. We will be much interested to

learn what steps are being taken in New York to give more definite 
form to the project. In spite of all my efforts to make it clear that 
this new scheme is in no way connected with the plans for the future 
of the International College,the idea seems to persist that we are 
transferring the Smyrna College to Greece. I suppose the chief reason 
for this is the part I am taking in trying to help forward the new 
scheme. 


I am much interested to learn from your letter that the 
mystery of the long lost College documents is at length cleared up,at 
least so far as the finding of the documents is congerned. It would 
surely be interesting to know who is responsible for placing them in 
the unused drawer in Mr. Riggsg room, 


My recent outing was a most delightful and restful ex- 
perience.The one in Feb,did me much good and I have no doubt this last 
one will also prove a valuable aid in helping | to fully reestablish ny 
health, Indeed I am now able to do a fair day's work without feeling 
specially exhausted, 

The permission from Angora for my return to Smyrna has 
not yet come,but even when it does I will be in no hurry to take advan- 
tage of it, unless the general situation in the meantime becomes distinct- 
ly more reassuring than it seems to be at the present moment, 

Mr Bourgquin's report of the situation in the Smyrna area 
is far from encouraging. He left here this morning for Salonica en route 
ror his home in Switzerland. Later in the year he expects to go on to & 
Harvard to take up a course in Education, He reports Prof. Caldwell in 
in anything but robust health and spirits,and that he expects to go to 
America this summer for a general overhauling. It seems Prof. Lawrence 
would also like to go to America this summer if the way opens, 

I presume the decision of the Board of Trustees regarding plans for 


the immediate future of the College will somewhat influence their plans 
in this matter,

: When Reed was here,he was made a member of the Provi sional 
Committee for an American College in Greece,and the Con, placed in his 
hands all the data thus far accumulated in connection with the Project, 
with the request that he discuss the matter with friends in America 
who have long been interested in it. He will doubtless hand you a 
complete file copy of these documents. 

I hope,when you have looked them over carefully,you will 
feel that it is such a Project as might attract the interest and backing 
of such men as Mr. John D. Rockefeller Jr. and that you would venture 
to ask him to look over the documents. Reed will see Mr Venezelos on 4 
the subject as he passes through Lausanne on Monday. 

A second letter to-day from the Greek Government makes i 
its pledges of help quite specific,covering exemption from taxation, 

- customs dues,the provision of a suitable site for the College and land 
for an Agricultural Dept. To-day we called on the Mayor of Athens who 
was very enthusiastic over the project and gave us assurances of material 
support from the Municipality of Athens. These will be made specific in 
a letter which the City Coune@il will address to us. You will be inter- 
ested in the letter of the King and also that of the Metropolitan Arch- 
bishep of Athens and of Greece, All the leading Banks of the country 

are lining up behind the Preject with definite pledges of financial 
help. But with the Drachme at one sixteenth of its zormer exchange 

value and the new Government tax of twenty per cent on all property, 


even on unproductive capital,it is clear the great burden of financial 
backing must come from abroad, 


I was delighted to learn a couple of days ago that the @ 
Greek Govt. and the King are bestowing on our good friend Mr. Cleaveland 
Dodge of New yvork,the highest decoration in the gift of the state. 
This step at this particular woment is in uo way,not even indirectly, 
connected with the College Project,and is entirely on account of his 
past services to Greece,especially through the N.E.R.

TI 
hope lirs. Kennedy will stand by the College as in the past, 
and I trust that by the time this next college year is over _ 
we shall come out into a clearer situation as to the future. 


I was called to Yashington this last week for 2 
conference with Secretary Hughes on the subject of the Near 
East ani went over in detsil the draft of the treaty as far 
as it has been completed, as well as many items that sre now 
under negotiation. It is an interesting fact that no refer- 
ence is made in the treaty itself to American institutions. 

I think on this point I can do no better than to send you a 
copy of the statement that I prepared in the New York office 
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yesterday to send out to = group of interested friends in 
this country, reporting my trip to “ashington. That will 
tell you the whole story so that I need not repeat. 
Secretery Hughes is thoroughly sympathetic with the insti- 
tution and its work am urged above all things else that we 
keep on with the work, not weakening in any wey, but strength- 
eninge it as we are ab Le as @ stratecic move for our future 
relations wi th Turkey.

My Dear Mr. Riggs:- 
| I have your letter of May 9th. addressed to Dr. 

Reed and myself with inclosure suggestions as to the future Locations 
of the Near Hast Colleges,and asking my reaction on the question. 
Dr. Resd is now with you,and you have doubtless canvassed the whole 
Situation with him personally. | 

I feel it is altogether too important a question to 
handle by correspondence,and that any side-light I might throw on 
. it from my independent view-point might be greatly modified if all 
the facts and bearings of the situation were before me. 

At this point I would like to preface what I am about 
to write, by saying that I am very heartily in favor of continued 
educational effort on behalf of the deported Christian races in 
their new surroundings, 


As I look over the suggestions,the only one I feel definite 
sympathy with,at the present moment,is No2, and yet I might feel 
aifferently regarding even that one if I heard the whole situation &rx 
frankly discusged in its larger bearings. If,for example,I were in 
conference with those in whose hands the ultimate decisgion lies, I 
would wish,first of all,to open the general question as to the wisdom 
or justice,from the standpoint of christian statesmanship,of ree locat- 
ing any single one of all the institutions under consideration, 

It seems to me fundamental that this whole question be 
considered,not only historically but also,from "the long view ahead" 
standpoint. Thus considered,many pertinent questions at once suggest 
themselves, 
| Were those pioneers of Missionary and Educational effort 
in Turkey wrong in regarding their mission as primarily and ultimately 
to bring the christian message to the Moslems of that country? 

Does the fact that most of these educational institutions 
have ministered almost exclusively to the Christian races of Turkey 
in the past,and the additional fact that these races have now been 
driven out of bounds,afford any sufficient reason why these institu- 
théns should now be uprooted and transplanted,when we bear in mind | 
that they are still surrounded, in each case,by Turkish constituencies, 
in whose behalf American Missionary and Educational effort was otgin- 
ally undertaken? 

Does the shocking treatment of the christian minorities 
by the Turks,and their present abnormal attitude towards the christian 
civilization of the West, justifgme any modification of the original 
purpose of American missionary educational effort in Turkey? 

Have our relations with the Turkish Government throughout 
the past century; does the present official attitude of Turkey toward 
our institutions; have our personal contacts with Turks in the past 
few years and especially during the past few months,demonstrated the

Has our contact with Islam at close quarters made us feel, 
in any measure,its sufficiency as a religion,for building up the 
Kingdom Of God in Turkey? 

Is it fair to regard the uprooting of Christian Institu- 
tions which are surrounded by Turkish constituencies,as a confession 
of failure,or merely as a strategic retreat from advanced positions? 

How far should the apparent unwillingness,at present, of 
their American constituencies to finance these institutions during 
the next few years of sore financial depression in Turkey,be allowed 
to enter as a determining factor in reaching a decision regarding 
their Location, that we can believe to be in accordance with the letter 
and spirit of the Great Commission? 

(Personally I believe the way has only now fully opened 
for realizing~the original purpose for which American Missionaries , 
went to Turkey,more than a hundred years ago).

If there is any truth in the recently reported statement 
of Ismet to the representative of the Chicago Tribune at Lausanne 
regarding Angora's present attitude towards American benevolent 
institutions in Turkey,it would indicate a comolete voite face irom 
his declarations to you six months ago, and inferentially the coilapse 
of the “Chester Project". This latter seemed to get further confirmation 
in a report reaching us a few days later,,to the effect that Ismet nad 
signed an agreement with a group of British and French capitalists 
for consessions similar to those of the "Chester Project" 


I am troubled to learn that both Prof. Lawrence and Prof. 
Caldwell are proposing to visit their families in the United states 
this summer,especially if their applications inply that the College 
orovide their travel expense. Their recent furloughs in America,/frrof. 
Lawrence's covering a period of more than two years,with the heavy travel 
expense of their families at that time and again last autumn, nave 
been a severe though perhaps necessary burden on College finances, 
Those of last autumn contributed seriously to the heavy deficit,amount-? 
ing,I understand,to close on Fifteen Thousand Dollars,for the current 
year. These considerations should,in my view,release the College from 
any eaaebtormez claims from additional travel expense at this critical 
juncture. Prof. Caldwell apparently is in need of medical attention, 
and some months ago I wrote him suggesting that he come here and get 
both rest and_the necessary treatment, 
lf they are to serve the College in the future and espe- 
clally next year it would seem to me only fair that they should not 
look to it for further help for travel expense in the way implied, 
I appreciate greatly their valuable services to general relief work, 
refugee deportations etc,and also to the College,during the past 
trying monthsjand yet in view of the present unfortunate condition 
of College finances,and the whole financial situation now confronting 
us,I cannot bring myself to feel they are justified in expecting it to 
Finance the proposed visite to America,or even a grant in aid of that 
purpose. |

| I am in receipt of your letter of the 2nd inst. 

inclosing the report of the Turkey Conference held at the soamd 
Rooms early in June. Both your letter and the report have been read 
with special interest. | | | 

The findings of the Bonference are in general 
i think apout the only ones possible in view of existing conditions, 
though some of the references to the attitude of the Greek Govern- 
ment and people towards our proposed institutions in this country 
will need to be modified considerably in view of more recent 
developments. Thus far the plans for the proposed mens College do 
not seem to have come in any way under suspicion or criticism, and 
yet it may be there are snags further ahead. Yesterday,with two 
other members of the Provisional Committee, 1 had-a very satisfactory 
conference with the Prime Minister who showed the same lively 
interest in the Project as he did in our first long interview nore 
than three months ago. It may be however that our immunity fron 
suspicion and criticisa,(if this is indecd a fact)is due to our 
daving, made it clear from the beginning that the pronosed College 
poth in its administration and personnel would be in no way connected 
with any institution in Turkey,anc that we who were lending a helping 
hand were doing so as outsiders and only temporarily connected with 
lt. As for the A.C.I.plans I feél ‘strongly they should be held in 
abeyance for the present and until some final decision is. reached in 
Boston regarding the permanent nature of the plans and the relation 
of their proposed College to the A.C.I. in Smyrna. 

It am in general agreement with your agmument that those 
institutions in Asia Minor which were established in behalf of Armenians 
are not now justified in deserting their constituencies who have 
been forced out of bounds. Provision should certainly be made for them 
in their new surroundings just as soon as these are permanently 
aetermined on. I still feel however that the old plants, surrounded 
as they are now by Turkish constituencies,should be used wherever poss- 
ible for pg ORANG work amons Turks. I quite appreciate the fact 
that @s ye ADY no means certain that the Turks will accept our 
offers of help or be willing to cooperate with us in any way. Indeed 
in their present frame of mind,and according to some of the 
pronouncements of their recognized leaders,they consider themselves 
wetter qualified to help us than we are to help them, This I believe 
if & passing phase and does not represent the best opinion in the 
country; though it cannot fail to seriously interfere with our plans 
lor the inumediate future in any attemptex we are now making to develope

My Dear Dr. Barten:- 
My last letter to you seems te be that of June 
27 th.and new I wave your Valuable letter of June 30th. with all — 
its important inclosures, including your report of the cenference 
you had with the Secretary of State at Washington. 
I have read all these decuments with great 
care and special interest; especially the very full quotations from 
the draft -reaty now in course of preparation between the United 
States and Turkey. The general impressien made by reading these 
extracts is,en the whole ,satisfactory;and if the Treaty of which they 
form a part’ is put into operation it should make possible the 
effective functioning of our institutions in that country;sespecially 
if there is a spirit of good will on both sides- Much will depend ~ 
on this,for if they are suspicious of us,or indifferent towards us, 
or secretly hostile to us or our institutions, the best possible 
Treaty terms will be worthless. 

The spirit in which they intend to carry out 
the Treaty, if it is eventually signed, will very soon manifest 
itself;and our experiences in Smyrna during the coming year should 
prove of very special value in determining the policy to be adopted 
regarding all other American institutions in Turkey. | : 

I have just been on board the S. 5.@anada in 
the harbor at Piraeus to meet a former graduate of the College, a 
Turk, just graduated form the Mass. Agricultural College,and who is 
now under contract with us for our Agricultural Dept. He was of 
course very cordial, and introduced me to Dr. Fuad Bey, an Angora 
deputy, who is returning there from an official visit to the United 
States, with whom I had a long chat. He was enthusiastic over 
America,cordial throughout ou@ conversation,and yet I thought I 
detected a certain reserve in his atitude, although we did not come 


to close quarters on the question Of American institutions in his 
country. 


It is reported here there are a number of American 
Missionaries who have been black listed by the Turkish authorities, 
and who consequently will not be permitted to return. Another 
version of perhaps the same story ig #hat all of us are in that 
Category, which I very much doubt, ugh I am inclined to believe 
the other report may be true. If however we have all been put 
under the bam as missionaries because some of us have,in their view, 
offended against the rules of hospitality,might it not be a | 
prudent precautionary measure to have those of us connected with 
the College who bear the lag ig 6 removed from the 
-list ef Missionaries of the Américan Board, and let us hold our 
positions in the College simply as the appointees of the Board of 
Trustees of that institution and have our salaries voted by the 
American Board inte the} other treasury? I simply kxmeeuxkx throw

My Dear Dr. Barton:- 


Yours of July 11th. but postmarked the 16th. came 
three or four days ago, and although I have nothing of special import- 
ance to report to you since my letter of July 26th. I want to keep ~ 
you fully advised regarding all news that comes to us from across the 
Aegean and of our own impressions and plans. 

I was not over"seriously impressed with the report 
quoted in my letter to Reed to which you refer,but I am glad to have 
your explanation of the attitude of the Chicago Tribune toward American 
Missionary interests in the Near ast. I also realize that all news 
reaching us here through the Press pertaining to conditions east of us 
is,in the very nature of the case, highly colored and therefore do not 
tale it too seriously. 

I do not know how fully you are being advised 
by Prof. Lawrence of the situation on the Campus,but the letters I get 
fromthere,copies of which go to Reed,give a distinétly favorable 
impression as to the adtitude of the local authorities toward the Colleg. 
Some of his letters fail to reach me,but his last one under date of 
July 26, reporting the Peace celebrations there,which were very enthuse 
siastic, tells also of his call on the new Maarif Mudir, who was very 
cordial and promised to help us in every possible way. He also reports 
that there are m “ee for our autumn opening. oe 

Mrs MacLachlan and I have decided that we had better 
slip over there just as soon as we can get our passports vised, without 
waiting for Reed to arrive here, and then he, Mrs Reed and the children 
; can follow later. I am hoping however the Board of Trustees will not 
delay his departure from New York beyond the 14th. of August,when he 
had planned to sail,for the purpose of raising more money for the 
the College;for with the pledges now in hand and with gifts which are 
sure to come from friends during the year,we are not going to fail 
for want of funds for the year’s necessities in that line. His presence 
on the Campus for some time before the Term opens is urgently needed, 
> for new plans have to be worked out in preparation for our opening 

in which his help is indispensable. | 
From a reference to Mr. Kingsbury in Prof. 
Lawrence's letter,I gather he is coming to Smyrna,and I am wondering 
whether for college or station work- Two previous letters from Lawrence 
however are missing and doubtless the information I want is contained 
in one of those letters...

My Dear Dr. Barton:- 

It is a great joy to be addressing you once more 
from this Campus. Mrs. MacLachlan and I arrived here last Saturday 
Morning,the Vali having kindly arranged for our being received, as 
vises are not yet being given to any one by the Consulate in Athens, 
Our rather excessive baggage,some thirteen or fourteen pieces in all, 
was passed through the customs without beging examined and we were 
received as if we quite belonged to the place,as indeed we do. A group 
of our Turkish boys were on the pier,or rather the landing at the 
Custom House,who gave us the heartiest kind of a welcome,and it was — 
like wetting home from exile to come here to Kenarden Lodge, where we 
are fortunate enough to have inherited an old servant maid of the 
former Russian Consul General who was one of our many refugees just — 
one year ago these days. unch therefore was waiting for us,and this 
over, followed by an hours rest,we were ready to begin unpacking and 
get ‘settled down once again in. this home, endeared to us by so many 
hallowed associations. Professor Lawence, Hatem Bey and Mehmet All 
Bey,who are the only members of the staff now here,were among those 


who met us at the landing and it was indeed a great delight to meet 
them again, 


Great preparations were in progress throughout 
the city to celebrate the first anniversary ofthe re-taking of the 
city from the Greeks,and yesterday it was in gala dress for the occasion 
when with processions,fireworks etc.etc.the great event was duly 
celebrated. Mrs MacLachlan and I spent the day trying to get our home 
put shipshape again,for you know it has been a sort of G.H.Q.for all 
the staff and College activities throughout the past yearj;and for a 
part of the time the boarding department was run in our dining room 
and kitchen. By last evening we were quite settled down and ready to 
begin thinking and planning for the College. 

Professor Lawrence who has remained here throughout the 
year,has maintained very friendly relations with the government 
officials,and with the assistance of one of our Turkish students has— 
had an abbreviated Catalog in Turkish prepared for distribution to 
applicants. He has also had our opening announcements put in the local 
press;and reports applications from a goodly number of intending 
students, His services to the College during these trying months have 
been of great value and he should have some rest and change before 
settling down for another year's work in the classroom. I urged him 
to break away for at least a fortnight and i undertook to provide a 
Hundred dollars to enable him to do so, 

This morning I had a brief and very coNM@ial visit with 
the Vali who has undertaken to bring in our two American tutors and 
Prof. Seylaz,who are arriving here to-morrow on the 8.S.Lamertine 
without vises. A cable from Dr. Reed this morning frpm Athens announces 
their coming and we presume the S.S:President Wilson,in which he two 


American tutors (Macfarlane and VanZanten) crossed fro el a7,

permitted tie land her passengers at Patras. Prof Seylaz shipped from 
Marseilles;and it was to help these tutors in case of necessity that © 
it seemed best Reed should remain in Greece another week or ten days. 
We are trying to see what can be done here in the matter of finding 
servants before Mrs. Reed comes over with the children, for the 
servant question both for our homes and the College has threatened 
to prove one of our most serious difficulties. 

This morning the Vali promised to permit our employing, 
at least temporarily,Hellenes or Greek rayas from among the prisoners 
who are still here,if I can find any who will meet our requirements 
for cooks or general servants in the College and also in our homes, 
and this would now seem the most hopeful way out of this very serious 
difficulty. The only homes connected with the College for this year 
apparently, will be the Reeds and our own,and this means that we will 
have to do all the entertaining,a very serious burden especially for | 
irs. Reed and Mrs. MacLachlan under present housekeeping conditions 
here. Cost of living seems steadily increasing and is likely to continue 
to do so under present economic conditions throughout the country. 
So far as I have been able to gauge the situation in this respect cost 
of living seems to be pretty much what it was during the later war yoarme 


| ‘You wlll judge from what I have writtén you that 
the outlook for the College is distinctly favorable,but it will require 
some time before we can hope to swing into our regular pace again. In 
the meantime wewill be able to render valuable service,and there is 
at present every indication that the government will facilitate our 
plans and will cordially cooperate with us in carrying forward the | 
work of the College;so that with the loyal backing of our friends in 
America we will be able to function efficiently. 


n my chat with the Vali to-day the question 
was raised as to the possibility of our being able to let the educational 
authorities have the use of our old premises in the city for their 
Normal Training School,and I encouraged him to hope that we would be 
able to do so. Apparently the Club for which Mr. Jennings has been 
planning,in the line of general "Y" work,is not likely to come into 
being in the near future,as we have heard no further word of it for 
some months, In any case this would seem to be an encouraging opening 
for cooperation with the Educational authorities which we should not 
fail to avail ourselves of;and just as soon as we can conveniently get 
a few members of the Cabinet together we will take action in the 


matter. | 
eo We are expecting Dr. Reed over about the end of this 
week™&nd we are hoping Mrs. Reed and the children will come with hin. 


My health is keeping fairly good,but I find I have to move along 
very cautiously in order to keep going at all. There are many things 
however that I am able to do that are very much worth while, without 
attempting any routine work of any kind,and I will endeavor to Limit 
myself to that particular kind of service,

My Dear Dr. Barton:- 

I must not let another Sunday pass without 
getting a line off to you,for these are apparently awe the only 
days,for the present at least,when I can find quiet for letter 
writing. 

Mrs MacLachlan and I arrived here a fortnight 
yesterday and I have been under heavy,or perhaps I should say,steady 
stress since then,for I am as much as possible throwing the burdens 
upon others in order to insure that I can keep going myself in a 
more leisurely way. I need not tell you what a great joy it is to us 
to be back here again,and particularly so in view of the cordial 
reception I have had from the government authorities,their attitude 
towards the College, and the encouraging prospects that are opening 
up before us for a successful year of work, All these are proving an 
an excellent tonic for me, and by keeping away from the office I 
have thus far been able to be of real serviee without overtaxing 
my resources, 

I have had three interesting interviews with 
the Governor,and have established very cordial relations with him, 
During the last one yesterday, when I kook Miss Green with me and 
introduced her,explam@ining her plans to reopen the Turkish Girés 
School at Geoztepe, I made an appeal to him to facilitate the 
difficulty we are experiencing in finding efficient servants for 
the College, by permitting us to engage a former cook who is among 
the civil unexchanged prisoners at Manissa,and he at once made 
arrangements for his release and to come to us. In a number of 
other ways also he has made it clear that the Government is anxious 
to co-operate with us in every way. Immediatelyon my arrival here 
a fortnight ago an opportunity came to usg to be of real service 
to the Educational Department which was in great need of a building 
for its Normal Training School. Our old property in the city,which 
since early in the Great War has been placed in turn at the service 
of the Turks,Greeks and Arnenians,this Bast year the Turks using it 
as a Hospltal,was again placed at their service for their Normal 
school,and for this they: have shown great apprecietion, 

After visiting the Governor yesterday we ealled 
on the Director of Education and were very cordially received. The 
way 1s now quite clear for Miss Green to go forward with her plans 
to get the School opened a week hence,and apparently there are many 
girls walting to register.

My Dear Dr. Barton:-. 

This will confirm my letter to you of Sept. 23rd. 

and acknowledge yours of $fept.28th.with its good news of the more 
hopeful outlook for the Board's finances in the closing months of the 
fiscal year. Your later letter to Dr. Reed of the final close up of 
the year is most gratifying indeed and I congratulate you all. 

pe 8 my last letter to you things have been moving apace 

with us and our experiences have been somewhat varled,especially during 
the past ten days,though we now seem to be sailing out into calmer seas. 
Things were normally quiet during the first ten days after our opening, 
and our registration ran up to about one hundred,our patrons being 
almost exclusively from the wealthier and official classes, when without 
the slightest shadow of a cause, the Turkish press of the city came out 
with a violent attack upon the College for compelling Moslem students 
to attend church services and sing English songs. Our case was so clear 
that we could afford to sit still and await developments, and we did not 
have to wait long,for two days later practically our entire group of 
Turkish students refused to answer the call of the bell to morning 
assembly and congregated on the further end of the Campus.I walked over 
to them and explained in a few words that their choice was between 
answering the call to morning assembly and not being permitted to attend 
Classes; that the way to the classrooms was through the Assembly Hall 
and demanded that they respond at once. Fully two thirds of them obeyed 
and the remainder movedoff to the general study hall in the main building 
where I joined them a few minutes later. Here I gave them some quiet 
fatherly advice and explained to them that if their fathers,after under- 
Standing the real facts of the situation,were afraid to have them meet 
for purely academic exerg}ses in the room where we had formerly met 

: for morning Chapel,and,wPite me a request that we hold our morning 

: assembly in some other room,we might consider changing our place of 

: assembly,but not until then; and then gave them their choice of going 

over to assembly or leaving the College. They then marched over and 
jolned the other group and morning assembly was held as usual. That 
Same day another bitter attack appeared in some of the papers, but since 
that Tuesday morning,our exercises have gone fomwward in the usual way. 
As I anticipated,a letter came to me that afternoon from the Director 
of Education for this Province, calling my attention to these charges 
and asking me for my comments on the same. Before making any formal 
reply by letter I called on him personally and went over the whole 
Situation with him carefully,ppinting out the absolute groundlessness 
of the charges,and inviting him to be one of the first to come up and 
address our students at morning assembly. He assured me that the govern- 


ment in no way supported th : 
nese charges,and that the Education authorities 
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were satisfied we were carrying on the work of the College in strict 
conformity with the new School Regulations, On the day after the first 
attack appeared I was seeing the Governor on another matter,and casually 
referred to what had taken place. He had neither seen nor heard of the 
attack and suggested that I should not let it seriously disturb me, 
Consul Treat had a long conference with him the following day on the 
question of the attitude of the press, and found him solidly behind us 
in what we were doing and strongly supporting our general policy. 
As our Yabinet is reduced to three or four members I asked Consul Treet 
to come out and confer with us and he did so. In this conference he 
suggested and we agreed, that it would be well, while taking no direct 
notice of the charges in the press,to send a news item to the Turkish 
and French press in the city for publication in their news columns, for 
wnich of course we would undertake to pay. This was done yesterdag and 
and as to-day is a special holiday I presume it will appear in to-morrow's 
issues of these papers. I inclose herewith a-t¢opy of the item. 
| Our usual reception for our new boys in the opening weeks i 
of each year was planned for Friday afternoon and evening of last week, 
but when this cyclone struck us we were tempted to cancel it; but on 
reflection decided we had better go through with it. It passed off in 
splendid shape with nearly all the leading government officials present . 
including the Director of Education, two prominent Generals and the leadémng 
nabobs of the city. The Governor was absent from the city but sent a 
special message of regrets. Before the reception our boys won two very 
closely contested and exciting matches, Volley Ball and Basket Ball, | 
against the two leading Athletic Clubs in Smyrna. The reception was held : 
in the College Assembly Hall,(the new name for our chapel) and i¥Ynever a 
looked so beautiful. | 
Only.ntr week before these attacks appeared, I had asked to 
have an informal conference with the @iunmeg,the Director of itducation, and 
the Governor. In that conference, after referring to our former efforts | 
to afford facilities for our moslem students to attend the Djami services 
on Friday mornings by sending them bo Boudjah, and the failure of that 
effort on account of the distance, I proposed that the administration of 
the College would now be glad to place at the disposal of the religious 
authorities a suitable room on the College Campus,if they would undertake 
to provide for the proper conducting of a regular Friday morning service, 
in which case we would require attendance on these services by all our 
“Oslem students. I invited them to come up and selectfa suitable place for 
such a service. They, all three,were greatly pleased at our proposition 
and the Mufti undertook to get the necessary authorization from Angora 
for establishing such a service here, 
| Troubles however never come singly, and the very day on 
which the first attack appeared in the press, Dr. Reed was bowled completely 
over with what is prooving a rather serious case of some kind of intestinal 
trouble,and is still a very sick man although we are not quite so anxious 
about him as we were towards the end of last week when we called in an 
Italian doctor to consult with the Russian doctor who has his case in hand, 
His fever has remained high for much of the time since he was taken dow 
about ten days ago, and at times has been very hifga; so that under the 
most favorable conditions it will be a good while before he can be up and. 
about again. Fortunately I have been able to take over his heavy duties 
at the College and carry on without suffering any serious consequences 
thus farsyand I am glad to say I am feeling unusually well notwithstanding 
all the extra work and worries of the past ten days, 
| | A week ago I cabled you,"College over one hundred,half 
boarders,Girl's School forty five,prosperous"in the hope that it would r 
reach you in time for the National Council. Our numbers are slowly crawling,

My Dear Dr. Barton:- 

This will confirm my long letter to you of twelve 
days ago,and at the same time afford you some relief regarding the 
critical situation at the College at that writing. 

I have typed out a brief-outline of our experiences during 
the past two months for our files both here and at the Rooms in Boston, 
as likely to be of interest and value not only for reference in case 
of similar difficulties but also for comparison as to the attitude of 
officials toward American insthtutions in other parts of the country. 
The "Appendix" in the last two pages covers the situation since ny 
last letter to you. Younwill see from that,we regard the incident as 
practically closed and in a manner satisfactory to the College. 

We are greatly relieved by this solution and by other indi- 
cations of a favorable attitude towards the College from influential 
leaders in the country. I had a long visit this afternoon from one 
of the influential Angora Deputies whose friendly support I can fully 
rely on in the future. The President of the Republic is arriving here 
one Of these days and will be our near neighbor for some time it 
appears. I therefore hope to see something of him occasionally. 

We have all been under great nervous strain during these 

"anxious weeks and now feel greatly relieved by the brighter prospects 
now opening before us. 
Pr ts I prefaced one of my recent conferences with the Director 

Swe Education in the following manner: "Before taking up the questions 
under discussion whic Gi oe ee all of secondary or trivial import,let me 
first take up with is of real concern to both of us and vital 
to the whole situation. Our institutions are here to help the government 
and people of this country and they are an expression of the good will 
of the people of America towards Turkey. It is not our desire or 

purpose to force this help upon you and unless it is welcomed in the 
Same spirit of good will in which it is offered it is much better to 
to tell us frankly that we are not wanted,in which case we will gladly 
close our institutions;for it is impossible for us to render efficient 
service if everything we do is to be misinterpreted or regarded with 
suspicion. Do you want us and our institutions or do you not want us?" 
This produced a storm of protest that I should think of even raising 
such a aussie. Of course they wanted us and they needed us. He was

My long, letter to you of Oct.23 rd.reciteda the 
College situation up to that time,while the inclosed copy”of a 
recent letter to Mrs. Kennedy will be of general interest to you 
and at the same time peport conditions more nearly up to the present 
date. For some time past,and especially within the last few 
days, the College and its administration have become a veritable 
storm center in the city press, columns of abusive criticism 
being devoted to them, and largely growing out of our quiet but 
firm insistence that the man sent to us by the Educational authority 
is no longer acceptable to the College. We have taken this position 
regarding him because of his flagrant neglect of his duties in the 
classroom,having left the College about a fortnight ago and not 
returning for ten days because the arrangement of the class program 
did not make it convenient for him to take on at the same time 
another job in the city, and because he misrepresented conditions 

at the College to the acting head of the Dept. of sducation and to 
the newspapers. | 

| The Government is now being, attacked vigorously for not 

closing the College,and there is at the present writing some doubt 
in my mind as to how the turmoil will eventually issue. The absence 
of the Director of Education, whose loyalty I have sometimes 
doubted,tends to complicate and prolong the worrying conditions. 
Will the Governor General be able to resist the clamor in the press 
without getting himself in wrong with the powers at Angora, for 

of course it is being made to appear in the press as if we are 
disregarding the new School Baw and defying the authority of the 
Director of tducation. The College is also represented as being 
directed by men"with the mentality of missionaries". 

| The inclosed @opies of the last letters that have passed 

between the Acting Muarif Mudir and myself will throw some light 

on the nature of the complaints made against, though the letter of 

the acting Mudir fails to disclose the real cause of the Turkish 

teachers complaints against the College administration. We have 
always gone far beyond the minimum requirements of the new School 
Law in the amount of time we are giving to Turkish language,History 
ang Geography,and this was on of the chief grounds of complaint 
against me byy the Turkish Prof,because it increased his teaching 
hours and prevented him from taking on another job at the same time. 

His agreement with us specifically binds him to take his 
classes at any hours during the day as determined by the exigencies © 
of the class program in its final form, and the work actually 
assigned was still well within the minimum requirements of his 
agreement.It was reported to me more than a week ago that he had 
boasted,in the presence of some of the students,that he would close 
the College. Be that as it may, he is clearly an ill-balanced hot 
headed extremist who is out to make mischief for us, and it is a 
great mistake that a man of such temperament was ever sent to us 
by the #ducational authority. He was first of all sent to the 
Italian school,but for some reason which I! have not yet learned 
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left there and was sent here at his own request. 

A message from the Governor this morning asked me to Colle 
to him at 10.00 A.M. I went and waited until 12.0 clock without seeing 
him. An aeroplane accident had unexpectedly called nim away from the 
xonak,s6 I expect another summons to confer with him to-morrow. %efore 
closing this letter I will report the outcome of the conference, 

saturday morning, Nov. 23rd. 


No summons came from the Governor, but yesterday 
mornin; one came from the Director of Public Instruction asking me to 
confer with him at 3.00 o'clock in the afternoon.I went and spent two 
hours and a quarter in close conference with him. He had returned to 
the city,apparently at the request of tne Governor,whose purpose seems 
to be to’ let the Director of Hducation and I have a try out at finding 
a settlement of the present difficulty. Our effort nas evidently proved 
a failure,for nis last word to me at the close of our discussion was that 
we send to him to-morrow morning our final decision as to our willingess 
to reinstate Haxku Nezihi Bey as head of our Turkish Department. As to 
the impossibility of our doing so the College Sabinet is in unanimous 
asresuent, and I am inclosing to you herewith a copy of the communication 
that we have agreed on as our final say in the matter. It is now being 
carefully translated, and long ere this reaches you the die will appar- 
ently have been cast as to the present fate of the College. Our interview 
was frankly cordial throushout,and although much of the time was given 
to discussion of details as to the application of the School Law in our 
particular case, the real crux of the present difficulty is in the appar- 
ent determination of the education authority to force back again upon 
the College a man who has violated every claim to our respect and consid- 
eration and whose purpose would seem to be to accomplish our complete 
undoing. He stated that the final decision would lay in the hands of the 
government,I presume at Angora, though he did not make this clear. In any 
case ,before reference to Angora, it will come before the provincial | 
sovernment. His chief argument against yielding to our request that a 
successor be nominated is that etter the prestige of the tducational 
authority with all foreign institutions and even set it at defiance. 

ee There are in my view two or three possible 

issues to the situation. The government may force an immediate and defi- 
nite issue by sending the offender back to his post. This would make it 
evident that they were determined not only to close the College but also 
to make it appear that we ourselves were directly responsible by refusing 
to accept a government appointee. A second possibility is that they will 
temporarily suspend the College inforder to vindicate their authority, 
and then refer the matter to Angora for final action,which in such contin- 
gency would be likely to eventuate in a resumtion of the work of the 
College in the near future. A third possibility is that they will accept 
our request,and perhaps impose definite restrictions upon us with the 
new appointee. The real cause for anxiety in the whole situation is that 
the offender, Hakku Nazihi Bey, is a militant member of a radically 
extreme Nationalist organization which seems to be in a position to 
maxe trouble for government officials who are inclined to be cordial 
towards foreigners and foreign institutions.

@enuine tonic and offset against a rather worrying experience we have 
been having recently with the new nead of our Turkish Dept.who came 
to us at the beginning of this year as the sane ite rather appointee, 
of the Covernnent educational authority. 

I find it more difficult now to bear the many pewty 
annoyances incident on the new conditions tnan I would have found it 
before my experlencas of a year ago. These new conditions are character- 
ized largely by an attitude of suspicion,arrogance and petty interfer- 3 
enegs,not, thus far at least, by the Government authorities whose : 
attitudes throushout has been cordial and regular, nor yet by our patrons 
whose confidence is evidenced by their having placed their sons with us, 
but rather by an extreme element,both in and out of the College, whose 
radical nationalism would hamper and even drive out all foreign 
institutions from their country, a view which is not,in my opinion, 


shared by the responsible leaders of the Government nor by Large masses 
of the people. 


We have been worried a good deal with interference having 
its origin in this radical element for more than a month,but we thought 
we were getting out into clear sailing a fortnight ago when I had a 
long and very satisfactory conference with the Director of Hducation = 
just before his departure for the interior for an absence of twenty five 
days. On the very day of his departure however his nom&nee to the . 
headship of the Turkish Dept.created a crisis by walking off the Campus 
without a word of explanation,and all because the hours appointed for 
his classes did not happen to suit his special convenience,and we have — 
not seen him since. We learn however that he has grossly misrepresented 
conditions at the College to the acting Director of HMiucation who has 
now addressed a letter to me making certain demands which are clearly 
an interference with the internal administration of the College and 
which we cannot accept. The Governor General has asked me for a confer- 
ence with him on the whole question and I feel confident of his support 
in we have Canon.

Government and its officials toward American institutions, 
taking careful note as to whether the Government scems to. 
be carrying out the vurpose and spirit of the treaty signed | 
at Lausenne and not yet ratified by the United States Senate. 
Theres have already occurred at least three instances which. 
throw doubt into the minds of many friencs of Turkey as to 
whe ther Turkey really intends to keep the terms and spirit 
of this treaty if it is ratified. If the Smyrna Government 
shows a persistently hostile attitude toward the International 
College and its work, when the College is doing everything in 
its power to meet to the very letter the Turkish laws with 
reference to education, it will have great influence in caus- 
ing the Senate to reject the treaty or perhaps in leading the 
State Department to decline to lay the the 
Senate at all. 


The treaty was negotiated and. signed at Lausanne 

in a thoroughly friendly spirit on the part of the American 
representatives and the American Government, and it was under- 
stood that thet same spirit was manifested by the representa- 
tives of the Angora Government. It. was a treaty of amity . 
and cooperation. It was the expectation of the American | 
representatives that the treaty when ratified would be so 
ad 80 out by all Parties concermed .

My Dear Dr. Barton:- 

At a recent meeting of the College Cabinet,which 
for the time being is also the Board of Managers,special consideration 
was given to a proposition that in filling the present vacancies in 
the Board we should endeavor to associate with us two or three Turkish 
sentlemen of high standing in that community. Many of the arguments 
for such a depatture from our former custom will at once occur to you. 

Chief among these perhaps is that of winning the fuller confidence and 
cooperation of the government and people of the country. We made such 
a departure during the Greek regime when Mr. Alexander Papa Dimitriou 
was elected to membership on the Soard. 

Messrs Paterson,Forbes and LaFontain are expeciad 
to return shortly, but even with them back,there are four or five vacan- 
cies. In considering suitable nominations the cabinet is unanimous in 
recommending any of the following gentlemen who are of unqualified 
standing in their respective communities; 

Mr. Treat, U.S.Consul at Smyrna. 

Prof Albert Seylaz,Head of our *rench Dept,for some years. 

Mr. Archbald,representing the American Tobacco Co.sSmyrna. 

Mr. Boyd,also of the American Tobacco Co.Smyrna.and ease 
Elder in his home church(Presbyterian)in U,S. | 

His Excellency,Aziz Bey,Governor General of this province. 

Sherif Pasha Zade, Raemzi Bey,graduate of I.C.and represent- 

Messrs Hills Brothers of New York.

It is possible that neither the Governor General nor the U.S.Consul 
will be free to share actively in the work of the Board but would be 
willing to become honorary members of it, 
I write now specially to ask you to obtain for 

. us as soon as possible,the authorization of the executive of the Board 
of Trustees to definitely propose membership on our Board of Managers 
to certain of these gentlemen sufficient to fill the present vacancies. 
I am asking this aythority in advance in ordento guard against any 
possible refusal on the part of the Trustees to appoint those to whom a 
we may propose nomination. You will recognize the wisdom of this course 
especially in regard to our Turkish friends,of whom,in our opinion, 
there should be at least two appointed. On receiving your authorization 
we will at once approach certain of these gentlemen and, making a 
selection from them,report a complete list to you of old and new nominees 
with their periods of service on the Board, 


The Annual meeting of the Board of Trustees will 
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probably be held before these definite nominations can reach you,but if the 
Executive has already authorized us to make a selection from this group 
the Annual Meeting could take action authorizing their appointment as soon 
as the list reaches you. In the meantime we here will consider plans and 
measures for next year,including budget requirements, ana forward our 
recommendations in time for the Annual Meeting. Aa 

As I write your valued letter of Dec’ has reached 
me. I could almost wish it had passed through the censors hands and been 
reported to the Governnent authorities and I am greatly tempted to show it 
to some of my Turkish friends. It might have a distinctly sobering effect; 
@nd yet it is difficult,even for those of us who are in close grips with 
the situation to interpret the real attitude of the Government towards 
American institutthoms. Much that has happened here and elsewhere is doubt- 
less due inalarge measure to the personal attitude of the local authorities. 
Some incidents in our experiences during the past three months have raised 
serious questionings in our minds,not only as to the real attitude of the 
central government but even as to that of the local authorities with whom 
We are dealings On the other hand,there is certainly very :-much in our 
relations with the local officials that indicates an earnest desire on 
their part to cooperate with us in a most cordial,appreciative and helpful 
way, in carrying forward the work of the College. A careful diagnosis of 
perhaps all the difficulties that have thus far beset us would probably 
discover their genesis in that spirit of ultra-nationalism that is still 
rampant in the country and which is blind to many important facts in the 
Beneral situation which ought to be self-evident. 


In my last letter to you,(wrongly dated Nov. 
2nd.instead of Dec. 2nd.)I reported the successful closing of the incident 
re our former Turkish Prof. Hakku Nezihi Bey, through his resignation. 
Between five and six weeks have passed since then and a successor has not 
yet been nominated, though rumors to this effect have from time to time 
reached us. We are curious to know the cause of the long delay. Is it due 
to difficulty in finding the right man for us?;o0r are we being punished 
for our unwillingness to retain the former appointee?. I have decided to 
call on the Director of Public Instruction to-day in the hope of getting 
some light on the strange situation, 


We are all greatly rejoiced to learn of the 
successful issue of your operation and extend our warm congratulations.

Rave been looking for, 

The Medical clinic which we recently organized 
both here and in the city,under the care of Dr.Mahmoud Bey,our College 
_doetor, has a steadily increasing number of patients and is doing 
valuable service. This suggests a reference to the whole refugee sit- 
uation which is now rapidly developing here. A few days ago we had 
a visit from the International Commission having in hand the transfer 
of populations between Greece and this country,and the Turkish repre- 
sentative told me there were in all about 470,000 Burks to be brought 
over to Asia Minor from Greece and Macedonia,of whom over 60,000 had 
already arrived. On a single ship that came into our harbor, only a 
few days ago, 25 persons had died from cold and exposure en. route, 
and 19 babies were born on board. The condition of many of these 
refugees 1s pitiable in the extreme, and it now seems quitefertain 
that we are to witness over here in Asia Minor a human tragedy quite 
as terrible as the one we saw so much of last year over in Greece, | 
but with this difference, that while in that country American Relief 
organizations were effectively ministering to the sufferers, here no 
such organization exists, and the consequent suffering and mortality, 
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especially among children and old people will surely be very great. 


Quite recently a prominent influential Turk in speaking 
to me of the wretched condition of these refugees who are now pouring 
fin from Greece asked rather pointedly,"Why do not your relief organ- 
/izations help our people as they are helping the Grecks?" and then 
| followed it with another question which was not so perplexing, "Wont 
\youyeu try and persuade them to help our refugees also?" 

- I quite realize how by this time our good people at home 
must have grown weary of the constantly repeated appeals for Near 
East Reliefs and yet I believe there are some among them,and perhaps 
many,who if they knew the facts,would gladly reach out a helping hand 
to these poor suffering Turks. The moral efect on the people and 
sovernment of the country, and the reflex influence on American insti- 
tutions in Turkey,of American relief for these Turkish refugees at 
this juncture would surely prove of great and lasting value. 


A few evenings ago the Cabinet held a long and 
important meeting discussing plans and prospects for the coming year 
and I am to report to you our findings and recommendations. This 
letter however is already so largely occupied with other questions 
I will write you again at the earliest opportunity exclusively in 
regard to the matters then discussed. I may add here however that 
the importance and urgency of many of our requirements for next year 
sesmed to the Cabinet to make it important that I make a brief visit 
to America in the spring to confer with the Trustees and other friends 
of the College. As our plans for the formal opening of the Agricul- 
tural Yepartment at the beginning of the autumn term whll necessitate 
my being back here by the end of July or early August I would require 

/ to leave here sometime in April. I mention this now so that in case 

'- the Annual Meeting of the Board of Trustees has not been held by the 
time this reaches you,you might wish to postpone it until I could mest 
with them.

I have your letter of Feb. 26 reporting the annual 
meeting of the Board.of Trustees. It is perhaps just as 
well that no major items of business were taken up as I 
nope it will be possible to get a more meet— 
. gang of the Board after I reach Boston,as I hope to do,by the 
ww middle of May, if my present plans Carry. 


In my last letter to you I explained the failure of 


to you in time for that meeting. I am glad to know that 

the Treasurer's financial report was so satisfactory. In 
view of all tne conditions obtaining at tiiis end, I be- 
Lieve our financial showing for tne year will be regarded as 
a good one. I think we made a mistake last autumn in put- 
ting our rates too high and we are planning for distinctly 
lower rates next vear which will bring the advantages of tne 
College within reach of a much larger const ituency. 


When Dr. Reed was with you about a year ago soiie mer 
pers of the Board, beliéve Mre Crosby and Mr. Eastinan, 
pronised £1000 meeting our budget for this 

year. I am wondering. if these amounts have been paid in. 
there was the dollars which our old friend 
¥ Mr. Wilder promised ug,\two or three years ago, originally 
I believe to yourself, ayd confirmed to me later when I 
saw him,two years agde rtunately Mrs. Kennedy has been 
generous to us again this Kear and I think her gifts have 
already been reported to youe If the gifts above referred bo 
have been turned 4n we shouldbe able tO remove a consider- 
able portion of the debot that we carried over from last 
year. | 


Tie equipment in buildings and other appliances for 
our Agricultural Department is making serious claims on 
our exchequer, but if we are gojng to carry forward that 
department with any degree of efficiency we must expect to 
make considerable outlay in providing the initial equip- 
mente Work on the two unfinished buildings (Administration 
and Dairy) has been ey, forward in good shape for the 
last month or two, and I nope to see poth finished, apart 


our getting the nominations for the Board of Managers through

from the painting, before I leave for America about three 
weeks hencee The dwelling which will become the home of 
the director in charge is pretty wiuch in the condition of 
the "“heignianman's gun", which needed a new lock, stock 
and barrel, having a good "trigger." 


Part of it will have to be torn down ana rebuilt, and 
a Slianll wing added for wash—house, etce My ambition is 
to make the whole farm equipment a model of modern farm 
‘ttading and equipment. The long low building about 100 ft. 
long, built of strong masonry and covered with Marseilles 
tiles affords the possibility for providing a four—roomed 
house for the man and nis family, who will have charge of 
our cows and horses. It will further provide a space 
for fodder and stabling for eight or ten cows and three 
or four horses. There is nothing, however, but the walls 
and roof, not even doors and windows, so you see I nave a 
pretty serious task in carrying through modern requirements 
for the proper keep of our cows for the dairy department, 
and our horses for the farm work. 


The otner most serious need, apart from the agricultural 
and dairy implements, is an elevated water tank to provide 
the water supply for all the buildings, stabling, etCe. 

Much of my time recently has been given to discussing specifi- 
cations and estimates with an Italian building firm in this 
city for the carrying out of this building and repair pro- 
gramme, The balance of funds still on hand for the Agricui- 
tural Department will provide fully one-half of the sum re- 
quired, and if we are to have everything in readiness as we 
should have by next autumn, I iiust press on with our build- 
ing and equipment plans. 


I believe through our Agricultural Department we are 
going to Pind one of our most nopeful and efficient means 
/ -Oof helping this country and its people, and I believe 
friends at home will help me to see this project efficiently 
launcnede | 


I am not sure whether in any of my previous letters 
I have written you of the fine clinical work we are doing 
in the city and in the neighbouring town of Boudjah. 
/For this work we are availing ourselves of tne services of 
/ the College doctor, Mahmoud Bey, a Russian from Azerbaid- 
i jiane We are limiting him to work among the very poorest 
classes who are umable to pay either their doctor's or 
medicine bills. He gives a part of two days each week 
in one of the large city pharmacies, and also a part of 
two days each week in Boudjah.e Recently we had a deputation 
from that guarter of the city, from which most of nis 
patients come,to express to us their warm appreciation of 
\ 2 splendid services the College was rendering their poor 


people, and about the same time a similar deputation from 
Boudjane 
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Then about a week ago my attention was called to a 
prier article in the "Vakit" (Times) of Constantinople, warm 
ly commencing our efforts in rendering this service to their 
people. A week ago the Director of Public Instruction in 
this city, Nazim Bey, was transferred to Constantinople to 
 pecome the nead of the big civil training scnool there and 
we were a bit. anxious regarding the appoint:ient of his suc- 
cessor for a few dayse We were gratified, nowever, to find 
that an o1d friend of mine whowés at tne head of the Normal 
Training School here has been appointed to succeed him. | 
I nad avery pleasant conference with nim a couple of days 
ago and I consider we are very fortunate in having him occupy 
 tais position, for he is distinctly friendly to the College. 

Ramazan begins a week from tomorrow I believe, and we 
are Planning to have a course of "lenten"® addresses given 
to our Moslem vovs here at the College, a decision which 
has called forth quite favourable comment in the leading 
city paper two or three days ago. We are also,at the request 
of a group of our students, assigning the students® common 
room for the exclusive use of those boys who wish to nave 
a guiet place for their devotions during Ramazan. 


Dr. Reed left for Egypt, Jerusalem and Beirut to attend 

a G@onference called vy Dr. Mott at Jerusalem, and also the 
Educational Conference at Beirut for the American Near Fast. 
Colleges. We expect him back just vefore I start out for 
America. Since my last letter to you, work in the College 
has veen going forward quite normally and we are preparing 
to re-instate the two young men who were suspended apout a 


We understand the No¥itical situation in the country 

is very critical these days, and from what we learn on what 
seems to be good autnoritX, the internal situation is 
fraught with very serioys josibilities.

I want to acknowledge yours of March 6, which 

reached me eight or ten days ago. I am glad you 
are looking forward to having a meeting of the 
Trustees shortly alter my arrival in America. 
catch the “Berengaria, sailing from Southampton on 
May 3, as I am now planning, I should be in New York 
about the 10th or lithe Mrs. Kennedy has written, 
begging me to give her as much of the month of May 
as possible in New York, as they usually set out for 
Bar Harbour early in Jumee She asks me to come 
directiy from the boat to her home, and I will have 
a few errands in New York that will keep me occu- 
pied for a few days; but I should be in Boston by the 
Middle of the month or thereabouts. I should 11kKe 
to nave the Trustees meeting as representative as. 
possible and I nope the distant members, Mr. Crosby 
and Mr. Eastman.can-meet.with use I think it would 
be-quite safe for you to arrange for the meeting any 
ime in the last half of May, would be most 
convenient.

Friday afternoon was a splendid success. I think 
the crowd was the largest we have had since the 
inauguration of our new buildings here on the cam 
pus ten or eleven years ago, and it Was a very 
representative gatheringe The Vali sent his deputy 
with regrets and apologies that he was umable to 
be with use A Similar message came from the Director 
of Public fnstruction, who on his ow initiative had 
previously thanked me for the invitation and assured 
me that he would be present. I think all the other 
civil and military notables were with us. fhe pro- 
fins. was a very attractive ones and went off splen-— 


There was one jarring element to the very few 
of us who knew about the“flag incident referred to 
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in the accompanying statement prepared and forwarded 
to the United States representative here. Today I 
went down again to see the Vali about it, but found 
that his representative here on Friday had reported 
the wnole incident to him and to the commander of 
the gendarmerie in this province, both of whom de- 
Clare that no such order was sent and that the blun- 
der was due wholly to the local Chaoush.e Thay sug 
gestg that he may have been put up to it by someone 
who wanted to make trouble for use As the Governor's 
deputy assured me today that the matter was being 
investigated, it seemed best that I should not, at 
this point, take it up with him,and as I had already 
satisfied myself by personal invest igat ion here on 
the spot that the local gendarmerie was entirely 
responsible for the blunder, it is perhaps better 
that we should*regard the incident as closede 


I appreciate the financial burdens under which 
the NeE.R. is now endeavouring to carry forward its 
work among the orphans and I realize that with all 
the work now in hand it must be Very difficult, if 
not guite impossible, to reach out a helping hand 
towards the Turks who are in dire need. Mrs. Kennetly's 
last chegue of #5000 which reached me a month or 
six weeks ago was for our general needs. The same 
is true of her other gifts awd during the last twelve 
months.those she sent to me while I was in Greece 
were labelled for relief and were so applied, but I 
do not think we ought to use her later gifts for 
general relief when our own needs here in the College 
are so pressing and especially as her latters seem 
to make it clear that they are for the College. 


It would seem from your letter that the rati- 
fication of the Treaty with Turkey is in serious 
question. It is difficult to anticipate what the 
attitude of Turkey will be towards American educa- 
tional and missionary institutions in the country 
if the Treaty is rejected. We are now a good deal 
in the air and I think we will be very much more so 
if the Treaty is not ratified. I have just been 
reading a very interesting and well-written article 
in the April number of “Asia*® by Nathaniel Peffer 
which, on the whole, is a pretty fair statement of 
those phases of the situation which he discusses. 
If it comes within your reach I think you would 
find it worth while reading. We are expecting Dr. 
Reed back about a week from Saturday. Work in the 
College is going forward quite normally.

« I beg to report to you officially the "flag-inci- 
dent®* of yesterday afternoon. Up until yesterday 

I had studiously avoided the possibility of any 
question of flying flags on the college buildings 
by flying no flags at all, neither American nor 
Turkish. Yesterday afternoon, Friday April 4th, 
being our annual combined indoor ard athietic track 
leet to which the Governor of the Province and all 
the leading officials were invited, it seemed wise 
that we should fly the Turkish national flage | 


The regulations for flying foreign flags 
require that when such is flown there shall also 
be flown with it a Turkish flag of equal propor- 
tions, and at equal elevation. TI therefore de- 
cided that we should use the balcomies on the fourth 
floor of the main tuilding, both of whieh face 
the campus and are of equal eleVaiion, the flag 
staffs of approximately equal length, the advantage 
being in favour of the one used for the Turkish 


About seven oclock in the morning I personally 
placed the flags in their respective positions, 
the flags being of practically equal dimensions, 
the advantage being again in favour of the Turkish 
flag. No comment was made from any source until 
at three o*’elock in the afternoon, just as our pro- 
gramme was about to commense, and some hundreds of 
people were already assembled, a gendarme from the 
neighbouring Karakol came to the campus and ordered 
the American flag to be taken down, saying that 
he had orders to that effect. | 


When this message was brought to me in the 
midst of preparations for the opening event which 
was an exhibition of indoor marching, etc., I re- 
guested Professor Caldwell who brought me the mes- 
sage, to say to the gendarme that afeer and wnen the 
Governor-General arrived, he supported this order 
i would comply with it. <A few minutes' reflection 
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nowever, with the possibibity that the Governor 
might not put im an appearance, and particularly 
if he was the author of the order, made it seem 
Wise to comply with it dest we snould seem to 
put ourselves in the wrong by refusing to one 
 @ Government order and particularly if we were not 
within the regulation requirementse There have 
been so many new remmlations within the past 
yontns that it has been difficult to Keep track 
of them all, and so I requested Professor Layrenee 
to take the American flag 


The audience, as thus far assembled, were by. 
this time in the eymmastiium end so it is doubtful 
if our action Was observed by anyone, or even if 
it was noticed throuchcout the remeindsr of the 
aftermoon that the flac was not in its position. 
Tne Covernor did not arrive, but sert nis deputy 
wno represented “im and who precentedc the usual 
apologies and regreta for both the Yali and the 
Direetor of Public Instruction. 


Their absence seemed for the time being to 
confirm my suspicion that the order had originated 
with the Governor and I realized that the serious 
ness of the incident vould depend upom the origin 
of the order. I invited in to tea in Kenarden 
Lodge, the Governor's deputy and two or three of 
most influential Turks in one of thes 
being a first cousin of a former Governor, who is 
now er of Finance at 


AS we crossed the campus I cailed their 
tention to the absenge of the Stars and Stripes 
from the balcony corresponding with the one on which 
the Turkish flag was fiying, ami explained all the 
details of the incident, expressing my deep re- 
gret that such an order had come to Be and under 
such conditiconse I q@apnasized the effect that 
such an order would have in America where the 
of Treaty ratification 18 now under Warm 
public discussion, and what use would be made of 
this ineident by those who are endeavouring to 
prevent ratification.

If the seneral order regarding the fly- 
ing of foreitn flars limits the privilege to offi- 
ciel national holidays we were not within tBe regu= 
lations, but if it is not so limited we were fully 
within our rights in the matter and especially as 
it was a Turki;h national holiday, Friday, and the 
refulation permits the flying of both flags, as we 
uncerstend it, om such occasions. |

Deer Doctor Barton: 


I am, this morning, in receipt of yours of the 4th 
inst., from which I am pleased to learn that the Prudential 
Committee has voted to grant the request of the Board of 
Trustees of the College for a continuation of the grant of 
last year for two additional Missionary families for service 
on the College Staff the coming year. I note also, with 
satisfaction, that our request for an additional %1500. 00 
a ropomion from the Higher Education Fund of the American 
Board, has been reported on ytavorably to the Higher 
Education Committee. 


I hope some workable plan for the appointment of 
Mr. and Mrs. Vrooman to Smyrna, and other missionery 
familes now under appointment to Turkey, will be made 
possible so that neither the interests of the College nor 
the language facilities for those coming to Smyrna, will 
be in any measure sacrificed. I appreciate the technical 
difficulty in which the Prudential Committee finds itself, 
in view of their having already designated the Vroomans 
to the West’@rt Turkey Mission, wWE in Smyrna, in view of 
our correspondence with the Vroomans, had taken it fer 
granted that their appointment to the College would follow 
the precedent of the Reeds and Birges. The Vroomans, also 
in my visit with them at Hartford the other day, seemed 
to take it for granted that their field of service was 
in the college at Paradise and with the 
that we believe we can afford at Paradise for langua 
study, and which would also dovetail anjes€ our st 
requirements next year, it should be possible to find 
some modus operandi that would meet the practical necess- 
ities of the situation that seemeg to have been compli- 
cated by the assignment of the Vroomans to the Western 
Turkey Mission. I note with satisfaction what you say 
about the possibility of designating Mr. and Mrs. Perry 
to Smyrna, for in this way our hopes of securing two 
additional families this coming eal for the needs of the 
college may be realized. 


I am rather troubled to learn from a letter this 
morning from Mr. Bell that St. Pauls Institute at Tarsus 
has been, at least, temporarily closed by the Government 
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Authorities for reasons which he does not fully explain. I trust 
whatever the difficulties are, they may be overcome before the 
Autumn term begins. In case the difficulties are not overcome, 
it may be that the Mr. Carleton to whom you refer as going to 
Tarsus, could be switched off for service in Smyrna, though © 
apparently we will be able to go forward with the appointment 

of two of the young men whomI now have on the string as short 
term candidates for Smyrna. ~

On my return from a week*s business trip in Con- | 
stantinople on the 10th inst,, I found your very cordial | 
letter of December 6th awaiting me, but as I wag destined to | 
a week's illness from which I am only now recovering, it has | 
been denied an answer, Let me thank you for your very gen- | 
erous words, I am sorry that I have not kept the office mpre | 
fully informed ag to College developments, but since Messrs, | 
Harlow and Birge have returned, I have presumed that they 

were writing frequently, Now Miss Mills will be bringing you 

late word from us all here, 

Letters from Dr, Maclachlian bring us the very welcome | 
word that the Board of Trustees have backed our extension 
plans to the extentof fifteen thougand dollars annually for the 
next five years, This is, indeed, welcome news, The need for ) 
expansion is so great, and the cost of everything so high that 
I have been anxious to gee how we could go forward, While I 
had felt that it might be necessary to secure an independent 
Board of Trustees, I am happy that this hag not become necessary, 
and trust that even the figure set may be materially increased 
when the needs and opportunities of our work are fully known to 
the friends of Christian education, I had a short talk in 
Constantinople with Mr, A,W,3taub ee the Syrian Prote- 
estant and Rohert rte ny and we expect a visit from him 
here in Smyrne next month, He geems inclined to favor a move- 
ment looking to a linking up of all the American Colleges, I 
wags delichted to see what a strong Chrigtian man has been se- 
cured for this important position, and to feel that the Ame ican 
administration of these two strong institutions was intrusted 
to one with guch sound religious ideals, 

We are opening after the Christmas holdiays tomorrow, 

We have about 250 students of whom about 70 are boarders, This 
is all that we can handle adequately with the force on the 
ground, but we are doing good work in spite of many handicaps, 
ue to limited supplies etc, The financial problem is a difficult 
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Dr, Barton, 2. 1-20-20, 


The cost of all sorts of labor is so excessive here that 
we ghall have soon seriously to consider training all our own 
workmen, A shipment of paint expected in the summer, arrived in 
latex liovember, but so far 1 have been unable to get an honest 
man to undertake putting it on, The entire change in the economic 
gituation here since the war presents many problems, We are putting 
in a new windmill at the lower end of the campus and I think we 
shall find it economical to put in a large one to supply the 
College with water, 

Of course Messrs, Harlow and Birge have taken their old 
places in the College with enthusiasm and vigor, and are reaching 
out to new activities, they are on the newly organized B3o0ard of 
the local YMCA, Mr, Birge being President, Mrs, Birge is not very 
well but we hope she will be all right when the baby comes. 7 
Mr, Hummeston was a little unhappy at the first, due largely, I 
think to his operation for hernia, but of late he seems to be 
very happy in the work and is making a valuable man, Unfortunately 
there was some uncertainty about financial arrangements in the 
United States but we hope we shell be able to grrange everything 
gatigfactorily, It is particularly -trying in these days of 
economic uncertainty, to have any question of salary ete, Iir, 
and ilrg, Hammond also promise well for our work and are taking 
hold enthusiastically, iirs, Hammond wag not well at first but is 
I suvpose the Board could hardly legislate on such a 
matter, but if some way were found whereby appointees were to be 
spared the responsibilities ofparenthood for the first few months 
of foreign service, it would Db an advantage all around, With 
the added cost of everything, it becomes more and more necessary 
that missionary candidates have a good training in economy, We 
see this on our campus, Families that know how to economize are 
happy and efficient: those which do not know how to make moncy 
so a long way find our galaries somewhat inadequate, 

In the Station, as distinct from the College, we are also 
making some progress, The Station, for the first time in years, 
if ever, has the advantage (?) of a formal constitution, and our 
officers henceforth will be elected by ballot annually in October, 
For the current year the officers are Station Chairman, Iiir, Harlow; 
Vice-Chairman, liiss licCallum: Secretary and Treasurer, lir, Birge: 
Corresponding Secretary, Mra, Harlow, We try to have station 
meetings regularly once a month, But since College business does 
not come officially under the station, and by lang disuse of 
its rights, the station has given up any adequate control of the 
Institute, we have rather little business, At a recent meeting, 
snap action was taken asking to have Prof, amd Mrs, Lawrence 
made members of the Ifission, and I think Miss llills is taking 
the matter up, We in the College esteem Prof, Lawrence very 
highly, and have no objection personally to having him and Irs, 
Lawrence be missionaries of the Board ag the Caldwells have long 
been, but we wonder whether it is wise to establish a precedent 
whéreby all future American professors in the College will aimost 
necessgerily join the station, which mst, shortly, become too 
big for convenient meetings, 

The ladies of the Institute, at the last meeting of the 
Station, asked approval for a plan to set the Institute aside 
from the station, and under a separate Board of Managers somewhat 
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ag the College has long been governed, I have long felt that some 
such action was most desirable for the Institute, which will now 
begin to be called a College, but I hope that ‘liss ilills and the 
other ladies will plan wisely, Personally, I think it is a mis- 
fortune to have a zoverning body include 211 of the American 
teachers, There are bound to arise questions ee ae these 
teachers which it is difficult to handle in a body made up of the 
teachers themselves, and we are already finding in the College 
that with the growth of the size of the institution, it is not 
convehient to have all the Americans on the Joard of control. 
As the matter stands at present, the proposed local Board consists 
of the ladies at the ACI, and two other missionaries, with, I 

think, one or two outsiders, I am personally such a strong be- 
liever in a centralized control for any organization that is to 
forward that I hope very much that any change in the aCI will 
be in that direction, This institution is one which UST go 
forward strongly and well, You have been advised. by others, no 
doubt, of the very yn egy development in the new School 
for Turkish girls at Salahane, 

Our outstation work has necessarily received little 
attention, Miss Mills visited Afion Kara Hissar in September 
when the pastor returned; lir, Harlow, Mliss Perkins, and llr, 
Humeston are spending this week end there and will doubtless 
bring back interesting word of the developments there, At 
Bourdour, which is all but inaccessible now on account of the 
political situation, things need a strong hand, | 

The Station had invited the Mission to hold the 1920 
meeting in Smyrna in January, but at the suggestion of the Com- 
mittee ad interim, the invitation was renewed for April and is 
to be accepted, I think, lr, Riggs does not think we ghall have 
2 very large meeting, but I hope it may be a successful one, 
On my recent visit to Constantinople, I was pleased to note a 
more definite and positive “iggion consciousness, and I hope 
that we may be able to face the future confidently, ‘ir, VYoolworth 
is doing splendidly in language work, and I only wish we had 
twenty like him plugsing down single heartedly to language work, 
It is heroic medicine for us, but I hope the Mission will INSIST 
with no exceptions, that all permanent service missionaries be 
sent to the language agchool until they have passed certain def- 
inite standards, Only thus shall we get any trained missionaries. 
I think we are most fortunate in having lir, Goodsell there, If 
only you could gen@ out a few handy aeroplanes to handle the 
distance between the various parts of Constantinople, you would 
simplify the problems of that city of magnificent distances, 


Politieally, we know little, The Greeks are doing well 
as far as they go? there is a little fightines along the lines 
but apvarently the Turkish forces are thinning out, The train 
after the one on which my mother and I retruned from Banderma 


wag stopped by brigands and a wareprofiteering Turk taken off 


for ransom, Zt is hard for Americans to give up the hope that 


our country was going to do something adequate out here, but 


the o1d4 gelfighness seems pretty strong in the world still, 
However, we hope for the best, 


| The Relief work is being markedly reduced in our field. 
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In November the hospital was closed and the goods sent to the 
Capital where they are to be taken over by Constantinople College, 
Thus far, however, no building has been found suitable for the 
new institution, By the first of May, all of our American person- 
nel will be gone from Smyrna, and the work reduced to small 
extent, The problems of administration these past few months in 
Constantinople have been difficult, but on the whole the reduct- 
ion has not seemed a bad thing: more things are sold and fewer 
civen away. It is hard to avoid the assumption that the Amer- 
icans are rich and can give everything needed, It looks as 
though the YWCA would likely get our orphanage property belong- 
ing to the Germans, which will be a good solution of the probien, 
The opinion in Constantinople is that Smyrna had best look after 
its own problems, The Collece has made too heavy sacrifices for 
the Relief work, and while I should like to sec the back country 
problems of relief in this district handle@ as we have never been 
able to handle them, honestly, the city problem is a local rather 
than an American problem, However, we have considerable supplies 
of various sorts on hand, and there will probably be some work 


2oing on here for many months yet, but May lst will see the end 
of the very active work, 


You have doubtless received the College annual reports, 
sent early this month, I am taking up with Miss Babson some 
minor “inancial questions, and then we shall have our finances 
in perfect shape. liost of the pending questions with Dr, 

Peet have been scttled, but the general question as to exchange 
during the war, and any thoroughgoing adjustment, remains for 

the future, I have turned over Station finances to lir, Birge, 

but was sorry not to have been able to send full reports as asked 


by the treasury department, on all the remittance business since 
1914, 


I am trying to do some definite thinking as to furlough 
plans, ily mother tells me that in America friends told her 
there was a proposal to have missionaries who had been thru the 
war remain somewhat longer than the regular furlough, but if there 
be guch a plan, I have not otherwise hegerd, I realize that I need 
a thorough change, but I also feel the need of getting some 
studying done, so have applied for fellowships at Union and 
Harvard, I shall doubtless find it wise to leave lirs, Reed and 
the family in California if I undertake Ujiversity work, eas 
they can conveniently stay with my mother at Whittier, am 
also considering asking for @ leave of absence for 1921-22 
the year after my furlough, for uninterrupted laneuage study in 
some suitable lace, A long letter to you on this subject written 
nearly a month ago, has not been forwarded as yet. 


This is a rather long letter, but it carries, I trust, 
the information you will be glad to have, I am setting over my 


gickness and hope I ghall have no more trouble. We are enjoying 
my mother’s being with us and she likes the life with us,

I do not want to be lacking in any readiness to 
follow out the policy we have outlined. On the other 
hand; we do not want to throw away money and men. It 
sems likely that within the next few weeks we can secure 
two or three young men for term service. Shall we send 
them out by the middle or end of August if the treaty is 
not signed? Would it not be well formally to ask for | 
permission for tnem and me to enter Turkey. If you want 
a definite case, make formal application for Mre and. 
Mrs. Cass Arthur Reed, American citizens; with three 
children; to enter Turkey. If such a permission cannot 

y be secured by the time say a month hence; that I am 

/ ready to return; is it wise for us to send out young men? 

I shall in any case return to the Near East if I am able .

When I was left off the Board of Managers of the 

College by the Trustees last year at my own request, in carry- 
. | ing out the policy of having a smaller number of the Faculty 
members on the Board, I though I would be relieved of my 
responsibilities as Secretary. On my return, however, I found 
that in my absence I had been elected Secretary, so as you 
are clerk without being a member of the Trustees, I am serv- 
ing as Secretary of the Managers without being a Manager. 


On the 12th inst. we held a Special Meeting of the Man-~ 
agers, which was really a more important meeting that the be- 
lated Annual Meeting in that at this a much larger-number of 
members were vresent, some of the new members for the first 
time. You will see from the minutes that this was a sort of 
instructional and inspirational as well as a business meeting, 
and at its close Mr. LaFontaine, one of the members of the 
Board from the beginning, told fres. MacLachlan that he thought 
Lt the most intesting meeting he had ever attended. 


I enclose the provisional Minutes as Our custom is, and 
they will explain themselves, I think, also the report of the 
Committee on Cabinet Actions. The important votes are numbered. 
I take the liberty to call your attention to the actions def- 
initely referred to the Trustees for action, with a word of 
comment where necessary.

He would naturally 
fall under the last section of the salary list prepared last 
Spring by the Trustees, but as stated, the Managers request 
that the children's allowance be added. He has but ome child so 
this is not a large matter, but to insure proper suthority, it 
seemed well to ask for this action to be approved. — 

The minutes of the September 2nd meeting asked for the 
fixing of the salary of Mr. Constantinides at 14 liras per 
month. This should have been 10. We now ask for a raise from

10 to 12 from January ist, 192% 


The action 5 regarding titles is to being theory and prac- 
tice into agreement. We found that locally some titles had been 
changed without dug authority. I think the matter will be clear, 
and a vote of the “rustees fixing the titles as suggested will 
clear everything. 


In action 10 we are seeking to arrange to the satisfaction 
of everyone, the question of the procedure for making staff 
avvointments. The Menagers would be sorry to have the Trustees 
define all Americans as "major officers" but they are quite 
ready to ask the Trustees to approve their apnoointments from 
the U.S. which is the thing the Trustees felt ought to be 
suarded. I hsve nointed out to Dr. MacLachlan the interests 
the Trustees desire to guard, and to Mr. Clark the interests 
the Smyrna office wants to protect, and I am sure that it will 
be quite easy to arrange a method which everybody will under- 
byeige and find workable, and thus conserve all that anydody has 

n mind. | 


Action 7 does not require formal Trustee action, but it 
wlll, we trust, commend itself to the Trustees, and further the 
interests of the College materially. We all here feel very 
4 strongly that there are very vital interests of the work to be 
3 advanced, especially in New York and the West, as well as in 

Boston, and we trust that it may be vossible to have them 
a cared for. 


It may seem that in view of Dr. MacLachlan's exvected 
arrival, probably in time for the Annual Meeting of the Trus- 
tees in January, the matters vresented in these minutes and 
those of Sevtember 2nd may be postponed till then. I venture > 
to hope, however, that since we may be publishing a new cat- 
alogue shortly, in which the new titles of the Faculty should 
apoear, and since there would seem to be nothing of a contro- 
versial nature to demand a long meeting, the Trustees will be 
able before the end of the Calendar year to take formal 
action on the matters presented to them. In looking over the 
minutes of the Sentember 2nd meeting, I think the only matter 
requiring formal action is that fizing the salary of Prof. 
seylaz. Will you please see that this is attended to if it has 
not been already. *

This letter was begun Friday and dated 
the 3rd 4nste.dof fhé second as it sould have been. Since then 
we have seen some more pneovle. from Cilicia. Only a Tew of the 
thousands who are sailing around on shins, anvarently refused 
vermission to land in every vort, have been allowed to land 
here. One family of eight, all relatives, and most of them 
Simeonidous formerely of Caesarea dnd laterly of Adana, were 
allo ed to land because a sister was here. We have taken one 
of the girsl into our home, and shall send her to the Girls 
School during the week and let her help Rosalind with the 
children over the cek ends when we have more entertaining 

to do than we like. Another, 2 brother, we are taking as a 
beneficiary, although our fund is much overused. Some of the 
things we hear from there, i.e. Cilicia, make our blook boll. 

t certainly seems that the French have almost deliberately 
Jone eyertthing possible to stir up the worst feclings between 
Turks end Armenians and now they desertthe later, who must flee. 
When a trustworthy witnes: says that he has himself seen three 
Turks killed in cold blood near the door of our Seminary in 
‘dana, and has versonal knowledge of Turks being killed in 
Armenian churches with the knowledge, and non-interference of 
the French, it is time to sit uv and take notice. If the French 
had staid out, things would be infinitely better in Gilicia, but 
hot the blood of thousands is on them if protection is lacking. 
Mr. Getchell is administering locally some funds recently re- 
ceived from Dr. Peet, but the last I heard, the shipvs were 
being sent away from here. 

Tt do hope that you gentlemen in the rooms will give 
very serious attention to the request contained in Dr. Mac 
Lachlan's recent letter. We have stood still here, making no 
effort to secure the resources of the Colleges that are closed. 
We have not wanted even to seem to think of doing anything 
that would delay their early opening. But now the prospects of 
some of them are darker than ever before. We are today the 
only College connected with the Americen Board that is in 
working order. There are literally scores and hundreds of 
sulendid Armenian youths, most of them tried by fire and vroved 
wno can look to no other institution than to us. Is it right 
that we should have to turn them away, when Other Colleges, 
which might be takéng them, are closed, and are not using 
the funds assigned to them. Is it wrong for us to ask that 
from the Higher Educational Fund, or from the nermanent funds 
of some of these Colleges; esvecially from the telfeyan Fund, 
orovided in large part esvecially for scholarship needs, we 
be enabled, not to carry our general expenses, but to draw the 
sums that will barely enable us to take these students in? I 
raised this question two years ago, perhavs immaturely, but 
not is really a CRISIS. Do take this up with Mr. Riggs and 
Dr. Barton, and let us know what we ban count on. Thus far we 
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have actu vauak taken 8 students from St. Paul's, not one of 

s anything at all except a few clothes and a bed, no 
books, no spending money, no reserve outfit, nothing. We have 
Jone it because ve have steeme’? it an sbsolutely unaveida ble 
duty, but in the trust thrt funds would come. 

All of our outstation work in this field is closed 
except thet at Bourdour, now in the Kemalist terrttory adj-cent, 
or rather avvroached only through Adalia. Recent revorts from 
there, as I indicated, are dark. The parents of this sirl we 
have taken, neople of standing before the wee , have been 
exiled. The father of our office sec sretery, ekimian, long

My dear Dr. Barton; 

It has been a long time since I have written to you, but 
YT vresume by this time you are back at your desk in the Rooms. 
We have thought of you very often as en joying a svlendid visit 
In China and bringing new insviration and help to the workers in 
that quarter of the globe. It was my intention to write a letter 
to reach you dBe Seattle on the eve of your sailing, but I waited 
too long. I wanted esvecial& to thank you for the courtesy you 
and Mr. Gase did in arranging my surety bond for Harvard Univers 
sity in the fall of 1920. I had just secured the return of the - 
bond, which I sent on to Mr. Case to destroy. I avrreciated very 
much your kindness in signing this bond and wanted both you and 
him to understand that the ofl ication you then undertook was 
entirely compnleted. 


We arrived in Smyraa on October 4th with our varby and 
the weeks cince then have been busy Ones, with all the usual and 
many of the unusual incidents of life in the East. We reccived 
a very hearty welcome from all here and were soon busy at work. 
In view of my absence and the eatire readjustment of work sluce 
before the war, I found it a little puzzling to know just what 
work to undertake and what to leave. Dr. MacLachlan : and others of 
ny associates made it verfectly clear that they expected me to 
ome, richt along with the work I hed been carrying before, but I 
Pelt that I could not do this until I was definitely asked to 
do this by the regularly consititued body which had accepted my 
resignation. I was naturally very much vleased to have the 
initiative taken wholly without any pressure from me or anyone 

else, by the members of the Meng 1 head earlier degmed my 
resignation vresented, awd some weeks ago the request of the 
Board of Managers, an@idmously taken on recommendation of the 
Cabinet, went forwafad to the Trustees asking that I be anvointed 
Dean of the College. The Managers also designated me as Acting 
President, in the event of the absence or disability of the 
Prefident: this in accordance with the provisions in the new 

bye laws. 


While on many accounts I should have nreferred to have been 
left free from these official responsibilities, I was constrained 
to accent them for the simvle reason that the were 
vrecsing and it seemed to my associates that there was no one 
else at hand to undertake them. Mygood friend Harlow had already 
sone to Warsaw, and did not get back till some days after our 
return. He brought with him imvortant naners from Constantinople, 
which turned out to be only preliminary pavers, but which we then 
understood to be official, looking very definitely to a possible 
removal of both the Harlows and Birges to Constantinople in the 
not distant future. He also felt it necessary to ask almost 
immediate action on the question as to his going to Peking to 
attend the World Christian Student Federation Conference there, 
at Mr. Mott's invitation. Mr. Birge had also made nlans from 
last year which meant that for five days of the week he wuld 
be engaged wholly in work outside of the College camnus, so that 
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any possibility that either of these two men might be able and 
ready to undertake administmative responsibility to any consider- | 
able extent, at least during the present year, was out of the 
question, and in the backeround of our mind there had to be the 
question as to whether either of both of them were to be counted 
on for nermanent service in this institution. The further fact 
that important. nsiverntions, many Of which had ba Irom 
last svring, pointed to the neces le hby of Dr. MacLachlan's absence 
from the Cemnus, made it seem imperative that I consent £0 under- 
take work which I might gladly shrink from. Hence I am now trying 
to carry On much the old line of work, with the probability that 
T shall have soon to assume for a time again, the resnonsi bility 
of the Acting Presidency. 


soon after my return, I received a letter from Pres. Blais- 

dell, which he had intended to have reach me in New York, sugsest- 
ing that tke position he had in mind for me was still “open, anc 
askine wé® to indicate to him by wire if for sny reason I might 
feel to accent it. T heve written him that I hoved he 
niga t find some man much better fitted than I for it, but from 
Otside sources I learn that he may be vutting this vroblem un to 
me again, And I realize that ln any case, f shall consciously or 
uncomse Loial y be deciding. soon the whole question of my relationshe 
in for the years shead, to the work here.

Just now we are enjoying 2 weck's visit from Mr. Goodsell of 
Constantinonle station with whom the negotiations for the possible : 
call to Constantinople of our two associates has sales carried on. 
Oniy a short time aso did we see the outline of his enlarged plans , 
for work in the danital, Other than the letter read by Mr. Harlow 
at the October mecting. The question of Smyrna Station's agreeing 
to such a transfer has never been formally before our station, 
although in Mr. Gedde11's outline it is stated that Smyrna Station - 
has agreed. Mr. tetdisel1, of course, is considering the invitat- 
lon from Beirut and as we “under stand 1t, is planning to visit 
the University shortly after his return to Constantinople. His 
visit to us is purely versonal and friendly, and he brought no

My dear Mr. Riges:; 
Your good letter of the 24th January acknowledg- 
ing mine of December 20th to Dr. Barton, came to hand yesterday. 
Dr. MacLachlan doubtless reached Boston. shortly after you wrote 
and put you fully in touch with doings in Smyrna up to the 
beginning of the New Year. You mention the action of the Man- 
> | agers regatding Dr. MacLachlan's brip as not having come under 
your notice. It has been our custom to send the minutes of all 
meetings of the Managers promotly to the Trustees, addressing 
them usually to Mr. Yell. as Clerk of the Trustees. I nresume you 
and Dr. MacLachlan and the other genélemen will work out any 
details as to how best our routine business may be handled. I 
have asked Dr. MacLachlan to secure early action if vnossible, 
on certzin recommendations made by the Managers, and not yet 
acted uvon according to our latest advices. 
Yesterday came also a letter from Mr. Goodsell with a 
somewhat full revort of the Committee on School of Religious 
: Education, which he asked me to criticize. It is a good piece 
ee of work, and shows that e lot of thinking has been put in on 
the scheme. To me they seem to have given rather little emphasis 
on Education, but perhapvs I am wrong in essuming that many of 
the students will enter education as a Christian calling. I note 
that it is now recommended that the Prudential Committee of the 
\ American Board be the ultimate authority, and by inference, the 
financial source of sunvlies. The Mission is wholly disregarded, 
and between the actual administrators of the School, ie the 
Faculty, there is a Board of Managers, and a somewhat widely- 
scattered Committee. I wonder if this is a wise plan of control. 
T have long felt that the Western Turkey Mission, at least, was 
a poor administrative unit, and that for our stronger insti tu- 
tions at least, direct com unication with, and control by Boston 
was almost a necessity, but to have the Mission under the necess- 
ity, as I assume, Of avpointing the majority of the missionaries 
in the school (unless they are not to be members of mission and 
station and yet missionaries of the Board), and yet have no 
responsibility or control over the actual management, seems to 
me of questionable value. However, if the School is to be in 
effect, a Board institution, perhavos the matter of its particular 
method of control is secondary. I am inclined to think, however, 
that in organizing such an institution, it should be definitely 
determined to what body a man is answerable, for as the Master 
himself said long ago, You cannot serve two masters, and it would 
seem to me 2 man ought to belong toand be answerable to, either 
the station, or the School, and not to both. The implication of _.,

the latest announcement is still that our Messrs. Harlow and 
Birge were to be associcted with the School, although so far 

as their associates here can learn, neither of them contempvlates 
any such change of residence in the immediate future. 


At a recent meeting of this station, as already revorted 

to you by our secretary, it wes voted to ask the Home Devartment 
to get into touch with a young counle at Union Seminary, with 
. a vossibility of their coming to Smyrna, and also a request 

. went to the Committee-ad-interim that Dr. and lirs. Dewey be sent 
» to Smyrna. This request will doubtless come to the Home office 
‘in one form or another. Smyrna has never had a missionary vhy- 
sician, but it does seem that it would be better missionary 
policy to send a onysician here to do real missionary work among 
our lorge Moslem nolulation, than to have him serving the Near 
Bast Relief, wnich necessarily is a temporary tyve of work. 
I met today a Y man recently from Constantinople, w tells me 
there is considerable anxiety there as to the effect °2n our 
American work of the return of the Turks to power, which, accord- 
ing to him, seems to many there imminent, and that with a strong 
French influence in the ascendant. I am neither a prophet nor 
the son of a prophet, but it would be qa blind man not to see that 
some change is quite apt to occur in Smyrna before long, and that 
with no vower in Europe ready to fight the Turks, their cause is 
ant to be in the 2scendant. We believe that here in Smyrna we 
have an unvaralleled Opvortunity to reach Moslems, and thet a 
ohysician would be a teemeridous asset to our work. It seems to 
me quite within the bounds of nossibility that an American mis- 
gionary vhysician could work in with the Turkish physicians in 
such a wy as to make the esrly providing of an American hospital 
unnecessary. SO I hope if this question réthes Boston, you will 
understand that we really have a big, chance, a really unusual 
need here. You know, of course, of the successful inauguration 


of the Club under Mr. Birge's direction. This promises very 
well indeed. 


College work goes along smoothly. Our Cilicia students 
increase, in spite of our efforts to stop. The latest is a wire 
from Miss Ainslie at Marash asking us to take four more who vare 
apparently on the way. I see a big vroblem ahead for us, but we 
must meet it. These Cilicia fellows are splendid youths, nearly 
every one of them being a boy or young man of real vromise. 


Latest word from Harlow is in Egypt, though he is due 
have had” one” retter from Dr.

For reasons which seem to 
us sufficient, many firms in this city Rey - uest their correspondents 
to address all their mail in care of the “ritish fost Office, so 
that it will come in the care of the “ritish rfovernment awe 
methods and efficieney cormand respect / 


In doing this, we understand that a correspondent has 
a richt to indicate "the route he desires his mail to be for- 
warded by and ‘he post office throurh which it may be delivered 
if there be choice. If I am incorrect in this, will you be so 
zo0d as to inform me of it. 


Of late a considerable number of letters have reached 
me through the British lost office, but a considerabke number 
of others have come to me through the “reek Post Office. One 
of these, mailed in your city on ebruary 17th, rea hed me 
today, nearly a week later than a letter sent i day later from 
your city. It is certaihly clearly addressed, ga equally clearly 
it ind‘cates that it was handled by the local Greek post office. 
I do not know whether the fault lies in your office or in some 
other branch of the service, but I should appreciate very 
much your giving at tention to this matter, and either in your

an aftermath of his attack of typhoid last year which was 
also followed by a serious attack of malaria.

The Nineteenth Annual Meeting of the Boar@ of Man-—

about May 15th and we are. therefore unable to close our books 
satisfectorily until the receint of the statement sent from 
Boston on the 30th June. The “anagers have therefore author- 
ized the folding of the financial statement till that state- 
ment\fygm Boston arrives, at which time we shall complete our 
recon@s, and forward to the office, 2 comyn ete statement which 
should be attached to the revort, an adding a note to the 
copy <ewt, which please let remain with the revort till the 
statement referred to js received and substituted, 

2. The resignat#O0n of Prof, Birge is fomwarded with these 
documents, This was dated June 3rd, but not acted on till the 
meeting of the Board. The resolution in the minutes was at the 
suggestion of the Cabinet, submitted to Prof, Birge before the 
mectving and received his approval, I was sorry that Prof, Birge 
did not attend the meeting of the Managers, for I assurred him 
that his membership therein did not lanse tili June 30th, but 
while promisiaic to come if he was needed for a quorum, he pre- 
ferred ontetcount of some doubt in his own mind as to his being 
a member, and on account of this resignation coming up, not to 
be present, I sincerely trust that 1t will be possible for you 
early to find us a strong successor, for while we shall value 
Prof. Birge'’s services, it is clear that he can give very little 
time to the work of the College in view of his enlarging work

My dear Mx. Case: 


You cannot imagine my satisfaction on hearing from 
Dr. MacLachlan that you had agreed to serve as the custodian 
of our College files and keep your watchful eye on the 
interests of the College in Boston. It will indeed be a great 
“ service for the College here and we appreciate your adding this 
to your many responsibilities in the office. From Pomona College 
we have had several hints, although no clear statement of an 
apparent misunderstanding with regard to our needs for this year 
but when we hear from our more recent wires to them and to you 
I hope the matter will be straightened out and that we will 
~" get a man from Pomona. 


f For many years the Collere made no contracts with 
- its term appointees but sometimes questions arose which it seemed 
better to have definitely answered in a contract. The Board 
of Manegers here has formally adopted a form of contract, one 
copy of which I enclose herewith and one copy of which accompanies 
. the Minutes of the last Managers meeting which I have sent 
to-day to Dr. Bartone I have also sen#& a copy ot this same 
cad on to ir. Hand at Pomona College and we shall be 


ateful if any term appointees for the College should be 
required to sign such a contract in triplicate, one copy for the 
Boston office, one for us here and one to be retained by the 
candidate. 


In connection with the matter of travel. May I 
call your attention to the fact that the College pays salary 
.for three full years or thirty-six months, whereas the practieec 
of the mission is to pay only from the date of arrival to date 
of departure, approximately thirty-three months for the 
three year appointment. In view of this the College does not make 
the allowance of $20. per month which the Mission makes for 
persons who are travellinge So that if the usual board 
instructions are given to our candidates a note should be made 
that they are not to charge these items in their expenses. ) 
We are considering the advisability of doing as Robert College 
and the Syrian Protestant College do, allow a limited sum for 
travelling rather than to pay actual expenses, since in so many 
cases our young men wish to go in other than a direct route and 
also because inexperieneed travellers frequently make unnecessary 


expenses if some else is paying the bill. If we decide on such

My dear Mr. Riggs: 


On my way back from the Mission lieeting which 
has involved my first visit to Constantinople since January 1920, 
I take the liberty to write of a few outstanding impressions 

of the meeting and my visit. This is purely a personal view, 

and my omission of mention of certain important items duly 
reported in the offici& documents is due to no lack of 
appreciation of their importance, but to consideration of the 
Secretarye | 
First. One gets the impression thet the whole 
owor’: of the Constantinople station is on a stronger, more 
stable, more enthusiastic basis. The old College buildin:s 

at Scutari are in use by Miss “inney's successful school; the 
Language School has gien life to the residences there; in 
Stamboul the Armenian Hospital and the Y.'.CeA. are not 

far distant from the new Book Store and Reading Room. Fven 
the Bible House seems livelier. ‘The new Ifission lansion at 
Rumeli Hissar is partly roofed in; its spacious and numerous 
rooms and thoroughly American finish, setting a new standard 
for our Mission. The School of Religion is all but an 
actuality, while at Gueztepe on the Marmora,the Bethynia 

High School, dear to me through my temporary Service in the 
hour of its anguish in 1915, is strongly established at a 
beautifay cite. I tell Dr. McNaughton he oughtto be ashamed 
for having bought the place so cheap and we all marvel at 

the success he has attained in so short a time. 


‘ The very effective leadership of Mr. Goodsell 
is noticeable in many lines. He has touched helpfully not only 
the general administrative routine but is actively associated wth 
the conference for Protestant work; while being head of the 
Moslem work or extension department, the Language School 
end now the School of Religion. His success in all these lines 
seems to warrant in the eyes of the Mission, is having a 
full time stenographer at mission expense, and large budgets 
| in each department, but when the matter was discussed, this 
\, seemed to be justified and be rather a stimulus to others to 
seek the same facilities for themselves than to grudge them 
to him. lire. H. H. Rigge's strong personality is also evident, as he 
constantly keeps his eyes on the larger problems of the mission and 
particularly the if,terior stations, while working effectively 
in Constantinople. He expresses perhavs more outspokenly than 
others, the conviction that much of our former work is finished, | 
he even says a failure, but whdiehe points to new fields 
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Ernest We Riggs, 


he is doing much to encourage the Protestant remnants. And 
so we might go through the list. Among the younger members, 
no one could fail to love and admire Dr. and Mrs. Greene, 
Dr. and Mrs. Drury and lir. and lirs. liarkham. in them, the 


old missionary fires burn with no uncertain heat, while 


their advantages of lancuare school training is evident. 

Mr. Maynard of the Fast Turkey !"%ission attended the meetinss 
and won all hearts by nis modestyy,force and optimism. His 
four boys would match up with our Paradise families where 

boys predominate. Dr. Haskell, the fraternal delegate from 
the Balkan Mission has the Look of the patriarchs of the early 
day, but his is a liberal theology and a forward look with 
deep evangelical geal. The ladies were more numerous than the 
men, though living up somevhat more than is often the case 

to the Pauline injunction, but vhen they spoke, it was to the 
point and gffectively. One comes away from such a meeting 
stimulated by contact with a strong group of able men and women. 


The business routine was punctuated by a number of 
profitable conferences such as a meeting with the Protestant 
Conference: consideration of the li6slem Problem; celebration 
of the centBenery amiversary of the Publication Department and 
on ednesday by a Baptismal service at Rumeli Hissar in a 
perfect setting. Such programs, i= carefully planned, 
are much worthwhile and a more careful handling of business 
routine would allow more time for such. 


From the business etendpoint, two important problems 
were faced; first, revaluation of our work; ard second, finances. 
Smyrna and Constantinople stations had gach appointed committees — 
which had workec alongs similar lines but made reports in 
different forms. Back of all this, was the question of 
immediate moment; what shall be our policy toward the 


interior stations. ‘There is general agreement that work of 


the old sort is for the future, undesirable and impossible. 

If the work can go forward in the new closed stations, it must 
be directed primarily toward Turks. The Mission realizes the 
difficulty of the problems and tends toward the inevitable 
policy of "Yawash, Yavash", time will tell, Representatives 

of the interior stations pressed with success for declarations 
of policy indicating a readiness on the part of the Mission 

to reoccupy these fields when the government permits. At the 
Same time, however, the now active stations are actually 
setting to work, which in most cases is anything but "temporary" 
the personnel of the closed stations and I very much doubt 
whether they would willingly release all of these. I wonder if 
we Shovld help things along and get farther in the longs run, 

if we frank2y stated what no one seems to question; thatfone of two 
alternatives faces us: either we must give up a number of the 
closed stations, and strengthen permanently the work in the 
more stable ones: or we must have nearly twice the money and

I was a member of the Finance Committee 
and should more willingly have seen the Ifission reduce its | 
askinges to the old figure, since the wise heads seem to think 
so large an increase in a hard year rather much. And 
of course, if the appropriations are less than the estimates, 
the real problem comes to t in November 


On the earnest demand led by some of the younser 
missionaries that instead of simply adding up and passing on 
estimates presented by diffrent individuals in some instances, 
apparently not approved by the station as a whole, the Mission 
called on each sponsor to defend his increases. Dr. Peet 
stated that such a scrutiny had not been !:nown in years. Only 
small changes were made as a result, but frank and friendly 
criticism of certain items was made and met, and some comments 
and criticisms aired that might better be out and open. It took 
time but it paid. I wish the same process might be followed 
if there b® any discrepancy between the estimates and ultimate 
appropriati one 


Perhaps the present method is the ohly possible one 
for arriving at our financial policies, but I cannot help 
wondering whether it be not based on an unwarrated assumption. 
That assumption is that in each station and mission, each item is 
carefully scrutinized and cut down , if unwarranted. I 
question if this practice is general. If my associate puts in a 
generous estimate, I am hardly ungenerous enough to qeestion 

it so long as it is an estimate: nor will he a agente Sy question 
Similarly as between stations. A concrete we 
\ are asking in estimates for some $37,000. as against $27 000. 
regular appropriations last year. Tis $37,000. rp rhe items 
which I believe wo:1d have been materially cut if we had known | 
that we shovld get only $27,000. As it was last year, and

Another very important financial interest this vear 
was the report of Treasurer Peet and his quotation from the 
preliminary report of the Auditors. According to this, his 
office has made a profit on war transactions which leaves some

I was the guest of Dr. Peet and Mrs. Hemphill 
while in the City and was grateful for the opportunity again 
to come into close contact with our senior associate and large 

hearted elder brother. His eye is undimmed and his grasp 

on affairs strong and effective, though he has passed much 
routine into the reacy hands of Luther Fowle and iss Dana. Our 
Congregational policy and theoretically democratic mission 
administration is but a form; and inevitably leadership of 
avery positive character tends to center in the hands of 
strong men in or near the Treasury. Happy the ifission whose 
unmitred and unnamed Bishop is a man of Such level head, 

such warm heart, and soeh abiding and optimistic Christian 
character as Dr. Peet. ‘e may disacree with his views or methocs 
in a particular instance, but any contact with him but deepens. 
this sense of appreciation of his sincerity and greatness ot 
spirit. 


In so large a mission as ours, in the nature of 
the case, we cannot expect but seldom to get to a Mission 
Meeting and inevitably the station or local interests tend 
to assume larger proportions. While there may be some 
justification for the feeling on the part of some, that 
a lfission Meeting is a good deal of an expense in both time 
and money, I personally have found the two meetings which 
I have attended in 1914 avd now my second in 1922, quite 
worthwhile in their contacts and in thefr understandings 
of mission problems. Let me add again, that this is 
only a rambhing personal comment on some of the outstanding 
points and not in any way an attempt to summarize or eauek 
on all of the actions taken by the Mission which are) 
of course, before you in official form. |

As you know I was one of the delegates to the 
Annual meeting of the Mission last month in Constantinople 
and on my way back I jotted down some impre sions of the 
meeting which I wrote to iir. Aiggs. It occurred to me that 
you might be interested in what I h.ve to say and I 
consequentyy had a copy of that letter made, which I am 
enclosingYherewith. 


Dr, Macuachlan kas written you of lir. Harlow's 
decision to tender his resignation as Chapl&in and professor 
in the College in view of his expectation that if he is 
able to return to Smyrna he will undertake travellins and 
other work in connection with the Worlds Christian Student 
Federation and the School of Religion and the student 
Volunteer liovement in the Near Hast and so forth, which 
will make it impossible for him to give full time to the 
work of the College. iir. Harlow and 1 were to work out 
the details of his letter and the action of the Cabinet 
but thus far tir. Harlow has not been able to put his letter 
in final form so that our Cabinet action cannot be 
reported to you formally as yet. tf have had long talks 
with lir. Harlow about his plans and certainly he makes 


a yery attractive statement about his hopes for work during 
Zt next few years. He assures us that the Cabinet in 


. # Boston has given a hearty informal approval and if so, 
* no doubt the formal approval will be forthcoming. ir. 


Harlow's position will be a somewhat anomalous one, 
Supported by the American Board, financed on his travels 

by the Christian Student Federation or other tnterests 
under Dr. Mott and with somewhat indefinite relations with 
the smyrna station and the School of Religion. No doubt 

he can render a large service in these varied relationships. 
Personally I regret very much that iir. Harlow feels so 
strongly that he should undertake this work. If our College 
had fifteen or so strong American professors we should be 
less unwilling to lose from our circle and particularly from 
our regular councils one of these men and perhaps we should 
appreciate more largely the unquestioned ol of having 
one of our men able to travel here and there and serve the 
College with other interests in a broader way. ir. ‘arlow 
feels, however, that he is not breaking his associations 
with the College to anything the degree it seems to us they 


must be broken when he makes his other interests of first 
import. 
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i de recognizes that if his plan 1S approved there 1s urgent 
need that a successor be appointed to undertace on full 
| time the important responsibilities that he is layins dow. 
Of course, the wnole question of John’s healtno enters into 
any future plans that ir. Harlow will be making. ve all 
Sincerely nope that within a year the family will be able 
to be back and if so, of course, lir. Harlow will still 
be @ gsrong friend in all our work. I hope, however, that 
if te Boerd aporoves of his new plans, as we assume tney 
ef already tacitly done, there will be no delay in securing

My dear Bell: 


Your recent letter came yesterday and I thank you for it. 
I am writing tonight at the house and have not yours before me but I 
think there is not much to report by way of answer to that. I an, 
however, sending you enclosed a copy of a letter addressed to Mother 
but written with you in mind. You will doubtless be interested in 
the view of a situation which will doubtless be advised to you by 
wire earlier but which is one of the surprises to us as it will be 
to you. In my mention of the personnel, I should have added Ir. 
Trueblood and fiancee, Miss Craig, Mr. Bourgquin (French instructor), 
Mre Arakelian (new office secretary) and Hatem Bey (Turkish teacher) 
as here. The Birges will probably be back tomorrow from Phocia, 
though they had expected to be gone another week. 


Please let this letter go immediately to Mr. Riggs as he 
is our Turkey secretary, and of course Dr. Barton will want to see 
it; also Ralph Harlow. Use your own judgment as to using the 
material for publication. Omit the name of Mr. Constantine if you 
use it. Missionaries are not supposed to be interested in politics 
but when changes like this impend, we cannot but think of the conse- 
quences. Our business, however, is always to be optimistic. There 
are ugly rumors about the town which one gets from Greek sources, 
that the retiring army is committing excesses which will surely bring 
down a terrible retribution. But we hope these reports are overdrawn. 
Unfortunately, however, the Greeks have done things during their three 
years here which, whether defensible by any claim of military necessity, 
have done much to widen the deepen the gulf "fifteen centuries deep and 
seven centuries wide" to quote Brewer, which has already stood yawning. 
And while one hopes that the Turks will be wise it is almost too much 
to expect that they will entirely forgive and forget. By the way, I 
have recently read with pleasure a new book by Arnold Toynbee: The 
Western Question in Turkey and Greece. If I get time I may write 
you a little review of it. It certainly sets a man to thinking and 
if his argument is true, the Yest is pretty much responsible for an 
almost impossible Eastern situation. |

Dear Dr. Barton:- 


Your letter of July 31st acknowledging the receipt 
of the letter of June 27th with the minutes of the Meeting of 
the Board of Managers, and accompanying papers, has been for 
some dayS on my @esk. Other events are pressing so hard in 
Smyrna that it may seem strange to get routine matter, but while 
my associates are engaged in matters off the Campus, one of us 
has to be here ready for any emergency and I am taking advantage 
of this enforced presence in the office to get some matters 
caught up. 


I enclose with this, aks parts of the Financial State- 

ment to accompany the Fresident's report, which I will ask you 

to have permenently filed with the original report which lacked 
these pages. The report is also being forwarded in duplicate 

to My, Belcher, as the ‘reasury Department has asked for a copy 
of our financial statements separately for their convenience and 
we are glad to facilitate them in any such way. I have found 

the work I undertook in getting our Collere books on a sounder 
basis somewhat more of a proposition than I had anticipated, but 
with the maintenance account, the list of donations, and the 
balance sheet in dollars, I think we have succeeded in presenting 
amore satisfactory form of report that has been possible since 
before the war. I am sorry that some of the items necessarily 
suffer change in being transferred from one account to another, 

Or one currency to another. For instance, one of Mrs. Kennedy's 
checks came out in pounds sterling when the pound was low with 
respect to the dollars but we counted it, as our custom was, in 
sterling at the equivalent 66 a Turkish gold lira or $4.40. By 

the end of the gear it had come to be worth that much, and when 
turned back into dollars (on the balance sheet) it fails to 
correspond with the amount Bhown under Donations. We might proper- 
ly have considered this as profit on exchange, but so long as you 
there understand that we had a reason for any apparent dis- 
crepancies, it is well. From July lst we are going on a double 
dollar and Turkish lira basis which will, we believe, make our | 
work lighter and simplify our accounts, although in any case we have 
exchange problemSe 


The proposed meeting of the Managers to take formal action 
on the resignation of Prof. Harlow and other matters has been 
postponed in the hope of securing a larger number of members, but 
with the present situation, other matters seem of so much more 
.importance that we shall probably give no thought to these 


matters until we are a little "out of the woods".

I wrote at some length on Sunda night to Mr, Bell, asking 
him to pass on my letter to you and r. Riges and lir. Harlowe 
We are also trying to keep Dr. Peet informed as to the course of 
events. But as no mails had gone out to last night, our eagerness 
to write promptly has suffered a setback. The situation seems to 
be very grave, and the most alarming part is that according to 
reports which simply cannot be questimmed, the retiring Greek 
army is turning the fertile valleys through which it retreats, 
into a veritable desert. Afion Sara Hissar, Ouchak, Alachehir 
(ancient Philadelphia), Salakli, Cassaba, and probably Maonesia: 
these cities but yesterday proud and fairly prosperous, are in 
ashes, and the villages around have likewise been destroyed. One 
cannot understand the cause for all this, save that the sreeks 
are maddened and have lost all reason. Appar ently they have left 
nothing wmdone that might be calculated to enrage and embitter 
the Turks as they follow on toward what seems certain to be the 
early taking of the city. 


Perhaps you have read the recent book by Arnold Toynbee, 
published this summer by Constable, "The Western Question in 
Turkey and Greece, a Study in the Oontact of Civilizatios”. 

It has umpressed me as a very powerful book, but its main thesis 
has in these past ten days ye receives a powerful confirmation which 
one might wish it lacked, for the “reeks seem to have out-Turked 
the Turk. No one can commend wholesale murder or massacre by any 
one, but where in all the last ten years of fighting have we seen 
such devastation as is now walking abroad in this fair end of 
Asia Minor. Will it seem strange to hear that in the Mosques 

all around the world the story will eoee be telling of the terrors 
of the "Christian" atrocities in Asia Minor? 


Of course we are standing ready to help with all the means 
at our disposal, all who need. The city is one vast refugee camp, 
though probably not so bad in this respect as Mersine was a year 
ago. Fortunately the weather is warm, and reople can sbéep 
out of doors without danger. A strong relief committee has been 
formed and is getting things started. Unhappily the government is 
mnicertain, the Greeks seem to be "admininstering without con- 
trolling" "the city. But the British admital yesterday promised 
to patrol the city, though his forces and his sovernment unite 
in preventing him from taking possession of the place. An Am:rican 
torpedo boat C8 me in pegreroay but we have had no reply to our 
request for a Roliet nit from Constantinople. Greek stragelers 
are coming into town, but are being embarked. Civilians are leaving 
but of course the facilities are limited and calmer counsels seem to 
prevail than a day or two ago. 


This was planned to be a formal business letter but it has 
gone beyonde We shalldo our best to keep you advised. Wewonder 
what the American press is telling you. We are not at all anxious 
babout ourselves, and hope all will be well with the populace.

I want to express to you and through you and 
President MacLachim to all the members of the faculty the 
profoundest appreciation of the Trustees for the way in 
which you have stood by in a time of great peril, protecting 
those whom you were able to protect and saving the institu- 
tion.

I had hoped to get back to Smyrna 
within a few days but I fear I cannot get off Saturday morning on 
the first destroyer on account of business 2nd some urgent dental 
work, so I may be here for a week more as destroyers go only 
occasionally now. "verything is quiet in Smyrna and will be, I 
trust. Our 24 Armenian students, 14 servents and Birge, Caldwell, 
Lawrence, Trueblood Seglaz and Bourcuin are at the College. Relief 
work continues although all Christians are evacuated. We have no 
definite word as to our families but underst:nd they are sailing, 

r have sailed. Miss Way is called home to her il] father and is 
@aving on the express tomorrow. 


While here I have read with interest some of the American 
pepers and among others, the Congregationalist of September 21st 
and 28th. the latter contains two articles by you and a strong 
editorial on the ear astern situation. 1 understand the tenor 
of all the articles, yet I cannot but wish that a slightly dif- 
ferent attitude had been taken. I find there, as 4 fear elsewhere, 
much is made of the Smyrna disaster, and it is made worse than the 
facts warrant ( though certainly it is bad enough as it is). But 
no.here in the magazine nor in either article do I note any re- 
ference to the fact that the turks who did these dreadful 
thipesenf marehed for days through cities that had been wantonly 
buried by the Yreeks, through villages lid waste, had seen the 

bodies of Turkish dead ruthlessly Slaughtered by the "sivilized" 
and "Christian" Greek army, which had not failed to do the very 
things the Greeks now are so horrified thut the Turks did in 
Smyrna. ‘These are dreadful things, but they are true, and we gain 
nothing by painting the turk only as a monster and the Christian 
who has at pia against the Turks for decades, and in these last 
days given the turks provocation if any army ever did, as only a 
lamb lead to the slaughter. If the ‘lurk is irredemhable, and not 
to be depended upon, we had all better get out at once and not 
trust our lives and property to him as we are doing all through 
ANatolia and as we have done with impunity for years.

We are all sick at hexrt et what has happened, but it is all 
perfectly understandable. Hurope, which like americ: is now so _ 
horriffied, did not pay any attention when the powers told Greece 
she must leave Asia liinor. Little was made of the "mass: cré" of 
ymyrns in 1919, and the world little knows the facts laid forth in 
Toynbee's book, The Western “roblem in Greece and Turkey” where he 
convicts the “reeks of deliberate intention to kill off all the 
turks in some of their areas. The Greek and Armenian pro- 
poganda in America sees to it that all the @ins of the +urk are 
given the broadest publicity, but little that they do wrong is made 
much of. 


*T am writing in all coolness after a very pleasant day. It is 
my deliberate opinion that there has been at Smyrna, no "massacre", 
i.e no deliberate and wholesale slaughter of people. A good’ many 
heve been killed, indeed .nd thousands will suffer from exposure 
in their deportation and sspeciszlly among the vrison camps. But 
what + have been reading tonight in the »pringfield xepublican 
as associated tress material, is terribly and pethetically over- 
done. +he +urks allowed all except pri:oners of war to leave in 
peace, if in some haste. +hey twice extended the time. While there 
was looting, there was also :uch helpfulness. And if there are 
thousends of refugees on “itylene and elsewhere, there are :180 
thousands in -natolia, left homeless and wretched an account of 
a ruthless nd defeated army s criminal and senseless folly. and 
it will be a sorry day for our relations with turkey unless the 
relief so freely offered to the fled Uhristians is not shared also 
with the needy -urks.

In this connection I should be remiss in my duty to the 
Board of Trustees if I did not emphasize again and most emphqti- 
cally the very serious difficulties which have been, and are being 
meade for all forms of Christian work in Turkey by the violent, 
bitter, and in mang instances unfair and onesided attacks made 
upon the Turks by accredited representatives of the missionary 
Board, the Near East Relief, and even of our College. Paul's — 
wonderful chapter on Love mentions the grace of “rejoicing not 
in iniquity” but it does seem as though some people delighted 
in every bit of Turkish iniquity that could be discivered, and 
in broadcasting it. However that m-y be, we have recenflyy had 
a number of articleslin the Turkish press protesting vigor- 
ously against the bitter propaganda in which Near East Relief 
workers and missionaries seem prominent. <A number of very 
fiery articles by our own Professor Harlow have come under my 
own notice and that of other missionaries, and we cannot but 
regret exceedingly that at the very time some of us are facing 
no little inconvenience, and possibly much more, in an effort to 
prove to the Turk that Christians are ready to serve any in need, 
the name of our institution, whose future is at stake, should be 
thus associated zith articles inaccurate in statement, and bitter 
in spirit. If America is to go to war with Turkey, which God 
forbid, let other than a missionary of the Cross preach the gospel 
of force. Our Board wisely allows large freedom to the indi- 
vidual, and if the Mission feels that it is wise to have such

My dear Dr. Barton: 
For the past tendays I have been over here waiting 

for events which have as yet been delayed. On some acounts I 
am sorry to be away from Smyrna but it has been a great comfort 
to Mrs, Reed tohave me with her and I have been able to attend 
to some things which have been worth while. lr. Birge has been 
to Smyrna and back since I came and has gone again so I am in to 
uch with things there and all ee to be going well. 

I enclose herewith a ‘opy of the Minutes of a special 
meeting of the Board of lanagers of the College held before I 
left Smyrna. It is doubtful as to whetner we can summon a 
quorum but it seemed well for to go on record as having held a 
meeting. The report which I feel is of c nsiderable im ortance 
at this time I have inc urse of preparation, but since Pres. 
VacLachlan will be back shortly we trust, it seems well to await 
his suggestions and advice before putting it into final form. 


Vay I, however; anticipate its recommendations by 
calling attention to the importance of early action looking to 
securing recruits if our work is to go on. We must have at 
least three young men from the states for the fall if we are to 
carry on any sort of work. But even more important is the 
matter of getting out a co of families for permanent work, 
These should be of the highest type of ability and devotion, 

I want to be optimistic, but I would feel it quite useless to 

go on with our work in the College or in Turkey at all without 
being ready and willing to settle down to a long, slow process. 
We must be ready to go slowly, to stand still; apparently, for 
considerable times, if necessary, and to spend men and money 
freely if we are to be ready for the sure day of opportunity 
ahead. I nope, therefore, that you and Mr, Clark have our needs 
in mind and that the Trustees will. be ready to approve of our 
askings. I am in touch with Pomona College and hope we may get 


two splendid men from there. I fear we can hardly hope for another 
Woremen,

He is Presbyterian by present church connection but I hope 
he will come to us later on and possibly be supported by the Church 
at Claremont. He would be a prize for some Congregational Church in 
New York or warby to secure as helper during his seminery course 
and if you cared to sug est his name to the proper representative 
of the churghes in New York, I should appreciate it. I think there 
is no doubg be will secure the scholarship at Union but any 
assistangé you might render him wuld be appreciated.

Vy dear Dr. Barton: 

I returned to the Campus on tne 15th after a longer 
absence in Athens than I had anticipated. Dr. MacLachlan’s trip 
with the Forbes was unexpectedly prolonged so it seemed wise for 
me to await his return to discuss in full College plans. I Was 
glad to find thét things were running along smootnly but enoush 
matters require my attention to make me glad to be here again, 

The report which I wve several times nentioned was out- 
lined but not put into final form till after Dr. 4achkachlan’s 
return to Athens. It was approved by him and a copyis hereby 
forwarded for your office. I have made additionel coples wnich 
I shall have forwarded direct to some of the members of the Board 
of Trustees and I shall try to have another set nede so that 
most of the members can have copies in their hands, Perhaps you 
will have half a dozen or somade also and as soon as I have sent 
out the copies from here, I shall notify you and ask you to have 
copies sent to the other members. 

In view of the situation which we face here, it seems 
imperative that some one of us should go to America to place the 
situation definitely before ourfriends; We had rather assumed 
that Dr. *ecLacnlan would go but while ne is steadily improving 
in health, his going might not prove wise from the standpoint of 
his health, and in any case lirs. MacLah lan would need to accompany 
him, thus doubling the expense. He has therefore urged me to go 
in stead and the mmbers of our Managers here agree that this is 
“wisest plan. If we e to haw a meeting of the Board of

I regret that I hae not been able of late to discuss the 
plans for all our works with 4ir, Birge woo has been very bw y 
with Prisoner of War work and travelling much between Constantinople 
Athens and Smyrna. But we mve been little in the same plage for 
weeks and never had a chance really to get plans discussed. Sone 
time ago he told me he might be going to America in 4ay or June 
and referred to this again in Athens a couple of weeks ago. Not till 
my ret nere, nov, vever, did I understand that he was planing, 
acqopding to what my associates understand, to spend @ year in 
the States. We trust tnat if this decision has been made it will 
not seriously interfer with the plans for the Goez Tepe school 
and the we dieal work for which Dr. Clark is coming to Smyrna. 
Wiss Greene’s last decision as reported to me was to come tn Smyrna 
only for a snort visit and not to open her schoob this spring but 
perhabs this has been altered. We rather expect Miss VYreene along 
this week if she gets her permission to come sinc: now one must 
also have a permission to come into Smyrna. The Clarks are also

largely outside than inside the College, we have been glad to have

I hope 
to get to Constantinople before I start for America but with the permit 
difficulty it is not so simple a matter as it used to be. While peorle 
do c ome, and fo, everything has to be referred to Angora and that takes 
time. ~efore there seemed to be some lacal discretion but now there is 
very little. 


Althourh the papews talk of war and there are movements of 
troops and the like, everyone with whom one ‘talks says that there must . 
be peace and that war vould ruin the country. Accorcing to one report 
there are many desertions from the army and would be more in case of. 
war but wh°ther this is based on lmowledge or someone's wild fsuess, 
is hard to tell. As it has been all along, it depends much on how one 


feels as to what news he credits and how he sizes up the situation from 
time to time.

In 1885 he was appointed a missionary of the 
American Board to Turkey and was loceted at Harpoot, where he 
served until 1892. During the latter pert of his missionary 


life he was President of Euphrates College in Harpoot.

to Japan in 1895, to Ceylon and India in 1901, and to Chine in 
1907. As Chsirman of the Committee of Reference and Counsel

Among his wider activities it may be noted that he hss 
been for a number of years one of the Trustees of Hartford 
Theological Seminary and also a Prustee of the Clifton Springs 
Senitarium.

My dear Dr. Bartons 


I left New York a week ago yesterday after having spent 
several days looking up candidates and getting in touch with 
Rockerfeller and Hall interests. I aiso visited Philadelphia to get 
in touch with some candidates, although I was not fortunate enough to 
meet the most promising one. I trust, however, that Dr. Ward is in 
close touch with the men of whocm I have written and that before long 
I shall hear that at least two or three men are definitely appointed. 
I am very much pleased with all I hear about Mac Farlane and was very 
much pleased with Charles Van Zanten whom I saw in Chicago. 


I had a very pleasant stop at Buffalo where the Crosbys 
extended their usual gracious hospitality and where Mrs. Crosby very 
unexpectedly made a generous pledge for our work. I had three speak- 
ing appointments in that vicinity on Sunday and was able to get the 
midnight train on to Chicago, leaving there on Monday evening and 
reaching Whittier on Thursday afternoon. 


I am pleased to find my mother considerably improved in 
health, but her condition is very much more serious than when I left 
California two years ago, and my obligations to her will have to be 
taken into consideration.

I was very glad to receive your letter of the other day 
which is not before me for careful reply to all your points, but I 
believe thet I remember the more important items. I have also re- 
ceived a letter from Dr. White informing me of his plan to sail for 
Athens early in September. I am very glad that this plan is work- 
ing out for I believe that Dr. White is the sort of a man to meet 
the immediate needs in Greece, and alse to advise and execite wise- 
ly with respect to any forward educational policy. 


T have been a little troubled by failure to receive any 
definite word from the Board Rooms with regard to the appointment 
of the tutors, but perhaps it is hardly time for me te have re- 
ceived definite word as yet. I realize that the summer is a season 
when many of the secretaries are away and perhaps the lack of news 
indicates that there is nothing of particular importance. I have 
wired to the Poard today by night letter as follows: 


"Plan to leave Los Angeles Saturday eleventh probably 
sail New York twenty-first. Please forward mail to 
fourth to Whittier, then hold. Trust appointment of 
tutors progressing satisfactorily. Wire from Boston 
re matron received. Please write me Whittier present 
situation and advise by wire in event exceptional cir- 
cumstances." 


I trust it will not be necessary towire me in reply, but 
in this way you will be kept advised as to my plans. TI had rather 
hoped to be able to sail on the fourteenth, but that did not prove 
possible in view of my desire to be sure that candidates were ap- 
pointed and that their interests were forwarded. 
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I am planning now to leave here on Saturday, the eleventh, 
which should put me into Chicago the following Tuesday, the four teenth. 
I want to spend the Sunday following, that is the 19th, with friends 
at a church near New York. It is possible also that I may try to 
see Mr. Johnson of the Hall Estate, if that be possible. It now seems, 
however, that I ought to plan to come on to Boston to settle up some 
matters there, and I write to ask if you will be in the Board Rooms 
toward the latter part of the week of the 13 to the 20th. I should be 
very glad indeed of an opportunity for a conference with you before I 
go back to the Near East and, if it should happen that this week is 
your vacation time, I wish you would let me know whether it would be 
- possible for me to run up to your camp to see you. There will hardly 
be time to answer this question to me here in California as the mails 
seem ratherslow, so I would ask you to be good enough to write me in 
care of my cousin, Miss McGuire, 5023 South Michigan Avenue, Chicago, 
where I will pick up mail on the 14th. 


I have received nothing new from Athens, but encouraging 
letters from Smyrna up to the 5th of duly. According to my present 
plans, I should be in Athens early in September and shall hope to be 
able to go on to Smyma without undue delay. I feel, however, that 
the question of a permit is one of real importance and have writ'en 
Admiral Bristol regarding the matter. I trust that you have taken the 
matter up also through other channels, as I requested when leaving 
Boston. I am somewhat disappointed at the discouraging outlook your 
letter gives with regard to the other lines of work for Smyrna. 

Vr. Birge writes me that he is definitely committed to the Y. ¥. C. A. 
for the coming year, which is in accordance with the earlier plans he 
had made, but I am frankly very much disappointed at any suggestion 
that Vr. Irwin or Dr. Clark should be turned aside from Smyrna. I 
trust that the action of the Mission Meeting which you were expecting 
when you wrote has been such as to assure the going of these men to 
Smyrna. The Y. ¥. C. A. was taking up this week or last week the 
question of their policy with regard to Smyrna, and i hope that this 
will be in the line of a forward move. It certainly will be a geat 
misfortune if the Women's Board does not push this present opportun- 
ity in Smyrna, and 1 feel with Dr. White's going to Athens any ap- 
parent need of Miss Greene's staying there will be obviated. © 
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I have been making many very happy contacts on my hurried 
trip here, and feel it would be very much worth while if I could re- 
main on for a time, but in view of the situation abroad this seems | 
guite out of the question, so 1 feel I must be going along. ! 


| One other matter you will pardon me for mentioning. The

having a definite letter covering the action of the Committee. I

that of the Prudential Committee and the Secretaries. This and some

My dear Cases 


I have duly applied for a United States passport 
which is to be forwarded to you and should reach you shortly 
after this letter. I propose to return to Greece and Turkey via 
England and France and, perhaps also, by the Orient Express which 
requires transit visas for Italy and Servia as well. I should ap- 
preciate your securing the necessary visas, and trust it will be 
possible to secure transit visas without paying the ten dollars 
which is required for the regular visas. I[f it is not possible 
to secure the visas for Italy and Servia without paying the ten 
dollars you might let them wait until I come on to Boston as it 
may be that I will be able to secure a suitable sailing and go 
from Marseilles. If, however, you can secure the visas without 
paying that. money, or for 2 reasonable rate, ge ge them se- 
cured, as well as the necessary British, French, Gr6éek and Turk- 
ish visas. 


Before reaching California I wrote Dr. Sarton defi- 
nitely, proposing that he make formal application for me to enter 
Turkey. I do not know what arrangements are now in force for 
visas for Turkey, but I feel it would be very desirable to have 
some sort of a vise’ since the Turks are not at all eager to facil- 
itate any one's going from Athens, and naturally I do not wish to 
be held up there. 


Dr. Ward has in hand the appointment of our tutors, 
dut I trust that Messrs. Van Zanten and Macfarlane have been ap- 
pointed and that you have fully in hand the matters of their pass- 
ports, visas, etc. J presume Mr. Willard is looking out for their 
transportation. I am not at present troubling him for mine since 
my plans are somewhat uncertain, but I rather hope to get second- 
class passage on the Aquitania, August 2ist. I have wired the 
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Foard, requesting that my mail be forwarded to Whittier up to the 
Ath of August and then hold for orders. I shall be on the 14th 
with my cousin, Miss VceGuire, 502% South Michigan Avenue, Chicago, 
and would ask you to forward my mail to that address, taking par-. 
ticular pains to note the number of letters so forwarded so that 

I can be sure none has gone astray. Suppose that you forward let- 
ters to Chicago up to and including Monday the 14th, holding them 
from that time on for further instructions.

My dear Dr. Barton: 
For sixteen days the Gollege has not seen me as I have been keeled 
over by the worst attack of intestinal trouble I have ever suifered. It seemed 
a sort of cross between typhoid and dysentery with ratner high fever and now 
that I am picking up, I seem very weak and find it slow business getting back 
to normal. I am un to the College this afternoon for a little change and shall 
send y ua short tine aboutthings here altnough it might seem wiscr for some 
one who had more first hand information to do the writing. | 

We have been thinking of you all at the Annual Meeting in connection 
with the National Council and trust that the enthusiasm of the closing fiscal 
year carried over to both mectings. We shell have resorts in cue time. We did 
enjoy getting the October “erald the other day but the September number has not 
reached us. Dr. MacLachlan sent you a wire for the Annual Meeting which we 
trust was helpful. 

When I first got back, I found Pres. Machachlan r ther poorly and was 
much concerned for hisnealth. -ndeed for about a. week he seemed good for 
nothing. Since then, however, -he has thrown off what seeme to have been a bit 
of malaria and he puts us all to :hame with his energy and activity. is rare 
knowledge of the Turks and how to deal with them is of incalculable value in 
these cays. It wovld rejoice your heart to see how well and.active he is. He 
does try to rest and not overdo but on a number of occasions when he seemed 
unable to get rest in the day time, he has gone right through and been as fresh 
and keen as anyone next day. Cur tref. Seylaz is a great help too, and our 
three new tutors seem very promising. Prof. Lawrence was pretty well fagged 
when Dr. Mach. got here so the latter sent him off for a two weeks’ tour which 
has out him back into good shape. There is = good deal of NER work including 
reccntly the sending on of some 150 Armenians recently released, and a good 
deal of remittance work to wiich Prof. Lawrence attends. 

College is going along nicely and we have many reasons to be happy 
in the outlook. The government has been cordial although in one or two »voints 
its policy is uncertain. Yesterday we became a republic. As one man said"The 
name is changed but the comedy continues". Nevertheless, Turkey is sincerely 
trying to go forward. Everything is quiet around us. There is plenty of food 
and prices rather lower than when the Greeks were here. The serant problem is 
difficult but we are surmounting it. Mrs. Maclachlan was for some two weeks or 
more without a house serwnt. nd had also to manage the Matron's work, but 
now she is fixed with a fairly efficient woman. Rosalind has a Russian woman 
who is good but as slow as molasses. How she manages the house, nurses our big 
baby ,oan, plays for the College assembly, looks out for the children, and 
then nursed me through this trying sickness is a wonder but the women always 
put ust o shame. 

Miss Greene, arriving in Greece, did the only possible thing, and 
came on here where of course the children throngedher anc she opened her 
school. She has already almost as many as in any year previous and more 
coming. She has a house on the Quay and thus has pleasant living conditions. 

I understand that she has violated the instructions you and “r., Riggs and 
Miss Lamson gave her, not to undertake the work alone, but if we waited for 
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others to act, much good work would come to naught. The Vission was, 
apparently, never wholeheartec about sencing the hingsburys here and the 
Clarks, last spring, after being repeatedly told by the Committee-ad- 
interim to come, simply did not come, so there was little likliheoc of “iss 
Greene's getting a family. Ye have askec, and trust this has alrescy been 
granted, to have «iss Pohl, w:o is peculiarly fitted for this werk, come 
back to it. Miss Yreene would, of course, like a family there but this is 
by no means essential. “us she should nave an exo rienced associate and 
‘iss Pohl seems to be just thebne. If we do not get her, I do not know just 
what will happen. Meantime “iss Yreene is showing a degree of initiative, 
indepencence, anc real achievement wich is a delight to us all. Rosalind 
tries to get over one afternoon a week to help her with games and music and 
of course Miss Vreene spends Sundays with us here at Paradise. 


Our station has reorgenized with Dr. Wac“achlan as Chairman, frof. ) 
Lawrence as Vice and acting Treasurer during frof. Caldwell's absence, and | 
yours truly as Secretary. We have asked the Committee-acd-intcrim to ask 


for the Iwwins tocome here in view of the action of the Frudential Comnittee 


in June, but we learn that “r. Irwin is or is soon to be in Greece. Doubtless 
the null toward Yreece is strong, but I cannot but regret the sending there 
of men able and experienced in work for Turks. I have a feeling that the : 
work in Greece is going ‘to be a temporary and vassing work, ie that for the 


refugees and that avny work along educational lines will be much limited if 

it be attempted to make the work intern tional. The Greeks are exceedingly 
natianalistic and I shall be surprised to see large success in aiy institutions 
there where any considerable number of Armenians or others are welcomed. 


| Coming over, we ha& the pleasure of a good visit with Fred. Goodsell 
but stnce then we have heard rather little about plans in Athens anc elev- 
where. Fred. is a prince but I sometimec wish he were more fully in the work 
for the peovle of this country and not so larzely at work for the Christian 
eoples for whom others less fivted for Turkish work could do. However, his 
olace would be hard to fill. Rosalind and I are trying to get Turkish but it 
is not casy. But it is a necessary stev and must be taken. | 


Please remember us all kindly to all in the Rooms. I trust that 
your eyes and your general hcalth steadily improve. We await all word from 
the rooms eagerly.

Dear Mr. Rices: | 

a Your letter of the 3lst October referring to my letter to Wiss 
Liomson, arrived a few days since and reminded me that I had been rather 
remiss about keeping you posted as to things here. You may have heard that 
I was rather seriously ill for two weeks and good for nothing a third week 
last month and usually we have had something just ready to finish about 
which it would be more interesting to write a little later. But 1 shall 
send you a line today. 

The College is running along nicely with 115 students registered, 
more than one hundred of them Turks, five hewwe Christians nnd four or five 
Jews. There are mo Greeks or Armenians. P:of. Yaldwell arrived in splendid 
health on the 13th and is making his strong ham@dfelt in many departments 
of the work. Dr. Machachlan is exceedingly well considering his experiences 
last year though he finds continued mental strain a very heavy burden. 

There have been two matters over which we have had friction with 
the sovernment. We began the year by substituting for our usual morning 
Chanel service, a required Assembly held in the “Chanel” but entirely without 
an@ religious teaching, ie no hymns, scripture ar prayer. Some veiled — 
objection: was made to the use of the chapel room, end ome day there was a 
small "strike" after comment hac been made in the local pavers that we were 
making the boys go to “church". The President consulted with the Maarif 
Wudiri(Director of education) who made an enquiry about it, and later got 
a rather rudely worded note ordering us to change the vlace. At. a confer- 
ence later, the director of education said of course he was only making a 
suggestion, as he had no authority to interfer in our internal administaa- 
tion, but that so much talk had been stirred up it would be well to make 
some change, although the objections were groundless and he knew that at 
Robert College required assembly is held in a place used three or four 
days a week for chapel. We therefore suggested, and he avproved, our 
giving up required assembly, and substituting therefore study for non- 
Christian students and required chapel for our few Christian students. This 
plan we have followed, and while we were reluctant to give up a daily 
assembly, we do feel that we are blessed in having again Christian worship 
for our staff and small Christian constituency. “ater we found it vossible 
to arrange some classes at the study hall period so a considersble number 
of studenrs have classes with their Turkish teachers, the others being in 
study. At the conference referred to above, the Director of Hducation 
assured the ‘resident thet he was friendly to the College and that in case 
of any further questions, he would call the ‘resident down and they would 
be able to discuss matters and come to a satisfactory agreement. 

Our second cause of friction came from the requirement of the new 
law that Turkish shall be taught in each class, two hours of language in 
the upper classes, four in the lower, and one hour each of Turkish history 
and J cography in each class. This as a matter of fact is less than we 
have been giving in Turkish, and is agreeable to us if the exegencies of 
a three-language program be taken into consideration and we be allowed to 
cover the course rather than literally to give every boy th&t much every 
year. © But the real difficulty lies in the law giving the government the 
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right to “aopoint™ the teachers. Cur former teacher Hatem “ey, had been 
avproved some years ago, but as he had not a diploma from the Higher Normal 
School or the University, he was adjudged unfitted to take the higher classes 
but approved for the lower. The Director of 4ducation sent us one Hakki 
Nazihi Sey, a graduate of the University and a writer with a sharp pen. In 
conversation the Director said he only “nominated” but in his letter he 
used the term “anooint". After some negotiations, during which the can- 
didate sou ht a half day program, which it is imoossibéé for us to arrange 
for any one, it was agreed that he would come to us ready to take his work 
at any time it suited our convenience. Hence we did not press the question 
whether he was “nominated" or “anvointed" though we took the stand with him 
that we made the appointment. He began his work rather quietly but showed 
ina fe days that he felt himself a sort of master in anything that had 
to do with Turkish questions. “wing to my illness, the very difficult 
matter of making the program was taken in hand by ‘res. “ac*achlan and when 
ready, was announced, mea ntime a provisional »rogram being followed. 
When Hakki Nezihi Sey learned that his request to have all his work on half 
a day had not been met; although this had been especially agreed on in 
advance, be became abusive, complained that we were teaching more Turkish 
than the regulations allowed, though the regulations are clearly minimum 
requirements, and on the sameday, a Monday, left the College. We heard no 
more till friday when an article in a newspaper reported that he had re- 
oorted that our Turkish program was not satisfactory and had left the 
College. The next day a young inspector from the Venartment came with a 
lot of senseless complaints, as for example that the Turkish teacher had 
to teach when others had no classes, although he had no classes for four 
or five hours a day when. other teachers were teaching. This was followed 
on the next Tuesday by a letter covering some of these same points and 
stating that 4okki Pezihi Bey had been instructed toreturn to hig work. _ 
I should have stated that Dr. Mactachlan had said to the insvector, that 
as “akki ezihi “ey had left the Collece and his weak for a week without 
making any provision for his classes and had made false reports to the 
covernment, he was no longer accentable to the College, and yw rhaps the 
Department woulda suggest another teacher. On the Tuesday or Wednescay | 
afternoon, the teacher, Hakki ezihi "ey called, when he was informed by 
the President that he had advised the government that Hakki Sezihi “ey 
was no longer acce table. Meantime the President had seen the Vali 
(Governor) as the Director of Education had gone off on a trip of inspection 
from which he has not yet returned and the complaints of our “Professa@ ™ 
had been handled by an acting director, the headof the Lycee. 

The Governor told Dr. Machah lan that he woulé arrange a con- 
feremce anc send for him, which he did on Tuesday last (this is Thursday) 
but owing to a military funeral, the Governor missed the Hy, 2d we 
rather expect another summons today. “eantime the pavers have been writing 
against the College which has refused to accept the appointee of the 
government, and there are some reasons to think that the Governor, who. 
seemed friendly, is sparring for time till the real Director returns. i con- 
time we have had an application from a man so apparently well fitted for 
the vacant position, and so high in the government favor, a former Director 
of Education at Adrinople and holder of several medals, as well as a graduate 
of the Higher Normal School, that we hardly see how they can refuse to 
approve him. But here we are, for nearly, no, more than two w ceks, without 
e head Turkish teacher and our classes carried temporarily by ene former 
teacher and others. 

We feel that our position is absolutely correct. We accepted the 
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new"Professor™ in good faith, and it was simply because we were requiring 

more and not less than the minimum in Turkish and Turkish subjects, that 

he found himself cut off from the hope he had of getting in another job 

in spite of his agreement to the contrary. To let that man come back to 

the College after he has made these false and senseless objections to our 
program would be simply to surrender all our control over the College 

and its discipline and if the new law is going to be interpreted so as to foist 
hotheaded end incompetent and unfaithful men on our institutions, we 

might better clase. We feel, however, that we shall get by this difficulty 

as we have others in the vast. | 


Viss Greene has a splendid school and we are proud of her work. 
She sorely needs help and we trust Miss Pohl is soon to be with us and Miss 
Greene. “rs. Reed goes omer an afternoon each week to help with music 
and games. 4t is unfortunate that the institutions are so far apart 
for it is amatter of two hcurs to go by train and tram and it is a bad 
road even for the car whitch is not always available. But we are doing 
our best to helnv Iiss Yreene and of course she svends Sundays with us. 
She has hapvily escaved any friction thus far and is delighted with her 
girls. | 


tax matters seems to be working out fairly well. We secured 
free of duty a shipment of personal effects coming by frieBRt for 
Mr. Kirkwood, but had to pay duty on a set of Encyclopaedias for the 
College as only text books are admitted free according to our advices. 
However, the rate on this and on a small shipment of cloth for “rs. 
Reed was most moderate. *‘rices in the bazaars also indicate tht the 
customs duties are not excessive. 


We had a communicetion from “r. Fowle referring to’ our wishes 
as to the “erald. We replied as we had already written “r. Meeken that we 
very much cesired the magazine unless the editorial policy was such as 
to make it unwise for it to come in. We have seen the “ctober number 
which was forwarded from “reece, but no other recent numbers, which 
we miss. | 


In the eyes of us here, Smyrna Station has never ceased to 
function, but our friends in Constantinople evidently have wondered at 
times if we were “on the job". We no longer receive the minutes of 
the Committee-ad-interim as formerely, nor the copies of the secretarial 
letters, and possibly for some very good reason, but so far as we are 
aware, there 1s no reason why we should not keep in close touch with 
headquarters as before. There seems to be no censoring of the mails, and 
anyhow, we do not aim to write anything that might not be read by a censor.

ossible candidates for Smyrna next year in addition to Miss “rohe. Our 
reply 1s: Send them all, we are going to grow. Seriously, however, with 
Miss Greene away on furlough next year, we need strong helpers aw this school 
is going to grow, so while possiblg Miss Pohl, Miss “rohe and the two other 
ladies next year might be a big order, it is not so far beyond the mark. 
I want also to take up soon the question of reinforcements for College and 
Station. We understand that the Vroomans are sort of earmarked for us and 
trust no other plan will interfer withthis.

Dear Dr. Barton: 

It has been rather a long time since I have written to 
you and so I shall take advantage of an uninterrupted time to send you 
a letter. President Machachlan has written you somewhat fully of late 
regarding the mttersof particular interest to the Trustees for offic- 
ial action so I shall assume them as covered and take things up ina 
more general way. 

On the whole, we may well feel that the result thus far of our 
| experimental year has been better than we had hoped. Our student body 
or rather our registration has reached 121, as against our estimate of 
100. And while money is scarce, we have done better financially that 
T had feared. Our staff is strong, united, efficient. Our three young 
Americans are all hard workers, and enthusiastic. They are here for 
business. Our new Turkish professor is a parently a strong man, and 
since our “friction" with the government when some of our students am 
friends seemed a little distant, we have had every evidence of loyalty 
within and cordial support oultSide. The one serious regret I have is 
that we were not able to carry on our plan for morning assembly but we 
did what we thought was best and I feel sure that ways will be found 
for us to gain back anything we have lost, and even to improve our 
stand in that matter by having assembly on a basis to which none can 
take exception. We are also m& ing it possible for the Moslem students 
to get real counsel and help from some of their own moreliberal leaders. 

Dr. MacLah lan's health and strength have been egual to the 
strains in a way really wonderful. He climbs to the top of the tower 
to take the time now and again, plays golf as of old and usually is one 
or more up on any of his competitors, ard does a lot of work beside keep- 
ing the rest of us keyed up and enthusiastic. HH is a joy to see how 
far he has recovered but with it all he takes good care of himself and 
shOuld be able to round out his years most efficiently. His knowledge 
of the country and the peoplem his wise counsel and particularly his ab- 
ility to let pass the little petty annoyances, have been of the highest 
value to % College in these days. 

Prof.Lawrence has stood loyally by but it is telling on him 
to have so long a separation. As I indicated last year, eitter the Col- 
lege must provide him a trip home at College expense, in which case he 
would probably come back in the fall to face two more years separated 
from his family, or advance his furlough two years, and the “abinet is 
recommending the latter course to the Trustees. In view of one or two 
quesfions in the past, I have pointed out to the President that formally 
the Managers should ondy recommend rather than grant the furlough them- 
selves, but in the absence of disapproval, we shall assume that this 
plan, which has our unanimous approval and meets Prof. Lawence's wishes, 
is fully supported by the Trustees. Prof. Caldwell's trip home kb st summer 
was a good investment of funds and brought him back hale and fit. Mrs. 
Caldwell, whom wehad hoped would come out this spring, is delaying in the 
hope of selling their Florida property and of closing out som other 
matters so there are still only the two fomil ies; Reeds end MacLam lans, 
on the campus. 
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Mrs. Reed has been very busy all winter, carrying, in addition 
to all her home and social duties, the latter by no means light, a day a 
we ek at the American Collegiate Institute at Geuz ‘epe. Our three | 
children have been cpretty well, though naturally we feel a little the 
loss of our old trusted physician.

OMe of the most satisfying 

factors in our experience this yar has been the freedom from financial 

cares, owing tothe ie cheery, of our needs last summer by friends and 

the Board, and by Mrs. Nennedy's indefinite but very substantial promises 


to stand by us. It is too early to say definitely, but we ought to cut 
down our deficit somewhat. But what of the years ahead. We cannot go 
on as we have had to do these past few years, withsome one making a trip

We have first, of course, our confidence that the American Boare will

Next to the Board assistance, we look to Mrs. “ennedy whose: 
gifts thie year have been generous and as usual, not pledged in advance 
as to amount. Perhaps we ought to go on spending all the money we need 
to expecting Mrs, “ennedy to furnish the deficit. putwe have never 
felt that this was the right way to do. If only Mrs. “ennedcy would show 
“her intentions, it wuld simplify metters, but she has never seemed + 
like to do that. If we go into the acon ied united campaign, we may lose 
out with Mrs. Kennedy ancone of the President's problems on his trump this 
year will be to look into this whole problem. But we cannot very well 
develop the Gollege as it should be developed without more adequate assur- 
ances than we have had as yet. 
Then of course we have out lrustées, and otler frrpeds and the 
general public. The arrival this week of our new stenographer ona 
two and a half year ontract promises to give some continuity to our 
ability to keep in touch witha wide constituency. But that is a big 
undertaking and we must have some endowment or the equivalent of it ana 
thet before many ycars. 
On the question of our development here, it seems to me the fol- 
ing need steessing: 
a Insistence that all new permanent workers get a good command 
of Turkish and have definite résponsibilities to use it, 
2. Development of our Premwratory “epartment strongly, 
Se Constantly closer cooperatiin with Turkish teachers which 
requires developing such teachers, 
4, Bringing our work into close touch with Turkish needs since 
we seem likely to be largely a Turkish-attended College 
| for the next few year rather than internati onal as before. 
I am planning to attend in Beirut in April the Conference of 
Presidents and Deans of the American Near East Collegew and hope to get 
light on a lot of problems that are not clear. Just in how far shall a 
hristian College be able to accomplish its work? What shall be our em- 
Shasis. Are we out definitely to get men to confess Christ and enter his 
church, or are we légitimately working for something else? How far are 
we justifiedin accepting the present spithtion? These are some of the 
problems toward which we are turning, in faith and confidence.

| I nave just sent a formal letter along with the 

annual reports of the College, and I shall take the op- | 
portunity to send you a line about things here. As you 
know, I have been appointed to represent the College at 

the Conference of Near Eastern College Presidents and Deans 
to be held next month in Beirut, and as I have long wanted 
to visit some of our sister institutions in Egypt and Pal- 
estine I am getting away a little early in the hope of see- 
ing a considerabl mie sion work in the south. I plan to 
leave on the 20th Wa Athena for Alexandria and should be 


back coming direct from Beirut. | 
I ha received also, an invitation from Dr. Mott to 


attend the Jerusalem Conference of the International Mis— 
sionary Council, and am hoping to spend the days from April 3-8 
there. It séems that this Conference is composed of rery- 
resentatives from various missions chosen by Dr. Mott him 
self, and it looked as though Smyrna was not to be repre— 
sented, as our mission appointed five members of Constant i- 
nople station as the sole representatives of the W.T.M, 
but the five were, according to Mr. Charles Riggs, individ 

nalied by Dre Mott. Mr. Riggs was kind enough, how 
ever, to let Dr. Mott know that I was to be in the south at 
thet time, and this led to my being invited. I appreciate 
greatly the opportunity to meet the people who will be at 
the Conference, and trust that from it I shall be able to 
gain viewpoints of value to all our work. 


We have had a good many visitors of late, all of whom 
have done us good. Of Mr. Staub’s visit you perhaps have 
heard. He was with us nearly a week, and sO we were able 
to discuss matters guite fully. Then came "“Admiral*® Jen 
nings on a whirlwind visit, bringing us the latest devel- 
opments of his plans. Last week camethe Mott party for a 
few hours along with Mr. Ernest Riggs, but the latter we 
had to hurry almost at once over to Geuz Tepe to see Miss 
Emerson, who had arrived the Saturday before, and whom he 
took along with him to Athens. . We weredisappointed not to 
see moré Of Mr. Riggs: and here at the College we saw less 
Of Miss Emerson than we had hoped, as she had planned to 
stay some days longer. But she ha@ a good visit at the 
A.C.Ie and we feel that she will return to Boston with a 
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splendid idea of our needs and problems. Mr. Riggs ex 
plained that his visits in the Near East were only incident-— 
al to his work in Africa, but we were sorry not to have a 
longer time to discuss matters with him also. Within a 
few days we Shall be forwarding to Boston a somewhat full 
statement of our needs for persorel and for financial sup- 
port for the work here in the coming year. This had been 
asked for by Mr. Riggs through the Committee ad interin, 
at Constantinople which was to tiake up these questions on 
April 10, but as apparently most of the members will be in 
the south at that time, I presume action will be delayed. 


Miss Green is a little discouraged at the fact that 
according to Miss Emerson,support is available for only 
three ladies in the A.CeIe next year as our minimum askings 

_ titere are for five. I have said to Miss Green that she , 

must not be despondent, but that the guestion will have to 
gO before the annual meeting of the mission. We here do | 
not wish to take any narrow or selfish outlook on the whole 
work, and it may be that we do not know all the facts. But 
Dr. Mott. tells us that we are occupying at this moment, one 
of the most strategic positions in all the Moslem world, and 
certainly we are meeting here, in our two schools made up 
almost exclusively of Moslem students, opportunities to show 
our good will toward, and to cooperate heartily with our 
Moslem friends, such as Nave never been known before in this 
land and which apparently are not parallelled in other sta- 
tions of our mission today. Whereas in Constantinople as 
eof old and particularly in Athens and in Salonika, the work 
of the missionaries is assisted by a considerable group of 
well-trained Christian nationals, we here have absolutely no 
Such group to depend upon, and consegamMiily the relative im- 
portance of the American missionary is so much the::greater. 


It seems to me that the coming annual meeting in June 
must fact very seriously the contention: which some of us 
have been urging for some time, that is, that we cannot 
hope with the resources available in men and money, to 
maintain anything like the number of stations and schools 
we used to have and that it is unwise to Keep up a number 
weakly rather than to concentrate on a few which can be — 
made stronge I am much interested in a study of our schools 
which is being made under the leadership of Markham of Con- 
Stantinople, and he is planning to make some suggestions 
to the mission which may Gera bit revolutionary with respect 
to our missionary educational policy. I hope to be able 
to take Mrs. Reed to annual meeting, and I understand Miss 
Green and Miss Pohl also hope to go, so that at least Smyrna 
station will endeavour to make its viewpoint understood. 


Dr. MacLachlan, as you know, is planning to leave for 
America about the time I return from Beirut, say the 20tA o 
April, and of course matters of College interest will nat— 
urally await his arrival. Dr. Mott was very strong in urg- 
ing upon Dr. MacLachlan the wisdom of the latter's plan 
in going on to America as Dr, Mott feels that the friends 
of our Moslem work need the information and the viewpoint 
Which Dr. MacLachlan is so peculiarly fitted to present. 

I am sorry that the President has to be away at all at just 
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this time, put things seem to be going along so well with 
us, that I trust his absence will not be depramental to our 
local interests. 


A few days ago we had a letter from Mr. Leiper now 
with the commission on missions, asking for brief words of 
encouragement and particularly instances of successful 
work. I sent him bck a few as for example, that one of our 
. students in my educatfDn class was translating significant 

/ educational material for the use of Turkish teachers , who. 
were welcoming it; that two of our students had voluntarily 
and with no suggestion on our part, organiged successfully 
a club for young men in a neignbouring part of the city. 

I wight have added that another of our Moslem graduates, 

a young Albanian who had been associated with Mr. Birge's 
club work in the city was appointed , immediately on his 
return to Albania, to be the Director of alarge Albanian 
Orphanage, to which he is carrying the spirit of our Col- 

' lege, and has even written back for some details of our 
administrative procedure. If only we could count our Mos— 
lem graduates by the scores or hundreds instead of by units, 
we should be more hopeful of the early solution of some of 
the pressing problems of Turkey and its neighbouring coun- 
tries. But the splendid letters we get from many of our 
boys makes us feel that our work is tremendously wortn 
wile. 


Perhaps with regard to the recent radical and far- 
reaching political changes in this part of the wotld, the 
less said the better. Surely our Turkish friends are 
many of them stunned by the rapidity of change in these 
days and some hesitate to express their opinions very 
openly. No doubt some mistakes will be made by the party 
in power in changing so rapidly long-established institu- 
tions but we think that there is great encouragement in 
the fact that Church and State are so definitely set apart 
from one another , and in any rapidly changing society | 
there is great opportunity for new and he influences 
to operate, and there is no lack of encouragement to those 
who see a better day dawning. Within the last two weeks 
all the Catnolic schools in Smyrna and elsewhere, and we 
understand this means all the foreign schools except our 
own American institutions,have been closed because theyre— 
fused to comply with an order calling on them to remove all 
religious pictures and images from tie class rooms to the 
chapels. Italy has now gratified the Treaty and it may be 
that some new arrangenent will be made, but for the moment 
all the Catholic schools are closed. The new Minister 
of Public Instruction ig the formey Local Director who told 


Birge and me in October 722 th could not carry on our 
work, but we are not anticipat any change in our rela- 
tionships. This is an interesting place to be now.

My dear Dr. Barton:-= 


A week ago yesterday I returned from a month's visit 
to the south, during wnich I attended the two Conferences: 
at Jerusalem ana Beairute I should 1ike to write you fully 
apout my impressions of these two Conferences, but shall 
leave that to a later time, if I write at alle Althougn 
Dr. MacLachian had felt it wiser not to plan to leave before 
my return, he finally decided to do so andactually left 

the narbour of Smyrna the same day that I came in. He will 
be bringing you full and recent accounts of our work here, 
and I need add nothing save to say that everything seems 

most promising, and we are looking forward with continued 
confidencee. Dr. MacLachlan will be telling you of our 
recent engazing of one of our graduates, Halreddin Shukri 
Bey as our chief Turkish business and governmental agent. 

He will take charge also of the College books, and his few 
days with us has already Prov of our action. 
It is of this type of young men we must build up a 
substantial Turkish staff. 


I would write this moming particularly with regard 

tO the matter of reinforcemats. We are assuming that 
as a minimum the American Board will provide us witn at 
least two families for next year, one of which will, of 

, eOurse, be the Vroomans, and we had rather hoped that Mr. 

©“ James Murray, wno was with us from 1920-22 would be tne 
Other. He is a young man of good promise, and while one 
might wish that he were an American citizen, and that he 
had a longer period of graduate training, it seemed to the 
Cabinet that we ought to secure his serVYices if possible, 
and ne seemed to be open to a proposition. But up to this 
time we have had no replies to several letters sent to him. 
Dr. MacLacnian will be in touch with nim I presume,. but — 
if ror any reason his appointment is not forthcoming, I 
trust that througn the Student Volunteer Movement, or 
through Dr. Ward we may secure without fail a fully com 
petent man in his place. 


With your letter ca@es a copy of your splendid mission 
letter of March 26 to Mr. C. T. Riggs. We are always glad 
to get copies of these mission letters, as they bring us 
information sometimes overlooked in other correspondences 
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Your refererice to the House Fund, for example, is qmtirely 
inexplicable to us, as we had understood that a discussion 
of this matter referred to Constant inople only; 
put we shall probably have the Matter cleared up at mission 
meeting time. 


You raise in the last paragraph of your letter tne 
y ion of language study for Mr. and Mrs. Vrooman, and 


mto throw the weight of the home office against their 

sComing to Smyrna for language study. I trust that the 

* full statement of this station forwarded to you some time 
ago by Dr. MacLachlan, and also the enclosed copy of a 
recent letter from me to Mr. Vrooman will throw more light 
on this matter.eI would be the last, I hope, to discourage 
any young missionaries in their effort to master the language. 
Indeed I am fast coming to the opinion that our mission 
should make early provision for a mastery of the language, 
or at least of one of the languages, on the part of every 
missionary, or in the lack of this, definite provision 
for the early retiring of such as do not care to meet this 
requirement. But the proposal to have the Vroomans and 
the other new appointees for Smyrna this year come to 
Smyrna at onee is in order that we may organize here for 

tthem, and for several of the older missionaries here who 

cannot be expected to go to Constantinople, a real study 

- eentre. Our proposal is to have regular and competent 

i} teachers, acting under the direction of the best advisers 

we can secure, and preparing to take the regular mission 

examinatione Just as two years ago the Scnool of Religion 

+ in Constantinople was divided into two classes, and as 

“last year Mr. Hawkes was allowed to make an individual class 
in Athens, so it seems wise to this station to ask that, in 
view of the very exceptional circumstances here in Smyrna, 
our reinforcements should be sent on at once and allowed to 
carry on their work heree 


I nave discussed this matter informally with Secretary 
Riggs in Jerusalem, and with Messrs. Goodsell, Peet and 
MacNaughton of the committee ad interim, and they gave me 
to understand that the mission would see no insuperable 
difficulty in our proposal. The fact is, Dr. Barton, 
that we here in Smyrna, while we may seem to be sailing 
along very quietly, are actually bearing heavier responsibil-— 
ities than we should be called upon to meet. Dr. MacLachlan 
is the only American here with any sort of a command of 
Turkish, and while he is remarkably well considering what 
he has gone through, he must have co-operation and much 
assistancée We have been carrying this year a great insti- 
tution with only two American families on the ground, and 
there snould be moréeée The new men would be Nere in a much 
more completely Turkish environment than in Constantinople.

The cost of living and of learning would be materially 
cheaper here and since the scnool in Constantinople is 
avery small affair at best, and may, if we are to believe 
the talk at Jerusalem, be deprived next year of the personal 
leadersnip of Mr. Goodsell, we can see no reason wny the 
candidates cannot get just as good training here in Smyrna 
along with Miss Ponl, Mrs. Caldwell, Mrs. Reed and mM all 
of wnom must get after the language seriously, as anywhere 


We have, as you will note, already taken this matter 
up fully with Mr. and Mrs. Vrooman, with the mission, and 
with the Board, and we trust that a decision to the best 

. PYnterests of all concerned will be reached. I Was sorry, 

/nowever, to see that apparently the matter was already de- 
 @ided in your minds in the Rooms, but I feel confident 
that with all the facts before you, you may feel it 18 wise 
to fall in with our suggestion. 


It might be asked, "Why not send all the missionaries 
wno need Turkish to Constantinople for a year?" And per— 
haps this mignt be a wise thing to do if we had the person- 
nel. It would mean taking from this station certainly 
Mrs. Reed and me and Miss Pohl: and possibly others. It 
would mean calling in several other missionaries who seem 
to be needed in their respective fields. The fact i8, much 
as we should like to think otherwise, that we are terribdly 
lacking in adequately trained personnel for Turkish work. 
Unfortunately several men unusually fitted linguistically 
and otherwise, are unable at the present to be here, I am 
thinking of such m@m as Dr. White, King Birge and Irwin. 

It also looks as though the Anatol4da group was quite de— 
cided to unite again this time in Salonika or near there, 
and this may take the Theodore Riggs family, and other poten-— 
tial family for Turkish work, away from Turkey. Some of us 
are feeling strongly that the mission must have immediately 
considerable reinforcements, or else seriously face the 
question of withdrawing from such places as Marsovan, Talas, 
or possibly even closing some of our work in Smyrna. Cer- 
tainly we cannot hold our work in this city next year unless 
our new recruits can come here and give us at least their 
moral and spiritual support while leaming the language. 
There seems to be no possibility whatever of our getting 
one or more men knowing Turkish here next year. It is 
perfectly clear, however, that the new day imperatively 
demands men and women with adequate linguistic training, and 
we will all unité on whatever policy will secure this best: 
along with the other interests dear to us. I find that in 
Syria and Egypt there is some question as to whether the 
central language school is the only possible method of get- 
ting the new recruits well trained, but certainly they there 
can give us a new Zeal for attaining this desirable end.

Dear Dr. Barton: 


Since reaching home from my visit to the South, I have 
written you, and am sending to Frese. MacLachlan and Treasurer 
Gaskins material which will come before you in connection with the 
meeting of the Trustees of the College. I do sincerely trust that 
the American Board will, as before, continue its support to the 
extent of four families, and an enlarged grant from the Higher 
Kducational Fund, and thus make it possible for the College to 
have a degree of certainty both in its primary work and in its 
appeal to others. I am urging Presidnet MacLachlan to prolong his 
stay sufficiently to allow for the forming and the realizing of 
far-reaching plans. Much as we need him here, it seems to me that 
his great service in the months immediately ahead lies there. I hope 


you will urge him to remain as long as his presence there may be 
of value. 


I was very much surprised and not a little pleased at your 
very kind words regarding the letter and material I had sent you 
before soing South. I sometimes wonder if I do not write too much, 
but your kindly reception makes me willing to submit some of the 
results of the thinking I have been doing and some of the results 
of my experience this past year and its crystallization at the 
two conferences. I have also been reading with pleasure and profit 
Dre F atton's exfetjent "Business of Missions" which ought to have 
a wide redding and a great usefulness. This has particularly given me 
a new feeling of our need in the Near East for that sehse of the 
"Great Pattnership” of which he speaks. 


Am I wrong in feeling a great lonliness in our work? A lack 
of real statesmanlike facing of our probelms? Is it only a feeling 
that each worker, at least each locality and institution stands far 
too much alone? At Jerusalem, at Beirut, and in the glowing pages 
of Dr. Fatton's book, there is expressed the conviction to which we 
all give assent, that after all we are all doing a part of a common 
task and that the unity is more than the diversity. In Egypt, in 
the Missions of the United Presbyterians, where two meetings a year 
are attended by practically all the missionaries, and several strong 
committees work between times; in the Presbyterian Mission in Syria, 
where again two meetings a year are attended by all, and a committee 
has recently studied and re-evaluated all the work, one gets a real 
idea of unity and cooperation. Frankly, in the Colleges, where in 
recent years important decisions affecting the whole policy have been 
taken even without full discussion by the faculties (I refer par- 
ticularly to the placing of native salaries on the same basis as 
foriegn in R.C. and AUB), one is impressed with a different spirit, 
and we have scarcely begun to face our common problems together. 

And in our own Mission, where geograpyically it becomes almost 
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impossible to set our scattered members together save in a delegated 
body, and where the Elders of Constantinople must necessarily be 
the always overwhelmingly potent influence, not only by being always 
on the Committee-ad-interim but by being always able to attend the 
ual meetings whereas the members of other stations go only by 
 rgtation, it does seem to me that we have not a real mission, but 
pf grou of friendly, but very much separated institutions and 
“centers. How many questions of real Mission policy have been settled 
in the last ten years by the Mission; how many more decided by the 
Committee-ad-interim or even without formal action. 

Let us look at the Near Tast situation as to the Colleges 
today. Robert, Constantinople, and AUB are, it would seem, missionar, 
in name and in vital spirit, but they do seem very much out of close 
touch with the organized missionary forces that surround them. 
Assiut College is almost alone in being the creature of the lission, 
without separate board. Cairo University is new, and closely tied 
to the great mavement throurh the personality of its President, br. 
Watsone The new Collese-to-be in Persia will probably be under the 
Presbyterian liission. ‘vhat of our American Board colleges, present 
and prospective? Is it not true that we have no effective cooper- 
ation? Isn't it true that their respective leaders stand much alone, 
and. the home boards, centering in the Rooms, are rather guided by the 
pressure of a strong leader than by any definite policy looking to 

“the whole field? St. Paul's and International are holding to their 
01d plants with new constituencies and new problems. Anatolia is 
apparently about to move to Salonika. Theithers seem uncertain, — 
thourch Central Turkey apparently wishes to locate at Aleppo. 

Now according to the recent Educational Xeport for China, 
the urgeney in that great empire of four hundred millions, with 
far more potential backing for Christian education than our generat- 
ion can hove to command for the Near ast, is that consolidation 
should take rlace. Apparently it is the Micdle School rather than 
the College that should be stressed. Is there any reasonable likli- 

that American philanthropy will back. adequately all the 

“institutions thatbear the name College jm the Near East today? 
Should Central Turkey College go on af*Aleppo? Should the new 
school at Athens seek to be a Colljegé? Should Anatolia College 
so to Salonika? Should Euphrates Collegé be preserved as a unity? 
Ido not answer these questions, but I do raise them as I raise 
i questions,such as to the educational and philanthropic wis- | 
“dom of maintainine at such great expense the “ edical School at Bei- 
rut and the Fngineering School at Robert College. I am not the 
only person that is raising these questions. Iiy only contention here 
is that in the decision of the questions, there seems to be very 
little of the massing of all available !mowledge. There seems to be 
too much emphasis on the accicent that a man who was formerely at 
one of these Colleges is loyal and enthusiastic, or, be it said to 
our shame, te the "vested interests” of small endowments, which 
should certainly be used, amid new circumstances, ad majorem dei 
eloriam, rather than to perpetuate any name or tradition, however 
glorious. | 
I am rapidly coming to my own convictions with regard to 
the educational situation, though I am certainly far from final 
in my ideas. That the number of real high grade colleges must be 
limited, I am sure. ‘That the best work can be done in the type 
of"College" corresponding more nearly to the European gymnasium or 
the American Junior College, is also a growing conviction. 
But I would like to see all our institutions face their task as 
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members of one body. I would have men feel a primary loyalty and 
a primary responsibility to the creat tas] rather than to a single 
institution. I think that no new institution should receive the 
backing of its Board, and no plans be formed for transfering an 
institution, save with respect to the whole task. I would ask, 
for example, whether some of the Anatolia personnel and money might not 
better £0 £0 strenethen that splendid Bulgarian institution, rather 
than multiply institvtions. I would have some institutions limit 
their work to definite tasks. It seems to me that the three out- 
standing institutions of the present day, ie Robert, AUB and 
Constantinople, are apt to remain, and perhaps should remain, in a 
class by themselves. If they are to sive work absolutely on a par 
“4th American Colleres of the first class at home, let them do it, but 
let all other institutions be resred into them. The International 
Collere would seem to have a peculiar responsibility to the Turks, 
in spite of the fact that Robert is in Turkey, but it is bound to "be 
international in fact, situated in Constantinople. AUB will serve the 
same way for the Arab "world , includines Persia and Iigypt to a large extent 
Assiut College will do well, it seems to me, to remain what it is, a 
Junior College, and I shall "not be surprised if the Cairo University 
does the same. The Bulgarian institution should certainly be sustained, 
and ourht not to be dependent upon the push of the local leaders 
only. If there is to be a College in Greece, why not have the 
two sexes together or near together, instead of a Girls’ College 
ny Athens under one control and the college for men elsewhere under 
“another? Is it not possible, indeed is it not imperative, that 
all these interests be pooled in some such vital way that the weak 
shall be strengthened, the strong made more effective, men and women 
be placed where they can serve best rather than lef$ where they hapren 
to be? lerhaps I am asking for an impossible $4$uation, but just as 
the Boxer trouble in China made way for a vital union there, so I 
would have the crisis of the lear East melt our individuality and 
make us closer yoke-fellows in service? Is it an impossible dream? 
Today strong personalities may seem too individualistic, but tomorrow 
today's leaders will be gone, and we should build on principles rather 
than on personalities. Perhaps the suggestion of a survey of all the 
educational situation in North Africa and the Near East by a dis- 
interested scientific group, which is to be pressed by a committee 
appointed at Beirut, will lead to this. Meantime cannot we American 
Board people be ready, and act as though we were all one? 
| What about our Mission work. God knows what we have suffered. 
Have we been fused in the furnace? I am becoming more and more 
convinced that the old Station ptlicy is fatal. Yet that is the 
policy that seems to prevail. A new missionary is notified from 
Boston, and assigned in advance, possibly in accord with a mission 
vote of long ago, to Scutari, but should not someone decide when she 
arrives where she is most needed? The Committee-ad-interim refuses 
approval to Miss Greene's request for a due furlough lest Smyrna 
station understand that the ission will provide a substitute in a 
School with 70 children and only one other teacher, while at the 
same meeting, it approves the sending of a fifth lady to Marsovan, 
with four there already and less than ten children to be taught! 
l'gnd you, I am not saying cither of these decisions are necessarily 
wrong, but it does prove, as do so many other things, that we are 
group of larg#ely independent workers. 
~* Has the American Board enough men and women and enough dol- 
i to support adequate work even in the few places that remain 
Turkey, Constantinople, Smyrna, Brusa, Marsovan, Talas, Marash, 
Tarsus, Aintab? Dare we sit down with paper in hand and mark down 
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in cold words how many of our workers are properly fitted linguistically 
and otherwise, how many we need adequately to do anything worthwhile 
in each of these places? Have we courage enough to say frankly to 
some of our splendid colleagues what Fred_Goodsell hints at in his 
letter to Fnoch Bell under the School of felicion picture in a recent 
Herald, that they had better not remain in mission work in Turkey? 

Are we " poine to view the prospective situation in Greece and Syria, 
and say either "Yes, ve propose to build up such and such a work 
there", or "No, we cannot undertake such a work, and we will not 
encourage any moreof our former Turkey missioneries to return to a 
work for which they do not mow the lantuage?"” I keep asking myself 
the auestion whether I have any b'siness toremain in Turkey on some 

of these accounts, and I face these seriously in view of our College 
and ACI work. It scems to me we are drifting. Nothing would please me 
more than to see the Board go into Greek heartily and seriously, 

if we have the funds, but if we are to go there, I would frankly face t 
the entire question of approach, rather than let some of our former 
Asia Minor work "spill over" there. I would rather see the work seem 
to suffer for a few years than to see foundations laid that will not 
abide: better have few well trained missionaries for Greece than | 
more workers trained in another school and unfitted for real approach 
to Greeks. 

And if somehow we can face all these facts fearlessly, I for 
one, am ready to put all my personal and institutional interests into 
the hopper. I tried last year to appeal for the continued and adequate 
support of this College on the broad grounds of missionary strategy 
rather than because I loved it and would be pained to see it closed. 

I am working earnestly for the ACI at Guez-lepe, for I believe we 
have an oprortunity there which it would be a calamity to miss. 
But I should rather see either the College or the ACI or both closed 
now, than to have them go on with an eked out existence, dependent on 
the strurgles of a local group. Unless our fellow workers, facing all 
the facts, feel that we are worthy to survive, by all means let us 
close down and let the resources in personnel and funds go to more . 
necdy placese But so long as we seem so dependent on local initiative, 
and so long as our work seems so lacking in unity, it seems necessary t 
to push our own interests for all we are worth which we doe But we 
from Smyrna are going to Mission meeting to seek to further that 
ore. outlook, and that fearless facing of the facts which we 
_ cpyave. Will you ‘not let me have a line as to the attitude of the 
' Aoardon these questions? Can we hope for an effective unity, or is 
the nature of our work such as to condemn us to the old isolation? 

I am on my fourth page and I have said practically nothing as 
to the Conferences. Jerusalem was inspiring. It was splendid to meet 
so many fine people interested in the common task. liuch information 
of great value came out. But I cameaway with a sense that many 
things we might well have expected to discuss had been deftly side- 
tracked. Mr. Mott is a Christian statesman of first rank, and no 
doubt he had certain things he wanted the Conference to emphasize, 
which needed emphasis, such as the scheme for a sort of Near East 
Missionary council. But one wonders if he be not also a skilled 
Shall I saw politician?; rather let it be tactician. Thursday, 
Friday, and aturday were given to preliminary discussions. Sunday 
was the day of inspiration and retreat with no business in sight. 

The stage was all set for Monday and sometime before midnight the 
curtain must fall as the arrangements did not provide a possible 
extension. Ten commissions had to report that day, but the reports 


were not given out until the earlier ones were disposed of. The

But when nothing was said about relations to 
rovernments, t ouch our committee on education was told not to find 
on that as it wes to be covered elsewhere, and other ereat fields 
were left untouched, it is natural that there should be regrets. — 

The findings will, in my Opinion, make interesting reading and frre 
rish enthusiastic "speakers with material for addresses.

Similarly the conference of Collezes at beirut was a 
time of splendid fellowship and warm friendship. lio one had any 
very definite program; indeed it seemed to me we should have fared 
better if some of the facts gleaned from the delegates, had been 
prepared and summarised in advance in careful papers. But it gave 
us a new vision of our common rroblems, and a new aprreciation of | 
all that is being done to serve through the Colleres. I cameaway 
feeling, however, that our Colleces are a vital part of the missionary 
program, and feeling, somewhat dimly as to just how, but clearly as 
to the need, that a closer linking up of the Colleges with the 
other forms of missionary work would be mutually advantageous. 
Ferhaps this is but an echo of my own strong yearning that our 
own College, though havine large freedom and the enlarged financial 
backing that is supposed to come therewith, shall yet remain very 
closely in fellowship with the creat throbbing heart of the churches, 


criticisms, we léve and admire and honor. And so I come back to 

the same theme, a yearning for a closer fellowship, a more sinsle 
vision of the creat task, and the counting of all things but dross,

We here on the field are constantiy a2 ka over the rela- 
tionsnips which are arranged between men and women wno are 
engaged in the of the Boarde Ever since 
the rela: Lonsilp between the and the Missionary Socitéty 
has peen more or less recognized there have been avery 
large number of our missionaries engaged in 
relief work, and certainly having no responsibility for any 
direct work under the Mission. Among these there comes to 
mind, Marden, lire Partridge, Mr. Beecn, Mr. Maynard, 
Dre. Dewsy, Miss Dwignt, Mr. Colmptone. At times it seems to be 
assumed tat these persons are regular missionaries of the 
. Board, and simply temporarliy out of its service. But when 
guch a relat lonship cont inues over a considerable period of 
years, auc waen the Mission seems to have no autnority to 
place such missionaries, they pres ent something of an anomaly. 
If their selat are matters which do not concern 
the Mission, put rather tne Board itself and the individual 
concerned, well and goode But if the Mission is to be in- 
telligent in facing its prodlemm, it would seem to be wise 
for their status to be more clearly defined, and generally 
known to tie members of the Mission. 


I can not but see a te@mdency which I think is very 
important ,and that is that with the gradual closing down 
of the work of the N. HE. Re a goed many of the missionaries 
who nave found service under it will naturally tend, either 
40 return to America and give up Mission service, or to setie 
down in the countries where they have already been serving. 
Thus it would be natural for those who have been doing 
NeBeRe work to associate themselves with the new institution s 
which are growing up in Greece. Perhaps this is as it should 
be. If s0, this will almost inevitably mean the developing 
there of important institutions, since aggressive men and | | 
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women will almost certainly attract to themselves associates.

I cannot nelp but Feel, nowever, as a missionary who 
els urgentiy the importance of maintaining and strengthen= 
g the work in Anatolia, that inevitably the development 
; work in Greece will be at the expense of work in Turkey. 
Pernaps it qugne to bee If so, let us frankly and freely 
face it, amd iaxe our plans accordingly. Let us insist that 
those wao are to work in Greece adapt themselves to the sit-— 
vation and particulariy learn the language of the countrye. 
Let us once and for all strike off from our list of possible 
workers in Anatolia such persons. But is there not great dm-— 
ger tnat we are drifting into a policy which will result in 
leaving the work in Greece handicapped with a considerable 
number of Oxo yut, for Greece, ill—trained workers, 
While at the same time the prospect——let me ravner say possi- 
bility or nope-—that some of these persons may come back to 
Turkey is actually deferring the apposntment of 
workers for this country?

Dear Dr.. Barton: 


Just a line to say that the school year is over and we have 
finished our examinations and dismissed students and most of the teachers... 
Mrs.. Reed and I had hoped to get away for a good change and rest, first to 
Switzerland and later to Constantinople where our good friends the McNaghtons 
kindly placed a house at our disposal. But the press of work, Prof. Saidwell's 
uncertain health and the certainty that Dr. MacLachlan will attempt too 
much if he is single handed on his return has made it imperative that we 
stay on the Campus, so arver Mission m eting we shall be “at home” at the 
usual spot. 


May I express my sincere appreciaticn of your splendid Mission 
letter of May 23rd in which you raise definite questions for the Mission. 
I do trust that we as a Mission may have grace and honesty to face these 
and other problems which ere before us. We live in trying times but it 
has long seemed to me a little more cooperation and planning together would 
get us farther.. I feel sure your letter will help toward this end. 


Today came the se of the Saad meeting of the Committee-ad- 
interim held on the 12th... We are greatly pained to see that our wise elders 
in the capital felt it incumbent on them only eleven days before the opening 
of Mission meeting to decide the Vrooman matter which had been definitely 
set for action at Annual Meeting.. Smyrna station had presented its case by 
formal statement bothto Mission and Boards, end had beenassured thet it 
would wait over till Annual Meeting.. This sort of action is the kind of thing 

which makes some of us very impatient of the permanently centralized control 
of Mission matters in Constantinople. When I read the minute I was tempted 
to wire a protest in the name of this station, but new Ang would be gained 


by it.. 


Letters from Dr.. MacLachlan report informally the meeting of the 
Trustees on May 23rd and of the Executive Committee later. I rejoice in the 
actions taken, but feel that until the requests of the Trustees are met 
by formal action of the American Board, we have still some ways to go.. Dr. 
MacLachlan sends us the report of the specialist who has been examining hin, 
and who recommends twelve hougs in wd a day, no strenuous work, and the 
like. Perhaps I am unduly alarmed, but when I consider the possibility of 
no reinforcements here next year, and me the only missionary with health and 
strengbh( since Lawrence is at home and both Dr.. Mac and Yaldwell of limited 
strength) I feel almost ready to run away. We shall certainly try to have 
the’ Mission see our need here, but we are compelled by past experience to be 
gOubtful. Is it not possible for the Prudential Committee to appoint Mr, 

and Mrs. Vrooman as educational missionaries directly to the Collem as was 
done in the case of Mr. Birge and as has been done mkhkurwkxe in other cases 
elsewhere. 


My dear Dr., Barton, I do not want to be pessimistic but at times 
I do feel the lonliness of our situation and the lack of real leadership in 
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the Mission.. I want the Vroomans, not so much for any teaching they can 

do, as for their moral and spiritual backing. Thereis a vast difference 
between the viewpoint of the families who come out after mature preparation 
and with life service in view, and that of the young tutors, val uable as the 
letter are. Just now, forexample, we are asked to prepare facts for 


the new official permits, and it practically involves a revaluation of our 
curriculum. A man ought not tovhave to do this single handed. Today the 

- ladies are to ld that their school has no permit and is to be clased, — 
(happily the good word comes when they are already closed for the summer) 
but one likes to consult as to the next step. And so it goes. I do feel that 
the Boarc and the Mission must understand that we here who have borne the 
burden and heat of the long war years, the reconstruction, the Disaster and 
now the adjustment to new onditions, cannot carry on singlehanded much 
longer without serious breaks. We should not have let bawrence go if he had 
not clearly needed it.. Yaldwell is a broken man, You know Dr. Machachlan's 
state.: And yet as I see it, we have here in Smyrna, the crucial point and for 
the past year we have vindicated the faith which brought us tack with the 
backing of the Boards and our friends. And if we fail later on, I believe it 


will be largely for lack of continued support, especially along the line 
of personnel. 


May I also put in a word for formal ation by the Board as to the 
support it can give us. Last year’s strong backing was a great element in 
our success. +t meant freedom within limite, from financial cares and 
worries. It allowed us to go ahead without anxiety as to where mosey was 
to come from for salaries. I feel sure that if the Board will be equally 
prompt and generous this year, we shall have the same gxperience again; 
friends will rally and we shall have finances adjusted in advance rather 
than at the end, am a deficit. Will you not see that the Board takes such 
action as the Trustees mve requestéd so that we may be free on that score?

Dr. Barton: - 


You will doubtless have heard from others of the 
very successful Mission meeting which closed a week ago today 
after just a week of sessions. I shall hope to write you on 
my early return to Smyrna, somewhat fully of my impressions 
of the meeting. I may say however, that to me it was one of 
great significance and marks, I believe, the beginning of a 
new day in our mission administration. 


Before le aving Smyrna, I wrote you of the action of 
the Commitee-ad-interim in deciding before Mission meeting 
that the Vroomans should spénd the coming year in the lan- 
guage school at Constantinople. This action the Mission did 
not question, but it did designate definitely the Vroomans 
to Smyrna at the end of their language study period, am this 
in spite of the decision not to designate the future location 
of the other missionaries coming out t is fall, ie the Perrys, 
Wileys and Atkinsons. Your letter of June 9th made it clear 
to the Mission that you had asked for Mission rather than 
Committee-ad-interim action but it was let stand. 


Your letter was the only word that had come to me of the 
action of the Prudential Committee in continuing its support 
of two additional missiomry families in the College or in lieu 
thereof, support not to exceed sixty five hundred dollars. 

But the Mission seemed so thoroughly committed to the policy 
of keeping all new missiomries in the language school that 
it did not consider sending the Perrya to Smyrna with the 


Vroomans this year, and seeing the trend, I did not press the 
mat ter. 


The Comattteahou-Supply-o f-the-Field did, however, 
make a suggestion which was approved by the Mission to the 
effect that Mr. and Mrs. Wingate be designated to Smyrna | 
for the College. To me this is an excel ‘lent suggestion tho 
no one was able to say in any definite way what might or might 
be the possibilities of their coming out this year. Nor do I 
know what arrangements Dr. MacLachlan may have already made to 
meet our immediate needs in view of the telegram that the 
Vroomans should come to Constantinople. I am, today, after 
donsulting with Mr. Charlies Riggs, wiring as follows:

I am strongly in fagor, however, of our getting the 
Wingates out if it is at all possible for them to come this 
year. Mr. Wingate enjoys a splendid reputation in the Mission 
both as a business mnof ability, and as a tactful mn with 
the government. He is also a man of excellent ability as a 
teacher and his experience would be of the utmost value to us | 
at this stage of our wrk. Perhaps I am selfishly interested : 
too much in that with Dr. Maclachlan's limitations of strength, 
Prof. Lawrence's absence and Prof. Caldwell's necessity of 
great care, I see no chance of getting in any serious language 
study myself unless we can get at once such a man as Mr. 
Wingate. We also have some extension plans into which he and 
Mrs. Wingate would wrk excellently. I thyeefore sincerely trust 
that they way may be open for their early coming to Smyrna. 
If, however, the way is not open for them to come this fall, I 
trust that Dr. MacLachlan and the Trustees may find some other 
way to meet our needs. While the Mission did not vote NOT to 
let ushave the Perrys next year, if 1 understand the temper 
of the Mission, I think there is little liklihood that such 
action will be taken.

Mrs. Reed ana I are just back from annual meeting at 
Constantinople which Was a great success. From that meeting 
I think word has already gone to the effect that it is 
highly important hereafter that ali jissionaries coming out 
to Turkey with scnool work in wind, and I snppose that 
means everypoody, should be provided with a diploma or 
certificate duly witnessed by the Turkish Consul of his 
country, showing graduation from a higher normal scnool or 
a university. I understand that Miss Putney and perhaps 
others have already sent for such diplomas, and possibly 
you have handled theme Thus far we have avoided the necéssity 
of presenting diplomas ce:tified in America, and I think our 
local autnorities wiil accept my own cert ification or that 
of the local American Consul tnis yeare 


But as it is our purpose to meet the new law iliteraiiy 
it seems desirable to get these certificates in due form. 
I will add as a P.S.- to this letter the exact wording 
of the school law. Doubtless you wiil be able to get the 
necessary certification in Boston, but if there should be 
any Gifficuity I might suggest that no doubt the Institute 
of International Education of Which Dr. Stepnen ¥. Duggan is 
Director (520 Fifth Avenue, New York) wouid doubtless be 
Zlad to faciiitate this matter. 


I may say that according to the Turkish usage a first 
Class American college is a university, which is in accord 
With Aljerican practice as well, since ever Harvard is 
legaily a college, but it would doubtless be well to have 
tne certificate for graduates of colleges clearly state 
that the institution is of university grade, and in this 
connection I presume the Institute which is coming to be 
recognized as an authoritative body, would be able to assist. 
I am writing today to Dean Holmes of Harvard for myself, to 
Queen's University for Dr. WacLachla oer and Prof. Lawrence, to 
Carleton College for Professor taldweli, to Hope College for 
Mr. Van Zahten, to the University of Pennsvivania for Mr. 
Macfarlane, and to the University of Toronto for Mr. Kirk 
wood, in each case asking that the certificate be forwardéda 
to youre 
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I trust that there wiil not be too lluch expense con— 
nected with these, ana it way be that you can get a blanket 
certificate covering ali of them, wnich would, I think, be 
perfectiy satisfactory to use Will you please aiso see to 
w lt that Mr. Vrooman, and also I might say, iirs. Vrooman, 
have their diplomas or certificates properly arranged, and 
aiso any new men who Way be coming to tne Collieze here. OF 
course I have no autnority to suggest for others than college 
people, but if the matter has not come before you officially 
in other connections, I wish you would take the matter up 
with Dre Barton, for the mission certainly feels the impor— 
tance cf this matter. 


A It just occurs to iie that in making new additional 
appointments to Turkey the Boards inight give careful attention 
to tnis new law, since occasionally tney have sent out women 
particularly, who were not graduates of Colleges or higher 
normal scnools. I aii addressing this letter to you since 
you always handle such routine Matters, but perhaps you :

Dear Dr. Bartons-. 

When I read this longletter which I have dictated about the Annual 
Meeting, I am ashamed to write more. But I see that I got so much into the 
matter of some of our administrative procedure andproblems that I have almost 
entirely neglected to emphasize what was quite as important, and that is, 
the splendid spirit of hope and confidence which was found on all hands. 

One would like opportunity to point out the contributions in per- 
sonality and viewpoint which each one made, but it would almost look like 
a parade of ones friends. The delegates from the Central Stations were 
all spbéndid people who had been through the mill there and who brought us 
into far closer touch with the problems and work there than any amount of 
letters did. Goodsell told me that one of the strongest reasons he had for 
declining the Yairo call and remaining on in Turkey was Lorrin Shepherd's 
decision to “stick” and Lorrin in turn was much influenced by Ernest Rigg's 
visit and report of the value of “staying by the goods" as illustrated by 
successes reported after long years of apparent hopeless waiting in the 
other Moslem fields reported at Jerusalem. Certainly all of us profited 
much by the simple stories brought to the Mission from the more lonely 
places, by the Sentral workers, by Miss Willard from Marsovan, Miss Richmond 
of Talas, and others. Dr. Nute was one of the younger men, but he won many 
friends by his devotion and winsomness. | 7 

The missionaries in Greece showed much zeal for rushing their work, 
but they also stood firmly for the work in Turkey. I have been wondering 
whether it might not prove wise to cut off the Greek area as the Syrian 
area has been cut off, but there seemed little mention of this in the meeting. 
The work in Greece is urgent, successful, and shows numerical results of the 
sort we cannot expect in Turkey just now. But I do long to see more of the 
workers in Greece getting the language and facing the permanent as opposed 
to the more immediately refugee problems. I do hope that any of the younger 
neople who may settle there, such as the Beachs, Compton's etc. will be 
put into serious study of Greek, for if not, we shall have a mission unfitted 
to reach the springsof Greek life. Mission*meeting made us all realize as we 
have long realized, that in Turkey the day of the missionary without a good 
knowledge of the language is passing and passing fast. 

Another thing which the letter to the rooms mentioned prominently, 
is the sense of hopvefulness. We no longer felt that our venture was a rather 
doubtful one, but that somehow or other, we were going forward. Each station 
seemed to be making a raal progress. Definite plans for carrying on were 
presented anc were within the bounds of a reasonable faith. It was quite 
different from the old spirit of “perhaps someday we can do so and so, but 
we can't say definitely now". It was more the spirit “Here we are, well dug 
in, anc we are ready for anything". Of course unexpected difficulties may 
come, but the Mission seems eager, reliant, conscious of its dependance 
not on institutions or particular conditions, but on the Almighty Power 
of God. If we can ever keep such a spirit, we shall not fail.

Your letter of June 20 with its enclosures is at hand, 
nar I thank you very much for your coOililents on tie Matters. of 
interest. 


In acknowledging this I will take advantage of the oppor— 
tunity to comment briefiy on the recent mission meeting, of 
wnich you have already received fuil reports no doubt. First 
of all Let me say that the matter of the Vroomans coming to 
Simyrna became almost nopelessly up before Annual Meeting, 
the final misunderstanding arising, as I have aireaay written, 
out of the action of the Comittee ad Interim in deciding the 
matter on receipt of your telegram which you meant to have 
answered by the mission. It appears also that the tacit 
assent which, as I reported, wre Goodsell, Dr. Peet and Dr. 
McNaughton, had given tlle personally in Jerusalem, and on tne 
basis of which I assumed that the mission would approve of 
a branch Language School in Smyrna, Was given without a fuil 
understanding on their parte 


Mr. Goodsell feels in a peculiar way the father of the 
Language Scnool, and he simply refused to entertain any sug 
gestion of a branch, aithough neither he nor the mission made 
any alternative’ suggestion for adequate facilities for us 
here in Smyrna. You assumed that I snould sort of see the 
thing through the Annual Meeting, but in view of the commit- 
ment by the Committee, and the presumption that plans in 

 Amwerica would already have been made, it did not seem wise 
to press the matter unduly, 80 the Vrooman's Were assigned 
to Constantinople for language study and thereafter to Smyrna 
for the work of the Collegee The mission aiso approved of 
the Winegates coming to smyrna although no one Was very def- 
inite as to their wishes in the matter. I trust that on the 
whole this plan may work out happily, aithough I do feel in- 
creasingly the need of other permanent families on the caipus. 


You make kind inquiries about Mr. Caldwell, wno keeps 


about the same. Just now he is having some improvements 
made on nis nouse in anticipation of the early arrival of 


Mrs. Caldwell and Herbert, accoiipanied by their eldest daughter, 
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Alice, who comes for a visit. Professor Caldwell seems 
somewhat better, but I am Very much in doubt as to his abll- 
ivy to carry a full schedule of work during the coming year, 
for I fear that unless he takes tne utmost care of himselr, 
he Dreak more seriously. 


In connect ion with this I would again point out tne 
very serious shortage of periianent workers wnich we face . 
Dr. MacLacnlan is, of course, a nost and I find myself con— 
Stantly delaying aecision on important tatters until his 
return, but it is clear to aii OF US that Ne must be protected 
just as far as possible from ainoying details, and from — 
routine responsibilities. Mrs. wacLachlan is even wondering 
Whether they ought not to leave tne big nape, where it is 
so easy for everyone to slip in ana so difficult to secure 
perfect rest and privacye It is because We are in such des— 
perate need of another fanily or tWo that we have been so 
anxious to get the Vroomans at once, and to have tne Winegates 


Take sucha “ane matter as entertaining, a thing 
Which we all love to share ine With Dr. MacLachlan on 
avery strict diet and with Proressor Caldwell sgitilarly in 
need of special treatment and rest, it becomes practically 
impossible for either of these famiiles to entertain, and 
unfortunately our house is so small that we have no guest. 
room. While, of course, We have io such number of guests 
aS in the old days, the necessity for such courtesy particular—- 
ly for our colleagues at Geuz Tepe, and the few visitors who 
do come, is the more urgent. Furtner I see no possibility 
or Mrs. Reed and I getting any time for itanguage study, if 
the burden of detailed @ministration and so much of the 
entertaining must belong to us. 


If for any reason the Win@gates cannot colle I do trust 
you Wili use your best efforts to secure us any other suit-— 
able familles that may be available. In View aiso of Prof- 
essor Lawrence's absence, and the probabliity of Professor 
Caldweill's being required to iimit his Work, our need for 
tutors is very great and we hope that br. Ward has been 
able to secure us sOlme good nelpers. We trust that we also 
may have ir. Carleton of Oberiin, if it Should turn out, as 
we hope wiil not be the case, that ne is nat needed in Tarsus. 


The recent mission meeting was the largest in point of 
numbers of which we have any record, and it seemed to be 
generally recognized as one of the most important which 

any had attended. Zt Was a meeting of peculiar pleasure to 
me, because for the first time since I have joined the 
mission there seemed to be a definite poiicy of adjusting 
our work to the actual situation and seeking to make the 
mission an effective administrative agency. The matter of 
having a field secretary evoked little opposition, and 
the experience of that mission meeting itself without similar 
more humiliating experiences, would nave warranted us in 
creating the new office. 
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The office was created even before it was known whether 

Mr. Goodsell would be available as the first incumbent, and 
While he was the very popular choice, it is significant 

that severai other men Were very favourably mentioned for it, 
so that while we may expect avery iarge degree of success 
from nis administration, the mission seemed to feel tnat 

jit was not only the man but the office that was importante 
‘I think the impending loss of Dr. Peet wiose resignation was 
read at the meeting helped to make us all feel the importance 
or @ resyvonsible executivee Dre Peet has so iong ana so 
| fully enjoyed the affection and confidence of the mission 
that he nas gathered into iis hands many of the responsibil- 
jit ies wnich an executive might have had, and there has been 
ia sort of feeling that no matter how many ioose enas there 
be, Dr. Peet woulda see things through. 


White lire fowle seems to be a successful business man 
and to enjoy a considerable confidence in the wission, it 
was not to be expected that he could carry s0 ittucn of the 
uncharted work as Dr. Peet has so dong done. You will have 
noticed that the responsibilitics of the fleid secretary are 
somewnat Limited, but they are sufficient, I feel sure, to 
ensure a very ifuch more effective administration of the 
mission. Particularly in the matter of the supply of tne 
field, our experience this year, and in fact always, has 
peen little better than patnetic. Name after name would 
oe presented and no officer of the mission had any recent 
information either from the individual or from the Boston 
office, as to whether tne person in question was or was not 
available for work in the near futuree AS a result the nur 
ber of persons asked for, from auong those who have been 
temporarily out of service, is abnormally large, and the com 
mittee on finance Was aiinost ashamed to iist dow all the 
possible salaries, iest it give the Prudent lal Loimidt tee a 
serious frignt. 


i It would seem a simple routine MWiatter for the candidate 
secretaries or whoever have the matter in hand in Boston, to 
‘'gend to every iission, snortiy before the Annual Meeting, 
the most recent and authentic inforidation with regard to 
the possible return of every wissionary, but in our mission 
this nas not been done, and we have therefore placed upon 
the field secretary the responsibility of studying the supply 
of the field, not only during Annual Meeting, but througnout 
tne year, and in keeping in touch with prospective workers 
and needse There is also a growing feeiing on the part of 
| the mission, that the mission as such should know a little 
| more about the finances, anc particularly that unexpended 
funds in the various treasuries snould be Clearly sSnown up. 


I think Mr. Belcher deserves considerable credit for 
tnis, but if my prophecy is worth anything I shouid say tnat 
no other treasurer of the mission will ever be given s0 free 
a hand with regard to financial policies, as had Dr. Peet. 
The mission wants to know Where the money goes, and particu- 


larly where the imoney remains that does not go, and in this 
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I am sure po@ will have tne fuii backing of the board TI 

do not like to think of myself as a hopeless conservative 

and yet I must confess to a bit of anxiety with regard to wha 
secus a new attitude in the mission with regard to the use of 
money. Appropriations wnicn a few years azo would have caused 
us ail to stop and debate a iong time are row almost glibly 
voted, as for example a thousand-dollar house-fund for each 
fainily in Athens, a thousand-dollar travel item for Mre 
Harlow on the assumption that ne comes back in accordance 
with the plan outlined a year agog a secretary, presumably 

a full appointee, for the School of Religion witn its hand 
ful of students; a full-time wissionary lady to te matron 

for the small Lan:uage Scnool. 


Do not misunderstand ime into saying that I am opposed 
to the use of all the funds We can get, but I do feei a good . 
deal of sympathy with the remark of my friend and classmate, 
R. H. Marknam, of Bulgaria, who was Fraternal Delegate. 
He said, "“Wnen I consider the way I have scrapea and sacrificed. 
to save the Board a few hundred dollars, and then when I see 
the way money is voted in this mission, I Nave made up my 
mind that the Board has no business to be a inotner to one 
tission and a step—mother to arother.* 


Last year a strong educationas. colmittee Was appointed 
under tne chairmanship of wr. Finney Markham, wno put ina 
treliendsus amount of time and energy in preparing a very 
lengthy report outlining the actual work of our scucolse Tne 
Inigssion has noW created a permanent educ..tional council of 
nine iia@ubers, three retiring each year, and is seeking in 
this way to give iarger elupnasis to the problems 
faced ov a wission, the majority of wnose imembers are en- 
gaged in educational work. The Council th ; gal is under— 
taking = number of studies of importance, re becouing , 
I believe, a powerful factor in our work. The old question 
Oi the relation of the educational institutions to the mis-— 
sion is bound to be brougnt wore to tne fore, not only 
through this council, but through other development se 


This brings me to the question of Anatolla College, to 
wnuich the mission gave some extended consideration. As you 
know, Dr. White is carrying on near Salonika an institution 
whieh bears the name *Anatolia’, whiie at the sauie time under 
tre leadership of Miss Morley the Anatolia Girls* School is 

’ functioning at Marsovan, and the only hope of continuing a 
poys' school at th@kcentre, is on the basis of the old name 

) and firman. The mission recognizes the fact that Anatolia 

- College is a separate corporation and was loath in any way 
$0 exeeed tne line of courtesy in making suggestions to 
that Board, but its recommendations are already before you. 


I was sorry that the recommendations made by iir. Fowle 
which seemed very much tothe point, were not included in the 
mission minutes or action. He pointed out that for Anatolia 
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College to continue in Greece under the same name would, in 
the first Place, give to every Turk wno Lleamed of it, 

, ground for wagzing his head and saying, “Aha, we always said 

| this was a Greek scnool, and now, you see, they have actually 
moved over Where they always belongede We did Very well to 
rid ourselves of them." And in the second place, for any 
cOllege in Greece under American auspices to carry the name | 
‘Anatolia,' is alinost certain to be a disadvaitave to it there, 

since aliiost inevitably it will ve looked upon there as a 

centre for the dreaiis of tnose Greeks Wi0 will stiil, in 
spite of everytaing, dream of the day wien Anatolia will 
again Greek. 


I feel very strongly that these arguments ought to 
be presented clearly to the Trustees. I cannot but feel that 
it is unfortunate for all American work in Turkey to nave 
'Anatolia College continue under the sane name in Greecee 
/ I see no objection to some of thepersonnel continuing there, 
/ but to move the institution's name aiso, seems to ite tO be 
a disadvantage which ali of us may well Ssharee I realize 
that Dr. White considers tne name a decided financial asset, 
but I trink ail the property rights, and most of the good— 
will could be conserved to the institution if it adopted a 
new fMaliee 


It Was aiso apparent in tiie meeting that there was some 
anxiety lest the new Anatoila, or iet us say tne new Col- 
lege at Saionika, shouid overtop tne station work.thnere, 
and become something of a rival with the mission. I 
had not thought much of this before mission iueeting, but 
when one of the good friends of Anatoila pointed out to me 
that no less than eignt or mine fauilies were avparently in- 
ciuded in Dr. White's aspirations for the Voliege, 1 could 
not believe it and asked nim to specify. Here is his list; 
Whites, 

Getchells (already on the vround) 

Theodore Riggs (asked back for this work) 

Dr. and Mrs. Marden (aiready in Greece) 

Hawkes( assigned to Salonika for educational work) 

Brewsters (already teaching a considerable auount of time 

in the institution) 

Comptons (clearly preferring tnis college to any of 

several other important places open to them) 

Beach (suggested for the saiie institution) 
and in the backgrand of some people's iinds, the thought, 
let me not say the ‘fear’, that Pye and possibly Harlow, if 
the latter comes for the School of Religion to Athens, may ~ 
pe bidden to the saiue worke No one in the mission would 
grudge to Dr. White any of these good people if he i8 able 
to develop a work requiring so many without encroaching on 
the needs of other important work, but there would seem to 
be a real fear lest so large a group should interfere with 
the proper development of other iines of work. 


I saw aiso that similarly some members of the mission 
Were a bit solicitous about the possibility of our College in 
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Smyrna overtopping the other lines of work. I am inclined 
to think that the time may be approaching whem, in the in 
terests Gf all concerned, the relationship between the col- 
leges with their separate Boards and tine ijission and the 
American Board, be more ciearly defined. It mignt even de 
desirable to set these institutions off as separate stations 
of the wission with Limited rignts in the mission, and I 
tnink there is a real feeling that perhaps missionaries in 
such institutions, particulariy those not supported by the 
American Board, snouid nave limited rignts in the mission 
if any at alle 


As far as We here in Smyrna are concerned, I aim sure 
we snould welcome any sucn definition which would liake our 
relationship more specific. I personally nave always felt 
that I was just as jiuch a missionary of tne Board, and.a 
leinber of this mission as was tie man or woman working &n 
sojle other Line of work and I doubt very much whetner our 
fori of organization ana control gives to tne individual 
any wore freedom or any Less rcesyonsibility than does tne 
more ordinary relationsnip to the station. But I snould 
be reaagy as I believe colieagues would, for any alteration 
Of status Which gave promise of greater userulnesse 


You have dovbtless heard frou mr. Goodsell and iir. 
Fowle of their visit to Angora in tne interests of Mr. 
Jennings' proposed club scheme. Tney took advantage of 
the opportunity to nave a conference with Vassuf Rey, the 
Minister of Puolic Instruction, and as a resuit of tnat 
Conference, wr. Goodsell said the Government was pressing 
three svecial points wit: regard to our scnoolse 


First, tnat every scnool must be regularly recognized 
and acknowledged; second, that Turkish Itust be adequately 
taugnt oy Turkish teachers; and third, that scnools must 
be avsoluteiy secularized. According to Wr. Goodsell's in- 
terpretation he feared that tne first point smignt very 
likely prevent the continuance of the Scnool of Religion at 
Constantinople, and iiss Kinney's scnool, since neither of 
these had their papers in regular ordere And ne aiso felt 
tiat under the third, it mignt be very difficult to continue 
St. Paul's at Tarsus, although in none of these cases was he 
entirely nopeless. 


From what I can judge nere I think this gentieman's 
diagnosis is correct. I alm sometimes inciined to tnink 
that the Government would iike an opportunity to get rid 
of ali ofus, but that is probably a Littie too strong a 
way to put it. But they are certainly deteriined that. we 
should know and acknowledge who is boss, ana that We should 
do their way, for a time at least. 


Our local situation seems fairly satisfactory, par- 
ticularly in the College. I am this week cOilipleting our 
application for a new official permit in the name of the 
Repubiic, a thing wnich was only asked of us recentiy, but 
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fuich ali our friends in Constantinople have had in hana for 
Many wontnse Our local officials assure us tnat it is but 

a Tlormality and I personaly Shall be Surprised if we actually 
get the newpermit for some time; certainly before the Treaty 
Ls ratified. But I presume When ali tne papers are in We 
Shali be allowed to continue. We are reguired to go througn 
a lot of fornmaiity including the submitting of fuil course of 
stuay, text-books, and no ena of official papers. 


With respect to wiss Greene's sciool, as we have come 
to Call the A.C.I., there seems to be a tittle more question 
growing out of the fact that the former founder Dr. Bowen, 
Glec without a new one Naving been designated; second, to 
the change of directress Wiss wecCallum to Miss Greene 
whicn has never yet been recognized, ana finaiiy to the 
change of location of tie school, which last involves its 
being recognized as a continuation of the old scnool at 
Basilahnane, rather than of an unrecognized school at Salanane, 
(the scnool which we began as a branch of the A.C.Ie in i919). 
Fortunately, nowever, the patrons of tnis scnool who are ail 
Turks have iwaae themselves effectively known to the liinister 
Of Pubiic Instruction, and I realiy pelieve that tne Govern- 
IMent will recognize the scnool in due course, ana We are 
Making ail on that assumpt lone 


Dr. wacLachlan, We presume, iS SOileWnere en route and 
potn he and tne Caldweils smouid be nere within a couple 
of weeks. We are having a good deal of work done round the 
College during the summer, painting, screening amd sO On, 
in additionto the soimewnat extensive work at tue farm; so 
tnat there is aiways sometning to Keep us busy. I al glad 
to say that lirs. Reed and the children profited greatly from 
the visit to Constantinople where we nad Very deiignt fui fel- 
Lowsnin with tne mcNaigntons, tne warknams, and the Clarkes, 
who “stayed on at Geuz Tepe for a Tew days after the close of 
the meet ing. 


I nope snortly after Dr. MacLacrilan's return to be able 
to prepare and present our annual Report, including our 
Tinancial statement, to tne Board of Wanagers, five of whom 
we $20uid te able to fet, Witmout the prospective 
New Turkish memberse 


I trust tnis long Letter wiii not entirely have wearied 
you, but I am sure you will be glaa to know of the lorward-Lo@king 
plans of the mission, and to be assured of our hope and con- 
fidence as we face the present situatione

friction on this erd. There hasr't been a particle. On the contrary, 
this action which I have taker, it seems tome, will prevent the nossibiles 
ity of any thing ¢ of that sort.

T am not going to answer at all yours of July 27 
which came as:you were making plans for snother year, which 
plans*have been entirely upset, but I want to thank you for . 
the letter and to say that it was indeed highly appreciated. 


| I will not here refer to the discussion contained 
therein; in fact, I am not quite sure that this letter will 
reach you at all, but I am writing especially today to ex=- _— 
press a feeling of profound sympathy with all of you people 
there in Smyrna for what you have seen and gone through with 
since early in September. T am sure you do not need to — 
have me’ say this, but it is good for our souls to say it. 

It has been impossible to sleep nights in the face of the 
information that was coming by cable daily from ell sources, 
the public press and privately, revealing the terrible dise 
tress there. Ye have been anxiously waiting for detailed 
news. had a letter from Dr. MacLachlan from Malta 
ine full account of his experience. Ye sre now hearing 
from Miss Mills and others so that we are getting the de- 
tails in a pretty large measure. 


My anxiety especially turns on relief measures, 
We at once by cable set our machinery at work in Constanti- 
nople. ‘Ye attempted to get the Red Cross to enter in, but 
we somehow could not seem to get them to move. Judge Payne 
was in Europe and everything hung fire until he came home so 
thet for four weeks there seemed to be nothing but for the 
Near East to throw itself into the breach, which it did to 
the limit of its ability. VWithin thet time we had obligated 
ourselves over half a million dollars for food supplies. We 
bought stocks on the sea and one of these loads of fifteen 
hundred tons has already been discharged and is being used, 
A week ago in Washington we took the matter up with the Red 
Cross in the presence of the President, and they have come in 
g0 that we feel immensely relieved. Dr. Hill is on his way

to Athens and they are going to take a strong hand in caring 
for the refugees in Europe, while the Near East Relief retains 
responsibility for Asia, T am giving you this outline to let 
you know that we have been insistent in season and out of 
season to try to get this to work. — 


Ye have now formed a Committee representing all of 
the benevolent interests in the United States that are inter- 
ested in the Near East, of which ill Hays, the former Poste 
master General, is Chairman. As you perhaps know, he is the 
moving picture lord with a salary bigger than that of the 
President of the United States. He is giving much of his 
time, without cost to us of course, to the promoting of inter- 
est in the United States. I forgot to mention that Mr... 
Hoover is on the Committee of which Hays is Gheairman, He. . 
has got Archie Roosevelt as his chief assistant md they are. 
pushing the matter in the United States to secure funds to.
